,The D&D game is a fantasy game of your imagination. It’s part acting, 
| part stor storytelling, part social interaction, part war game, and part dice | 
rolling, You and your friends create characters that develop and grow, 
with each adventure they complete. One player is the Dungeon | 
Master (DM). The DM controls the monsters and enemies, narrates 
the action, referees the game, and sets up the adventures. Together, 
the Dungeon Master and the players make the game come alive. 

This Player’s Handbook has all the rules players need to create 
characters, select equipment, and engage in combat with a variety 
of supernatural and mythical foes. 

The Dungeon Master's Guide, available separately, provides the DM 
with advice, guidelines, and everything he or she needs to create 
\challenges, adventures, and full-fledged D&D campaigns, includ- 
Ling sections on prestige classes, magic items, and character rewards. 
|__ The Monster Manual, available separately, contains material that 
_players and DMs alike will find useful. With hundreds of mon- 
\sters to populate all levels of dungeons, this tome also includes 
‘monster creation rules, information on playing monsters as char- 
acters, details on monster tactics, and powered-up versions of stan- 
dard creatures.

Your character 
might explore ancient ruins guarded by devious traps or loot the 
tomb of a long-forgotten wizard. You might sneak into a castle to 
spy on an enemy or face the life-draining touch of an undead crea- 
ture. Anything is possible in a Dunczons & Dracons game, and 
your character can try to do anything you can imagine. 
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THREE DIMENSIONS. PLAYING THE GAME 


Duncerons & Dracons uses a core mechanic to resolve all actions 
in the game. This central game rule keeps play fast and intuitive. 

The Core Mechanic: Whenever you attempt an action that has 
some chance of failure, you roll a twenty-sided die (d20). To deter- 
mine if your character succeeds at a task (such as attacking a mon- 
ster or using a skill), you do this:

to continuous product improvement. We’ve updated errata, clarified 
rules, and made the game even better than it was. But also rest assured 
that this is an upgrade of the d20 System, not a new edition of the game. 
This revision is compatible with all existing products, and those prod- 
ucts can be used with the revision with only minor adjustments. 

What’s new in the revised Player's Handbook? We've increased the 
number of feats and spells to choose from, and we've added new class 
features to the barbarian, bard, druid, monk, ranger, and sorcerer. The 
entire book has been polished and refined, all in response to your feed- 
back and to reflect the way the game is actually being played. We've 
streamlined some rules, expanded others. We've overhauled skills and 
spells. 

Take a look, play the game. We think you'll like how everything 
turned out.

WHAT YOU_NEED TO PLAY 

Your group needs these items to play D&D. 

¢ The Player’s Handbook, Dungeon Master’s Guide, and Monster 
Manual revised core rulebooks. (All players might want to have 
their own copies of the books.) 

* A copy of the character sheet at the back of this book for each

\¢_A battle grid. The Dungeon Master's Guide contains one. 
\* Miniatures to represent each character and the monsters that 
challenge them. 

.* Aset of dice for each player. A set of dice includes at least one 
four-sided die (d4), four six-sided dice (dé), one eight-sided die 
(d8), two ten-sided dice (d10), one twelve-sided die (d12), and 
one twenty-sided die (d20). 

* Pencils, scrap paper, and graph paper to keep notes and to map 
the locations your characters will explore. 


DICE 


We describe dice rolls with expressions such as “3d4+3,” which | 
means “roll three four-sided dice and add 3” (resulting in a number _ 
between 6 and 15). The first number tells you how many dice to. 
roll (adding the results together). The number immediately after 
the “d” tells you the type of die to use. Any number after that indi- 
cates a quantity that is added or subtracted from the result. Some 
examples include: 

1d8: One eight-sided die, generating a number from 1 to 8. This 
is the amount of damage a longsword deals. 

1d8+2: One eight-sided die plus 2, generating a number from 3 

to 10. A character with a +2 Strength bonus deals this amount of 
_damage when using a longsword. 

2d4+2: Two four-sided dice plus 2, resulting in a number from 
4 to 10. This is the amount of damage a 3rd-level wizard deals with 
a magic missile spell. 

d%: Percentile dice work a little differently. You generate a 
number between 1 and 100 by rolling two different-colored ten- 
sided dice. One color (designated before you roll) is the tens digit. 
The other is the ones digit. Rolls of 7 and 1, for example, give you 
a result of 71. Two 0s represent 100. Some percentile dice show the

Attack Rolls 


To attack an opponent, roll a d20 and add your character’s attack 
bonus. If the result equals or exceeds the opponent’s Armor Class 
(AC), the attack succeeds. 

On a successful attack, roll the dice indicated for the we weapon 
you used to determine how much damage your attack deals. 

Damage reduces hit points (hp). When all of a character's hit 
points are gone, the character falls unconscious and is dying. (See 
Chapter 8: Combat for details.) 

A critical hit deals more damage. If yc you roll a natural 20 on an 
attack roll, you threaten a critical hit. Roll again to confirm it. If the 
second attack roll is successful, then the critical hit is confirmed 
and you deal more damage (see page 140 for more information). 


THE COMBAT ROUND 


Combat is played in rounds. Each round represents 6 seconds in 
the game world, regardless of how long it takes to play out the 
round. Combat starts with initiative checks to determine the 
order of play for the entire battle. There are three types of actions: 
standard actions, move actions, and full-round actions. In a round, 
you can do one of these four things: Take a standard action and 
then a move action; take a move action and then a standard action; 
take two move actions; or perform a full-round action. (See Chap- 
ter 8: Combat for details.)

CHOOSE YOUR CLASS AND RACE 


Choose your class and race at the same time, because some races 
_are better suited to certain classes. The classes, detailed in Chapter 
|3, are barbarian, bard, cleric, druid, fighter, monk, paladin, ranger, 
‘rogue, sorcerer, and wizard. Each class description includes a 
“Races” section that provides some advice.

ASSIGN AND ADJUST ABILITY SCORES | 


Now that you know your character's class and race, take the ability. 
scores you rolled earlier and assign each to one of the six abilities: 
Strength, Dexterity, Constitution, Intelligence, Wisdom, and 
Charisma. Adjust these scores up or down, according to your race, 
as indicated on Table 2-1: Racial Ability Adjustments (page 12). 
Put high scores in abilities that support your class selection. 
_Each class description includes an “Abilities” section that provides 
some advice. 
__ For each ability score, record the character's modifier, as indi- 
cated on Table 1-1: Ability Modifiers and Bonus Spells (page 8). 
Ability modifiers adjust many die rolls in the game, including 
attack rolls, damage rolls, skill checks, and saving throws. 
Record your adjusted ability scores and their modifiers on your 
character sheet. 


REVIEW THE STARTING PACKAGE. 


There is at least one starting package at the end of each class 
description. Look at your class’s starting package. It offers a fast 
_way to complete the next several steps of character creation. If you 
like the feat, skills, and equipment listed there, record this infor- 
{sen on your character sheet. Otherwise, use this information 


as a guide and make your own decisions. 


RECORD RACIAL AND CLASS FEATURES 


Your character's race and class provide certain features. Most of 


these are automatic, but some involve making choices and thinking |

SELECT SKILLS — 4 
/Your character's class and Intelligence modifier determine how 
_many skill points you have to buy skills (see page 62). 

Skills are measured in ranks. Each rank adds +1 to skill checks 
made using a specific skill. 

At 1st level, you can buy as many as 4 ranks in a class skill (a. 
_skill on your class's list of class skills) for 4 skill points, or as many, 
las 2 ranks in a cross-class skill (a skill from another class's list of | 

class skills) for the same cost. (You get more out of purchasing 
class skills.) 
Buying skills goes faster if you spend 4 skill points ts (your m maxi-_ 
mum) on every skill you buy, as we've done in the starting packages. 
Once you've selected your skills, determine the skill modifier 
_for each one. To do this, add the skill ranks to the ability modifier 
_associated with the skill and record it on your character sheet.

RECORD COMBAT NUMBERS 


Determine these statistics and record them on your character 
sheet. 

Hit Points: Your hit points (hp) determine how hard your char- 
acter is to kill. At 1st level, wizards and sorcerers get 4 hp; rogues 
and bards get 6 hp; clerics, druids, monks, and rangers get 8 hp; 
fighters and paladins get 10 hp; and barbarians get 12 hp. To this 
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number, add your character's Constitution modifier. 

Armor Class: Your Armor Class (AC) determines how hard 
your character is to hit. Add the following numbers together to get 
your AC: 10 + your armor bonus + your shield bonus + your size 
modifier + your Dexterity modifier. 

Initiative: Your character's initiative modifier equals your Dex- 
terity modifier. The Improved Initiative feat provides an addi- 
tional modifier if you selected it. 

Attack Bonuses: Your class determines your base attack bonus. 
To determine your melee attack bonus for when you get into close- 
combat fights, add your Strength modifier to your base attack bonus. 
To determine your ranged attack bonus for when you attack from a 
distance, add your Dexterity modifier to your base attack bonus. 

Saving Throws: Your class determines your base saving throw. 
bonuses. To these numbers, add your Constitution modifier to get | 
your Fortitude save, your Dexterity modifier to get your Reflex | 
save, and your Wisdom modifier to get your Will save.

Your character has six sbilitnc: Strength (abbreviated Str), Dex- 
terity (Dex), Constitution (Con), Intelligence (Int), Wisdom 
(Wis), and Charisma (Cha). Each of your character's above-aver- 
age abilities gives you a benefit on certain die rolls, and each 
below-average ability gives you a disadvantage on other die rolls. 
When creating your character, you roll your scores randomly, 
assign them to the abilities as you like, and raise and lower them 
according to the character’s race. Later, you can increase them as 
your character advances in experience. 


'-/ To create an ability score for your character, roll & six-sided 


dice (4d6). Disregard the lowest die roll and total the three high- 
est ones. The result is a number between 3 (horrible) and 18

ABILITY MODIFIERS 


Each ability, after changes made because of race, has a mod- 
ifier ranging from —5 to +5. Table 1-1: Ability Modifiers 
and Bonus Spells (on the next page) shows the modifier 
for each score. It-also shows bonus spells, which you'll 
need to know about if your characteris aspellcaster. 
The modifier is the number you apply to the die roll 
when your character tries to do something related to 
that ability. For instance, you apply your character's 
Strength modifier to your roll when he or she tries to 
hit someone with.a sword. You also use the modifier 
with some numbers that aren't die rolls—for example, 
you apply your character's Dexterity modifier to his or 
her Armor Class (AC). A positive modifier is called a 
bonus, and a negative modifier is called a penalty. 


ABILITIES_-AND. SPELLCASTERS 


The ability that governs bonus spells (see Chapter 3: 
Classes) depends on what type of spellcaster your 
character is: Intelligence for wizards; Wisdom for 
clerics, druids, paladins, and rangers; or/Charisma 
for sorcerers and bards. In addition to having a high 
ability score} a\spellcaster must be of high enough class 
level to be able to cast spells of a given spell level. 
(See the class descriptions in Chapter 3 for details.) 

For instance; the wizard Mialee has an Intelligence

Your scores are considered too low if the sum of your , 
modifiers (before adjustments because of race) is 0 or lower, or if. 


your highest score is 13 or lower. 


Each ability partially describes your character and affects some of 
his or her actions. 

The description of each ability includes a list of races and crea- 
itures along with their average scores in that ability. (Not every 
icreature has a score in every ability, as you'll see when you look at 
\the lists that follow.) These scores are for an average, young adult 

creature of the indicated race or kind, such as a dwarf tax collector, 
a halfling merchant, or an unexceptional gnoll. An adyenturer— 
say, a dwarf fighter or a gnoll ranger—probably has better scores, 
at least in the abilities that matter most to that character, and 
player characters are above average overall. 


STRENGTH (STR) 


Strength measures your character's muscle and physical power. 
This ability is especially important for fighters, barbarians, pal- 
iadins, rangers, and monks because it helps them prevail in 

combat. Strength also limits the amount of equipment your char- 

Tecter can carry (see Chapter 9: Adventuring). 
You apply your character's Strength modifier to: 
.* Melee attack rolls. 


* Damage rolls when using a melee weapon or a thrown weapon | 
(including a sling). (Exceptions: Off-hand attacks receive only

Dexterity measures hand-eye coordination, agility, reflexes, and bal-_ 
ance. This ability is the most important one for rogues, but it's also |

_and sorcerers), and for anyone who wants to be a skilled archer.

CONSTITUTION (CON) 


Constitution represents your character’s health and stamina. A 
Constitution bonus increases a character's hit points, so the ability 
is important for all classes. 

You apply your character's Constitution modifier to: 

* Each roll of a Hit Die (though a penalty can never drop a result 
below 1—that is, a character always gains at least 1 hit point 
each time he or she advances in level). 

* Fortitude saving throws, for resisting poison and similar threats. 


\* Concentration checks. Concentration _is_a skill, important to 


spellcasters, that has Constitution as its key ability. 
If a character’s Constitution score changes enough to alter his 
_or her Constitution modifier, the character's hit points also in- 


\crease or decrease accordingly.

Intelligence determines how well your character learns and rea- 
isons. This ability is important for wizards because it affects how 


many spells they can cast, how hard their spells are to resist, and 
how powerful their spells can be. It's also important for any char- 
acter who wants to have a wide assortment of skills. 
You apply your character's Intelligence modifier to: 
* The number of languages your character knows at the start of 
the game. 
¢ The number of skill points its gained each level. (But your charac- 
ter always gets at least 1 skill point per level.)

ception, and intuition. While Intelligence represents one’s ability 
to analyze information, Wisdom represents being in tune with. 
and aware of one’s surroundings. An “absentminded professor” has 
low Wisdom and high Intelligence. A simpleton (low Intelli- 
gence) might still have great insight (high Wisdom). Wisdom is 
the most important ability for clerics and druids, and it is also 
important for paladins and rangers.

Charisma is most important for paladins, sorcerers, and bards. It is | 


_also important for clerics, since it affects their ability to turn)

Constitution gets the next highest score, 14. The dwarf’s +2 
\racial bonus to Constitution (see Table 2-1: Racial Ability Adjust- 
‘ments, page 12) improves his Constitution score to 16, which 
gives him a +3 modifier. This bonus gives the character more hit 
points and better Fortitude saving throws. 

Monte puts his lowest score, 8, into Charisma. The dwarf’s | 
racial penalty to Charisma (see Table 2-1) reduces his Charisma] | 
score to 6, for a—2 penalty. 

Monte has two bonus-range scores left (13 and 12), plus ; P| 
average score (10). Dexterity gets the 13 (+1 bonus), which helps 
with ranged weapon attacks and with Reflex saving throws. 
(Monte'’s also thinking ahead. A Dexterity score of 13 qualifies his 
character for the Dodge feat—see Table 5-1: Feats, page 90). 

Wisdom gets the 12 (+1 bonus). The Wisdom bonus helps with 
perception skills, such as Spot and Listen (see Table 4-2: Skills, 

page 63), as well as with Will saving throws. 


Intelligence gets the 10 (no bonus or penalty). An average Intel-_ 
ligence isn't bad for a fighter.

Ability scores can increase with no limit. Points at which ability, 
changes occur include the following 9° 

\* Add 1 point to any score upon attaining 4th level and_at every] 
fourth level your character attains thereafter (8th, 12th, 16th, 
and 20th level). 

* Many spells and magical effects temporarily ir increase_or 
decrease_ability scores. The ray of enfeeblement spell reduces a, 
creature's Strength, and the bull’s strength spell increases it. 
Sometimes a spell hampers a character, reducing his or her abil- 
ity score. A character trapped by an entangle spell, for example, . 
acts as if his or her Dexterity were 4 points lower than it really is. 

* Several magic items improve ability scores as long as the char- 
acter is using them. For example, gloves of Dexterity improve the , 
wearer's Dexterity score. (Magic items are described in the. 
Dungeon Master's Guide.) Note that a magic item of this type can't | 
change an ability score by more than +6. 

* Some rare magic items can boost an ability score permanently, 
as can a wish spell. Such an increase is called an inherent bonus. , 
An ability score can't have an inherent bonus of more than +5. | 

\* Poisons, diseases, and other effects can temporarily harm an_ 
ability (ability damage). Ability points lost to damage return on_ 
their own at a rate of 1 point per day for each damaged ability. 

* Some effects drain abilities, resulting in a permanent loss (abil-, 
ity drain). Points lost this way don’t return on their own, uy 
they can be regained with spells, such as restoration. 

¢ As a character ages, some ability scores go up and others go! 
down. See Table 6-5: Aging Effects (page 109). ates 
When an ability score changes, all attributes associated with that 

score change accordingly. For example, when Mialee becomes a 

4th-level wizard, she decides to increase her Intelligence score to 

16. That score gives her a 3rd-level bonus spell (which she'll pick up 

upon attaining 5th level, when she becomes able to cast 3rd-level 

spells), and it also increases the number of skill points she gets per 
level from 4 to 5 (2 per level for her class, plus another 3 per level 
from her Intelligence bonus). As a new 4th-level character, she can 
get the skill points immediately after raising her Intelligence, so 
she'll get 5 points for attaining 4th level in the wizard class. She 
does not retroactively get additional points for her previous levels 

(that is, skill points she would have gained if she had had an Intel- 

ligence score of 16 starting at 1st level).

INTELLIGENCE, WISDOM, AND CHARISMA 
You can use your character’s Intelligence, Wisdom, and Charisma 
scores to guide you in roleplaying your character. Here is some back- 
ground (just guidelines) about what these scores can mean. 

A smart character (one with high Intelligence) is curious, knowledge- 
able, and prone to using big words. A character with a high Intelligence but 
low Wisdom may be smart but absentminded, or knowledgeable but lack- 
ing in common sense. A character with high Intelligence but low Charisma 
may be a know-it-all or a reclusive scholar. A smart character lacking in 
both Wisdom and Charisma may put her foot in her mouth often. 

A character with low Intelligence mispronounces and misuses 
words, has trouble following directions, or fails to get the joke. 

A character with high Wisdom may be sensible, serene, “in tune,” 
alert, or centered. A character with high Wisdom but low Intelligence 
may be aware, but simple. A character with high Wisdom but low 


Charisma knows enough to speak carefully and may become an advi- 
sor (or “power behind the throne”) rather than a leader. The wise char- 
acter lacking in both Intelligence and Charisma is uncouth and unso- 
phisticated. 

A character with a low Wisdom score may be rash, imprudent, irre- 
sponsible, or “out of it.” 

A character with high Charisma may be attractive, striking, person- 
able, and confident. A character with high Charisma but low 
Intelligence can usually pass herself off as knowledgeable, until she 
meets a true expert. A charismatic character with low Wisdom may be 
popular, but she doesn’t know who her real friends are. A charismatic 
character lacking in both Intelligence and Wisdom is likely to be shal- 
low and unaware of others’ feelings. 

A character with low Charisma may be reserved, gruff, rude, fawning, 
or simply nondescript. 


he elven woods are home to the elves and their allies. RACIAL CHARACTERISTICS 


Not many dwarves or half-orcs live there. In turn, elves, 
humans, halflings, and half-orcs are hard to find in 
underground dwarven cities. And while nonhumans may 
travel’through the human countryside, most country folk 

are humans. In the big cities, however, the promise of 
power and profit brings together people of all the common 
races: humans, dwarves, elves, gnomes, half-elves, half-orcs, 


and halflings. 


After you roll your ability scores and before you write them on 
your character sheet, choose your character's race. At the same 
time, you should choose a class, since race affects how well a char- 
acter can do in each class. Once you know your character's race 
and class, assign your ability score rolls to particular abilities, alter 
those abilities according to race, and continue detailing your 
character. 

You can play a character of any race and class combination, but 
certain races do better pursuing certain careers. Halflings, for 
example, can be fighters, but their small size and special features 
make them better as rogues. 

Your character's race gives you plenty of cues as to what sort of 
person he or she is, how he or she feels about characters of other 
races, and what his or her motivations might be. Remember, how- 
ever, that these descriptions apply only to the majority of each 
race’s members. In each race, some individuals diverge from the 
norm, and your character could be one of these. Don't let a 
description of a race keep you from detailing your character as

For example, as a halfling rogue, Lidda can add a 
second class later on (becoming a multiclass charac- 
ter) without worrying about an XP penalty, because 
rogue is the favored class for halflings.

In a big city, visitors can hear all manner of languages being 
spoken. Dwarves haggle over gems in Dwarven, elf sages engage 
in learned debates in Elven, and preachers call out prayers in 
Celestial. The language heard most, however, is Common, a 
tongue shared by all who take part in the culture at large. With all 
these languages in use, it is easy for people to learn other lan- 
guages, and adventurers often speak several tongues. 

All characters know how to speak Common. A dwarf, elf, 
gnome, half-elf, half-orc, or halfling also speaks a racial language, 
as appropriate. A smart character (one who had an Intelligence 
bonus at 1st level) speaks other languages as well, one extra lan-

Others accuse them of having little 
respect for history, but it’s only natural that humans, with their rela- 
tively short life spans and constantly changing cultures, would have a 
shorter collective memory than dwarves, elves, gnomes, or halflings. | 

Physical Description: Humans typically stand from 5 feet toa. 
little over 6 feet tall and weigh from 125 to 250 pounds, with men 
noticeably taller and heavier than women. Thanks to their pen- | 
humans are more physically diverse than other common races. | 
Their skin shades range from nearly black to very pale, their hair |

Alignment: Humans tend toward no particular alignment, not 
even neutrality. The best and the worst are found among them. 
Human Lands: Human lands are usually in flux, with new 
ideas, social changes, innovations, and new leaders constantly 
coming to the fore. Members of longer-lived races find human cul- 
| ture exciting but eventually a little wearying or even bewildering. 
Since humans lead such short lives, their leaders are all young 
_compared to the political, religious, and military leaders among 
the other races. Even where individual humans are conservative 
traditionalists, human institutions change with the generations, 
adapting and evolving faster than parallel institutions among the 
elves, dwarves, gnomes, and halflings. Individually and as a group, 
humans are adaptable opportunists, and they stay on top of chang- 
ing political dynamics. 
Human lands generally include relatively large numbers of 
nonhumans (compared, for instance, to the number of non- 
_dwarves who live in dwarven lands). . 
Religion: Unlike members of the other common races, humans 
do not have a chief racial deity. Pelor, the sun god, is the most com- 
Jp nonly worshiped deity in human lands, but he can claim nothing 
ilike the central place that the dwarves give Moradin or the elves 
_give Corellon Larethian in their respective pantheons. Some 
humans are the most ardent and zealous adherents of a given reli- | 
gion, while others are the most impious people around. 
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Language: Humans speak Common. They typically learn other 
languages as well, including obscure ones, and they are fond of 
sprinkling their speech with words borrowed from other tongues: 
Orc curses, Elven musical expressions, Dwarven military phrases, 
and so on. = : 

Names: Human names vary greatly. Without a unifying deity 
to give them a touchstone for their culture, and with such a fast 
breeding cycle, humans mutate socially at a fast rate. Human cul- 
ture, therefore, is more diverse than other cultures, and no human 
names are truly typical. Some human parents give their children 
dwarven or elven names (pronounced mote or less correctly). 

Adventurers: Human adventurers are the most audacious, 
daring, and ambitious members of an audacious, daring, and ambi- 
tious race. A human can earn glory in the eyes of her fellows by 
amassing power, wealth, and fame. Humans, more than other 
people, champion causes rather than territories or groups.

Elves encountered in human lands are commonly wandering 
minstrels, favored artists, or sages. Human nobles compete for the 
services of elf instructors, who teach swordplay to their children. 

Religion: Above all others, elves worship Corellon Larethian, 
the Protector and Preserver of life. Elven myth holds that it was 
from his blood, shed in battles with Gruumsh, the god of the orcs, 
that the elves first arose. Corellon is a patron of magical study, arts, 
dance, and poetry, as well as a powerful warrior god. 

Language: Elves speak a fluid language of subtle intonations 
and intricate grammar. While Elven literature is rich and varied, it 
is the language’s songs and poems that are most famous. Many 
bards learn Elven so they can add Elven ballads to their reper- 
toires. Others simply memorize Elven songs by sound. The Elven 
script, as flowing as the spoken word, also serves as the script for 
Sylvan, the language of dryads and pixies, for Aquan, the language 
of water-based creatures, and for Undercommon, the language of 
drow and other subterranean creatures. 


Names: When an elf declares herself an adult, usually some | 


time after her hundredth birthday, she also selects a name. Those | 


who knew her as a youngster may or may not continue to call her

Most find places for themselves in human lands, but some 
feel like outsiders all their lives. 

Personality: Most half-elves have the curiosity, inventiveness, | 
and ambition of the human parent, along with the refined senses, 
love of nature, and artistic tastes of the elf parent. 

Physical Description: To humans, half-elves look like elves. To 
elves, they look like humans—indeed, elves call them half- 
humans.

They have elven grace without elven aloofness and human energy.

__ Alignment: Half-elves share the chaotic bent of their elven 
heritage, but, like humans, they tend toward both good and evil in 
equal proportion. Like elves, they value personal freedom and cre- 
ative expression, demonstrating neither love of leaders nor desire 
for followers. They chafe at rules, resent others’ demands, and 
sometimes prove unreliable, or at least unpredictable. 
Half-Elven Lands: Half-elves have no lands of their own, 
though they are welcome in human cities and elven forests. In large 
cities, half-elves sometimes form small communities of their own. 
Religion: Half-elves raised among elves follow elven deities, 
_principally Corellon Larethian (god of the elves). Those raised 
__ Language: Half- elves speak the languages they are born as

A Small character gets a +1 size bonus to Armor Class, a +1 size bonus 
on attack rolls, and a +4 size bonus on Hide checks. The bonus on 
attacks results from the fact that it’s really relative size that matters in 
determining attack chances. It’s no harder for a halfling to hit another 
halfling than it is for a human to hit another human, because the 
attacking halfling’s bonus on attack rolls counteracts the defending 
halfling’s bonus to Armor Class. Likewise, a halfling has an easy time 


hitting a human, just as a human has an easy time hitting an ogre, and 
an ogre has an easy time hitting a giant. 

A Small character's carrying capacity is three-quarters of that of a 
Medium character (see Bigger and Smaller Creatures, page 162). 

A Small character generally moves about two-thirds as fast as a 
Medium character. 

A Small character must use smaller weapons than a Medium char- 
acter (see Weapon Size, page 113). 
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dventurers seek gold, glory, justice, fame, power, knowl- 
edge, or maybe some other goal—perhaps noble or per- 
haps base. Each chooses a different way to attain those 
goals, from brutal combat power, to mighty magic, to 
subtle skills. Some adventurers prevail and grow in expe- 
rience, wealth, and power. Others die. 

Your character's class is his or her profession or vocation. It 
determines what he or she is able to do: combat prowess, magical 
ability, skills, and more. Class is probably the first choice you 
make about your character—just ahead of race, or perhaps in con- 
junction with that decision. The class you choose determines 
where you should best place your character's ability scores and 
suggests which races are best to support that class choice. 


The eleven classés,in the order they're presented in this chapter, 
are as follows: 4 

Barbarian: A ferocious watrior who uses fury and instinct to 
bring down foes. 

Bard: A performer whose music works magic—a wanderer, a 
tale-teller, and a jack-of-all trades. 

Cleric; A master of divine magic and a capable warrior as well. 

Druid: One who draws energy from the natural world to'cast 
divine spells and gain strange magical powers. 

Fighter: A warrior with exceptional combat capability and 
unequaled skill with weapons. 

Monk: A martial artist whose unarmed strikes hit fast and 
hard—a master of exotic powers. 

Paladin: A champion of justice and destroyer of evil, protected 
and strengthened by an array of divine powers. 
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Ranger: A cunning, skilled warrior of the wilderness. 

Rogue: A tricky, skillful scout and spy who wins the 
battle by stealth rather than brute force. 

Sorcerer; A’spellcaster with inborn. magical ability. 

Wizard: A potent spellcaster schooled in the arcane arts. 

Class Name Abbreviations: Class names are abbrevi- 
ated as follows: barbarian Bbn; bard Brd; cleric Clr; druid 
Drd; fighter Ftr; monk Mnk; paladin Pal; ranger Rgr; 
rogue Rog; sorcerer Sor; wizard Wiz. 


As your character advances in level, he or she may add 
new classés. Adding a new class gives the character a 
broader rangé of abilities; but all advancement in the new 
class is at the expense of advancement in the character's 
other class or'classes. A wizard, for example, might 
become a combination wizard/fighter. Adding the 
fighter class would give her proficiency in more 
weapons, better Fortitude Saving throws, and so on, but 
it would also mean that she doesn't gain new wizard 
abilities when she adds this second class and thus is 
not as powerful a wizard as she otherwise would have 
become if she had chosen to continue advancing as a 
wizard. Rules for creating and advancing multiclass 
characters can be found at the end of this chapter. 


An attack roll, saving throw, or skill check is a combi- 
nation of three numbers, each representing a differ- 
ent factor: a random factor (the number you roll on 


a d20), a number representing the character’s innate abilities (the 
ability modifier), and a bonus representing the character's experi- 
ence and training. This third factor depends, either directly or 


indirectly, on the character's class and level. Table 3-1: Base Save 


and Base Attack Bonuses (see below) summarizes the figures for | 
this third factor when it applies to base save bonuses and base |_ 
_attack bonuses. } 


Base Save Bonus: The two numbers given in this column on, 


|Table 3-1 apply to saving throws. Whether a character uses the first } 


(good) bonus or the second (poor) bonus depends on his or her class | 
.and the type of saving throw being attempted. For example, fighters | 
| get the lower bonus on Reflex and Will saves and the higher bonus 
_on Fortitude saves, while rogues get the lower bonus on Fortitude 
and Will saves and the higher bonus on Reflex saves. Monks are 
equally good at all three types of saving throws. See each class's

Base Attack Bonus: On an attack roll, apply the bonus from

or the third (poor) base attack bonus depends on his or her class. 
Barbarians, fighters, paladins, and rangers have a good base attack 
bonus, so they use the first Base Attack Bonus column. Clerics, 
druids, monks, and rogues have an average base attack bonus, so 
ithey use the second column. Sorcerers and wizards have a poor 
|base attack bonus, so they use the third column. Numbers after a 
\slash indicate additional attacks at reduced bonuses: “+12/+7/+2” 
means three attacks per round, with an attack bonus of +12 for the 
first attack, +7 for the second, and +2 for the third. Any modifiers 
\on attack rolls apply to all these attacks normally, but bonuses do 
not grant extra attacks. For example, when Lidda the halfling 
Lrogue is 2nd level, she has a base attack bonus of +1.

XP: This column on Table 3-2 shows the experience point total 
needed to attain a given character level—that is, the total of all the 
character's levels in classes. (A character's level in a class is called his. 


_or her class level.) For any character (including a multiclass one), XP_ 
| determines overall character level, not individual class levels. 


Class Skill Max Ranks: The maximum number of ranks a 
character can have in a class skill is equal to his or her character 
level + 3. Aclass skill is a skill frequently associated with a particu-_ 
lar class—for example, Spellcraft is a class skill for wizards. Class, 
skills are given in each class description in this chapter (see also

Cross-Class Skill Max Ranks: For cross-class skills (skills not. 


\associated with a character's class), the maximum number of ranks. 
a character can have is one-half the maximum for a class skill. For 


example, at 1st level a wizard could have 2 ranks in Move Silently 
(typically associated with rogues, and on that class's list of class. 
skills), but no more. These 2 ranks in a cross-class skill would cost 
the wizard 4 skill points, whereas the same 4 points would buy 4 
ranks in a wizard class skill, such as Spellcraft. The half ranks (1/2) 
indicated on Table 3—2 don’t improve skill checks.

Feats: Every character gains one feat at 1st level and another at | 
every level divisible by three (3rd, 6th, 9th, 12th, 15th, and 18th 
level). These feats are in addition to any bonus feats granted as | 
class features (see the class descriptions later in this chapter) and | 
the bonus feat granted to all humans.

\acquiring the appropriate Armor Proficiency (light, medium, | 
heavy), Shield Proficiency, and Weapon Proficiency (exotic, mar-_ 
tial, or simple) feats. (See Chapter 5: Feats.) 
|__ Spells: Wizards, sorcerers, clerics, druids, and bards use spells. 
Fighters, barbarians, rogues, and monks do not. Paladins and 
rangers gain the ability to use spells at 4th level. 

Other Features: Each class has certain unique capabilities. Some, 
such as the rogue, have few; others, such as the monk, have many. 

Some abilities are supernatural or spell-like. Using a spell-like 
ability is essentially like casting a spell (but without components; | 
(see Components, page 174), and it provokes attacks of opportu- T 
inity. Using a supernatural ability is not like casting a spell. (See, 
Chapter 8: Combat, especially Attacks of Opportunity, page 137, , 
and Use Special Ability, page 142.) 

Ex-Members: If, for some reason, a character is forced to give 
up this class, these are the rules for what happens. Unless other- 
wise noted in a class description, an ex-member of a class retains 
any weapon and armor proficiencies he or she has gained. 

___ Starting Package: This section provides suggested feats, skills, 
equipment, and other details for a 1st-level character of this class. 
You can ignore this information and create a character from

Gear for a character means adventuring gear, not clothes. 
Assume that your character owns at least one outfit of normal 
clothes. Pick any one of the following clothing outfits (see Cloth- 
ing in Chapter 7: Equipment) for free: artisan’s outfit, entertainer’s 
outfit, explorer’s outfit, monk’s outfit, peasant’s outfit, scholar’s 
outfit, or traveler’s outfit. 


From the frozen wastes of the north and the hellish jungles of the 
south come brave, even reckless, warriors.

Adventures: Adventuring is the best chance barbarians have of 
finding a place in a civilized society. They're not well suited to the 
monotony of guard duty or other mundane tasks. Barbarians also 
Shave no trouble with the dangers, the uncertainties, and the wan- 
dering that adventuring involves. They may adventure to defeat 
hated enemies. They also have a noted distaste for that which they 
consider unnatural, including undead, demons, and devils. , 
Characteristics: The barbarian is an excellent warrior. Where | 


the fighter’s skill in combat comes from training and discipline, . 
however, the barbarian has a powerful rage. While in this berserk.

Alignment: Barbarians are never lawful. They may be honorable, 
but at heart they are wild.

\free and expressive. At worst, they are thoughtlessly destructive. 
Religion: Some barbarians distrust established religions and 
prefer an intuitive, natural relationship to the cosmos over formal 
worship. Others devote themselves to powerful deities, such as, 
Kord (god of strength), Obad-Hai (god of nature), or Erythnul (god | 
of slaughter). A barbarian is capable of fierce devotion to his god. 
___ Background: Barbarians come from uncivilized lands or from bar- 
| baric tribes on the outskirts of civilization. A barbarian adventurer , 
\may have been lured to the settled lands by the promise of riches, may. 


have escaped after being captured in his homeland and sold into “civ- 


ilized” slavery, may have been recruited as a soldier, or may have been 
driven out of his homeland by invaders. Barbarians share no bond.

Races: Human barbarians come from the distant wild Jas lands on 
the edge of civilization. Most half-orc barbarians lived among orcs 
before abandoning them for human lands. Dwarf barbarians are | 
rare, usually hailing from dwarven kingdoms that have fallen into. 
barbarism as a result of recurrent war with goblinoids, orcs, and | 
giants. Barbarians of other races are very rare. a Sa 

Among the brutal humanoids, barbarians are more common | 
than fighters. Orcs and ogres are especially likely to be barbarians. 

Other Classes: As people of the wild, barbarians are most com-_ 
fortable in the company of rangers, druids, and clerics of nature 
deities, such as Obad-Hai or Ehlonna. Many barbarians admire the 
talents and spontaneity of bards, and some are enthusiastic lovers of 
music. Barbarians don't trust that which they don’t understand, and 
that includes wizardry, which they call “book magic.” They find sor- 
cerers more understandable than wizards, but maybe that’s just 
because sorcerers tend to be more charismatic. Monks, with their 
studied, practiced, deliberate approach to combat, sometimes have a 
hard time seeing eye to eye with barbarians, but members of these 
classes aren't necessarily hostile to each other. Barbarians have no 
special attitude toward fighters, paladins, clerics, or rogues. 

Role: A barbarian’s typical primary role in a group of adventur- 
ers is as a front-line combat specialist. No other character can 
match his sheer toughness. He can also serve as a good scout, 
thanks to his speed, skill selection, and trap sense.

Abilities: Strength is important for barbarians because of its 

role in combat, and several barbarian class skills are based on 

Strength. Dexterity is also useful to barbarians, especially those 

who wear light armor.

They practice their many skills and abilities, and they especially | 
relish the opportunity to enter a long-forgotten tomb, to discover 
ancient works of magic, to decipher old tomes, to travel to strange 
places, to encounter exotic creatures, and to learn new songs and 
stories. Bards love to accompany heroes (and villains), joining 
their entourage to witness their deeds firsthand—a bard who can 
tell a marvelous story from personal experience earns renown 
among his fellows. Indeed, after telling so many stories about 
heroes doing mighty deeds, many bards take these themes to heart 
and assume heroic roles themselves. 

Characteristics: A bard brings forth magic from his soul, not 
from a book. He can cast only a small number of spells, but he can 
do so without selecting or preparing them in advance. His magic 
emphasizes charms and illusions over the more dramatic evoca- 
tion spells that wizards and sorcerers often use. 

In addition to spells, a bard works magic with his music and 
poetry. He can encourage allies, hold his audiences rapt, and 
counter magical effects that rely on speech or sound. 

Bards have some of the skills that rogues have, although bards 
are not as focused on skill mastery as rogues are. A bard listens to 
stories as well as telling them, of course, so he has a vast knowl- 
edge of local events and noteworthy items. 

Alignment: Bards are wanderers, guided by whim and intu- 
ition rather than by tradition or law. The spontaneous talent, 
magic, and lifestyle of the bard are incompatible with a ee 
alignment. 

Religion: Bards revere Fharlanghn (god of roads). They son et

(8th, 11th, and so on), a bard can choose to learn a new spell in 
place of one he already knows. In effect, the bard “loses” the old 
spell in exchange for the new one. The new spell’s level must be. 
the same as that of the spell being exchanged, and it must be at 
least two levels lower than the highest-level bard spell the bard 
can cast. For instance, upon reaching Sth level, a bard could trade 
in a single 0-level spell (two spell levels below the highest-level 
bard spell he can cast, which is 2nd) for a different 0-level spell. At.

As noted above, a bard need not prepare his spells in advance. | 
He can cast any spell he knows at any time, assuming he has not 
yet used up his allotment of spells per day for the spell’s level.

He may make a special bardic knowledge check with a bonus 
equal to his bard level + his Intelligence modifier to see whether 
he knows some relevant information about local notable people, 
legendary items, or noteworthy places. (If the bard has 5 or more 
ranks in Knowledge (history), he gains a +2 bonus on this check.)

A successful bardic knowledge check will not reveal the powers 
of a magic item but may give a hint as to its general function. A 
bard may not take 10 or take 20 on this check; this sort of knowl- 
edge is essentially random.

_singing or playing instruments, they can all be activated by recit-_ 
ing poetry, chanting, singing lyrical songs, singing melodies (fa-_

Each ability requires both a minimum bard level and a minimum 
number of ranks in the Perform skill to qualify; if a bard does not 
have the required number of ranks in at least one Perform skill, 
he does not gain the bardic music ability until he acquires the 
needed ranks.

The handiwork of the gods is everywhere—in places of natural 
beauty, in mighty crusades, in soaring temples, and in the hearts of 
worshipers. Like people, gods run the gamut from benevolent to 
_malicious, reserved to intrusive, simple to inscrutable. The gods, 
however, work mostly through intermediaries—their clerics. 

Good clerics heal, protect, and avenge. Evil clerics pillage, destroy, 

and sabotage. A cleric uses the power of his god to make the god's 

will manifest. And if a cleric uses his god’s power to improve his 
own lot, that’s to be expected, too. 

Adventures: Ideally, a cleric’s adventures support his god’s 
causes, at least in a general way. A good cleric, for example, helps 
those in need. If, through noble acts, he can improve the reputa- 
tion of his god or temple, that’s even better. An evil cleric seeks to 
_increase his own power and that of his deity, so that others will 
_respect and fear both. 

Clerics sometimes receive orders, or at least suggestions, from 

{heir ecclesiastical superiors, directing them to undertake mis- 
isions for the church. The clerics and their companions are com- 

_pensated fairly for these missions, and the church may be espe- 

cially generous with the casting of needed spells or divine magic 

items as payment. 
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Of course, clerics are people, too, and they may have any or all. 

of the more common motivations for adventuring. | 

Characteristics: Clerics are masters of divine magic, which is | 

especially good at healing. Even an inexperienced cleric can bring | 
people back from the brink of death, and an experienced cleric 


ican bring back people who have crossed over that brink. 


| As channelers of divine energy, clerics can affect undead crea- 
tures. A good cleric can turn away or even destroy undead; an evil 
cleric can bring such creatures under his control. 

Clerics have some combat training. They can use simple 
| weapons, and they are trained in the use of armor, since armor does | 
not interfere with divine spells the way it does with arcane spells. 

Alignment: Like the gods they serve, clerics can be of any 
alignment. Because people more readily worship good deities. 
than neutral or evil ones, there are more good than evil clerics. | 
Clerics also tend toward law instead of chaos, since lawful reli- 
.gions tend to be more structured and better able to recruit and 
itrain clerics than chaotic ones. 

\__ Typically, a cleric is the same alignment as his deity, though, 


_some clerics are one step away from their respective deities in 


alignment. For example, most clerics of Heironeous, the god of 

valor (who is lawful good), are lawful good, but some are lawful. 
neutral or neutral good. Additionally, a cleric may not be neutral 

(that is, neutral on both the good-evil axis and the lawful-chaotic 

axis) unless his deity is also neutral. 

Religion: Every reasonably well- known. deity. has clerics 
devoted to him or her, so clerics can be of any religion. The deity, 

|most commonly worshiped by human clerics in civilized lands is | 
Pelor (god of the sun). The majority of nonhuman clerics are. 
devoted to the chief god of the appropriate racial pantheon. Most, 
clerics are officially ordained members of religious organizations, , 
commonly called churches. Each has sworn to uphold the ideals | 
of his church. | 

Some clerics devote themselves not to a god but to a cause or a 
source of divine power. These characters wield magic the way cler- 
ics devoted to individual gods do, but they are not associated with 
any religious institution or any particular practice of worship. A 
cleric devoted to good and law, for example, may be on friendly 
terms with the clerics of lawful and good deities and may extol the 
virtues of a good and lawful life, but he is not a functionary in a 
church hierarchy. 

Background: Most clerics join their churches as young adults, 
though some are devoted to a god's service from a young age, and 
a few feel the call later in life. While some clerics are tightly 
bound to their churches’ activities on a daily basis, others have 
more freedom to conduct their lives as they please, so long as they 
do so in accordance with their gods’ wishes. 

Clerics of a given religion are all supposed to get along, though 
schisms within a church are often more bitter than conflicts 
between religions. Clerics who share some basic ideals, such as 
goodness or lawfulness, may find common cause with each other 
and see themselves as part of an order or body that supersedes any 
given religion. Clerics of opposed goals, however, are sworn ene- 
mies. In civilized lands, open warfare between religions occurs 
only during civil wars and similar social upheavals, but vicious 
politicking between opposing churches is common. 

Races: All the common races are represented in this class, since _ 
the need for religion and divine magic is universal. The clerics of , 
most races, however, are too focused on their religious duties to | 
undertake an adventurer’s life. Crusading, adventuring clerics | 

most often come from the human and dwarf races. = 

Among the savage humanoids, clerics are_ less common, The] 
exception is troglodytes, who take well to divine magic and are | 

Loften led by priests who make a practice of sacrificing and devour- 
ing captives. 

__ Other Classes: In an adventuring party, the cleric is every- 
body’s friend and often the glue that holds the party together. As 
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the one who can channel divine energy, a cleric is a capable healer, 
and adventurers of every class appreciate being put back together 
after they've taken some hard knocks. Clerics sometimes clash 
with druids, since druids represent an older, more primal relation- 
ship between the mortal and the divine. Mostly, though, the reli- 
gion of a cleric determines how he gets along with others. A 
cleric of Olidammara (god of thieves) gets along fine with 
rogues and ne’er-do-wells, for example, while a 
cleric of Heironeous (god of valor) rankles at 
such company. 

Role: The cleric serves as atypical 
group's primary healer, diviner, and defen- 
sive specialist. He can hold his own ina 
fight but usually isn’t well served by charg- 
ing to the front of combat. The cleric’s 
domains and spell selection can greatly 
affect his role as well.

Abilities: Wisdom determines how pow- 
erful a spell a cleric can cast, how many spells 
he can cast per day, and how hard those spells 
are to resist (see Spells, below). A high Consti- 
tution score improves a cleric’s hit points, and 
a high Charisma score improves his abil- 
ity to turn undead. ; 

Alignment: A clerics alignment must. \ 
be within one step of his deity’s (that is, it 
may be one step away on either the 
lawful-chaotic axis or the good—evil axis, but not 
both). Exceptions are the clerics of St. 
Cuthbert (a lawful neutral deity), 
who may choose only between 
lawful good and lawful neutral for 
their alignment. A cleric may not 
be neutral unless his deity’s 
alignment is also neutral.

Aura (Ex): A cleric of a chaotic, evil, good, or lawful deity has a 
particularly powerful aura corresponding to the deity’s alignment 
(see the detect evil spell for details). Clerics who don't worship a spe- 
cific deity but choose the Chaotic, Evil, Good, or Lawful domain 
|have a similarly powerful aura of the corresponding alignment. 

Spells: A cleric casts divine spells (the same type of spells avail- 
jable to the druid, paladin, and ranger), which are drawn from the 
icleric spell list (page 183). However, his alignment may restrict 
him from casting certain spells opposed to his moral or ethical 
\beliefs; see Chaotic, Evil, Good, and Lawful Spells, below. A cleric 
must choose and prepare his spells in advance (see below). 

To prepare or cast a spell, a cleric must have a Wisdom score 
equal to at least 10 + the spell level (Wis 10 for 0-level spells, Wis 
11 for 1st-level spells, and so forth). The Difficulty Class for a. 
saving throw against a cleric’s spell is 10 + the spell level + the | 
cleric’s Wisdom modifier. 


Like other spellcasters, a cleric can cast only a certain number. 


of spells of each spell level per day. His base daily spell allotment is 
given on Table 3-6: The Cleric. In addition, he receives bonus 
spells per day ifhe has a high Wisdom score (see Table 1-1: Ability 
Modifiers and Bonus Spells, page 8). A cleric also gets one domain 
spell of each spell level he can cast, starting at 1st level. When a 
cleric prepares a spell in a domain spell slot, it must come from 
_one of his two domains (see Deities, Domains, and Domain Spells, 
below, for details). 
___Clerics do not acquire their spells from books or scrolls, nor do 
they prepare them through study. Instead, they meditate or pray 
for their spells, receiving them through their own strength of faith 
or as divine inspiration. Each cleric must choose a time at which he 
must spend 1 hour each day in quiet contemplation or supplication 
to regain his daily allotment of spells. Typically, this hour is at dawn 
or noon for good clerics and at dusk or midnight for evil ones. Time 
spent resting has no effect on whether a cleric can prepare spells. A 
cleric may prepare and cast any spell on the cleric spell list (page 
183), provided that he can cast spells of that level, but he must 
choose which spells to prepare during his daily meditation. 
__ Deity, Domains, and Domain Spells: Choose a deity for your 
cleric. Sample deities are listed on Table 3-7: Deities and described 
Lee pages 106-108. The cleric’s deity influences his alignment,

(Chaos, Evil, Good, or Law) for your cleric only if his alignment, 
matches that domain. 

If your cleric is not devoted to a particular deity, you still select | 
two domains to represent his spiritual inclinations and abilities. 
The restriction on alignment domains still applies. 

Each domain gives your cleric access to a domain spell at each 
spell level he can cast, from 1st on up, as well as a granted power. 
Your cleric gets the granted powers of both the domains selected. 
With access to two domain spells at a given spell level, a cleric pre- 
pares one or the other each day in his domain spell slot. If a 
domain spell is not on the cleric spell list (page 183), a cleric can 
prepare it only in his domain spell slot. Domain spells and granted 
powers are given in Cleric Domains, pages 185-189. 

For example, Jozan is a 1st-level cleric of Pelor. He chooses Good 
and Healing (from Pelor’s domain options) as his two domains. He 
gets the granted powers of both his selected domains. The Good 
domain allows him to cast all spells with the good descriptor at +1 
caster level (as if he were one level higher as a cleric) as a granted 
power, and it gives him access to protection from evil as a 1st-level 
domain spell. The Healing domain allows him to cast all healing 
subschool spells of the conjuration school at +1 caster level as a 
granted power, and it gives him access to cure light wounds as a 1st- 
level domain spell. When Jozan prepares his spells, he gets one 
ist-level spell for being a 1st-level cleric, one bonus 1st-level spell 
for having a high Wisdom score (15), and one 1st-level domain 
spell. The domain spell must be one of the two to which he has | 
access, either protection from evil or cure light wounds. 

Spontaneous Casting: A good cleric (or a neutral cleric of a, al 
good deity) can channel stored spell energy into healing spells] 


that the cleric did not prepare ahead of time. The cleric can “lose” | 


any prepared spell that is not a domain spell in order to cast any | 
cure spell of the same spell level or lower (a cure spell is any spell, 


with “cure” in its name). For example, a good cleric who has pre- 
{pared command (a 1st-level spell) may lose command in order to 
‘cast cure light wounds (also a 1st-level spell). Clerics of good 


deities can cast cure spells in this way because they are especially 


proficient at wielding positive energy. 

An evil cleric (or a neutral cleric of an evil deity), on the other 
hand, can't convert prepared spells to cure spells but can convert 
them to inflict spells (an inflict spell is one with “inflict” in its name). 
Such clerics are especially proficient at wielding negative energy. 

A cleric who is neither good nor evil and whose deity is neither, 

_good nor evil can convert spells to either cure spells or inflict spells | 
\(player’s choice), depending on whether the cleric is more profi- 
\cient at wielding positive or negative energy. Once the player) 
umakes this choice, it cannot be reversed. This choice also deter-_ 
_mines whether the cleric turns or commands undead (see below). . 
_Exceptions: All lawful neutral clerics of Wee Jas (goddess of death 
_and magic) convert prepared spells to inflict spells, not cure spells. 
All clerics of St. Cuthbert (god of retribution) and all nonevil cler- 
ics of Obad-Hai (god of nature) convert prepared spells to cure 
spells, not inflict spells.

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The fury of a storm, the gentle strength of the morning sun, the 


cunning of the fox, the power of the bear—all these and more are_ 
at the druid’s command. The druid, however, claims no mastery. 
over nature. That claim, she says, is the empty boast of a city 
dweller. The druid gains her power not by ruling nature but by 
being at one with it. To trespassers in a druid’s sacred grove, and to 
those who feel her wrath, the distinction is overly fine. 
Adventures: Druids adventure to gain knowledge (especially, | 


jabout animals and plants unfamiliar to them) and power. Some- |_ 


times their superiors call on their services. Druids may also bring | 
their power to bear against those who threaten what they | love,| 
which more often includes ancient stands of trees or trackless 
mountains than people. While druids accept that which is horrific | 
or cruel in nature, they hate that which is unnatural, including | 
aberrations (such as beholders and carrion crawlers) and undead 
(such as zombies and vampires). Druids sometimes lead raids 
against such creatures, especially when they encroach on the 
druids’ territory. 

Characteristics: Druids cast divine spells much the same way 
clerics do, though most get their spells from the power of nature 
rather than from deities. Their spells are oriented toward nature 
and animals. In addition to spells, druids gain an increasing array 
of magical powers, including the ability to take the shapes of ani- 
mals, as they advance in level. 

The armor of a druid is restricted by traditional oaths to the 
items noted in Weapon and Armor Proficiency (below). All other 
armor is prohibited. Though a druid could learn to wear full plate, 
putting it on would violate her oath and suppress her druidic 
powers. 

Druids avoid carrying much worked metal with them because 
it interferes with the pure and primal nature that they attempt to 
embody. 

Alignment: Druids, in keeping with nature's ultimate indiffer- 
ence, must maintain at least some measure of dispassion. As such, 
they must be neutral on at least one alignment axis 
(chaotic—lawful or good—evil), if not both. Just as nature encom- 
passes such dichotomies as life and death, beauty and horror, and 
peace and violence, so two druids can manifest different or even _ 
opposite alignments (neutral good and neutral evil, for instance) | 
and still be part of the druidic tradition. } 

Religion: A druid reveres nature above all. She gains her magi- ; 


_cal powers either from the force of nature itself or from a nature | 


deity. The typical druid pursues a mystic spirituality of transcen-| 
dent union with nature rather than devoting herself to a divine 


‘entity. Still, some druids revere or at least respect either Obad-Hai | 
\(god of nature) or Ehlonna (goddess of the woodlands). 


Background: Though their organization is invisible to most 
outsiders, who consider druids to be loners, druids are actually 
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part of a society that spans the land, ignoring political borders. A 
prospective druid is inducted into this society through secret ritu- 
als involving tests that not all survive. Only after achieving some 
level of competence is the druid allowed to strike out on her own. 

All druids are nominally members of this druidic society, . 
though some individuals are so isolated that they have never seen 
vany high-ranking members of the society or participated in} 

| druidic gatherings. All druids recognize each other as brothers, 
\and sisters. Like true creatures of the wilderness, however, druids. } 
sometimes compete with or even prey on each other. 
___A druid may be expected to perform services , 
\for higher-ranking druids, though proper pay- 
_ment is tendered for such assignments. Like- 
wise, a lower-ranking druid may appeal for aid 
from her higher-ranking comrades in 
exchange for a fair price in coin or service. 
_ Druids may live in small towns, but they 
salways spend a good portion of their time in _ 
wild areas. Even large cities surrounded by ® 
icultivated land as far as the eye can see 
often have druid groves nearby—small, 
wild refuges where druids live and which 
they protect fiercely. Near coastal cities, 
such refuges may be nearby islands, where 
the druids can find the isolation they need. 

Races: Elves and gnomes have 

an affinity for natural lands and @m, 
loften become druids. Humans 
and half-elves also frequently 
‘adopt this path, and druids are particu- 
larly common among savage humans. 
| Dwarves, halflings, and half-orcs 
are rarely druids. 
| Few from among the 
‘brutal humanoids are 
inducted into # 
druidic society, 
though _ gnolls 
have a fair con- 
tingent of evil 
druids among them. 
Gnoll druids are bail 
accepted, though per- ay odie 
haps not welcomed, by_ 
druids of other races. 

Other Classes: The druid shares with rangers and many bar- 
barians a reverence for nature and a familiarity with natural lands. 

She doesn't much understand the urban mannerisms typical of a 

rogue, and she finds arcane magic disruptive and slightly distaste- 

iful. The typical druid also dislikes the paladin’s devotion to 

_abstract ideals instead of “the real world.” Druids, however, are 
nothing if not accepting of diversity, and they take little offense at 
other characters, even those very different from them. 

Role: The druid enjoys extraordinary versatility. Though she 
lacks the sheer healing power of the cleric, she makes up for it 
with additional offensive power, thanks to her spell selection and 
wild shape ability. A druid backed up by another secondary healer 
(such as a paladin) can prove extremely valuable to a group of 
adventurers. Her animal companion also provides valuable melee 

_combat support.

Spells: A druid casts divine spells (the same type of spells avail- 
able to the cleric, paladin, and ranger), which are drawn from the 
druid spell list (page 189). Her alignment may restrict her from 
casting certain spells opposed to her moral or ethical beliefs; see 
Chaotic, Evil, Good, and Lawful Spells, below. A druid must 
choose and prepare her spells in advance (see below). 

To prepare or cast a spell, the druid must have a Wisdom score _ 
equal to at least 10 + the spell level (Wis 10 for 0-level spells, Wis | 
11 for ist-level spells, and so forth). The Difficulty Class for a|

A druid prepares and casts spells the way_a cleric does, though 
_she cannot lose a prepared spell to cast a cure spell in its place (but 
see Spontaneous Casting, below). A druid may prepare and cast 
_any spell on the druid spell list (page 189), provided that she can 
\cast spells of that level, but she must choose which spells to pre- 

pare during her daily meditation. 

Spontaneous Casting: A druid can channel stored spell energy 
into summoning spells that she hasn't prepared ahead of time. She 
can “lose” a prepared spell in order to cast any summon nature's ally. 
spell of the same level or lower. For example, a druid who has pre- | 
pared repel vermin (a 4th-level spell) may lose repel vermin in order to, 
cast summon nature's ally LV (also a 4th-level spell). | 

Chaotic, Evil, Good, and Lawful Spells: A druid can’t cast 
spells of an alignment opposed to her own or her deity’s (if she has 
one). For example, a neutral good druid cannot cast evil spells. 
Spells associated with particular alignments are indicated by the 
chaos, evil, good, and law descriptors in their spell descriptions 
(see Chapter 11: Spells). 

Bonus Languages: A druid’s bonus language options include 
| Sylvan, the language of woodland creatures. This choice is in addi- 
ition to the bonus languages available to the character because of 

her race (see Race and Languages, page 12, and the Speak Lan- 
guage skill, page 82). 

A druid also knows Druidic, a secret language known only to 
druids, which she learns upon becoming a 1st-level druid. Druidic 
is a free language for a druid; that is, she knows it in addition to her 
regular allotment of languages and it doesn't take up a language 
slot. Druids are forbidden to teach this language to nondruids. 
Druidic has its own alphabet. 

Animal Companion (Ex): A druid may begin play with an 
_animal companion selected from the following list: badger, 
camel, dire rat, dog, riding dog, eagle, hawk, horse (light or 
jheavy), owl, pony, snake (Small or Medium viper), or wolf. If the 
DM's campaign takes place wholly or partly in an aquatic envi- 
_ronment, the DM may add the following creatures to the druid’s 

list of options: porpoise, Medium shark, and squid. This animal is 
a loyal companion that accompanies the druid on her adventures | 
as appropriate for its kind. 


A 1st-level druid’s companion is completely typical for its kind| 
except as noted in the sidebar on page 36. Asa druid advances in level, | 
the animal’s power increases as shown on the table in the sidebar. 

If a druid releases her companion from service, she may gain a 
new one by performing a ceremony requiring 24 uninterrupted 
hours of prayer. This ceremony can also replace an animal com- 
panion that has perished. 

A druid of 4th level or higher may select from alternative lists of 
animals (see the sidebar). Should she select an animal companion 
from one of these alternative lists, the creature gains abilities as if 
the character's druid level were lower than it actually is. Subtract 
the value indicated in the appropriate list header from the charac- 
ter’s druid level and compare the result with the druid level entry 
on the table in the sidebar to determine the animal companion’s 
powers. (If this adjustment would reduce the druid’s effective 
level to 0 or lower, she can't have that animal as a companion.) For 
example, a 6th-level druid could select a leopard as an animal com- 
panion. The leopard would have characteristics and special abili- 
ties as if the druid were 3rd level (taking into account the —3 
adjustment) instead of 6th level. 

Nature Sense (Ex): A druid gains a +2 bonus on Knowledge 
(nature) and Survival checks. 

Wild Empathy (Ex): A druid can use body language, vocaliza- 
tions, and demeanor to improve the attitude of an animal (such as 
a bear or a monitor lizard). This ability functions just like a Diplo- 
macy check made to improve the attitude of a person (see Chapter 
4: Skills). The druid rolls 1d20 and adds her druid level and her 
Charisma modifier to determine the wild empathy check result. 
The typical domestic animal has a starting attitude of indifferent, | 
while wild animals are usually unfriendly. 

To use wild empathy, the druid and the animal must be able to 


_study each other, which means that they must be within 30 feet of | 


one another under normal conditions. Generally, influencing an | 
animal in this way takes 1 minute but, as with influencing people, | 


\it might take more or less time. 


A druid can also use this ability to influence a magical beast 


with an Intelligence score of 1 or 2 (such as a basilisk or a girallon), 


but she takes a —4 penalty on the check. 
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Woodland Stride (Ex): Starting at 2nd level, a druid may 
move through any sort of undergrowth (such as natural 
thorns, briars, overgrown areas, and similar terrain) at her 
normal speed and without taking damage or suffering any 
other impairment. However, thorns, briars, and overgrown _ 


areas that have been magically manipulated to impede motion , 
still affect her. | 
Trackless Step (Ex): Starting at 3rd level, a druid leaves no _ 
trail in natural surroundings and cannot be tracked. She may 
choose to leave a trail if so desired. 


THE DRUID’S ANIMAL COMPANION 
A druid’s animal companion is superior to a normal animal of its kind 
and has special powers, as described below.

Animal Companion Basics: Use the base statistics for a creature of the 
companion’s kind, as given in the Monster Manual, but make the 
following changes. 

Class Level: The character’s druid level. The druid’s class levels stack 
with levels of any other classes that are entitled to an animal compan- 
ion (such as the ranger) for the purpose of determining the compan- 
ion’s abilities and the alternative lists available to the character. 

Bonus HD: Extra eight-sided (d8) Hit Dice, each of which gains a 
Constitution modifier, as normal. Remember that extra Hit Dice 
improve the animal companion’s base attack and base save bonuses. 
An animal companion’s base attack bonus is the same as that of a 
druid of a level equal to the animal’s HD. An animal companion has 
good Fortitude and Reflex saves (treat it as a character whose level 
equals the animal’s HD). An animal companion gains additional skill 
points and feats for bonus HD as normal for advancing a monster’s 
Hit Dice (see the Monster Manual). 

Natural Armor Adj.: The number noted here is an improvement to 
the animal companion’s existing natural armor bonus. 

Str/Dex Adj.: Add this value to the animal companion’s Strength and 
Dexterity scores. 

Bonus Tricks: The value given in this column is the total number of 
“bonus” tricks that the animal knows in addition to any that the druid 
might choose to teach it (see the Handle Animal skill, page 74). These 
bonus tricks don’t require any training time or Handle Animal checks, 
and they don’t count against the normal limit of tricks known by the 
animal. The druid selects these bonus tricks, and once selected, they 
can’t be changed. 

Link (Ex): A druid can handle her animal companion as a free action, 
or push it as a move action, even if she doesn’t have any ranks in the 
Handle Animal skill. The druid gains a +4 circumstance bonus on all wild 
empathy checks and Handle Animal checks made regarding an animal 
companion. 

Share Spells (Ex): At the druid’s option, she may have any spell (but 
not any spell-like ability) she casts upon herself also affect her animal 
companion. The animal companion must be within 5 feet of her at 
the time of casting to receive the benefit. If the spell or effect has a 
duration other than instantaneous, it stops affecting the animal 
companion if the companion moves farther than 5 feet away and will 
not affect the animal again, even if it returns to the druid before the 
duration expires. Additionally, the druid may cast a spell with a target 
of “You” on her animal companion (as a touch range spell) instead 
of on herself. A druid and her animal companion can share spells 
even if the spells normally do not affect creatures of the companion’s 
type (animal). 


Evasion (Ex): lf an animal companion is subjected to an attack that 
normally allows a Reflex saving throw for half damage, it takes no 
damage if it makes a successful saving throw. 

Devotion (Ex): An animal companion’s devotion to its master is so 
complete that it gains a +4 morale bonus on Will saves against 
enchantment spells and effects. 

Multiattack: An animal companion gains Multiattack as a bonus feat 
if it has three or more natural attacks (see the Monster Manual for 
details on this feat) and does not already have that feat. If it does not 
have the requisite three or more natural attacks, the animal compan- 
ion instead gains a second attack with its primary natural weapon, 
albeit at a —5 penalty. 

Improved Evasion (Ex): When subjected to an attack that normally 
allows a Reflex saving throw for half damage, an animal companion 
takes no damage if it makes a successful saving throw and only half 
damage if the saving throw fails.

Resist Nature’s Lure (Ex): Starting at 4th level, a druid gains a 
+4 bonus on saving throws against the spell-like abilities of fey 
(such as dryads, pixies, and sprites). 

Wild Shape (Su): At Sth level, a druid gains the ability to assume 
the form of any Small or Medium creature of the animal type (see 
Monster Manual) and change back again to natural form once per day. 
The assumed form must be that of an animal the druid has seen or 
could know about. 

This ability is an alternate form (Monster Manual, page 305), except as 
noted here. Changing to an assumed form or back to natural form isa 
standard action that provokes no attacks of opportunity. The effect lasts 
for 1 hour per druid level or until the druid changes back. The assumed 
form’s Hit Dice cannot exceed the character's druid level. Each time a 
druid uses wild shape, she regains 1 hit point per Hit Die. 

A druid cannot speak while in animal form because she is limited 
to the sounds an untrained animal can make. She can communicate 
with other animals of the same general grouping as her animal form. 
Any gear worn or carried by the druid melds into the assumed form 
and becomes nonfunctional. When the druid reverts to natural 
form, any objects previously melded into the assumed form reap- 
pear in the same location on her body that they previously occupied 
and are once again functional. Any new items worn in the assumed 
form fall off and land in the druid’s space. 

A druid can use this ability more times per day at 6th, 7th, 10th, 
14th, and 18th level as noted on Table 3-8: The Druid. In addition, 
the druid can assume the form of a Large animal at 8th level, a Tiny 
animal at 11th level, and a Huge animal at 15th level. 

At 12th level, a druid can assume the form of any creature of the 
plant type (see Monster Manual), with the same size restrictions as 
for animal forms. 

At 16th level, a druid can assume the form ofa Small, Medium, 
or Large air, earth, fire, or water elemental once per day. This 
usage is in addition to normal wild shape usage. In addition 
to normal wild shape effects, the druid gains all the ele- 
mental’s extraordinary, supernatural, and spell-like 
abilities, as well as feats, for as long as she stays in 
that elemental form. 

At 18th level, a druid can assume elemental form 
twice per day, and at 20th level she can do so three 
times per day. At 20th level, a druid can assume the 
form of a Huge elemental. 

Venom Immunity (Ex): At 9th level, a druid 
gains immunity to all poisons. 

A Thousand Faces (Su): At 13th level, 
a druid in her natural form can change the 
appearance of her body (but not her posses- 
sions) at will, as ifusing the disguise self spell 
(see page 222). These changes are not an 
illusion. 

Timeless Body (Ex): After attaining 15th 
level, a druid no longer takes ability score 
penalties for aging (see Table 
6-5: Aging Effects, page 109) and 
cannot be magically aged. Any pen- 
alties she may have already incurred, 
however, remain in place. Bonuses 
still accrue, and the druid still 
dies of old age when her time 
is up. 


Ex-Druids 
A druid who ceases to revere nature, changes to a prohibited align- 
ment, or teaches the Druidic language to a nondruid loses all spells 
and druid abilities (including her animal companion, but not includ- 
ing weapon, armor, and shield proficiencies). She cannot thereafter 
gain levels as a druid until she atones (see the atonement spell descrip- 
tion, page 201).

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The questing knight, the conquer- 
a y ing overlord, the king’s champion,

\*\ all are fighters. Fighters can be 
\ stalwart defenders of those in 
\\ need, cruel marauders, or gutsy 
adventurers. Some are among 
the land's best souls, willing 
to face death for the greater 
good. Others are among the 
worst, with no qualms about 
killing for private gain, or even 
for sport. Fighters who are not 
actively adventuring may be sol- 
diers, guards, bodyguards, cham- 
pions, or criminal enforcers. An 
adventuring fighter might call 
himself a warrior, a mercenary, a 

~ thug, or simply an adventurer. 
Adventures: Most fighters see adven- 
tures, raids, and dangerous missions as their 
jobs. Some have patrons who pay them 
regularly. Others prefer to live like pros- 
pectors, taking great risks in hopes of 
the big haul. Some fighters are more 
civic-minded and use their combat skills 
to protect endangered people who cannot 
defend themselves. Whatever their initial motivations, how- 
ever, fighters often wind up living for the thrill of combat and 

adventure. 

Characteristics: Of all the classes, the fighter has the best all- 
around fighting capabilities (hence the name). Fighters are 
familiar with all the standard weapons and armors. In addition to 
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general fighting prowess, each fighter develops particular spe- 
cialties of his own. A given fighter may be especially capable 
with certain weapons; another might be trained to execute spe- 
cific fancy maneuvers. As fighters gain experience, they get 
more opportunities to develop their fighting skills. Thanks to 
their focus on combat maneuvers, they can master the most dif- 
ficult ones relatively quickly. 

Alignment: Fighters may be of any alignment. Good fighters are 
often crusading types who seek out and fight evil. Lawful fighters may 
be champions who protect the land and its people. Chaotic fighters 
may_be wandering mercenaries. Evil fighters tend to be bullies 
and petty villains who simply take what they want by brute force. 

Religion: Fighters often worship Heironeous caer of 
valor), Kord (god of strength), St. Cuthbert (god of ret- 


of slaughter). A fighter may style himself as a cru- 
sader in the service of his god, or he may just 
want someone to pray to before putting his life 
on the line yet another time. 

Background: Fighters come to their 
profession in many ways. Most have had 
formal training in a noble’s army or at 
least in the local militia. Some have 
trained in formal academies. Others are 
self-taught—unpolished but well 
tested. A fighter may have taken 
up the sword as a @ 
way to escape the 
limits of life on the farm, 
or he may be following a 
proud family tradition. Fighters 
share no special identity. They do 
not see themselves asa group or © 
brotherhood. Those who hail from a 
particular academy, mercenary company, 
or lord’s regiment, however, share a certain 
camaraderie. 

Races: Human fighters are usually veterans of 
some military service, typically from munda 
parents. Dwarf fighters are commonly forme 
members of the well-trained strike teams that 
tect the underground dwarven kingdom 
are typically members of warrior families # 
trace their lineages back for millennia, and they 
may have rivalries or alliances with other dwarf 
fighters of a different lineage. Elf fighters are typi- 
cally skilled with the longsword. They are proud 
of their ability at swordplay and_eager to 
demonstrate or test it. Half-orc fighters 
are often self-taught outcasts who have ~ 
achieved enough skill to earn recognition 
and something akin to respect. Gnome and half- 
ling fighters usually stay in their own communities as part of the area 
militia rather than adventuring. Half-elves are rarely fighters, but 
they may take up swordplay in honor of the elven tradition. 

Among the brutal humanoids, few can manage the discipline it 
takes to be a true fighter. The militaristic hobgoblins, however, 
produce quite a number of strong and skilled fighters. 

Other Classes: The fighter excels in a straight fight, but he 
relies on others for magical support, healing, and scouting. On a 
team, it is his job to man the front lines, protect the other party 
members, and bring the tough opponents down. Fighters might 
not understand the arcane ways of wizards or share the faith of 
clerics, but they recognize the value of teamwork. 

Role: In most adventuring parties, the fighter serves as a melee 
combatant, charging into the fray while his comrades support him 
with spells, ranged attacks, and other effects. Fighters who favor 


ranged combat can prove very deadly, though without other melee 
support, they can find themselves in front-line combat more often 
than they might prefer. 


GAME RULE INFORMATION 


Fighters have the following game statistics. 

Abilities: Strength is especially important for fighters because 
it improves their melee attack and damage rolls. Constitution is 
important for giving fighters lots of hit points, which they need in 

their many battles. Dexterity is important for fighters who want 
to be good archers or who want access to certain Dexterity-ori- 

ented feats, but the heavy 
armor that fighters usu- 
Regdar 4 ally wear reduces the ben- 
efit ofa very high Dexterity 
score.

Class Features 
All of the following are class features of the 
fighter. 

Weapon and Armor Proficiency: A 
fighter is proficient with all simple and mar- 
tial weapons and with all armor (heavy, 
medium, and light) and shields (including tower 
shields). 

Bonus Feats: At 1st level, a fighter gets a bonus 
combat-oriented feat in addition to the feat that 
any 1st-level character gets and the bonus 
feat granted to a human character. The 
fighter gains an additional bonus feat 
at 2nd level and every two fighter 
levels thereafter (4th, 6th, sth, 
“SS 10th, 12th, 14th, 16th, 18th, and 

20th). These bonus feats must be drawn from the 

feats noted as fighter bonus feats on Table 5-1: 

Feats (page 90). A fighter must still meet all pre- 
requisites for a bonus feat, including ability score and base 
attack bonus minimums. (See Chapter 5: Feats for descriptions 
of feats and their prerequisites.) 

These bonus feats are in addition to the feat that a character of 
any class gets every three levels (see Table 3-2: Experience and 
Level-Dependent Benefits, page 22). A fighter is not limited to the 
list of fighter bonus feats when choosing these feats.

The compassion to pursue good, the will to uphold law, and the 
power to defeat evil—these are the three weapons of the paladin.

During this thirty-day period, the paladin 
takes a—1 penalty on attack and weapon damage rolls. 

Remove Disease (Sp): At 6th level, a paladin can produce a remove 
disease effect, as the spell, once per week. She can use this ability 
one additional time per week for every three levels after 6th (twice 
per week at 9th, three times at 12th, and so forth). 

Code of Conduct: A paladin must be of lawful good alignment 
and loses all class abilities if she ever willingly commits an evil act.

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THE PALADIN’ 5 MOUNT 

The paladin’s mount is superior to a normal mount of its kind and has 
special powers, as described below. The standard mount for a Me- 
dium paladin is a heavy warhorse, and the standard mount for a Small 
paladin is a warpony (see below for statistics). Your DM may work with 
you to select another kind of mount, such as a riding dog (for a half 
ling paladin) or a Large shark (for a paladin in an aquatic campaign). 
A paladin’s mount is treated as a magical beast, not an animal, for the 
purpose of all effects that depend on its type (though it retains an 
animal’s HD, base attack bonus, saves, skill points, and feats).

Paladin’s Mount Basics: Use the base statistics for a creature of the 
mount’s kind, as given in the Monster Manual, but make changes to 
take into account the attributes and characteristics summarized on the 
table and described below. 

Bonus HD: Extra eight-sided (d8) Hit Dice, each of which gains a 
Constitution modifier, as normal. Extra Hit Dice improve the mount’s 
base attack and base save bonuses. A special mount’s base attack 
bonus is equal to that of a cleric of a level equal to the mount’s HD. A 
mount has good Fortitude and Reflex saves (treat it as a character 
whose level equals the animal’s HD). The mount gains additional skill 
points or feats for bonus HD as normal for advancing a monster’s Hit 
Dice (see the Monster Manual). 

Natural Armor Adj.: The number on the table is an improvement to 
the mount’s existing natural armor bonus. It represents the preternat- 
ural toughness of a paladin’s mount. 

Str Adj.: Add this figure to the mount’s Strength score. 

Int: The mount’s Intelligence score. 

Empathic Link (Su): The paladin has an empathic link with her 
mount out to a distance of up to 1 mile. The paladin cannot see 
through the mount’s eyes, but they can communicate empathically. 
Note that even intelligent mounts see the world differently from 
humans, so misunderstandings are always possible. 

Because of this empathic link, the paladin has the same connection 
to an item or place that her mount does, just as with a master and his 
familiar (see Familiars, page 52). 

Improved Evasion (Ex): When subjected to an attack that normally 
allows a Reflex saving throw for half damage, a mount takes no 
damage if it makes a successful saving throw and half damage if the 
saving throw fails. 

Share Spells: At the paladin’s option, she may have any spell (but 
not any spell-like ability) she casts on herself also affect her mount. 


The mount must be within 5 feet at the time of casting to receive 
the benefit. If the spell or effect has a duration other than instanta- 
neous, it stops affecting the mount if it moves farther than 5 feet 
away and will not affect the mount again even if it returns to the 
paladin before the duration expires. Additionally, the paladin may 
cast a spell with a target of “You” on her mount (as a touch range 
spell) instead of on herself. A paladin and her mount can share 
spells even if the spells normally do not affect creatures of the 
mount’s type (magical beast). 

Share Saving Throws: For each of its saving throws, the mount uses 
its own base save bonus or the paladin’s, whichever is higher. The 
mount applies its own ability modifiers to saves, and it doesn’t share 
any other bonuses on saves that the master might have (such as from 
magic items or feats). 

Improved Speed (Ex): The mount’s speed increases by 10 feet. 

Command (Sp): Once per day per two paladin levels of its master, a 
mount can use this ability to command other any normal animal of 
approximately the same kind as itself (for warhorses and warponies, 
this category includes donkeys, mules, and ponies), as long as the 
target creature has fewer Hit Dice than the mount. This ability func- 
tions like the command spell, but the mount must make a DC 21 
Concentration check to succeed if it’s being ridden at the time (in 
combat, for instance). If the check fails, the ability does not work that 
time, but it still counts against the mount’s daily uses. Each target may 
attempt a Will save (DC 10 + 1/2 paladin’s level + paladin’s Cha modi- 
fier) to negate the effect. 

Spell Resistance (Ex): A mount’s spell resistance equals its master’s 
paladin level + 5. To affect the mount with a spell, a spellcaster must get 
a result on a caster level check (1d20 + caster level; see Spell Resistance, 
page 177) that equals or exceeds the mount’s spell resistance.

Humans are often rangers as well, being adaptable enough to learn 
their way around the woods even if it doesn't come naturally to 
them. Half-orcs may find the ranger’s life more comfortable than 
life among cruel and taunting humans (or orcs). Gnome rangers 
are more common than gnome fighters, but still they tend to, 
remain in their own lands rather than adventure among “the big | 
_people.” Dwarf rangers are rare, but they can be quite effective. 
Instead of living in the surface wilderness, they are at home in the, 
Lendless caverns beneath the earth. Here they hunt down and. 
_destroy the enemies of dwarvenkind with the relentless precision. 
for which dwarves are known. Dwarf rangers are often known as | 
icavers. Halfling rangers are highly respected for their ability to 
help communities of halflings prosper as they pursue their 
nomadic lifestyle. 

Among the savage humanoids, only gnolls are commonly 

rangers, using their skills to slyly stalk their prey. 

Other Classes: Rangers get along well with druids and to some 
extent with barbarians. They are known to bicker with paladins, | 
mostly because they often share goals but differ in style, tactics, | 
| approach, philosophy, and esthetics. Since rangers don't often look, 

to other people for support or friendship, they find it easy to toler-, 
ate people who are quite different from themselves, such as book- 
ish wizards and preachy clerics. They just don't care enough to get 
upset about others’ differences. 

Role: The ranger’s best role is that of a scout and secondary 

combatant. Without the heavy armor of the fighter or the staying 
power of the barbarian, the ranger should focus on opportunistic 
and ranged attacks. Most rangers use their animal companions as 
\sentries, scouts, or to assist them in melee combat.

Rogues have little in common with one another. Some are stealthy, 
thieves. Others are silver-tongued tricksters. Still others are scouts, 
infiltrators, spies, diplomats, or thugs. What they do share is versa- 
tility, adaptability, and resourcefulness. In general, rogues are 
skilled at getting what others don't want them to get: entrance into 
a locked treasure vault, safe passage past a deadly trap, secret battle 


_plans, a guard's trust, or some random person's pocket money. 


t 


Adventures: Rogues adventure for the same reason they do 


most other things: to get what they can get. Some are after loot; 
others want experience. Some crave fame; others seek infamy. 
Quite a few also enjoy a challenge. Figuring out how to thwart a 
\trap or avoid an alarm is great fun for many rogues. 


Characteristics: Rogues are highly skilled, and they can con- 


\centrate on developing any of several categories of skills. While 


not equal to members of many other classes in combat, a rogue 
knows how to hit where it hurts, and she can dish out a lot of 
damage with a sneak attack. 

Rogues have a sixth sense when it comes to avoiding danget.. 
Experienced rogues develop mystical powers and skills as they | 
master the arts of stealth, evasion, and sneak attacks. In addition, | 
while not capable of casting spells on their own, rogues can “fake | 
it” well enough to cast spells from scrolls, activate wands, and use 
just about any other magic item.

Often, an experienced rogue needs an assistant for scams, second- 
story jobs, or just for watching her back. She recruits a likely 
youngster, who then learns the skills of the trade on the job. Even-, 
tually the trainee is ready to move on, perhaps because the mentor | 
has run afoul of the law, or perhaps because the trainee has 


Rogues do not see each other as fellows unless they happen to, 


\be members of the same guild or students of the same mentor. In, 
_fact, rogues trust other rogues less than they trust anyone else. 


They're no fools. 

Races: Adaptable and often unprincipled, humans take to the, 
rogue’s life with ease. Halflings, elves, and half-elves also find 
themselves well suited to the demands of this career. Dwarf and 
gnome rogues, while less common, are renowned as experts with 
locks and traps. Half-orc rogues tend toward thuggery. 

Rogues are common among brutal humanoids, especially gob- | 


\lins and bugbears. Rogues who learn their arts in savage lands, | 


however, generally don't have much experience with complex 
mechanisms such as traps and locks. 

Other Classes: Rogues love and hate working with members | 
of other classes. They excel when protected by warriors and sup- 
ported by spellcasters. There are plenty of times, however, that. 
they wish everyone else was as quiet, guileful, and patient as 
they. Rogues are particularly wary of paladins, so they endeavor 
to prove themselves useful when contact with paladins is 
unavoidable. —— 

Role: The rogue’s role in a group can vary dramatically based on 
her skill selection—from charismatic con artist to cunning burglar 
to agile combatant—but most rogues share certain aspects. They 
aren't capable of prolonged melee combat, so they focus on oppor- 
tunistic sneak attacks or ranged attacks. The rogue's stealth and her 
trapfinding ability make her one of the best scouts in the game.

damage. Basically, the rogue’s attack deals extra 
damage any time her target would be denied a Dexterity bonus to 
AC (whether the target actually has a Dexterity bonus or not), or 
when the rogue flanks her target. This extra damage is 1dé at 1st 
level, and it increases by 1d6 every two rogue levels thereafter. 
Should the rogue score a critical hit with a sneak attack, this extra 
damage is not multiplied. (See Table 8—5: Attack Roll Modifiers 
and Table 8—6: Armor Class Modifiers, page 151, for combat situa- 
tions in which the rogue flanks an opponent or the opponent loses 
his Dexterity bonus to AC.) 

Ranged attacks can count as sneak attacks only if the target is 
within 30 feet. A rogue can't strike with deadly accuracy from 
beyond that range. 

With a sap (blackjack) or an unarmed strike, a rogue can make a 
sneak attack that deals nonlethal damage instead of lethal damage. 
She cannot use a weapon that deals lethal damage to deal non- 
lethal damage in a sneak attack, not even with the usual —4 
penalty, because she must make optimal use of her weapon in 
order to execute a sneak attack. (See Nonlethal Damage, page 146.) 

A rogue can sneak attack only living creatures with discernible 
anatomies—undead, constructs, oozes, plants, and incorporeal 
creatures lack vital areas to attack. Any creature that is immune to 
critical hits is not vulnerable to sneak attacks. The rogue must be 
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able to see the target well enough to pick out a vital spot and must 
be able to reach such a spot. A rogue cannot sneak attack while 
striking a creature with concealment (see page 152) or striking the 
limbs of a creature whose vitals are beyond reach. 

Trapfinding (Ex): Rogues (and only rogues) can use the Search 
skill to locate traps when the task has a Difficulty Class higher 
than 20. Finding a nonmagical trap has a DC of at least 20, or 
higher if it is well hidden. Finding a magic trap has a DC of 25 + 
the level of the spell used to create it. 

Rogues (and only rogues) can use the Disable Device skill to 
disarm magic traps.

Uncanny Dodge (Ex): Starting at 4th level, a rogue 
can react to danger before her senses would normally allow 
her to do so. She retains her Dexterity bonus to AC (if any) even if 
she is caught flat-footed or struck by an invisible attacker. How- 
ever, she still loses her Dexterity bonus to AC if immobilized. 

Ifa rogue already has uncanny dodge from a different class (a 
rogue with at least two levels of barbarian, for example), she auto- 
matically gains improved uncanny dodge (see below) instead. 

Improved Uncanny Dodge (Ex): A rogue of 8th level or 
higher can no longer be flanked; she can react to opponents on 
opposite sides of her as easily as she can react to a single attacker. 
This defense denies another rogue the ability to sneak attack the 
character by flanking her, unless the attacker has at least four 
more rogue levels than the target does. 

If a character already has uncanny dodge (see above) from a 
second class, the character automatically gains improved uncanny 
dodge instead, and the levels from the classes that grant uncanny 
dodge stack to determine the minimum rogue level required to 
flank the character.

FAMILIARS 

Familiars are magically linked to their masters. In some sense, the 
familiar and the master are practically one being. That’s why, for 
example, the master can cast a personal range spell on a familiar even 
though he can normally cast such a spell only on himself. A familiar is 
a normal animal that gains new powers and becomes a magical beast 
when summoned to service by a sorcerer or wizard. It retains the 
appearance, Hit Dice, base attack bonus, base save bonuses, skills, 
and feats of the normal animal it once was, but it is treated as a magi- 
cal beast instead of an animal for the purpose of any effect that 
depends on its type. Only a normal, unmodified animal may become 
a familiar. Thus, a druid/sorcerer can’t use her animal companion as 
a familiar. 

A familiar also grants special abilities to its master (a sorcerer or 
wizard), as given on the table below. These special abilities apply only 
when the master and familiar are within 1 mile of each other. 

Levels of different classes that are entitled to familiars (such as 
sorcerer and wizard) stack for the purpose of determining any familiar 
abilities that depend on the master’s level. 


Familiar Special 

Bat Master gains a +3 bonus on Listen checks 

Cat Master gains a +3 bonus on Move Silently checks 
Hawk Master gains a +3 bonus on Spot checks in bright light 
Lizard Master gains a +3 bonus on Climb checks 

Owl Master gains a +3 bonus on Spot checks in shadows 


Rat Master gains a +2 bonus on Fortitude saves 


Raven! Master gains a +3 bonus on Appraise checks 
Snake? Master gains a +3 bonus on Bluff checks 
Toad Master gains +3 hit points 

Weasel Master gains a +2 bonus on Reflex saves

Familiar Basics: Use the basic statistics for a creature of the famil- 
iar's kind, as given in the Monster Manual, but make the following 
changes: 

Hit Dice: For the purpose of effects related to number of Hit Dice, 
use the master’s character level or the familiar’s normal HD total, 
whichever is higher. 

Hit Points: The familiar has one-half the master’s total hit points 
(not including temporary hit points), rounded down, regardless of its 
actual Hit Dice. For example, at 2nd level, Hennet has 9 hit points, so 
his familiar has 4. 

Attacks: Use the master’s base attack bonus, as calculated from all his 
classes. Use the familiar’s Dexterity or Strength modifier, whichever is 
greater, to get the familiar’s melee attack bonus with natural weapons. 
Damage equals that of a normal creature of the familiar’s kind. 

Saving Throws: For each saving throw, use either the familiar’s base 
save bonus (Fortitude +2, Reflex +2, Will +0) or the master’s (as calcu- 
lated from all his classes), whichever is better. The familiar uses its 
own ability modifiers to saves, and it doesn’t share any of the other 
bonuses that the master might have on saves (from magic items or 
feats, for example). 

Skills: For each skill in which either the master or the familiar has 
ranks, use either the normal skill ranks for an animal of that type or the 
master’s skill ranks, whichever are better. In either case, the familiar 
uses its own ability modifiers. Regardless of a familiar’s total skill 
modifiers, some skills (such as Craft) may remain beyond the familiar’s 
ability to use. 


Familiar Ability Descriptions: All familiars have special abilities (or 
impart abilities to their masters) depending on the master’s combined 
level in classes that grant familiars, as shown on the table below. The 
abilities given on the table are cumulative. 


Natural Armor Adj.: The number noted here is an improvement to 
the familiar’s existing natural armor bonus. It represents the preter- 
natural toughness of a spellcaster’s familiar. 


Since sorcerers gain their powers without undergoing the years 
of rigorous study that wizards go through, they don't have the 
background of arcane knowledge than most wizards have. How- 
ever, they do have more time to learn fighting skills, and they are 
proficient with simple weapons. } 

Alignment: Fora sorcerer, magic is an intuitive art, nota sci-__ 

_ence. Sorcery favors the free, chaotic, creative spirit over the disci- |

_ Religion: Some sorcerers favor Boccob (god of magic), while 
others revere Wee Jas (goddess of death and magic). However, 
_many sorcerers follow other deities, or none at all. (Wizards typi- | 
ically learn to follow Boccob or Wee Jas from their mentors, but 
_most sorcerers are self-taught, with no master to induct them into 
a religion.) = 
Background: Sorcerers develop rudimentary powers at 
puberty. Their first spells are incomplete, spontaneous, uncon- 
trolled, and sometimes dangerous. A household with a budding 
,sorcerer in it may be troubled by strange sounds or lights, which | 
_can create the impression that the place is haunted. Eventually, the _ 
young sorcerer understands the power that he has been wielding | 
unintentionally. From that point on, he can begin practicing and, 
improving his powers. 

Sometimes a sorcerer is fortunate enough to come under the 
care of an older, more experienced sorcerer, someone who can 
help him understand and use his new powers. More often, how- 
ever, sorcerers are on their own, feared by erstwhile friends and 

misunderstood by family. 
Sorcerers have no sense of identity as. a group. Unlike wizards, 


they gain little by sharing their knowledge and have no strong , 
incentive to work together. | 
Races: Most sorcerers are humans or half-elves, but the innate | 
talent for sorcery is unpredictable, and it can show up in any of the, 
common races. 
___ Arcane spellcasters from savage lands or from among the brutal 
\humanoids are more likely to be sorcerers than wizards. Kobolds 
are especially likely to take up this path, and they are fierce, if inar- 
ticulate, proponents of the “blood of the dragons” theory. 

Other Classes: Sorcerers find that they have the most in| 
{common with members of other largely self-taught classes, such | 
as druids and rogues. They sometimes find themselves at odds 
with members of the more disciplined classes, such as paladins 
and monks. Since they cast the same spells as wizards but do so in, 
a different way, they sometimes find themselves in competition | 

with wizards. 
__Role: A sorcerer tends to define his role based on his spell 
selection. A sorcerer who focuses on damage-dealing spells. 
becomes a center of the party’s offensive power. Another may rely , 
.on more subtle magics, such as charms and illusions, and thus take 
a quieter role. A party with a sorcerer should strongly consider. 
including a second spellcaster, such as a bard, cleric, druid, or even. 
a wizard, to make up for the sorcerer’s lack of versatility. Since a 
sorcerer often has a powerful presence that gives him a way with 
people, he may serve as the “face” for an adventuring party, negoti- 
ating, bargaining, and speaking for others.

Int: The familiar’s Intelligence score. Familiars are as smart as 
people, though not necessarily as smart as smart people. 

Alertness (Ex): The presence of the familiar sharpens its master’s 
senses. While a familiar is within arm’s reach, the master gains the 
Alertness feat (page 89). 

Improved Evasion (Ex): When subjected to an attack that normally 
allows a Reflex saving throw for half damage, a familiar takes no 
damage if it makes a successful saving throw and half damage even if 
the saving throw fails. 

Share Spells: At the master’s option, he may have any spell (but not 
any spell-like ability) he casts on himself also affect his familiar. The 
familiar must be within 5 feet at the time of casting to receive the bene- 
fit. If the spell or effect has a duration other than instantaneous, it 
stops affecting the familiar if it moves farther than 5 feet away and will 
not affect the familiar again even if it returns to the master before the 
duration expires. Additionally, the master may cast a spell with a target 
of “You” on his familiar (as a touch range spell) instead of on himself. 
A master and his familiar can share spells even if the spells normally 
do not affect creatures of the familiar’s type (magical beast). 

Empathic Link (Su): The master has an empathic link with his familiar 
out to a distance of up to 1 mile. The master cannot see through the famil- 
iar’s eyes, but they can communicate empathically. Because of the limited 
nature of the link, only general emotional content (such as fear, hunger, 
happiness, curiosity) can be communicated. Note that the low Intelligence 
of a low-level master’s familiar limits what the creature is able to commu- 
nicate or understand, and even intelligent familiars see the world differ- 
ently from humans, so misunderstandings are always possible. 

Because of this empathic link, the master has the same connection 
to an item or place that his familiar does. For instance, if his familiar 
has seen a room, the master can teleport into that room as if he has 
seen it too. 

Deliver Touch Spells (Su): \f the master is 3rd level or higher, a famil- 
iar can deliver touch spells for him. If the master and the familiar are 
in contact at the time the master casts a touch spell, he can designate 
his familiar as the “toucher.” The familiar can then deliver the touch 


spell just as the master could. As usual, if the master casts another 
spell before the touch is delivered, the touch spell dissipates. 

Speak with Master (Ex): If the master is 5th level or higher, a familiar 
and the master can communicate verbally as if they were using a 
common language. Other creatures do not understand the communi- 
cation without magical help. 

Speak with Animals of Its Kind (Ex): lf the master is 7th level or higher, 
a familiar can communicate with animals of approximately the same 
kind as itself (including dire varieties): bats with bats, rats with 
rodents, cats with felines, hawks and owls and ravens with birds, 
lizards and snakes with reptiles, toads with amphibians, weasels with 
similar creatures of the family Mustelidae (weasels, minks, polecats, 
ermines, skunks, wolverines, and badgers). Such communication is 
limited by the intelligence of the conversing creatures. 

Spell Resistance (Ex): If the master is 11th level or higher, a familiar 
gains spell resistance equal to the master’s level + 5. To affect the 
familiar with a spell, another spellcaster must get a result on a caster 
level check (1d20 + caster level; see Spell Resistance, page 177) that 
equals or exceeds the familiar’s spell resistance. 

Scry on Familiar (Sp): \fthe master is 13th level or higher, he may scry 
on his familiar (as if casting the scrying spell) once per day.

level. For example, at 1st level, the sorcerer Hennet can cast four, 
1st-level spells per day—three for being 1st level (see Table 3-16: | 
The Sorcerer), plus one thanks to his Charisma score of 15 (see. 
Table 1-1: Ability Modifiers and Bonus Spells, page 8). However, 
he knows only two 1st-level spells: magic missile and sleep (see 
Table 3-17: Sorcerer Spells Known). Thus, on any given day, he 
can cast some combination of the two spells a total of four times. 
He does not have to decide ahead of time which spells he'll cast. 

Familiar: A sorcerer can obtain a familiar. Doing so takes 24 
hours and uses up magical materials that cost 100 gp. A familiar is 
a magical beast that resembles a small animal and is unusually 
tough and intelligent. The creature serves as a companion and 
servant. 

The sorcerer chooses the kind of familiar he gets. As the sor- 
cerer advances in level, his familiar also increases in power. 

If the familiar dies or is dismissed by the sorcerer, the sorcerer 
must attempt a DC 15 Fortitude saving throw. Failure means he 
loses 200 experience points per sorcerer level; success reduces the 
loss to one-half that amount. However, a sorcerer’s experience 
point total can never go below 0 as the result of a familiar’s demise 
or dismissal. For example, suppose that Hennet is a 3rd-level sor- 
cerer with 3,230 XP when his owl familiar is killed by a bugbear. 
Hennet makes a successful saving throw, so he loses 300 XP, drop- 
ping him below 3,000 XP and back to 2nd level (see the Dungeon 
Master’s Guide for rules for losing levels). A slain or dismissed 
familiar cannot be replaced for a year and day. A slain familiar can 
be raised from the dead just as a character can be, and it does not 
lose a level or a Constitution point when this happy event occurs.

Races: Humans take to magic for any of various reasons: curios- | 
ity, ambition, lust for power, or just personal inclination. Human | 
wizards tend to be practical innovators, creating new spells or |

Elves are enthralled by magic, and many of them become wiz- 
ards for love of the art. Elf wizards see themselves as artists, and 
they hold magic in high regard as a wondrous mystery, as opposed 
to the more pragmatic human wizards, who see magic more as a 
set of tools or tricks. 

Illusion magic comes so simply to gnomes that becoming an 
illusionist is just natural for the brighter and more talented ones. 
Gnome wizards who don't specialize in the school of illusion are 
rare, but they don't suffer under any special stigma. 


Spells per Day 
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Half-elf wizards feel both the elf’s attraction to magic and the 
human's drive to conquer and understand. Some of the most pow- 
erful wizards are half-elves. 

Dwarf and halfling wizards are rare because their societies don't 
encourage the study of magic. Half-orc wizards are rare because 
few half-orcs have the brains necessary for wizardry. 

Drow (evil subterranean elves) often take up wiz- 
ardry, but wizards are quite rare among the savage 
humanoids. 4 

Other Classes: Wizards prefer to work 
with members of other classes. They love to 
cast their spells from behind strong fighters, to 
“magic up” rogues and send them out to scout, 
and to rely on the divine healing of clerics. 
They may find members of certain classes 
(such as sorcerers, rogues, and bards) to be not 
quite serious enough, but they’re not judg- 
mental. 

Role: The wizard’s role depends somewhat on 
her spell selection, but most wizards share cer- 
tain similarities in function.

To learn, prepare, or cast.a spell, the 
wizard must have an Intelligence score 
equal to at least 10 + the spell level (Int 10 
for 0-level spells, Int 11 for 1st-level spells, 
and so forth).

ARCANE SPELLS AND ARMOR 


Wizards and sorcerers do not know how to wear armor effectively. 
If desired, they can wear armor anyway (though they'll be clumsy in 
it), or they can gain training in the proper use of armor (with the 
various Armor Proficiency feats—light, medium, and heavy—and 
the Shield Proficiency feat), or they can multiclass to add a class 
that grants them armor proficiency (see Multiclass Characters later 
in this chapter). Even if a wizard or sorcerer is wearing armor with 
which he or she is proficient, however, it might still interfere with 
spellcasting. 

Most characters have a difficult time casting arcane spells while 
wearing armor or carrying shields (see Arcane Spell Failure, page 
122). The armor restricts the complicated gestures that they must 
make while casting any spell that has a somatic component (most 
do). To find the arcane spell failure chance for a wizard or sorcerer 
wearing a certain type of armor, see Table 7-6: Armor and Shields 
(page 123). 


By contrast, bards not only know how to wear light armor effectively, 
but they can also ignore the arcane spell failure chance for such armor. 
However, they too wear heavier armor ineffectively and must either 
learn to wear heavier armor via the appropriate Armor Proficiency feat 
(medium or heavy) or add a class (such as fighter) that grants them 
such proficiency as a class feature. A bard wearing armor heavier than 
light or using any type of shield incurs the normal arcane spell failure 
chance, even if he becomes proficient with that armor. 

If a spell doesn’t have a somatic component, an arcane spellcaster 
can cast it with no problem while wearing armor. Such spells can also 
be cast even if the caster’s hands are bound or if he or she is grap- 
pling (although Concentration checks still apply normally). Also, the 
metamagic feat Still Spell allows a spellcaster to prepare or cast a 
spell at one spell level higher than normal without the somatic 
component. This also provides a way to cast a spell while wearing 
armor without risking arcane spell failure. See Chapter 5: Feats for 
more about metamagic feats such as Still Spell. 
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Unlike a bard or sorcerer, a wizard 
may know any number of spells (see 
Writing a New Spell into a Spell- 
book, page 179). She must choose and 
prepare her spells ahead of time by 
getting a good night's sleep and spend- 
ing 1 hour studying her spellbook.

Familiar: A wizard can obtain a familiar 
in exactly the same manner as a sorcerer can. See the 
sorcerer description and the accompanying 
Familiars sidebar for details. 

Scribe Scroll: At 1st level, a wizard gains 
Scribe Scroll as a bonus feat. This feat enables 
her to create magic scrolls (see Scribe Scroll, page 99, and 
Creating Magic Items, page 282 of the Dun- 
geon Master's Guide). 

Bonus Feats: At 5th, 10th, 15th, and 20th 
level, a wizard gains a bonus feat. At each 
such opportunity, she can choose a 
metamagic feat, an item creation feat, 
or Spell Mastery. The wizard must 
still meet all prerequisites for a bonus 
feat, including caster level mini- 
mums.

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SCHOOL SPECIALIZATION 

A school is one of eight groupings of spells, each defined by a common 
theme, such as illusion or necromancy. If desired, a wizard may 
specialize in one school of magic (see below). Specialization allows a 
wizard to cast extra spells from her chosen school, but she then never 
learns to cast spells from some other schools. Essentially, the wizard 
gains exceptional mastery over a single school by neglecting the study 
of other schools. 

A specialist wizard can prepare one additional spell of her specialty 
school per spell level each day. She also gains a +2 bonus on Spellcraft 
checks to learn the spells of her chosen school (see Adding Spells to a 
Wizard’s Spellbook, page 178). 

The wizard must choose whether to specialize and, if she does so, 
choose her specialty at 1st level. At this time, she must also give up 
two other schools of magic (unless she chooses to specialize in 
divination; see below), which become her prohibited schools. For 
instance, if she chooses to specialize in conjuration, she might decide 
to give up enchantment and necromancy, or evocation and transmu- 
tation. A wizard can never give up divination to fulfill this requirement. 
Spells of the prohibited school or schools are not available to the 
wizard, and she can’t even cast such spells from scrolls or fire them 
from wands. She may not change either her specialization or her 
prohibited schools later. 

The eight schools of arcane magic are abjuration, conjuration, 
divination, enchantment, evocation, illusion, necromancy, and trans- 


mutation. Spells that do not fall into any of these schools are called 
universal spells. 
Abjuration: Spells that protect, block, or banish. An abjuration 
specialist is called an abjurer. 
Conjuration: Spells that bring creatures or materials to the caster. A 
conjuration specialist is called a conjurer. 
Divination: Spells that reveal information. A divination specialist is 
called a diviner. Unlike the other specialists, a diviner must give up only 
one other school. 
Enchantment: Spells that imbue the recipient with some property or 
grant the caster power over another being. An enchantment specialist 
is called an enchanter. 
Evocation: Spells that manipulate energy or create something from 
nothing. An evocation specialist is called an evoker. 
Illusion: Spells that alter perception or create false images. An illu- 
sion specialist is called an illusionist. 
Necromancy: Spells that manipulate, create, or destroy life or life 
force. A necromancy specialist is called a necromancer. 
Transmutation: Spells that transform the recipient physically or 
change its properties in a more subtle way. A transmutation specialist 
is called a transmuter. 
Universal: Not a school, but a category for spells that all wizards 
can learn. A wizard cannot select universal as a specialty school or as 
a prohibited school. Only a limited number of spells fall into this 
category.

Advancing a Level: When your - character's XP total reaches at 
least the minimum XP needed for a new character level (see 
Table 3-2), he or she “goes up a level.”

As 
soon as he accumulates a total of 3,000 XP or higher (2,000 more

\Going up a level provides the character with several immediate 

benefits (see below). 

___A character can advance only one level at a time. If, for some 
extraordinary reason, a character’s XP reward from a single 
adventure would be enough to advance two or more levels at 
once, he or she instead advances one level and gains just enough 
XP to be 1 XP short of the next level. Any excess experience 
points are not retained. For example, if Tordek has 5,000 XP 
(1,000 points short of 4th level) and gains 6,000 more, he would 
normally be at 11,000 XP—enough for 5th level. Instead, he 
attains 4th level, and his XP total stands at 9,999. 

Training and Practice: Characters spend time between 

adventures training, studying, or otherwise practicing their 
skills. This work consolidates what they learn on adventures and

Remember that you buy skills based on the class you have ad- 
vanced in, so that only those skills given as class skills for that 
class can be purchased as class skills for this level, regardless of 
what other classes you may have levels in.

Spells: The character gains spells from all of his or her spell- 
casting classes. Thus, an experienced ranger/druid may have ac- 
cess to the spell protection from elements both as a ranger and as a 
druid. Since the spell’s effect is based on the class level of the 
caster, the player must keep track of whether the character is 
preparing and casting protection sm elements as a ranger or as a 


druid._ 


ADDING A SECOND CLASS 


When a character with one class gains a level, he or she may 
choose to increase the level of his or her current class or pick up 
a new class at 1st level. (A character can't gain 1st level in the 
same class more than once, even if this would allow him or her 
to select different class features, such as a different set of 
domains for a cleric.) The DM may restrict the choices available 
based on the way he or she handles classes, skills, experience, 
and training. For instance, the character may need to find a tutor 
to teach him or her the ways of the new class. Additionally, the 
DM may require the player to declare what class the character is 
“working on” before he or she makes the jump to the next level, | 
so the character has time to practice new skills. 

The character gains the ist-level base attack bonus, base s save, 
bonuses, class skills, weapon proficiencies, armor and shield pro- | 


_ficiencies, spells, other class features of the new class, hit points |

Picking up a new class is not exactly the same as starting a char- 


\acter in that class. Some of the benefits a 1st-level character gains 
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(such as four times the usual number of skill points) re present the 


advantage of training while the character was young and fresh, 
with lots of time to practice. When picking up a new class, a char- 
acter does not receive the following starting benefits given to 
characters who begin their careers in that class. 
* Maximum hit points from the first Hit Die. 
.* Quadruple the per-level skill points.

When a multiclass character advances a level in a current 
class, he or she gets all the standard benefits that a character nor- 
_mally receives for attaining that level in that class: more hit 
,points, possible bonuses on attack rolls, Armor Class, and saving | 
‘throws. (depending on the class and the new level), possible new 
iclass features (as defined by the class), possible new spells, and. 
Trew skill points. 

Skill points must be spent according to the class that the multi- 
class character just advanced in (see Table 4-1: Skill Points per 
Level, page 62). Skills purchased from Table 4-2: Skills are pur- 
chased at the cost appropriate for that class. 

Rules for characters beyond 20th level (including multiclass 
characters beyond 20th level) are covered in the Dungeon Master’s 
tGuide.

\class is a demanding process. Depending on a character's class 
levels and race, he or she might or might not take an XP penalty.

Uneven Levels: If any two of your multiclass character's 
classes are two or more levels apart, the strain of developing and. 
maintaining different skills at different levels takes its toll. Your 
multiclass character takes a —20% penalty to XP for each class that 
is not within one level of his or her highest-level class. These 
penalties apply from the moment the character adds a class or 
raises a class's level too high. For instance, a 4th-level wizard/3rd- 
level rogue gets no penalty, but if that character raises his wizard 
level to Sth, then he takes the -20% penalty from that point on 
_until his levels were nearly even again. 
__ Races and Multiclass XP: A favored class (see the individual 
irace entries in Chapter 2: Races) does not count against the char- 
acter for purposes of the ~20% penalty to XP. In such cases, cal- 
culate the XP penalty as if the character did not have that class. 
For instance, Bergwin is an 11th-level gnome character (a 9th- 
level rogue/2nd-level bard). He takes no penalty to his XP 
because he has only one nonfavored class. (Bard is favored for 
gnomes.) Suppose he then attains 12th level and adds 1st level as 
a fighter to his classes, becoming a 9th-level rogue/2nd-level 
bard/1st-level fighter. He then takes a—20% penalty on future XP 
he earns because his fighter level is so much lower than his 
rogue level. Were he awarded 1,200 XP for an adventure, he 
would receive only 80% of that amount, or 960 XP. If he there-

HOW MULTICLASSING WORKS 


Lidda, a 4th-level halfling rogue, decides to expand her repertoire , 
by learning some wizardry. She locates a mentor who teaches her | 
the ways of a wizard, and she spends a lot of time looking over the 
shoulder of Mialee, her party’s wizard, while the latter prepares 
ther spells each morning. When Lidda amasses 10,000 XP, she, 
becomes a 5th-level character. Instead of becoming a 5th-level . 
_rogue, however, she becomes a 4th-level rogue/1st-level wizard. 
Now, instead of gaining the benefits of attaining a new level as a 
rogue, she gains the benefits of a 1st-level wizard. She gains a, 
wizard’s Hit Die (d4), a 1st-level wizard’s +2 bonus on Will saves, | 
and 4 skill points (2 for one wizard level +2 for the Intelligence 
bonus derived from her Intelligence score of 14) that she can 
spend as a wizard. These benefits are added to the scores she 
already had as a rogue. Her base attack bonus, Reflex save bonus, | 
_and Fortitude save bonus do not increase because these numbers 
are +0 for a 1st-level wizard. She gains a 1st-level wizard’s begin-_ 
ning spellbook and spells per day. Her rogue skills and sneak | 
attack capability, however, do not improve. She could spend some | 
of her 4 skill points to improve her rogue skills, but, since they_ 
would be treated as cross-class skills for a wizard, these skill 
points would each buy only one-half rank. (The exceptions are 
any Craft or Profession skills she may have, since Craft and Pro- 
fession are class skills for both the rogue and the wizard.) 

On reaching 15,000 XP, she becomes a 6th-level character. She 
decides she'd like to continue along the wizard path, so she 
increases her wizard level instead of her rogue level. Again she 
gains the wizard’s benefits for attaining a new level rather than the 
rogue’s. As a 2nd-level wizard, she gains another d4 Hit Die, her 
base attack bonus and base Will save bonus each go up by +1, she 
gains 4 more skill points, and she can now prepare another 0-level 
spell and another 1st-level spell each day (as noted on Table 3-18: 
The Wizard). Additionally, as a 6th-level character overall, she gets 
her third feat (see Table 3-2: Experience and Level-Dependent 
Benefits, page 22). 

At this point, Lidda is a 6th-level character: a 4th-level 
rogue/2nd-level wizard. She casts spells as a 2nd-level wizard 
does, and she sneak attacks as a 4th-level rogue does. Her 
combat skill is a little better than a 4th-level rogue’s would be, 
because she has learned something about fighting during her 
time as a wizard. (Her base attack bonus went up by +1 when she 
became a 2nd-level wizard.) Her base Reflex save bonus is +4 (+4 
from her rogue class and +0 from her wizard class), better than a 
6th-level wizard’s but not as good as a 6th-level rogue’s. Her base 
Will save bonus is +4 (+1 from her rogue class and +3 from her | 
wizard class), better than a 6th-level rogue’s but not as good as a, 
6th-level wizard’s. } 

At each new level, Lidda must decide whether to increase her, 

rogue level or her wizard level. Of course, if she really wants to | 
have diverse abilities, she could even acquire a third class—| 4 
maybe fighter.

idda the rogue can walk quietly up to a door, put her ear to it, and 
hear the troglodyte priest on the other side casting a spell on 

his pet crocodile. If Jozan the cleric were to try the same 
thing, hed probably make so much noise that the troglodyte 
would hear him. Jozan could, however, identify the spell that 

the evil priest is casting. Actions such as these rely on the skills that 
characters have (in this case, Move Silently, Listen, and Spellcraft). 


A character's skills represent a variety of abilities. As\a chatacter 
advances in level, he ot she gets betterat using some or all of her 
skills. 

Getting Skills: A character gets a base allotment of 2, 4, 6, or 8 
skill points for each new level, depending on the class to which 
that level was added. If the character gaining his or her 1st.char- 
acter level overall (that is; gaining his or her first level in any 
class), add his or her Intelligence modifier to the base skill point 
allotment for the class andmultiply the total by four; then addan 
extra 4 pointsif the character is human. 

“If you buy a class skill (such as Listen for a rogue or Spelleraft 
for a cleric), your character gets 1 rank (equal to a +1 bonus‘on 
checks with that skill) for each skill point. If you buy other 
classes’ skills (cross-class skills), you get 1/2 rank per skill point. 
Your maximum rank in-a-class skill is your character level + 3. 
Your maximum rank in across-class skillis one-half of this 
number (do not round up ot down). “

This roll works just like an attack roll or a saying throw— 
the higher the roll, the better. Either you're trying to match 
or exceed a certain Difficulty Class (DC), or you're trying to 
beat another character's check result. For instance, to sneak 
quietly past a guard, Lidda needs to beat the guard's Listen 
check result with her own Move Silently check result. 
Skill Ranks: A character's number of ranks in a skill is 
based on how many skill points a character has invested 


has. no ranks in them; doing this is called making an 
untrained skill check. 

Ability Modifier: The ability modifier used in a skill 
check is the modifier for theskill’s key ability (the ability 
associated’ with the skills usé). The key ability of each 
skill is noted in its-description and on Table 4—2; Skills. 

Miscellaneous Modifiers: Miscellaneous modi- 
fiers include racial bonuses, armor check penalties, 
and bonuses provided by feats, among others. 


Ranks indicate how much training or experience 
your character has with a given skill. Each of his or 
her skills has.a-rank, ranging from 0 (for a skill in 
which your character has no training at all) toa 

number equal to 3 + character level (for a character 

who has incteased a skill to its maximum rank). When 
making a skill check, you add your character’s skill 
ranks to/the roll as part of the skill modifier, so the 
more ranks you have, the higher your skill check 

result will be. 


Ranks tell you how proficient you are and reflect your training 
in a given skill. In general, while anyone can get a lucky roll, a 
character with, say, 10 ranks in a given skill has a higher degree of 
training and expertise in that skill than a character with 9 ranks or 
fewer. } 

The class starting packages in Chapter 3 provide an easy way to _ 
select 1st-level skills, because they assume that you max out 
\(increase to maximum rank) each skill you buy and because they, 
[provide a shorter list from which to choose. Although selecting } 
skills from a starting package feels very different from buying | 
them rank by rank, your character winds up spending the same | 
inumber of skill points no matter which way you select 1st-level 
skills, 

The Skills paragraph on page 59 covers the skill acquisition 
rules for multiclass characters.

ACQUIRING SKILLS AT 1ST LEVEL 


| Follow these steps to pick skills for your 1st-level character: 

1. Determine the number of skill points your character gets.

A character gets at least 4 skill points (1 x 4 = 4) at 1st level, even | 
if he or she has an Intelligence penalty.

When your character uses a skill, you make a skill check to see 
how well he or she does. The higher the result of the skill check, 
the better. Based on the circumstances, your result must match or 
beat a particular number (a DC or the result of an opposed skill 
check) for the check to be successful. The harder the task, the 
higher the number you need to roll, 

Circumstances can affect your check. A character who is free to 
work without distractions can make a careful attempt and avoid 
simple mistakes. A character who has lots of time can try over and 
over again, thereby assuring the best outcome. If others help, the 
character may succeed where otherwise he or she would fail. 


CHARACTER SKILLS 
When you create your character, you will probably only be able to 
purchase ranks in a handful of skills. It may not seem as though you 
have as many skills as real people do—but the skills on your char- 
acter sheet don’t actually define everything your character can do. 

Your character may have solid familiarity with many skills, without 
having the actual training that grants skill ranks. Knowing how to 
strum a few chords on a lute or clamber over a low fence doesn’t 
really mean you have ranks in Perform or Climb. Ranks in those skills 
represent training beyond everyday use—the ability to impress an 
audience with a wide repertoire of songs on the lute, or to success- 
fully scale a 100-foot-high cliff face. 

So how do normal people get through life without ranks in a lot 
of skills? For starters, remember that not every use of a skill 


requires a skill check. Performing routine tasks in normal situa- 
tions is generally so easy that no check is required. And when a 
check might be called for, the DC of most mundane tasks rarely 
exceeds 10, let alone 15. In day-to-day life, when you don’t have 
enemies breathing down your neck and your life depending on 
success, you can take your time and do things right—making it 
easy, even without any ranks in the requisite skill, to succeed (see 
Checks without Rolls, page 65). 

You're always welcome to assume that your character is familiar 
with—even good at, as far as everyday tasks go—many skills 
beyond those for which you actually gain ranks. The skills you buy 
ranks in, however, are those with which you have truly heroic 
potential.

Trying Again 


In general, you can try a skill check again if you fail, and you can 
keep trying indefinitely. Some skills, however, have consequences 
of failure that must be taken into account. A few skills are virtually 
useless once a check has failed on an attempt to accomplish a par- 


ticular task. For most skills, when a character has succeeded once 


_at a given task, additional successes are meaningless.

Many skills can be used only by someone who is trained in. 
them. If you don't have Spellcraft, for example, you just don’t 
know enough about magic even to attempt to identify a spell, 
regardless of your class, ability scores, or experience level. Skills . 
that cannot be used untrained are indicated by a “No” in the. 
Untrained column on Table 4—2: Skills. 

For example, Krusk the barbarian’s 4 ranks in Climb make his 

Climb check results 4 points higher than they otherwise would 


be, but even Gimble the bard, with no Climb ranks, can make a_ 


_Climb check because Climb can be used untrained. Gimble has a 
skill modifier of -1 (+0 for his Strength, —1 for armor), but he can 
give it a try. However, Gimble’s ranks in Use Magic Device let him _ 
do something that he otherwise couldn't do at all—namely, use a 
magic item as if he had a particular spell on his class spell list that 
he actually doesn’t have. Krusk, with no ranks in the skill, can't 
make a Use Magic Device check even at a penalty because Use 
Magic Device can't be used untrained.

Some situations may make a skill easier or harder to use, resulting | 
in a bonus or penalty to the skill modifier for a skill check or a, 
change to the DC of the skill check. It’s one thing for Krusk, with | 
his Survival skill, to hunt down enough food to eat while he’s. 
camping for the day in the middle of a lush forest, but foraging for 
food while traveling across barren desert is an entirely different 
matter. 

The DM can alter the chance of success in four ways to take into 
account exceptional circumstances. 

1. Give the skill user a +2 circumstance bonus to represent con- 
ditions that improve performance, such as having the perfect tool 
for the job, getting help from another character (see Combining 
Skill Attempts, page 65), or possessing unusually accurate infor- 
mation. a 

2. Give the skill user a —2 circumstance penalty to represent 
conditions that hamper performance, such as being forced to use 
improvised tools or having misleading information. 

3. Reduce the DC by 2 to represent circumstances that make the 
task easier, such as having a friendly audience or doing work that 
can be subpar. 

4. Increase the DC by 2 to represent circumstances that make 
the task harder, such as having an uncooperative audience or 
doing work that must be flawless. 

Conditions that affect your character’s ability to perform the 
skill change the skill modifier. Conditions that modify how well 
the character has to perform the skill to succeed change the DC. A 
bonus to the skill modifier and a reduction in the check’s DC have 
the same result: They create a better chance of success. But they _ 
represent different circumstances, and sometimes that difference , 
is important. _ 


ACCESS TO SKILLS 

The rules assume that a character can find a way to learn any skill. For 
instance, if Jozan wants to learn Profession (sailor), nothing in the 
rules exists to stop him. However, the DM is in charge of the world and 


makes all the decisions about where one can learn certain skills and 


where one can’t. While Jozan is living in a desert, for example, the DM 


can decide that he has no way of learning to be a sailor. It’s up to the 
DM to say whether a character can learn a given skill in a given setting. 


For example, Gimble the bard wants to entertain a band of 
dwarves who are staying at the same inn where he and his party 
are staying. Before playing his lute, Gimble listens to the dwarves’ 
drinking songs so he can judge their mood. Doing so improves his 
performance, giving hima +2 circumstance bonus on his check. 
His player rolls a 5 and adds +9 for his skill modifier (4 ranks, +3. 

_Charisma modifier, and +2 for his impromptu research). His) 
check result is 14. The DM sets the base DC at 15. However, the, 
dwarves are in a good mood because they have recently won a skir- 
mish with orc bandits, so the DM reduces the DC to 13. (Gimble’s | 
performance isn't better just because the dwarves are in a good | 
_mood, so Gimble doesn't get a bonus to add to his skill modifier. 
Instead, the DC goes down.) The leader of the dwarven band, how- 
ever, has heard that a gnome spy works for the bandits, and he's 
suspicious of Gimble. The DC to entertain him is higher than 
normal: 17 instead of 15. Gimble’s skill check result (14) is high 
_enough to entertain the dwarves (DC 13) but not their leader (DC 
,17). The dwarves applaud Gimble and offer to buy him drinks, but | 
their leader eyes him suspiciously. | 


Time and Skill Checks 
Using a skill might take a round, take no time, or take several 
rounds or even longer. Most skill uses are standard actions, move 
actions, or full-round actions. Types of actions define how long 
activities take to perform within the framework of a combat round 
(6 seconds) and how movement is treated with respect to the activ- 

Lity (see Action Types, page 138). Some skill checks are instant and 
| represent reactions to an event, or are included as part of an action. 
| These skill checks are not actions. Other skill checks represent 
\part of movement. The distance you jump when making a Jump 
icheck, for example, is part of your movement. Each skill descrip- 
tion specifies the time required to make a check.__ 

Practically Impossible Tasks 

Sometimes you want to do something that seems practically 

impossible. In general, a task considered practically impossible 

has a DC of 40, 60, or even higher (or it carries a modifier of +20 or. 
more to the DC). 

Practically impossible tasks are hard to delineate ahead of | time. | 
They're the accomplishments that represent incredible, almosth 
logic-defying skill and luck. Picking a lock by giving it a single, 
swift kick might entail a +20 modifier to the DC; swimming up a 
waterfall could require a Swim check against DC 80; and balanc- 
ing ona fragile tree branch might have a DC of 90. 


The DM decides what is actually impossible and what is merely 
practically impossible. Characters with very high skill modifiers 
are capable of accomplishing incredible, almost unbelievable 

—_ just as characters with very high combat bonuses are. 


lA skill check represents an attempt to accomplish some goal, usu- 

ally while under some sort of time pressure or distraction. Some- 
times, though, a character can use a skill under more favorable 
conditions and eliminate the luck factor. 

Taking 10: When your character is not being threatened or dis- 
tracted, you may choose to take 10. Instead of rolling 1d20 for the 
skill check, calculate your result as ifyou had rolled a 10. For many 
routine tasks, taking 10 makes them automatically successful. Dis- 
tractions or threats (such as combat) make it impossible for a char- 

_acter to take 10. In most cases, taking 10 is purely a safety meas- 
_ure—you know (or expect) that an average roll will succeed but 
fear that a poor roll might fail, so you elect to settle for the average 
Toll (a 10). Taking 10 is especially useful in situations where a par- 
| ticularly high roll wouldn't help (such as using Climb to ascend a 
_knotted rope, or using Heal to give a wounded PC long-term care).

Taking 20 means you are trying until you get it right, and it, 
assumes that you fail many times before succeeding. Taking 20. 
takes twenty times as long as making a single check would take.

before succeeding, if you did attempt to take 20 ona skill that car-_ 
\ries penalties for failure (for instance, a Disable Device check to. 

disarm a trap), your character would automatically incur those 
penalties before he or she could complete the task (in this case, the , 
character would most likely set off the trap). Common “take 20”. 
skills include Escape Artist, Open Lock, and Search. 

For example, Krusk comes to a cliff face. He attempts to take 10, 
for a result of 16 (10 plus his +6 skill modifier), but the DC is 20, 
and the DM tells him that he fails to make progress up the cliff. 
(His check result is at least high enough that he does not fall.) | 


|Krusk cannot take 20 because there is a penalty associated with _ 


failure (falling, in this case). He can try over and over, and eventu- | 
ally he may succeed, but he might fall one or more times in the 
process. Later, Krusk finds a cave in the cliff and searches it. The | 
DM sees in the Search skill description that each 5- -foot-square | 
area takes a full-round action to search, and she secretly assigns a 
DC of 15 to the attempt. She estimates that the floors, walls, and 
ceiling of the cave make up about ten 5-foot squares, so she tells 
Krusk’s player that it takes 1 minute (10 rounds) to search the 
whole cave. Krusk’s player gets a result of 12 on 1d20, adds no skill 
ranks because Krusk doesn't have the Search skill, and adds -1 
because that is Krusk’s Intelligence modifier. His roll fails. Now 
the player declares that Krusk is going to search the cavern high 
and low, taking as long as it takes. The DM takes the original time 
of 1 minute and multiplies it by 20, for 20 minutes. That’s how 
long it takes for Krusk to search the whole cave in exacting detail. 
Now Krusk’s player treats his roll as if it were 20, for a result of 19. 
That’s good enough to beat the DC of 15, and Krusk finds an old 
bronze key under a loose rock. 

Ability Checks and Caster Level Checks: The normal take 10 
and take 20 rules apply for ability checks. Neither rule applies to 
caster level checks (such as when casting dispel magic or attempt- 
ing to overcome spell resistance). 


COMBINING SKILL ATTEMPTS 


When more than one character tries the same skill at the same 
time and for the same purpose, their efforts may overlap.

other than those noted here. For example, you might be able to 

impress a bunch of riders by making a Ride check. 
Here is the format for skill descriptions. 


SKILL NAME 


The skill name line includes (in addition to the name of the skill) 
the following information. 

Key Ability: The abbreviation of the ability whose modifier 
applies to the skill check. Exception: Speak Language has “None” as 
its key ability because the use of this skill does not require a check. 

Trained Only: If this notation is included in the skill name 
line, you must have at least 1 rank in the skill to use it. If it is omit- 
ted, the skill can be used untrained (with a rank of 0). If any spe- 
cial notes apply to trained or untrained use, they are covered in the 
Untrained section (see below). 

Armor Check Penalty: If this notation is included in the skill 
name line, an armor check penalty applies (when appropriate) to 
checks using this skill. If this entry is absent, an armor check 
penalty does not apply. 

The skill name line is followed by a general description of what 
using the skill represents. After the description are a few other 
types of information: 

Check: What a character (“you” in the skill description) can do.

Action: The type of action using the skill requires, or the| } 
amount of time required for a check. 

Try Again: Any conditions that apply to successive attempts to, 
use the skill successfully. If the skill doesn't allow you to attempt,

You can make the outrageous or the untrue seem plausible, or | 
use doublespeak or innuendo to deliver a secret message to, 
another character. The skill encompasses acting, conning, | 
fast talking, misdirection, prevarication, and misleading | 
body language. Use a bluff to sow temporary confusion, get) 
someone to turn and look where you point, or simply look | 
innocuous. 4 

Check: A Bluff check is opposed by the target's Sense Motive | 
\check. See the accompanying table for examples of different 
‘kinds of bluffs and the modifier to the target’s Sense Motive 
check for each one.

Favorable and unfavorable circumstances weigh heavily on 
the outcome of a bluff. Two circumstances can weigh against 
you: The bluff is hard to believe, or the action that the 
target is asked to take goes against its self-inter- 
est, nature, personality, orders, or the like. If 
it’s important, the DM 
can distinguish between iy, 

a bluff that fails because 4g, 
the target doesn’t believe it 
and one that fails because it just 
asks too much of the target. For 
instance, if the target gets a +10 bonus 
on its Sense Motive check y, 
because the bluff demands } F 
something risky, and the 
Sense Motive check succeeds 
by 10 or less, then the target 
didn’t so much see through the 
bluff as prove reluctant to go along with 
it. A target that succeeds by 11 or more 
has seen through the bluff (and would 
have done so even if that bluff had 
not entailed any demand). 

A successful Bluff check indi- 
cates that the target reacts as you 
wish, at least for a short time 
(usually 1 round or less) or 
believes something that ( 
you want it to believe. Bluff, 
however, is not a suggestion spell. For 
example, you could use a bluff to put 
a shopkeeper off guard by saying 
that his shoes are untied. At best, 
such a bluff would make the 
shopkeeper glance down at his “ J 
shoes. It would not cause him 
to ignore you and fiddle with 
his shoes. 

A bluff requires interaction between 
you and the target. Creatures unaware of | 
you cannot be bluffed. 8 

Feinting in Combat: You can also use Blufto | 
mislead an opponent in melee combat (so that 
it can’t dodge your next attack effectively). To 
feint, make a Bluff check opposed by your target's 


Sense Motive check, but in this case, the target may add its base 
attack bonus to the roll along with any other applicable modi- 
fiers. If your Bluff check result exceeds this special Sense Motive 
check result, your target is denied its Dexterity bonus to AC (if 
any) for the next melee attack you make against it. This attack 
must be made on or before your next turn. 

Feinting in this way against a nonhumanoid is difficult because 
it’s harder to read a strange creature's body language; you take a —4 
penalty on your Bluff check. Against a creature of animal Intelli- 
gence (1 or 2) it’s even harder; you take a—8 penalty. Against a non- 
intelligent creature, it’s impossible. 

Feinting in combat does not provoke an attack of opportunity. 

Creating a Diversion to Hide: You can use the Bluff skill to help 
you hide. A successful Bluff check gives you the momentary diver- 
sion you need to attempt a Hide check while people are aware of 
you. This usage does not provoke an attack of opportunity. 

Delivering a Secret Message: You can use Bluff to get a message 
across to another character without others understanding it. Two 
rogues, for example, might seem to be talking about bakery 
goods when they’re really planning how to break into the evil 
wizard’s laboratory. The DC is 15 for simple messages, or 20 for 
complex messages, especially those that rely on getting across 
new information. Failure by 4 or less means you can't get the 
message across. Failure by 5 or more means that some false infor- 
mation has been implied or inferred. Anyone listening to 
@), the exchange can make a Sense Motive check opposed by

your message (see Sense Motive, page 81). 

Action: Varies. A Bluff check made as part of general 

interaction always takes at least 1 round (and is at least a 
full-round action), but it can take much longer if 
you try something elaborate. A Bluff check 
made to feint in combat or create a diversion to 
hide is a standard action. A Bluff check made to 
deliver a secret message doesn't take an action; 
it is part of normal communication. However, 
the DM may limit the amount of information 
you can convey ina single round. 

Try Again: Varies. Generally, a failed Bluff 
check in social interaction makes the target 
too suspicious for you to try again in the 
same circumstances, but you may retry 
freely on Bluff checks made to feint in 
combat. Retries are also allowed when you 
are trying to send a message, but you may 
attempt such a retry only once per round. 
Each retry carries the same chance of 
miscommunication. 

Special: A ranger gains a bonus 
on Bluff checks when using this skill 
against a favored enemy (see page 

47).

You need both hands free to climb, but you may cling to a wall 
with one hand while you cast_a spell or take some other action 
that requires only one hand.

harsh weather, and so on) while engaged in some action that | 
requires your full attention. Such actions include casting a| 
spell, concentrating on an active spell (such as detect ones 

directing a spell (such as spiritual weapon), using a spell-like | 

ability (such as a paladin’s remove disease ability), or using a skill 
that would provoke an attack of opportunity (such as Disable. 
Device, Heal, Open Lock, and Use Rope, among others). In| 

general, if an action wouldn't normally provoke an attack of 

opportunity, you need not make a Concentration check to avoid 

being distracted._ 
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If the Concentration check succeeds, you may continue with 
the action as normal. If the check fails, the action automatically 
fails and is wasted. If you were in the process of casting a spell, 
the spell is lost (see Casta Spell, page 140). If you were concen- 
trating on an active spell, the spell ends as if you had ceased con- 


centrating on it. If you were directing a spell, the direction fails | 


_but the spell remains active. If you were using a spell-like ability, | 
‘that use of the ability is lost. A skill use also fails, and in some,

CRAFT (INT) 


You are trained in a craft, trade, or art, such as alchemy, a1 armor- 
smithing, basketweaving, bookbinding, bowmaking, blacksmith- , 
ing, calligraphy, carpentry, cobbling, gemcutting, leatherworking, | 
locksmithing, painting, pottery, sculpting, shipmaking, stonema- 
_sonry, trapmaking, weaponsmithing, or weaving. —_ 
Like Knowledge, Perform, and Profession, Craft is actually a. 
\number of separate skills. For instance, you could have the skill. 


Craft (carpentry). Your ranks in that skill don’t affect any Craft 


(pottery) or Craft (leatherworking) checks you might make. You 
could have several Craft skills, each with its own ranks, each pur-_ 
chased as a separate skill. 

A Craft skill is specifically focused on creating something. If 
nothing is created by the endeavor, it probably falls under the 
heading of a Profession skill (page 80). 

Check: You can practice your trade and make a decent living, | 

jearning about half your check result in gold pieces per week of | 
dedicated work. You know how to use the tools of your trade, how. 
to perform the craft’s daily tasks, how to supervise untrained | 
helpers, and how to handle common problems. (Untrained labor-_ 
ers and assistants earn an average of 1 silver piece per day.) 

The basic function of the Craft skill, however, is to allow you to. 
make an item of the appropriate type. The DC depends on the 
complexity of the item to be created. The DC, your check results, 
and the price of the item determine how long it takes to make a 
particular item. The item’s finished price also determines the cost 
of raw materials. (In the game world, it is the skill level required, 
the time required, and the raw materials required that determine 
an item’s price. That's why the item's price and the Craft DC are 
used to determine how long it takes to make the item and the cost 
of the raw materials.) = 

In some cases, the fabricate spell (page 229) can be used to 
achieve the results of a Craft check with no actual check involved. 
However, you must make an appropriate Craft check when using 
the spell to make articles requiring a high degree of craftsmanship 
(jewelry, swords, glass, crystal, and so forth). 

A successful Craft check related to woodworking in conjunc- 
tion with the casting of the ironwood spell (page 246) enables you 
to make wooden items that have the strength of steel. 

When casting the spell minor creation (page 253), you must suc- 
ceed on an appropriate Craft check to make a complex item. For 
instance, a successful Craft (bowmaking) check might be required 
to make straight arrow shafts. 

All crafts require artisan’s tools (page 129) to give the best 
chance of success. If improvised tools are used, the check is made 
with a —2 circumstance penalty. On the other hand, masterwork | 
artisan’s tools provide a +2 circumstance bonus on the check. , 

To determine how much time and money it takes to make an | 
item, follow these steps. 

1. Find the item's price in Chapter 7: Equipment of this book or | 
in the Dungeon Master’s Guide, or have the DM set the price for an | 
item not otherwise described. Put the price in silver pieces (1 gp =| 
\10 sp). 

2. Find the DC from the table below, or have the DM set one. 
3. Pay one-third of the item's price for the cost of raw materials. 
4. Make an appropriate Craft check representing one week's work.

Ranged Attack Traps: Once a trap’s location is known, the obvious 
way to ruin it is to smash the mechanism—assuming the mecha- 
nism can be accessed. Failing that, it’s possible to plug up the holes 
from which the projectiles emerge. Doing this prevents the trap 
from firing unless its ammunition does enough damage to break 
through the plugs. 

Melee Attack Traps: These devices can be thwarted by smashing the 
mechanism or blocking the weapons, as noted above. Alternatively, if a 
character studies the trap as it triggers, he might be able to time his

PLAYER KNOWLEDGE VERSUS 

CHARACTER KNOWLEDGE 

It’s pretty simple to measure a character's knowledge of things the 
player doesn’t know. That’s what a Knowledge skill check represents— 
for instance, the player of a character with many ranks in Knowledge 
(geography) isn’t required to memorize all the geographical data about 
the campaign world to use his character’s skill ranks. 

The opposite case, however, is harder to adjudicate cleanly. What 
happens when a player knows something that his or her character does 
not have any reason to know? For instance, while most veteran players 
know that black dragons breathe acid, it’s entirely likely that most inex- 
perienced characters don’t know that fact. 


Generally speaking, it’s impossible to separate completely your 
personal knowledge (also called player knowledge) from your charac- 
ter's knowledge. Ultimately, the decision on how (or if) to divide 
player knowledge from character knowledge must be made between 
the players and the DM. Some DMs encourage knowledgeable players 
to use their experience to help their characters succeed. Others prefer 
that characters display only the knowledge represented by their skill 
ranks and other game statistics. Most fall somewhere between those 
two extremes. 

If in doubt, ask your DM how he or she prefers to handle such 
situations. The Dungeon Master’s Guide has more information on 
this topic.

“component or pay fifty times the XP cost. 

___ Some magic items similarly incur extra costs in material com- 
ponents or XP, as noted in their descriptions. For example, a ring of 
three wishes costs 15,000 XP in addition to its normal price (as 
many XP as it costs to cast wish three times). 


METAMAGIC FEATS _ 


As a spellcaster’s knowledge of magic grows, she can learn to cast 
spells in ways slightly different from the ways in which the spells 
were originally designed or learned. For example, a spellcaster 
_can learn to cast a spell without having to say its verbal compo- 
\nent, to cast a spell for greater effect, or even to cast it with noth- 
ing but amoment’s thought. Preparing and casting a spell in such 
ia way is harder than normal but, thanks to metamagic feats, at 
least it is possible. 
For instance, at 3rd level, Mialee chooses to gain Silent Spell, 
the feat that allows her to cast a spell without its verbal compo-| 
nent.

Effects of Metamagic Feats on a Spell: In all ways, a meta- 
magic spell operates at its original spell level, even though it is pre- 
pared and cast as a higher-level spell. Saving throw modifications 
are not changed unless stated otherwise in the feat description. 
The modifications made by these feats only apply to spells cast 
directly by the feat user. A spellcaster can’t use a metamagic feat to 
alter a spell being cast from a wand, scroll, or other device. 

Metamagic feats that eliminate components of a spell (such as 
Silent Spell and Still Spell) don't eliminate the attack of opportu- 
nity provoked by casting a spell while threatened. However, cast- 
ing a spell modified by Quicken Spell does not provoke an attack 
of opportunity. 

Metamagic feats cannot be used with all spells. See the specific 
feat descriptions for the spells that a particular feat can't modify. 

Multiple Metamagic Feats on a Spell: A spellcaster can apply 
multiple metamagic feats to a single spell. Changes to its level are 
cumulative. A silent, stilled version of charm person, for example, 
would be prepared and cast asa 3rd-level spell (a ist-level spell, 
increased by one spell level for each of the metamagic feats). You 
can't apply the same metamagic feat more than once to a single 
spell (for instance, you can't cast. a twice-empowered magic missile 
to get +100% damage). 

Magic Items and Metamagic Spells: With the right item cre-_ 
ation feat, you can store a metamagic version of a spell in a scroll, , 
potion, or wand. Level limits for potions and wands apply to the | 
spell’s higher spell level (after the application of the metamagic | 

feat). A character doesn't need the metamagic feat to activate an.

Choosing an alignment for your character means stating your 
intent to play that character a certain way. If your character acts in 
a way more appropriate to another alignment, the DM may decide 
that his alignment has changed to match his actions.

\are always of the indicated alignment. Except for paladins, they are |

For other creatures, races, ces, and classes, the indicated alignment 
on Table 6-1 is the typical or most common one. Normal sentient 
creatures can be of any alignment. They may have inherent ten- 
dencies toward a particular alignment, but individuals can vary 
from this norm. Depending on the type of creature, these tenden- 
,cies may be stronger or weaker. For example, kobolds and behold- 
ers are usually lawful evil, but kobolds display more variation inf 
\alignment than beholders because their inborn alignment ten-_ 
dency isn’t as strong. Also, sentient creatures have cultural ten-. 
dencies that usually reinforce alignment tendencies. For example, 
orcs tend to be chaotic evil, and their culture tends to produce 
chaotic evil members. A human raised among orcs is more likely 
than normal to be chaotic evil, while an orc raised among humans 
is less likely to be so.

GOOD VS. EVIL 


Good characters and creatures protect innocent life. Evil charac- 
ters and creatures debase or destroy innocent life, whether for fun 
or profit. 

“Good” implies alecuiem.- respect for life, and a concern for the 
dignity of sentient beings. Good characters make personal sacri- 
fices to help others. 

“Evil” implies hurting, oppressing, and killing others. Some evil 
_creatures simply have no compassion for others and kill without 
qualms if doing so is convenient. Others actively pursue evil, 

killing for sport or out of duty to some evil deity or master. 

{ People who are neutral with respect to good and evil have 
\compunctions against killing the innocent but lack the commit- 
ment to make sacrifices to protect or help others. Neutral people 

are committed to others by personal relationships. A neutral | 
person may sacrifice himself to protect his family or even his. 


homeland, but he would not do so for strangers who are not, 
related to him. 

Being good or evil can be a conscious choice, as with the pal! | 
adin who attempts to live up to her ideals or the evil cleric who. 


causes pain and terror to emulate his god. For most people, 
though, being good or evil is an attitude that one recognizes but 
idoes not choose. Being neutral on the good—evil axis usually rep- 


resents a lack of commitment one way or the other, but for some it 
represents a positive commitment to a balanced view. While. 


acknowledging that good and evil are objective states, not just. 
|opinions, these folk maintain that a balance between the two is the. 


proper place for people, or at least for them. eae 

Animals and other creatures incapable of moral action are neu- 
tral rather than good or evil. Even deadly vipers and tigers that eat. 
people are neutral because they lack the capacity for morally right | 
or wrong behavior. 


LAW VS. CHAOS 


+ 


Lawful characters tell the truth, keep their word, respect authority,.. 


honor tradition, and judge those who fall short of their duties. 


Chaotic characters follow their consciences, resent being told 
what to do, favor new ideas over tradition, and do what they prom- 
ise if they feel like it. 

“Law” implies honor, trustworthiness, obedience to authority, 
and reliability. On the downside, lawfulness can include close- 
mindedness, reactionary adherence to tradition, judgmentalness, 
and a lack of adaptability. Those who consciously promote lawful-| 


iness say that only lawful behavior creates a society in which | 


people can depend on each other and make the right decisions in | 
full confidence that others will act as they should. eS 

“Chaos” implies freedom, adaptability, and flexibility. On the, 
downside, chaos can include recklessness, resentment toward. 
legitimate authority, arbitrary actions, and irresponsibility. Those. 
who promote chaotic behavior say that only unfettered personal 
freedom allows people to express themselves fully and lets society 
benefit from the potential that its individuals have within them. 

Someone who is neutral with respect to law and chaos has a 
normal respect for authority and feels neither a compulsion to 
obey nor a compulsion to rebel. She is honest but can be tempted 
into lying or deceiving others. 

Devotion to law or chaos may be a conscious choice, but more 
often it is a personality trait that is recognized rather than being 
chosen. Neutrality on the lawful-chaotic axis is usually simply a 
middle state, a state of not feeling compelled toward one side or 
the other. Some few such neutrals, however, espouse neutrality as 
superior to law or chaos, regarding each as an extreme with its 
own blind spots and drawbacks. 

Animals and other creatures incapable of moral action are neu- 
tral. Dogs may be obedient and cats free-spirited, but they do not 
have the moral capacity to be truly lawful or chaotic. 


THE NINE ALIGNMENTS 


Nine distinct alignments define all the possible combinations of 
the lawful-chaotic axis with the good—evil axis. Each alignment 
description below depicts a typical character of that alignment. 
Remember that individuals vary from this norm, and that a given 
character may act more or less in accord with his or her alignment. 
from day to day. Use these descriptions as guidelines, not as , 
scripts. 

The first six alignments, lawful good through chaotic neutral] 


_are the standard alignments for player characters. The three evil, 


alignments are for monsters and villains. 4 
Lawful Good, “Crusader”: A lawful good character acts as a 


' good person is expected or required to act. She combines a com- 


mitment to oppose evil with the discipline to fight relentlessly. 


\She tells the truth, keeps her word, helps those in need, and 


speaks out against injustice. A lawful good character hates to see 


the guilty go unpunished. Alhandra, a paladin who fights evil 
without mercy and protects the innocent without hesitation, is 
lawful good. 

Lawful good is the best alignment you can be because it com- 
bines honor and compassion. 

Neutral Good, “Benefactor”: A neutral good character does 
the best that a good person can do. He is devoted to helping 
others. He works with kings and 
magistrates but does not feel 
beholden to them. Jozan,.a cleric 
who helps others according to 
their needs, is neutral good. 

Neutral good is the best align- 
ment you can be because it 
means doing what is good 
without bias for or against 
order. 

Chaotic Good, “Rebel”: A 
chaotic good character 
acts_as his conscience 
directs him with little 
regard for what others 
expect of him. He makes 
his own way, but he’s kind 
and benevolent. He 
believes in goodness and 
right but has little use for 
laws and regulations. He 
hates it when people try to —~ 
intimidate others and tell them 
what to do. He follows his own 
moral compass, which, although 
good, may not agree with that of 
society. Soveliss, a ranger who way- 
lays the evil baron's tax collectors, is 
chaotic good. 

Chaotic good is the best alignment you 
can be because it combines a good heart with a 
free spirit. 

Lawful Neutral, “Judge”: A lawful neutral 
character acts as law, tradition, or a personal 
code directs her. Order and organization are 
paramount to her. She may believe in per- 
sonal order and live by a code or standard, 
or she may believe in order for all and 
favor a strong, organized government. 
Ember, a monk who follows her disci- 
pline without being swayed either by 
the demands of those in need or by the 
temptations of evil, is lawful neutral. 

Lawful neutral is the best alignment 
you can be because it means you are 
reliable and honorable without being j 
a zealot. 

Neutral, “Undecided”: A neutral character does what 
seems to be a good idea. She doesn't feel strongly one way or the 
other when it comes to good vs. evil or law vs. chaos. Most neutral 
characters exhibit a lack of conviction or bias rather than a com- 
mitment to neutrality. Such a character thinks of good as better 
than evil—after all, she would rather have good neighbors and 
rulers than evil ones. Still, she’s not personally committed to 
upholding good in any abstract or universal way. Mialee, a wizard 
who devotes herself to her art and is bored by the semantics of 
moral debate, is neutral. 

Some neutral characters, on the other hand, commit them- 
selves philosophically to neutrality. They see good, evil, law, and 
chaos as prejudices and dangerous extremes. They advocate the 


middle way of neutrality as the best, most balanced road in the 
long run. 

Neutral is the best alignment you can be because it means you 
act naturally, without prejudice or compulsion. 

Chaotic Neutral, “Free Spirit”: A chaotic neutral character 
follows his whims. He is an individualist first and last. He values 
his own liberty but doesn't strive to protect others’ freedom. He 
avoids authority, resents restrictions, and challenges traditions. A 
chaotic neutral character does not intentionally disrupt organiza- 
tions as part of a campaign of anarchy. To do so, he would have to 
be motivated either by good 

(and_a desire to liberate 

others) or evil (and a desire 

Wee =to make those different 
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from himself suffer). A 

— chaotic neutral character 
=, may be unpredictable, 
but his behavior is 
not totally random. 
He is not as likely to 
jump off a bridge as to 
cross_it. Gimble, a 
bard who wanders the 
land living by his 
wits, is chaotic neutral. 
Chaotic neutral is the 
best alignment you can be because 
it represents true freedom from 

both society’s restrictions and a 

do-gooder’s zeal. 

Lawful Evil, “Dominator”: A 
lawful evil villain methodically takes 
what he wants within the limits of 

his code of conduct without 
regard for whom it hurts. He cares 

about tradition, loyalty, and order 
but not about freedom, dignity, or 
life. He plays by the rules but with- 
out mercy or compassion. He is com- 
fortable in a hierarchy and would 
like to rule, but is willing to 
serve. He condemns others 
not_according to their 
actions but according to 
race, religion, homeland, 
or social rank. He is loath 
to break laws or promises. 
This reluctance comes 
partly from his nature 
and partly because he 
depends on order to pro- 
tect himself from those 
who oppose him on 
moral grounds. Some 
lawful evil villains have particular taboos, such as not killing in 
cold blood (but having underlings do it) or not letting children 
come to harm (if it can be helped). They imagine that these com- 
punctions put them above unprincipled villains. The scheming 
baron who expands his power and exploits his people is lawful 
evil. 

Some lawful evil people and creatures commit themselves to 
evil with a zeal like that of a crusader committed to good. Beyond 
being willing to hurt others for their own ends, they take pleasure 
in spreading evil as an end unto itself. They may also see doing evil 
as part of a duty to an evil deity or master. 

Lawful evil is sometimes called “diabolical,” because devils are 
the epitome of lawful evil. 
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Lawful evil is the most dangerous alignment because it repre- 
sents methodical, intentional, and frequently successful evil. 

Neutral Evil, “Malefactor”: A neutral evil villain does what- 
ever she can get away with. She is out for herself, pure and simple. 
She sheds no tears for those she kills, whether for profit, sport, or. 


convenience. She has no love of order and holds no illusion that ._ 


following laws, traditions, or codes would make her any better or | 
‘more noble. On the other hand, she doesn't have the restless, 
\nature or love of conflict that a chaotic evil villain has. The crimi-| 
nal who robs and murders to get what she wants is neutral evil.) 
|__Some neutral evil villains hold up evil as an ideal, committing | 
‘evil for its own sake. Most often, such villains are devoted to evil 
_deities or secret societies. 

Neutral evil is the most dangerous alignment because it repre- 
sents pure evil without honor and without variation. 

Chaotic Evil, “Destroyer”: A chaotic evil character does what- 
_ever his greed, hatred, and lust for destruction drive him to do. He 
,is hot-tempered, vicious, arbitrarily violent, and unpredictable. If 


he is simply out for whatever he can get, he is ruthless and brutal. |_ 


If he is committed to the spread of evil and chaos, he is even, 
worse. Thankfully, his plans are haphazard, and any groups he, 
joins or forms are poorly organized. Typically, chaotic evil people 
can be made to work together only by force, and their leader lasts 
only as long as he can thwart attempts to topple or assassinate him. 
The demented sorcerer pursuing mad schemes of vengeance and 
havoc is chaotic evil. 

Chaotic evil is sometimes called “demonic” because demons are 
the epitome of chaotic evil. 

Chaotic evil is the most dangerous alignment because it repre- 
‘sents the destruction not only of beauty and life but also of the 
‘order on which beauty and life depend. 
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The gods are many. A few, such as Pelor (god of the sun), have 
grand temples that sponsor mighty processions through the 
streets on high holy days. Others, such as Erythnul (god of slaugh- 
ter), have temples only in hidden places or evil lands. While the. 
gods most strongly make their presence felt through their clerics, | 
they also have lay followers who more or less attempt to live up to, 
their deities’ standards. The typical person has a deity whom he. 
considers to be his patron. Still, it is only prudent to be respectful 
toward and even pray to other deities when the time is right. 
Before setting out on a journey, a follower of Pelor might leave a 
small sacrifice at a wayside shrine to Fharlanghn (god of roads) to 
improve his chances of having a safe journey. As long as one’s own 
deity is not at odds with the others in such an act of piety, such 
simple practices are common. In times of tribulation, however, 

_some people recite dark prayers to evil deities. Such prayers are 

best muttered under one's breath, lest others overhear. 

___Deities rule the various aspects of human existence: good and 
evil, law and chaos, life and death, knowledge and nature. In addi- 
tion, various nonhuman races have racial deities of their own (see 
Table 6-2: Deities by Race). A character may not be a cleric of a 
racial deity unless he is of the right race, but he may worship such 
a deity and live according to that deity’s guidance. For a deity who 
is not tied to a particular race (such as Pelor), a cleric’s race is not 
an issue. ci 

Deities of certain kinds of monsters are identified in the Mon- 

_ster Manual. Many more deities than those described here or men- 

tioned in the Monster Manual also exist. 

Your character may or may not have a patron deity. If} you want 
Tan or her to have one, consider first the deities most appropriate 

\to the character's race, class, and alignment (see Table 6-2: Deities 

_by Race and Table 6-3: Deities by Class). If a cleric chooses a deity, 
which one he selects influences his capabilities. Players with | 
cleric characters should refer to Deity, Domains, and Domain_

Across the world, people and creatures worship a great number of 
varied deities. Those described here are the deities most often wor- 
shiped among the common races, by adventurers, and by villains. 

Each entry includes the deity’s name, role, alignment, titles he or 
she is known by, and a general description. These deities’ holy (or 
unholy) symbols are shown accompanying their descriptions. 
(See Table 3-7: Deities, page 32, for a summary of the most 
common deities, their alignments, the domains they are associ- 
ated with, and their typical worshipers.) _ 


Boccob_ 


The god of magic, Boccob, is neutral. His titles 
include the Uncaring, Lord of All Magics, 
and Archmage of the Deities. Boccob 

is a distant deity who promotes no_~& 
special agenda in the world of 
mortals. As a god of magic and 
knowledge, he is worshiped by wiz- 
ards, sorcerers, and sages. The 
domains he is associated with are 

Knowledge, Magic, and Trickery. The ¥ 
quarterstaff is his favored weapon.

Ehlonna 
Ehlonna, the goddess of the woodlands, is neutral good. Her 
most commonly encountered title is 
Ehlonna of the Forests. Ehlonna watches 
over all good people who live in 
the forest, love the woodlands, 
or make their livelihood there. 
She is pictured sometimes as an elf 
and sometimes as a human. She is 
especially close to elves, gnomes, 
half-elves, and halflings. She is also 
worshiped by rangers and some 
druids. The domains she is associated 
with are Animal, Good, Plant, and Sun. 


Erythnul 
The god of slaughter, Erythnul, is 
chaotic evil. His title is the Many. Erythnul 
delights in panic and slaughter. In civ- 
ilized lands, his followers (includ- 
ing evil fighters, barbarians, and 
rogues) form small, criminal 
cults. In savage lands, evil bar- 
barians, gnolls, bugbears, ogres, 
and trolls commonly worship 
him. The domains he is associ- 
ated with are Chaos, Evil, Trickery, 
and War. His favored weapon isa 
morningstar with a blunt stone head. 


Fharlanghn 
Fharlanghn, the god of roads, is neutral. His 
title is Dweller on the Horizon. Fhar- 
langhn’s wayside shrines are 
common on well-used roads, for he 
is the deity of travel, roads, dis- 
tance, and horizons. Bards, other 
wandering adventurers, and 
merchants favor Fharlanghn.

Since then, he has been their protec- 
tor. He governs humor, wit, gemcutting, and jewelrymaking. The 
domains he is associated with are 

Good, Protection, and Trickery. 
Garl’s favored weapon is the 
battleaxe. He is renowned for 
the jokes and pranks he 
pulls on other deities, 
though not all his victims 
laugh off his jests. Garl once 
collapsed the cavern of Kurtul- 
mak, the god of the kobolds. 
Since then, the two deities have been 
sworn enemies. 


Gruumsh 
Gruumsh, chief god of the orcs, is chaotic 
evil. His titles are One-Eye and He- 
Who-Never-Sleeps. Gruumsh 
calls on his followers to be 
strong, to cull the weak from 
their numbers, and to take all 
the territory that Gruumsh 
thinks is rightfully theirs 
(which is almost everything). 
The domains he is associated 
with are Chaos, Evil, Strength, and 
War. Gruumsh’s favored weapon is the 
spear. He harbors a special hatred for Corel- 
lon Larethian, Moradin, and their followers. In ages past, Corellon 
Larethian put out Gruumsh’s left eye in a fight. 


Heironeous 
The god of valor, Heironeous, is lawful good. His 
title is the Invincible. Heironeous promotes justice, / 
valor, chivalry, and honor. The domains he is associ-_| 
ated with are Good, Law, and War. His favored 
weapon is the longsword, and he is worshiped by 
paladins, good fighters, and good monks. His archen- 
emy is Hextor, his half-brother. 


Hextor 
The god of tyranny, Hextor, is lawful evil. His titles are 
Champion of Evil, Herald of Hell, and Scourge of Wa E 
Battle. Hextor is the six-armed god of war, conflict, \\ } 
and destruction. Hextor’s worshipers include evil \ 
fighters and monks. The domains he is associated with yw 
are Destruction, Evil, Law, and War. His favored 
weapon is the flail. He sends his followers to commit 
evil, and their special purpose is to overthrow the fol- 
lowers of his half-brother Heironeous wherever they 
are found.

Because 
evil creatures more commonly 
and flagrantly violate laws 
than good creatures do, St. 
Cuthbert favors good over evil, 
though he is not good himself.

Vecna 
Vecna, the god of secrets, is neutral evil.

Vecna_ 
rules that which is not meant to be 
known and that which people wish to 
keep secret. The domains he is associ-_ \% 
ated with are Evil, Knowledge, and 
Magic.

Wee Jas, the goddess of death and magic, is 
lawful neutral. Her titles are Witch 
Goddess, Ruby Sorceress, Stern 
Lady, and Death’s Guardian.

Her tem- 
ples are few and far between, 
but she counts many powerful 
sorcerers and wizards (espe- 
cially necromancers) among her 
worshipers.

The goddess of the halflings, Yondalla, is 
lawful good. Her titles include the Protector 
and Provider, the Nurturing Matri- 
arch, and the Blessed One.

She espouses harmony 
among halflings and stalwart defense 
against their enemies. Her followers 
hope to lead safe, prosperous lives by fol- 
lowing her guidance.

AGE 


In the D&D game, every player character starts as an adult. You 
can choose or randomly generate your character’s age. If you 
choose it, it must be at least the minimum age for the character's 
race and class (see Table 6-4: Random Starting Ages). Your char- 


\acter’s minimum starting age is the adulthood age of his or her 
irace plus the number of dice indicated in the entry correspon- 
| ding to the character’s race and class on Table 6-4: Random Start- 
ling Ages. For example, an elf ranger must be at least 116 years 


cold (adulthood age 110 plus 6, because the entry for an elf 
iranger is +6d6).

With age, a character's physical ability scores decrease and his 


_or her mental ability scores increase (see Table 6—5: Aging Effects). 


The effects of each aging step are cumulative. However, none of a 
character's ability scores can be reduced below 1 in this way. 

For example, when a human reaches 35 years of age, his 
Strength, Dexterity, and Constitution scores each drop 1 point, 
while his Intelligence, Wisdom, and Charisma scores each 
increase by 1 point. When he becomes 53 years old, his physical 
ability scores all drop an additional 2 points, while his mental abil- 
ity scores increase by 1 again. So far he has lost a total of 3 points 


_from his Strength, Constitution, and Dexterity scores and gained a 
_total of 2 points to his Wisdom, Intelligence, and Charisma scores 
because of the effects of aging.

Think about what your character's abilities might say about his or | 
her height and weight. A weak but agile character may be thin. A 
strong and tough character may be tall or just heavy. 

Alternatively, roll randomly for your character's height ad 
weight on Table 6-6: Random Height and Weight. The dice roll. 
given in the Height Modifier column determines the character's 
extra height beyond the base height. That same number multi- 
plied by the dice roll or quantity given in the Weight Modifier 
column determines the character's extra weight beyond the base 
weight. For example, Tordek (a male dwarf) has a height of 3 feet 9 
inches plus 2d4 inches. Monte rolls 2d4 and gets a result of 6, so 
Tordek stands 4 feet 3 inches tall. Then Monte uses that same roll, 
6, and multiplies it by 2d6 pounds. His 2dé roll is 9, so Tordek 
weighs an extra 54 pounds (6 x 9) on top of his base 130 pounds, 
fora total of 184 pounds.

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n the marketplace of a big city, armorsmiths and weapon- 
smiths offer a.wide variety of arms and armor for those with 
the gold to buy them. Here you can find practical, sturdy 
_ swords and perhaps ai few elven blades of exceptional quality. 
Alchemists sell acid, alchemist’s fire, and smokesticks for 
those who want something flashier than a trusty blade. Wizards 
(or, more likely, their brokers) even sell-magic scrolls, wands, 
weapons, and other items. 

This chapter covers the mundane and exotic merchandise that 
characters may want to purchase and how to go about doing so. 
(Magic items are covered in the Dungeon Master’s Guide!)

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If you don't want to take the standard package for your char- 
acter’s class, you can instead putchase weapons, armor, and 
miscellaneous equipment item by item. You begin with a 
random number of gold pieces that is determined by your 
character's class, and then you decide how to spend it (see 
Table 7-1: Random Starting Gold). Alternatively, your 
DM can assign average starting gold for each character, as 
indicated on Table 7-1.

Note that buying beginning equipment this way is 
an abstraction. Your character doesn't walk into a store 
with handfuls of gold and buy every item one by one. 
Rather, these items may have come the character's way 
as gifts from family, equipment from patrons, gear 
granted during military service, swag gained through 
duplicity, and so on. 

Assume your character owns at least one outfit of 
normal clothes. Pick any one of the following clothing out- 
fits for free: artisan’s outfit,.entertainer’s outfit, explorer’s 
outfit, monk's outfit, peasant’s outfit, scholar’s outfit, 
or traveler's outfit. (See Clothing, page 131.) 


AVAILABILITY 


All the items described in this chapter are assumed to be available 
to PCs with the wherewithal to buy them. Many of these items are 
very expensive and rare. You won't find them on the rack at a store 
in a town. But a character with the coin to buy an expensive item _ 
can usually connect with a seller and get a desired item. 

If you want to buy something not described in this chapter, the | 
igeneral rule is that a character can buy anything that costs as, 
|much as 3,000 gp. Buying a more expensive item, such as a +2 long- | 
sword, means going to a big city where rare items are for sale, | 
making a special deal with someone who makes or can provide the | 
\item, or paying a premium price to a merchant who makes a spe- 
cial effort to get what the character wants. 

Depending on where in the fantasy world the character is, it 
might be possible to buy more expensive items without a problem, 
or it might be more difficult to do so. In a small town, for example, 

it’s practically impossible to find someone who can make a suit of 
full plate armor. The DM determines what is and is not available t 


depending on how he or she runs the world and where the char-_ 


vacters are in it. 


+ 


Adventurers are in the small group of people who regularly buy 
things with coins. Members of the peasantry trade mostly in 
goods, bartering for what they need and paying taxes in grain and 
.cheese. Members of the nobility trade mostly in legal rights, such 
[as the rights to a mine, a port, or farmland, or they trade in gold 
lars, measuring gold by the pound rather than by the coin. 


COINS 


.The most common coin that adventurers use is the gold piece (gp). 
With 1 gold piece, a character can buy a belt pouch, 50 feet of 
-hempen rope, or a goat. A skilled (but not exceptional) artisan can 
earn 1 gold piece a day. The gold piece is the standard unit of meas- 
ure for wealth. When merchants discuss deals that involve goods 
or services worth hundreds or thousands of gold pieces, the trans-_ 
actions don’t usually involve the exchange of that many individual. 
coins. Rather, the gold piece is a standard measure of value, and the | 
actual exchange is in gold bars, letters of credit, or valuable goods. | 

The most prevalent coin among commoners is the silver piece | 
(sp). A gold piece is worth 10 silver pieces. A silver piece buys a 
laborer’s work for a day, a common lamp, or a poor meal of bread, 
baked turnips, onions, and water. 

Each silver piece is worth 10 copper pieces (cp). A single copper 
piece buys a candle, a torch, or a piece of chalk. Copper pieces are 
common among laborers and beggars. 

In addition to copper, silver, and gold coins, which people use 

| daily, merchants also recognize platinum pieces (pp), which are each 


_turers occasionally find them as part of ancient treasure hoards. 

The standard coin weighs about a third of an ounce (fifty to the 
pound). It is the exact size of the coin pictured in the illustration 
on page 168.

Trade goods are the exception to the half-price rule. A an 
good, in this sense, is a valuable good that can be easily exchanged | 
almost as if it were cash itself. Wheat, flour, cloth, gems, jewelry, 
art objects, and valuable metals are trade goods, and merchants 
often trade in them directly without using currency (see Table 
7-3: Trade Goods). Obviously, merchants can sell these goods for 
slightly more than they pay for them, but the difference is small 
enough that you don't have to worry about it. 


A character's weapons help determine how capable he or she is in 
a variety of combat situations. See Table 7-5: Weapons for the 
characteristics of various weapons. 


WEAPON CATEGORIES 


Weapons are grouped into several interlocking sets of categories. 
These categories pertain to what training is needed to become pro- 
ficient in a weapon's use (simple, martial, or exotic), the weapon's 
usefulness either in close combat (melee) or at a distance (ranged, 
which includes both thrown and projectile weapons), its relative 
encumbrance (light, one-handed, or two-handed), and its size 
(Small, Medium, or Large). 

Simple, Martial, and Exotic Weapons: Anybody but a druid, 
monk, rogue, or wizard is proficient with all simple weapons. Bar- 
barians, fighters, paladins, and rangers are proficient with all | 
simple and all martial weapons. Characters of other classes are pro- | 
ficient with an assortment of mainly simple weapons and possibly , 
also some martial or even exotic weapons. A character who uses a_ 


_weapon with which he or she is not proficient takes a —4 penalty 


on attack rolls. 
Melee and Ranged Weapons: Melee weapons are used forl 


imaking melee attacks, though some of them can be thrown as 
well. Ranged weapons are thrown weapons or projectile weapons 
‘that are not effective in melee. 


Reach Weapons: Glaives, guisarmes, lances, longspears, ranseurs, 


spiked chains, and whips are reach weapons. A reach weapon is a 
melee weapon that allows its wielder to strike at targets that aren't 
adjacent to him or her. Most reach weapons described in this 
chapter double the wielder’s natural reach, meaning that.a typical 
Small or Medium wielder of such a weapon can attack a creature | 
10 feet away, but nota creature in an adjacent square. A typical) 
_Large character wielding a reach weapon of the appropriate size | 
\can attack a creature 15 or 20 feet away, but not adjacent creatures | 
Lor creatures up to 10 feet away. 4 

Double Weapons: Dire flails, dwarven urgroshes, gnome hooked | 
hammers, orc double axes, quarterstaffs, and two-bladed swords | 
.are double weapons. A character can fight with both ends of a 

double weapon as if fighting with two weapons, but he or she 
incurs all the normal attack penalties associated with two-weapon 
combat, just as though the character were wielding a one-handed 
weapon and a light weapon (see Two-Weapon Fighting, page 160). 
_The character can also choose to use a double weapon two- 
handed, attacking with only one end of it; most wizards who wield | 
_guarterstaffs use them in this way. A creature wielding a double | 
_weapon in one hand (such as a human wielding a Small two-, 
bladed sword) can't use it as a double weapon—only one end of , 
the weapon can be used in any given round. 
Thrown Weapons: Daggers, clubs, shortspears, spears, darts, 
javelins, throwing axes, light hammers, tridents, shuriken, and nets 
are thrown weapons. The wielder applies his or her Strength mod- 
ifier to damage dealt by thrown weapons (except for splash weap- 
Lons, such as a vial of acid; see Throw Splash Weapon, page 158).

If the character has a penalty for low Strength, 
apply it to damage rolls when he or she uses a bow or a sling. 
Ammunition: Projectile weapons use ammunition: arrows (for 
bows), bolts (for crossbows), or sling bullets (for slings). When 
using a bow, a character can draw ammunition as a free action; 
crossbows and slings require an action for reloading. Generally 
speaking, ammunition that hits its target is destroyed or rendered 
_useless, while normal ammunition that misses has a 50% chance of 
being destroyed or lost. 
Although they are thrown weapons, shuriken are treated as 
ammunition for the purposes of drawing them, crafting master- 
work or otherwise special versions of them (see Masterwork 
Weapons, below), and what happens to them after they are 
thrown. ae a eee 
Light, One-Handed, and Two-Handed Melee Weapons: 
This designation is a measure of how much effort it takes to wield 
_a weapon in combat. It indicates whether a melee weapon, when 
wielded by a character of the weapon's size category, is considered 

a light weapon, a one-handed weapon, or a two-handed weapon. 
| Light: A light weapon is easier to use in one’s off hand thana one- 


Tweapon is used in one hand. Add the wielder's Strength bonus (if 
any) to damage rolls for melee attacks with a light weapon if it’s | 
used in the primary hand, or one-half the wielder’s Strength bonus | 


if it’s used in the off hand. Using two hands to wield a light weapon, 
gives no advantage on damage; the Strength bonus applies as. 
though the weapon were held in the wielder’s primary hand only. | 

An unarmed strike is always considered a light weapon. 

One-Handed: A one-handed weapon can be used in either the 

primary hand or the off hand. Add the wielder’s Strength bonus to 
\damage rolls for melee attacks with a one-handed weapon if it’s 
used in the primary_hand, or 1/2 his or her Strength bonus if it’s 
used in the off hand. Ifa one-handed weapon is wielded with two, 
hands during melee combat, add 1-1/2 times the character's | 
| Strength bonus to damage rolls. 

Two-Handed: Two hands are required to use a two-handed : melee! 
weapon effectively. Apply 1-1/2 times the character’s Strength 
bonus to damage rolls for melee attacks with such a weapon. } 

Weapon Size: Every weapon has a size category, such as Small, | 
Medium, or Large. This designation indicates the size of the crea- 

ture for which the weapon was designed. A Small greatsword is a 

igreatsword designed for a Small creature, such as a halfling. A. 
\Medium longsword is a longsword designed for a Medium crea-. 
_ture, such as an elf. A Large shortbow is a shortbow designed for a 
Large creature, such as an ogre. 

A weapon’ size category isn't the same as its size as. an object. AL 
Medium dagger (one sized for a Medium character), for instance, 
is a Tiny object (see Table 9-10: Size and Armor Class of Objects, 
page 166). Instead, a weapon's size category is keyed to the size of 
the intended wielder. In general, a light weapon (such as a dagger) 
is an object two size categories smaller than the wielder, a one-| 


handed weapon (such as a longsword) is an object one size cate- | 


gory smaller than the wielder, and a two-handed weapon (such as_ 
a greatsword) is an object of the same size category as the wielder._ 

Inappropriately Sized Weapons: A creature can't make optimum 4 
use of a weapon that isn't properly sized for it. A cumulative —2 | 
penalty applies on attack rolls for each size category of difference. 
between the size of its intended wielder and the size of its actual 
wielder. Thus, a human wielding a Small longsword takes a -2 
penalty on attack rolls (one size category different), and an ogre 
wielding a Small greatsword takes a —4 penalty (two size categories 
different). If the creature isn’t proficient with the weapon (a 
wizard attempting to wield a Small battleaxe, for instance), a —4 
nonproficiency penalty also applies. 

The measure of how much effort it takes to use a weapon 
(whether the weapon is designated as a light, one-handed, or two- 
handed weapon for a particular wielder) is altered by one step for 
each size category of difference between the wielder’s size and the 
size of the creature for which the weapon was designed. For 
instance, a Small greatsword (a two-handed weapon for a Small 
creature) is considered a one-handed weapon for a Medium crea- 
ture, or a light weapon for a Large creature. Conversely, a Large 
dagger (a light weapon for a Large creature) is considered a one- 
handed weapon for a Medium creature, or a two-handed weapon 
for a Small creature. If a weapon's designation would be changed 
to something other than light, one-handed, or two-handed by this 
alteration, the creature can't wield the weapon at all. 

Improvised Weapons: Sometimes objects not crafted to be 
weapons nonetheless see use in combat—people fight with any- 
thing from broken bottles to chair legs to thrown mugs. Because 
such objects are not designed for this use, any creature that uses _ 
one in combat is considered to be nonproficient with it and takes | 
a —4 penalty on attack rolls made with that object. To determine |

_weapon, the DM should compare its relative size and damage | 


potential to the weapon list to find a reasonable match. For)

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WEAPON QUALITIES 


The weapon a character uses says something about who he or she 
is. You probably want to equip your character with both a melee 
weapon and a ranged weapon. If you can't afford both your melee 
weapon of choice and your ranged weapon of choice, decide.

A better weapon is usually more expensive than an inferior _ 


Lone, but more expensive doesn't always mean better. For instance, , 
a rapier is more expensive than a longsword. For a dexterous | 
rogue with the Weapon Finesse feat, a rapier is a terrific weapon. 
For a typical fighter, a longsword is better. 

When selecting your character's weapons, keep in mind the 
following factors (given as column headings on Table 7-5). 

Cost: This value is the weapon's cost in gold pieces (gp) or 
silver pieces (sp). The cost includes miscellaneous gear that goes 
with the weapon, such as a scabbard for a sword or a quiver for 
larrows. This cost is the same for a Small or Medium version of the 
lweanon. A Large version costs twice the listed price. _ 

| Damage: The Damage columns give the damage dealt by the 

weapon on a successful hit. The column labeled “Dmg (S)” is for 

Small weapons, such as those typically wielded by a gnome or 

\halfling. The column labeled “Dmg (M)” is for Medium weapons, 

‘such as those typically wielded by a dwarf, elf, half-elf, half-orc, 
or human. If two damage ranges are given, such as “1d6/1d6” for 
the quarterstaff, then the weapon is a double weapon (see. 
Double Weapons, above, and Two-Weapon Fighting, page 160)... 
Use the second damage figure given for the double weapon's | | 
extra attack. | 

Table 7-4: Tiny and Large Weapon Damage gives weapon. 
damage values for weapons of those sizes. For instance, a Tiny 
longsword (such as might be wielded by a halfling or gnome 
fighter under the effect of a reduce person spell) deals 1d4 points of 
damage, while a Large greataxe (wielded by a half-orc barbarian 
under the effect of an enlarge person spell) deals 3d6 points of 
damage. The Dungeon Master’s Guide has more information on

Type: Weapons are classified according to the type of damage | | 
they deal: bludgeoning, piercing, or slashing. Some monsters may 
be resistant or immune to attacks from certain types of weapons. 
For example, a skeleton takes less damage from slashing weapons 
and piercing weapons. 

Some weapons deal damage of multiple types (for ‘example, the 
morningstar, which deals both bludgeoning and piercing dam- 
age). Ifa weapon is of two types, the damage it deals is not half one 
type and half another; all of it is both types. Therefore, a creature 
would have to be immune to both types of damage to ignore any 
of the damage from such a weapon. 

In other cases, a weapon can deal either of two types of damage 
(such as the dagger, which can deal either piercing or slashing 
damage). In a situation when the damage type is significant, the 
wielder can choose which type of damage to deal with such a 
weapon. 

Special: Some weapons have special features. See the weapon 
descriptions for details.

You can fight with it as if fighting with two weapons, but if you do, | 
you incur all the normal attack penalties associated with fighting. 
with two weapons, just as if you were using a one-handed weapon 
and a light weapon (see Two-Weapon Fighting, page 160). The 
urgrosh’s axe head deals slashing damage, and its spear head deals 
piercing damage. The axe head uses a larger die for damage rolls 
than the spear head does. You can use either head as the primary 
weapon. The other is the off-hand weapon. A creature wielding a 
dwarven urgrosh in one hand can't use it as a double weapon— 
only one end of the weapon can be used in any given round. 

If you use a ready action to set an urgrosh against a charge, you 
deal double damage if you score a hit against a charging character. 
If you use an urgrosh against a charging character, the spear head 
is the part of the weapon that deals damage. 

An urgrosh is also called a spear-axe. Dwarves treat dwarven 
urgroshes as martial weapons. 

Waraxe, Dwarven: A dwarven waraxe is too large to use in one 
hand without special training; thus, it is an exotic weapon. A 
Medium character can use a dwarven waraxe two-handed as a mar- 
tial weapon, or a Large creature can use it one-handed in the same 
way. A dwarf treats a dwarven waraxe as a martial weapon even 
when using it in one hand. 

Warhammer: This weapon, favored by dwarves, is a one- 
handed sledge or maul with a large, heavy head. 

Whip: A whip deals nonlethal damage. It deals no damage to 
any creature with an armor bonus of +1 or higher or a natural. 
armor bonus of +3 or higher. The whip is treated as a melee. 
weapon with 15-foot reach, though you don't threaten the area | 
into which you can make an attack. In addition, unlike most other | 
_weapons with reach, you can use it against foes anywhere within | 
your reach (including adjacent foes). 

Using a whip provokes an attack of opportunity, just as if you { 
had used a ranged weapon. 


Because a whip can wrap around an enemy's leg or other limb, 


\you can make trip attacks with it. If you are tripped during your 


own trip attempt, you can drop the whip to avoid being tripped. 


When using a whip, you get a +2 bonus on opposed attack rolls 


made to disarm an opponent (including the roll to keep from 
being disarmed if the attack fails). 
You can use the Weapon Finesse feat (page 102) to apply your Dex- 


terity modifier instead of your Strength modifier to attack rolls with 


a whip sized for you, even though it isn't a light weapon for you. | 


MASTERWORK WEAPONS 


[A masterwork weapon isa finely crafted version ofa normal weapon. 
Wielding it provides a +1 enhancement bonus on attack rolls.

|_You can’t add the masterwork quality to a weapon after it is cre-_ 


\ated; it must be crafted as a masterwork weapon (see the Craft skill, 
_page 70). The masterwork quality adds 300 gp to the cost of a normal 
weapon (or changes the cost of a single unit of ammunition (such as 
an arrow) to 7 gp). For example, a masterwork bastard sword costs 
335 gp, while a set of 10 masterwork arrows costs 70 gp. Adding the 
_masterwork quality toa double weapon costs twice the normal 
increase (+600 gp). 
Masterwork ammunition is damaged (effectively destroyed) 
when used. The enhancement bonus of masterwork ammunition, 


does not stack with any enhancement bonus of the projectile | 


weapon firing it. 

All magic weapons are automatically considered to be of mas- 
terwork quality. The enhancement bonus granted by the master- 
work quality doesn’t stack with the enhancement bonus provided 
by the weapon's magic. 

__Even though some types of armor and shields (such as spiked 
_shields) can be used as weapons, you can't create a masterwork ver- 
\sion of such an item that confers an enhancement bonus on attack 
‘rolls. Instead, masterwork armor and shields have lessened armor 
icheck penalties (see Masterwork Armor, page 126). _

ARMOR QUALITIES 


Armor isn't the only fashion statement a character can make, but 
it’s a big one. In addition, depending on class, a character may be 
proficient with all, some, or no armors, including shields. To wear 
heavier armor effectively, a character can select the Armor Profi- 
ciency feats (page 89), but most classes are automatically profi- 
cient with the armors that work best for them. 

__ Armor and shields can take damage from some types of attacks 

\(see Sunder, page 158, and Smashing an Object, page 165). 
___When selecting your character's armor, keep in mind the fol- 
lowing factors (given as column headings on Table 7-6: Armor 
and Shields). 

Cost: The cost of the armor for Small or Medium humanoid 
creatures. See the Armor for Unusual Creatures sidebar for armor 
prices for other creatures. 

Armor/Shield Bonus: Each armor grants an armor bonus to 
AC, while shields grant a shield bonus to AC. This number repre- 
sents the protective value of the armor or shield. The armor bonus 
from a suit of armor doesn't stack with other effects or items that 

_grant an armor bonus, such as the mage armor spell or bracers of 
_armor. Similarly, the shield bonus from a shield doesn't stack with 


PS Staximum Dex Bon a shield bonus, such as the shield spell. 


Maximum Dex Bonus: This number is the maximum Dexter- 
lity bonus to AC that this type of armor allows. Heavier armors 
limit mobility, reducing the wearer’s ability to dodge blows. For 


example, chainmail permits a maximum Dexterity bonus of +2. A)

normal armor check penalty is applied to Swim checks. Some 
characters don’t much care about the armor check penalty, but. 
others do. The barbarian, in particular, faces a trade-off between 
heavier armor and better skill check results. A character’s encum- 
brance (the amount of gear carried, including armor) may also 
apply an armor check penalty; see Encumbrance by Armor, page 
161, for details.

Nonproficient with Armor Worn: A character who wears a armor. 
and/or uses a shield with which he or she is not proficient takes, 
the armor's (and/or shield’s) armor check penalty on attack rolls | 
and on all Strength-based or Dexterity-based ability and skill 
checks. The penalty for nonproficiency with armor stacks with 
the penalty for nonproficiency with shields. ——— 

Sleeping in Armor: A character who sleeps in medium or heavy 
armor is automatically fatigued the next day. He or she takes a —2 
penalty on Strength and Dexterity and can't charge or run. Sleep- 
ing in light armor does not cause fatigue. _ 

Arcane Spell Failure: Armor interferes with the gestures that 
a spellcaster must make to cast an arcane spell that has a somatic 
component. Arcane spellcasters face the possibility of arcane spell 
failure if they're wearing armor, so wizards and sorcerers usually 
don't do so. Bards can wear light armor without incurring any 
arcane spell failure chance for their bard spells. 

Casting an Arcane Spell in Armor: A character who casts an arcane 
spell while wearing armor must usually make an arcane spell fail- 
ure roll. The number in the Arcane Spell Failure Chance column 
on Table 7-6 is the chance that the spell fails and is ruined. If the 
spell lacks a somatic component, however, it can be cast with no 
chance of arcane spell failure. 

Shields: If a character is wearing armor and using a shield, add the 
two numbers together to get a single arcane spell failure chance. 

Speed: Medium or heavy armor slows the wearer down. It’s 
better to be slow and alive than to be quick and dead, but don't 
neglect to give speed some thought. The number on Table 7-6 is 
the character's speed while wearing the armor. Humans, elves, 
half-elves, and half-orcs have an unencumbered speed of 30 feet. , 
They use the first column. Dwarves, gnomes, and halflings have | 
an unencumbered speed of 20 feet. They use the second column. | 


_Remember, however, that a dwarf’s land speed remains 20 feet | 


even in medium or heavy armor or when carrying a medium or 4 
heavy load. { 
Shields: Shields do not affect a character's speed, 
Weight: This column gives the weight of the armor sized for a 


| Medium wearer. Armor fitted for Small characters weighs half as

The time required to don armor depends on its type; see Table 7-7: 
Donning Armor. | 

Don: This column on Table 7—7 tells how long it takes a charac- | 
ter to put the armor on. (One minute is 10 rounds.) Readying | 
(strapping on) a shield is only a move action. 

Don Hastily: This column tells how long it takes to put the 
armor on ina hurry. The armor check penalty and armor bonus for 
hastily donned armor are each 1 point worse than normal. For 
example, if Tordek donned his scale mail hastily, it would take him

ARMOR DESCRIPTIONS _ 


The types of armor found on Table 7-6: Armor and Shields are 
described below (in alphabetical order), along with any special 
benefits they confer on the wearer (“you”). 

Armor Spikes: You can have spikes added to your armor, 
which allow you to deal extra piercing damage (see Table 7-5: 

Weapons) on a successful grapple attack. The spikes count as a} 
\martial weapon. If you are not proficient with them, you take a—4\ 
[penalty on grapple checks when you try to use them. You can also 
make a regular melee attack (or off-hand attack) with the spikes, | 
vand they count as a light weapon in this case. (You can't also make |

ADVENTURING GEAR aa 
Adventurers face all sorts of challenges and difficulties, and the 
‘right gear can make the difference between a successful adventure 
‘and failure. Most of this gear is basic equipment that might come 
in handy regardless of a character’s skills or class. 


A few of the pieces of adventuring gear found on Table 7-8: 


Goods and Services (page 128) are described below, along with any

special benefits they confer on the user (“you”). For objects with | 


hardness and hit points, see Smashing an Object, page 165. 

Backpack: A backpack is a leather pack carried on the back, 
typically with straps to secure it. 

Bedroll: You never know where you're going to sleep, and a 
bedroll helps you get better sleep in a hayloft or on the cold 
ground. A bedroll consists of bedding and a blanket thin enough to 
be rolled up and tied. In an emergency, it can double as a stretcher. 

Blanket, Winter: A thick, quilted, wool blanket made to keep 

_you warm in cold weather. 

__Caltrops: A caltrop is a four-pronged iron spike crafted so that 

Lone prong faces up no matter how the caltrop comes to rest. You 

_scatter caltrops on the ground in the hope that your enemies step 
on them or are at least forced to slow down to avoid them. One 2- 
pound bag of caltrops covers an area 5 feet square.

Flask: This ceramic, glass, or metal container is fitted with a 
tight stopper and holds 1 pint of liquid. 
Flint and Steel: Striking steel and flint together creates sparks... 
By knocking sparks into tinder, you can create a small flame. 
Lighting a torch with flint and steel is a full-round action, and 
lighting any other fire with them takes at least that long. 
Grappling Hook: When tied to the end of a rope, a grappling 
hook can secure the rope to a battlement, window ledge, tree limb, or | 
other protrusion. Throwing a grappling hook successfully requires a4 
Use Rope check (DC 10, +2 per 10 feet of distance thrown). } 
Hammer: This one-handed hammer with an iron head is useful, 
for pounding pitons into a wall. Ifa hammer is used in combat, treat | 
it as a one-handed improvised weapon (see page 113) that deals | 
bludgeoning damage equal to that of a spiked gauntlet of its size. 
Ink: This is black ink. You can buy ink in other colors, but it

Jug, Clay: This basic ceramic jug is fitted with a stopper and 
holds 1 gallon of liquid. 
Ladder, 10-foot: This item is a straight, simple wooden ladder. 
Lamp, Common: A lamp clearly illuminates a 15-foot radius, 
provides shadowy illumination out to a 30-foot radius, and burns for 
6 hours on a pint of oil. It burns with a more even flame than a torch, 
but, unlike a lantern, it uses an open flame and it can spill easily, a fact 
that makes it too dangerous for most adventuring. You can carry a 
lamp in one hand.

Lantern, Bullseye: A bullseye lantern has only a single shutter. 
Its other sides are highly polished inside to reflect the light in a 
single direction.

A cleric or paladin uses it as the focus for his spells and, 
as a tool for turning undead. Each religion has its own holy, 
symbol, and a sun symbol is the default holy symbol for clerics not 
associated with any particular religion. 

A silver holy symbol works no better than a wooden one, but it 

serves as a mark of status for the wielder. 

Unholy Symbols: An unholy symbol is like a holy symbol except 

that it focuses negative energy and is used by evil clerics (or by 
[neutral clerics who want to cast evil spells or command undead). 
\A skull is the default unholy symbol for clerics not associated with 
\any particular religion. 

Magnifying Glass: This simple lens allows a closer look at small 
cobjects. It is also useful as a substitute for flint and steel when starting 
fires. Lighting a fire with a magnifying glass requires light as bright as 
\sunlight to focus, tinder to ignite, and at least_a full-round action. A

_form checks involving its use and serves as a mark of status. 


Scale, Merchant’s: This scale includes a small balance and 
pans, plus a suitable assortment of weights. A scale grants a +2 cir- 
cumstance bonus on Appraise checks involving items that are, 
valued by weight, including anything made of precious metals. 

Spell Component Pouch: This small, watertight leather belt. 
pouch has many compartments. A spellcaster with a spell component 
pouch is assumed to have all the material components and focuses 
needed for spellcasting, except for those components that have a spe- , 
cific cost, divine focuses, and focuses that wouldn't fit in a pouch | 
(such as the natural pool that a druid needs to look into to cast scrying).

Explorer's Outfit: This is a full set of clothes for someone 1e who | 


never knows what to expect. It includes sturdy boots, leather. 
breeches or a skirt, a belt, a shirt (perhaps with a vest or jacket), 
gloves, and a cloak. Rather than a leather skirt, a leather overtunic 
may be worn over a cloth skirt. The clothes have plenty of pockets 
(especially the cloak). The outfit also includes any extra items you 
might need, such as a scarf or a wide-brimmed hat. 

Monk’s Outfit: This simple outfit includes sandals, loose 


breeches, and a loose shirt, and is all bound together with sashes. The 
Loutfit is designed to give you maximum mobility, and it’s made of 
high-quality fabric. You can hide small weapons in pockets hidden in 
_the folds, and the sashes are strong enough to serve as short ropes. 


Noble’s Outfit: This set of clothes is designed specifically to be 
expensive and to show it. Precious metals and gems are worked 
into the clothing. To fit into the noble crowd, every would-be 
noble also needs a signet ring (see Adventuring Gear, above) and 
jewelry (worth at least 100 gp). 

Peasant’s Outfit: This set of clothes consists of a loose shirt and 
baggy breeches, or a loose shirt and skirt or overdress. Cloth wrap- 
pings are used for shoes. 

Royal Outfit: This is just the clothing, not the royal scepter, 


crown, ring, and other accoutrements. Royal clothes are ostenta-

Flying mounts can't fly in medium or heavy barding. 

Barded animals require special attention. You must take care to 
prevent chafing and sores caused by the armor. The armor must be 
removed at night and ideally should not be put on the mount except 
to prepare fora battle. Removing and fitting barding takes five times 
as long as the figures given on Table 7-7: Donning Armor. A barded 
animal cannot be used to carry any load other than the rider and 
normal saddlebags. Because of this limitation, a mounted warrior 
often leads a second mount loaded with gear and supplies. 

Dog, Riding: This Medium dog is specially trained to carry a 
Small humanoid rider. It is brave in combat like a warhorse. You 
take no damage when you fall from a riding dog. (See the Monster 
Manual for more information on riding dogs.) 

Donkey or Mule: The best kinds of pack animals around, don- 
keys and mules are stolid in the face of danger, hardy, surefooted, 
and capable of carrying heavy loads over vast distances. Unlike a 
horse, a donkey or a mule is willing (though not eager) to enter dun- _ 
geons and other strange or threatening places. (See the Monster | 
Manual for more information on donkeys and mules.)_ ental 

Feed: Horses, donkeys, mules, and ponies can graze to sustain | 


themselves, but providing feed for them (such as oats) is much) 
better because it provides a more concentrated form of energy, 


especially if the animal is exerting itself. If you have a riding dog, | 


‘you have to feed it at least some meat, which may cost more or less | 
| than the given amount. 


Horse: The horse is the best all-around work animal and mount in 
common use. A horse (other than a pony) is suitable as a mount fora 
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human, dwarf, elf, half-elf, or half-orc. A pony is smaller than a horse 
and is a suitable mount for a gnome or halfling. (See the Monster 
Manual for more information on horses and ponies.) 

Warhorses and warponies can be ridden easily into combat. Light 
horses, ponies, and heavy horses are hard to control in combat (see. 
Mounted Combat, page 157, and the Ride skill, page 80). 


Saddle, Exotic: An exotic saddle is like a normal saddle of the [

Rowboat: This 8- to 12-foot-long boat holds two or three 
Medium passengers. It moves about 1-1/2 miles per hour. 

Sailing Ship: This larger, seaworthy ship is 75 to 90 feet long 
and 20 feet wide and has a crew of 20. It can carry 150 tons of 
“cargo. It has square sails on its two masts and can make sea voy- 
_ages. It moves about 2 miles per hour. 

___ Sled: This is a wagon on runners for moving through snow and 
over ice. In general, two horses (or other beasts of burden) draw it. 
A sled comes with the harness needed to pull it. 

Wagon: This is a four-wheeled, open vehicle for transporting 
heavy loads. In general, two horses (or other beasts of burden) 
draw it. A wagon comes with the harness needed to pull it. 

Warship: This 100-foot-long ship has a single mast, although 
oars can also propel it. It has a crew of 60 to 80 rowers. This ship can 
carry 160 soldiers, but not for long distances, since there isn't room 

_for supplies to support that many people. The warship cannot 

make sea voyages and sticks to the coast. It is not used for cargo. It 

moves about 2-1/2 miles per hour when being rowed or under sail. 


SPELLCASTING AND SERVICES 


Sometimes the best solution for a problem is to hire someone else 
to take care of it. Since the characters are adventurers, such a solu- | 
tion should be the exception rather than the rule, but there will 


come times when the PCs prefer to pay someone else to handle, 
something, whether that something is to deliver a message, cast a. 
spell, or ferry them across the sea. { 

Coach Cab: The price given is for a ride in a coach that trans-_ 

\ports people (and light cargo) between towns. For a ride in a cab 
|that transports passengers within a city, 1 copper piece usually 
\takes you anywhere you need to go. 
Hireling, Trained: The amount given is the typical daily wage 
for mercenary warriors, masons, craftsmen, scribes, teamsters, and_, 
_other trained hirelings. This value represents a minimum wage;_, 
many such hirelings require significantly higher pay (see the Dun- | 
geon Master’s Guide for more details). = 

Hireling, Untrained: The amount shown is the ty typical daily 
wage for laborers, porters, cooks, maids, and other menial workers. , 

Messenger: This entry includes horse-riding messengers and | 
runners. Those willing to carry a message to a place they were 
_going anyway (a crew member ona ship, for example) may ask for 
Jonly half the indicated amount. 

| Road or Gate Toll: A toll is sometimes charged to cross a well: 

trodden, well-kept, and well-guarded road to pay for patrols on it 
and for its upkeep. Occasionally, a large walled city charges a toll 
to enter or exit (or sometimes just to enter). 

Ship's Passage: Most ships do not specialize in passengers, but | 
many have the capability to take a few along when transporting 
cargo. Double the given cost for creatures larger than Medium or 
creatures that are otherwise difficult to bring aboard a ship. 

Spell: The indicated amount is how much it costs to get a spell- | 

_caster to cast a spell for you. This cost assumes that you can go to. 
the spellcaster and have the spell cast at his or her convenience | 
(generally at least 24 hours later, so that the spellcaster has time to_ 
prepare the spell in question). If you want to bring the spellcaster_ 
somewhere to cast.a spell, such as into a dungeon to cast knock on | 
a secret door that you can't open, you need to negotiate with him 
or her, and the default answer is no. 

The cost given is for a spell with no cost for a material component 
or focus component and no XP cost. If the spell includes a material 
component, add the cost of that component to the cost of the spell. 
If the spell has a focus component (other than a divine focus), add 
1/10 the cost of that focus to the cost of the spell. If the spell has an 
XP cost, add 5 gp per XP lost. For instance, to get a 9th-level cleric to 
cast commune for you, you need to pay 450 gp for a Sth-level spell at 
caster level 9th, plus 500 gp for the 100 XP loss that the caster suf 
fers, plus 25 gp for the holy water, for a total of 975 gp. 

Furthermore, if a spell has dangerous consequences (such as 
contact other plane), the spellcaster will certainly require proof that 
you can and will pay for dealing with any such consequences (that 
is, assuming that the spellcaster even agrees to cast such a spell, 
which isn't certain). In the case of spells that transport the caster 
and characters over a distance (such as teleport), you will likely 
have to pay for two castings of the spell, even if you aren't return- 
ing with the caster. 

In addition, not every town or village has a spellcaster of suffi- 
cient level to cast any spell. In general, you must travel to a small 
town (or larger settlement) to be reasonably assured of finding a 
spellcaster capable of casting 1st-level spells, a large town for 2nd- 
level spells, a small city for 3rd- or 4th-level spells, a large city for 
5th- or 6th-level spells, and a metropolis for 7th- or 8th-level spells. | 
Even a metropolis isn’t guaranteed to have a local spellcaster able , 
to cast 9th-level spells, so seeking out such a caster may become an | 
adventure itself. (The Dungeon Master’s Guide has more informa- | 

_tion on settlement sizes and demographics.) _

\get_a spell cast. If the spellcaster is opposed to you on religious, 

‘moral, or political grounds, you may not be able to get the spell

ighty swords clash, arrows hiss through the air, claws 
rip-and tear and rend; these are the thrilling sounds 
of battle. D&D.adventurers constantly find them- 
selves embroiled in combat situations—-and they 
. wouldn't have it-any other way! Whether the adven- 
turers must fend off'a bandit ambush on a deserted road or fight 
their way out of a bugbear lair in the deepest part of a dungeon, 
the rules in thisschapter provide an exciting way to solve any 
combat situation. ) 
Many special abilities and forms of damage that affect combat 
are also.covéred inthe Dungeon Master’s Guide. 


To help visualize events in the fictional world of the D&D game, 
we recommend the use of miniature figures and a battle grid. A 
battle grid, such as the one provided in the Dungeon Master's Guide, 
consists of a grid of 1-inch squares. Each of these squares repre- 
sents'a 5-foot square in the game world. 

You can usesthe grid, along with miniature figures or some 
other form of markers or tokens, to show the matching order of 
your adventuring party (they can walk two abreast down a 10- 
foot-wide dungeon corridor or single file in a 5-foot-wide 
tunnel) or the relative location of the characters in any given 
situation. 

As its name implies, however, the best use for a battle grid is 
when the adventurers charge or stumble into,a combat situa- 
tion. Then the grid helps everyone play out the battle. See the 
diagram on the following page for some specifics about the 
battle grid. 
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Combat in the D&D gameiis cyclical; everybody acts in turn 
in a regular cycle of rounds. Combat follows this sequence: 

1. Each combatant starts out flat-footed. Once a combat- 
ant acts, he or she is no longer flat-footed. 

2. The DM determines which characters are aware of 
their opponents at the start of the battle. If some but not 
all of the combatants are aware of their opponents, a sur- 
prise round happens before regular rounds of combat 
begin. The combatants who are aware of the opponents 
can actin the surprise round, so they roll for initiative. In 
initiative order (highest to lowest), combatants who 
started the battle aware of their opponents each take one 
action (either a standard action ora move action) during 
the surprise round. Combatants who were unaware do 
not get to act in the surprise round. If no one or every- 
one starts the battle aware, there is no surprise round. 

3, Combatants who have not yet rolled initiative do 
so. All combatants are now ready to begin their first 
regular round of combat. 

4. Combatants act in initiative order (highest to 
lowest). 

5. When everyone has had a turn, the combatant 
with the highest initiative acts again, and steps 4 and 
5 repeat until combat ends. 


This section summarizes the statistics that deter- 
mine success in combat, and then details how to use 
them. 
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ATTACK ROLL = 


An attack roll represents your attempt to strike your opponent on 
your turn in a round. When you make an attack roll, you roll a d20 
and add your attack bonus. (Other modifiers may also apply to this 
roll.) If your result equals or beats the target’s Armor Class, you hit _ 
and deal damage. 


Automatic Misses and Hits: A natural 4 (the d20 comes up ry 


,on.an attack roll is always a miss. A natural 20 (the d20 comes _up | 
|20) is always a hit. A natural 20 is also a threat—a possible critical, 
hit (see the Critical Hits sidebar, page 140).

Exception: Extra damage dice over and above a weapon's normal 
damage, such as that dealt by a sneak attack or the special ability of 
a flaming sword, are never multiplied. _ 

For example, Krusk the half-orc barbarian has a Strength bonus 
of +3. That means he gets a +3 bonus on damage rolls when using 
a longsword, a +4 bonus on damage when using a greataxe (two- 
handed), and a +1 bonus on damage when using a weapon in his 
off hand. His critical multiplier with a greataxe is x3, so if he 
scores a critical hit with that weapon, he would roll 1d12+4 points 
of damage three times (the same as rolling 3d12+12). 

Ability Damage: Certain creatures and magical effects can 
cause temporary ability damage (a reduction to an ability score). 
The Dungeon Master’s Guide has details on ability damage. 


ARMOR CLASS 


Your Armor Class (AC) represents how hard it is for opponents to 
land a solid, damaging blow on you. It’s the attack roll result that 


an opponent needs to achieve to hit you. The average, unarmored | 


peasant has an AC of 10. Your AC is equal to the following: 


10 + armor bonus + shield bonus + Dexterity modifier _ 
+ size modifier 


Armor and Shield Bonuses: Your armot and shield each pro-_ 


\vide a bonus to your AC. This bonus represents their ability to pro- 
{tect you from blows. 
__ Dexterity Modifier: If your Dexterity is high, you are adept 
at dodging blows. If your Dexterity is low, you are inept at it.

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This section summarizes the rules and details concerning combat. 


THE BATTLE GRID 


Use a battle grid (such as the one in the Dungeon Master's Guide) to 
visualize combat situations. On a battle grid, each 1-inch square 
represents a 5-foot square in the game world. 


ROUNDS 


Combat occurs in rounds. In every round, each combatant gets to 
do something. A round represents 6 seconds in the game world. 


INITIATIVE 


Before the first round, each player makes an initiative check for 
his or her character. The DM makes initiative checks for the oppo- 
nents. An initiative check is a Dexterity check (1d20+Dexterity 
modifier). Characters act in order from highest initiative result to 
lowest, with the check applying to all rounds of the combat. 

A character is flat-footed until he or she takes an action. 


ACTIONS 


Every round, on your character’s turn, you may take a standard 
action and a move action (in either order), two move actions, or 
one full-round action. You may also perform one or more free 
actions along with any other action, as your DM allows. 


ATTACKS 


In combat, the most prevalent standard action is an attack. You 
can move your speed and make an attack in a round (a move 
action and a standard action). Experienced characters can attack 
more than once, but only if they don't move (a full-round action). 
Making a ranged attack provokes attacks of opportunity from 
opponents that threaten you (see below). 


Attack Roll 
To score a hit that deals damage on your attack roll, your result 
must equal or exceed the target’s Armor Class (AC). 
Melee Attack Roll: 1d20 + base attack bonus + Strength modi- 
fier + size modifier. 
Ranged Attack Roll: 1d20 + base attack bonus + Dexterity 
modifier + size modifier + range penalty. 


Damage 
If you score a hit, roll damage and deduct it from the target's cur- 
rent hit points. Add your Strength modifier on damage rolls 
involving melee and thrown weapons. If you're using a weapon in 
your off hand, add one-half your Strength modifier (if it’s a 
bonus). If you're wielding a weapon with both hands, add one and 
a half times your Strength modifier (if it’s a bonus). 


Armor Class 
A character’s Armor Class (AC) is the result you need to get on 
your attack roll to hit that character in combat. 
Armor Class: 10 + armor bonus + shield bonus + Dexterity 
modifier + size modifier. 


Hit Points 
Hit points represent how much damage a character can take 
before falling unconscious or dying. 


SPELLS 


In most cases, you can move your speed and cast a spell in the 
same round (a move action and a standard action). Casting a spell 


provokes attacks of opportunity from opponents that threaten 
you (see below). 


SAVING THROWS 


When you are subject to an unusual or magical attack, you gener- 
ally get a saving throw to negate or reduce its effect. To succeed on 
a saving throw, you need a result equal to or higher than its Diffi- 
culty Class. 

Fortitude Saving Throw: 1d20 + base save bonus + Constitu- 
tion modifier 

Reflex Saving Throw: 1d20 + base save bonus + Dexterity 
modifier 

Will Saving Throw: 1d20 + base save bonus + Wisdom modi- 
fier 


MOVEMENT 


Each character has a speed measured in feet. You can move that 
distance as a move action. You can take a move action before or 
after a standard action on your turn in a round. 

You can instead forego a standard action and take two move 
actions in a round, which lets you move double your speed. Or 
you can run, which lets you move quadruple your speed but takes 
all of your actions for the round. 


ATTACKS OF OPPORTUNITY 


During combat, you threaten all squares adjacent to yours, even 
when it’s not your turn. An opponent that takes certain actions 
while in a threatened square provokes an attack of opportunity 
from you. An attack of opportunity is a free melee attack that does 
not use up any of your actions. You can make one attack of oppor- 
tunity per round. Actions that provoke attacks of opportunity 
include moving (except as noted below), casting a spell, and 
attacking with a ranged weapon. 
You provoke an attack of opportunity when you move out of a 
threatened square, except: 
* If you withdraw (a full-round action), opponents don't get 
attacks of opportunity when you move from your initial square. 
If you move into another threatened square, however, oppo- 
nents get attacks of opportunity when you leave that square. 
* Ifyour entire move for the round is 5 feet (a 5-foot step), oppo- 
nents don't get attacks of opportunity when you move. 


DEATH, DYING, AND HEALING 


Your hit points represent how much damage you can take before 
being disabled, knocked unconscious, or killed. 

1 or More Hit Points: As long as you have 1 or more hit 
points, you remain fully functional. 

0 Hit Points: If your hit points drop to 0, you are disabled. You 
can only take one move action or standard action per turn, and 
you take 1 point of damage after completing an action. 

-1 to-9 Hit Points: If your hit points drop to from —1 to —9 hit 
points, you're unconscious and dying, and you lose 1 hit point per 
round. Each round, before losing that hit point, you have a 10% 
chance of becoming stable. While stable, you're still unconscious. 
Each hour you have a 10% chance to regain consciousness, and if 
you don't, you lose 1 hit point instead. 

-10 Hit Points: If your hit points fall to —10 or lower, you're 
dead. 

Healing: You can stop a dying character's loss of hit points 
with a DC 15 Heal check or with even 1 point of magical healing. 
If healing raises a character's hit points to 1 or more, the character 
can resume acting as normal. 


That’s why you apply your Dexterity modifier to your AC._ 

Note that armor limits your Dexterity bonus, so if you're wear- 
ing armor, you might not be able to apply your whole Dexterity 
bonus to your AC (see Table 7-6: Armor and Shields, page 123). 


Sometimes you can’t use your Dexterity bonus (if you have. 
one). If you can't react toa blow, you can’t use your Dexterity | 


bonus to AC. (If you don't have a Dexterity bonus, nothing hap-) 
\pens.) You lose your Dexterity bonus when, for example, an invis- | 
\ible opponent attacks you, you're hanging on to the face of a crum- 


bling cliff high above a river of lava, or you're caught flat-footed at | 


ithe beginning of a combat. < 

|__ Size Modifier: The bigger a creature is, the easier it is to hit in 

combat. The smaller it is, the harder it is to hit. Since this same 
modifier applies to attack rolls, a halfling, for example, doesn't 
have a hard time hitting another halfling. See Table 8-1: Size Mod- 
ifiers, page 134. 

__ Other Modifiers: Many other factors modify your AC. 


Enhancement Bonuses: Enhancement effects make your armor | 


better (+1 chainmail, +2 heavy shield, etc.). 


| _Deflection Bonus: Magical deflection effects ward off attacks and, 


improve your AC. 


Natural Armor: Natural armor improves your AC. (Members of 


the common races don't have natural armor, which usually con- 
sists of scales, fur, or layers of huge muscles.) 

Dodge Bonuses: Some other AC bonuses represent actively 

avoiding blows, such as the dwarf’s AC bonus against giants or 
the AC bonus for fighting defensively. These bonuses are called 
dodge bonuses. Any situation that denies you your Dexterity 
‘bonus also denies you dodge bonuses. (Wearing armor, how- 
Lever, does not limit these bonuses the way it limits a Dexterity 
\bonus to AC.) Unlike most sorts of bonuses, dodge bonuses 
\stack with each other. A dwarf’s +4 dodge bonus against giants 
_and his +2 dodge bonus for fighting defensively combine to give 
‘him a +6 bonus. 

Touch Attacks: Some attacks disregard armor, including 
shields and natural armor. For example, a wizard’s Be with a 


ing or how thick your skin happens to o be. In eee cases, the, 


attacker makes a touch attack roll (either ranged or melee). When | nt 


you are the target of a touch attack, your AC doesn't include any 
armor bonus, shield bonus, or natural armor bonus. All other mod-. 


ifiers, such as your size modifier, Dexterity modifier, and deflec- 
tion bonus (if any) apply normally. 

For example, if a sorcerer tries to touch Tordek with a shocking 
grasp spell, Tordek gets his +1 Dexterity bonus, but not his +4 
armor bonus for his scale mail or his +2 shield bonus for his heavy 
wooden shield. His AC is only 11 against a touch attack. 


HIT POINTS 


lYour | hit points tell you how much punishment you can take 
before dropping. Your hit points are based on your class and level, 
and your Constitution modifier applies. Most monsters’ hit points 
are based on their type, though some monsters have classes and 
levels, too. (Watch out for medusa sorcerers!) 

When your hit point total reaches 0, you're disabled. When it 
reaches —1, you're dying. When it gets to -10, your problems are 
over—youre dead (see Injury and Death, page 145). 


SPEED 


_Your speed tells you how far you can move ina round and still do 
something, such as attack or cast a spell. Your speed depends most- 
i on your race and what armor you're wearing. 


Dwarves, gnomes, and halflings have a speed of 20 feet (4 
squares), or 15 feet (3 squares) when wearing medium or heavy 
_armor (except for dwarves, who move 20 feet in any armor). 


Humans, elves, half-elves, and half-orcs have a speed of 30 feet | 


(6 squares), or 20 feet (4 squares) in medium or heavy armor. 


If you use two move actions in a round (sometimes called a, 
“double move” action), you can move up to double your speed. If | 
you spend the entire round to run all out, you can move up to 
quadruple your speed (or triple if you are in heavy armor).

SAVING THROWS 


\As an adventurer, you have more to worry about than taking dam- 


age. You also have to face the petrifying gaze of a medusa, a 
wyvern’s lethal venom, and a harpy’s captivating song. Luckily, a 


tough adventurer can survive these threats, too. _

roll, a saving throw is a d20 roll plus a bonus based on your class, 
level, and an ability score. Your saving throw modifier is:

Saving Throw Types: The three different kinds of saving. 
throws are Fortitude, Reflex, and Will: 

Fortitude: These saves measure your ability to stand up to physi- 
cal punishment or attacks against your vitality and health. Apply, 
your Constitution modifier to your Fortitude saving throws. Forti-_ 
tude saves can be made against attacks or effects such as poison, | 
disease, paralysis, petrification, energy drain, and disintegrate. 

Reflex: These saves test your ability to dodge area attacks. Apply 
your Dexterity modifier to your Reflex saving throws. Reflex saves 
can be made against attacks or effects such as pit traps, catching on, 


+ 


fire, fireball, lightning bolt, and red dragon breath. 
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Will: These saves reflect your resistance to mental influence | 
as well as many magical effects. Apply your Wisdom modifier to , 
your Will saving throws. Will saves can be made against attacks | 
or effects such as charm person, hold person, and most illusion | 
spells. 

Saving Throw Difficulty Class: The DC for a save is deter-| 
mined by the attack itself. Two examples: A Medium monstrous 
centipede's poison allows a DC 11 Fortitude save. An ancient red 
dragon's fiery breath allows a DC 36 Reflex save. 

Automatic Failures and Successes: A natural 1 (the d20 
comes up 1) on a saving throw is always a failure (and may cause 
damage to exposed items; see Items Surviving after a Saving Throw, 
page 177). A natural 20 (the d20 comes up 20) is always a success. 


: 


Every round, each combatant gets to do something. The combat- 
ants’ initiative checks, from highest to lowest, determine the order 
in which they act. 

Initiative Checks: At the start of a battle, each combatant 
makes an initiative check. An initiative check is a Dexterity 
check. Each character applies his or her Dexterity modifier to the 
roll. The DM finds out what order characters are acting in, count- 
ing down from highest result to lowest, and each character acts in 
turn. In every round that follows, the characters act in the same 
order (unless a character takes an action that results in his or her 
initiative changing; see Special Initiative Actions, page 160). 
Usually, the DM writes the names of the characters down in ini- 
tiative order so that on subsequent rounds he can move quickly | 
from one character to the next. If two or more combatants have | 
the same initiative check result, the combatants who are tied act, 
in order of total initiative modifier (highest first). If there is still a | 


tie, the tied characters should roll again to determine which one, 


of them goes before the other. 
Monster Initiative: Typically, the DM makes a single initia-_ 


itive check for monsters and other opponents. That way, each 
|player gets a turn each round and the DM also gets one turn. At 
.the DM’s option, however, he can make separate initiative 


checks for different groups of monsters or even for individual 


bonus to AC (if any) while flat-footed.

SURPRISE 


When a combat starts, if you are not aware of your opponents andl 


[hey are aware of you, you're surprised. 


Determining Awareness 


Sometimes all the combatants on a side are aware of their oppo- 
nents, sometimes none are, and sometimes only some of them are. 
Sometimes a few combatants on each side are aware and the other 
combatants on each side are unaware. 

The DM determines who is aware of whom at the start of a 


battle. He may call for Listen checks, Spot checks, or other checks 


t 


\to see how aware the adventurerers are of their opponents. Some 

‘example situations: q 

* The party (including Tordek, a fighter, and Joz Jozan, acleric, clang- 
ing along in metal armor) comes to a door in a dungeon. The 
DM knows that the displacer beasts beyond the door hear the 
party. Lidda listens at the door, hears guttural snarling, and 
warns the rest of the party. Tordek breaks the door open. Both 
sides are aware; neither is surprised. The characters and 
displacer beasts make initiative checks, and the battle begins.

* The party explores a ruined armory, looking through the rusted _, 


weapons for anything of value. Kobolds lurk in the nooks and | 
crannies, waiting for the right time to strike. Jozan spots one of | 


the kobolds, and the kobolds shriek and charge. The kobolds 


and Jozan each get a standard action during the surprise round. 
Kobolds that are close enough can charge adventurers and 
attack them. Others can move to try to put themselves in advan- 
tageous positions or shoot arrows at the flat-footed party 
members. Jozan_ can cast a spell, attack, or take some other 
action. After the surprise round, the first regular round begins. 


.*_ The party advances down a dark corridor, using light spells to 


see where they're going. At the end of the corridor, outside the 
range of the illumination, a kobold sorcerer doesn't want to be 
disturbed, and she angrily casts_a lightning bolt. That's the 
surprise round. After the lightning bolt, the first regular round 
begins with the party in a tough spot, since they still can't see 
who attacked them. 

The Surprise Round: If some but not all of the combatants 
are aware of their opponents, a surprise round happens before 
regular rounds begin. Any combatants aware of the opponents 
can act in the surprise round, so they roll for initiative. In initia- 
tive order (highest to lowest), combatants who started the battle 


_aware of their opponents each take a standard action during the 


avoiding attacks. A player doesn’t have to declare anything special 


for her character to be on the defensive. Even if a character’s 


| miniature figure is just standing there on the battle grid, you can 


ibe sure that if some orc with a falchion attacks the character, she is 


weaving, dodging, and even threatening the orc with a weapon to 
keep the orc a little worried for his own hide.

Reach Weapons: Most creatures of Medium or smaller size have a_ 
reach of only_5 feet. This means that they can make melee attacks 
only against creatures up to_5 feet (1 square) away. However, Small 
and Medium creatures wielding reach weapons (such as a long- 


spear) threaten more squares than a typical creature. For instance, 
a longspear-wielding human threatens all squares 10 feet (2| 


that 2 squares of diagonal distance is measured as 15 feet.) In addi- 


tion, most creatures larger than Medium have a natural reach of 10. 
feet or more; see Big and Little Creatures in Combat, page 149. 

Provoking an Attack of Opportunity: Two kinds of actions | 
can provoke attacks of opportunity: moving out of a threatened | 


square and performing an action within a threatened square. 

Moving: Moving out of a threatened square usually provokes an 
attack of opportunity from the threatening opponent. There are 
two common methods of avoiding such an attack—the 5-foot-step 
(see page 144) and the withdraw action (see page 143). 

Performing a Distracting Act: Some actions, when performed in a 
threatened square, provoke attacks of opportunity as you divert 
your attention from the battle. Casting a spell and attacking with a 
ranged weapon, for example, are distracting actions. Table 8-2: 
Actions in Combat notes many of the actions that provoke attacks 
of opportunity. 

Remember that even actions that normally provoke attacks of 
opportunity may have exceptions to this rule. For instance, a char- 
acter with the Improved Unarmed Strike feat doesn’t incur an 
attack of opportunity for making an unarmed attack. 

Making an Attack of Opportunity: An attack of opportunity 
is a single melee attack, and you can only make one per round. You 
don't have to make an attack of opportunity if you don't want to. 

An experienced character gets additional regular melee attacks 
(by using the full attack action), but at a lower attack bonus. You 
make your attack of opportunity, however, at your normal attack 
bonus—even if you've already attacked in the round. 

An attack of opportunity “interrupts” the normal flow of actions 


in the round. If an attack of opportunity is provoked, immediately _ 
resolve the attack of opportunity, then continue with the next | 
character's turn (or complete the current turn, if the attack of | 
opportunity was provoked in the midst of a character’s turn)./ 


Combat Reflexes and Additional Attacks of Opportunity: If you have |

THE COMBAT ROUND 


Each round represents 6 seconds in the game world. At the table, 
a round presents an opportunity for each character involved in a 
combat situation to take an action. Anything a person could rea- 
sonably do in 6 seconds, your character can do in 1 round. 

_ Each round’s activity begins with the character with the highest 
initiative result and then proceeds, in order, from there. Each 
round of a combat uses the same initiative order. When a charac- 
ter’s turn comes _up in the initiative sequence, that character per- 
forms his entire round’s worth of actions. (For exceptions, see 
Attacks of Opportunity, page 137, and Special Initiative Actions, 
page 160.) 

round or the beginning of a Td, The term “round” works like the 
word “month.” A month can mean either a calendar month or a span 
_of time from a day in one month to the same day the next month. In 
_the same way, a round can be a segment of game time starting with 
tthe first character to act and ending with the last, but it usually 


_|means a span of time from one round to the same initiative count in 


the next round. Effects that last a certain number of rounds end just 
_before the same initiative count that they began on. 
For example, a monk acts on initiative count 15. The monk’s | 
stunning attack stuns a creature for 1 round. The stun lasts. 
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through initiative count 16 in the next round, not until the end of | 
the current round. On initiative count 15 in the next round, the | 
stun effect has ended and the previously stunned creature can act. 


ACTION TYPES 


An action’s type essentially tells you how long the action takes to 
perform (within the framework of the 6-second combat round) 
and how movement is treated. There are four types of actions: 
standard actions, move actions, full-round actions, and free 
actions. 

In a normal round, you can perform a standard action and a 
move action, or you can perform a full-round action. You can also 
perform as many free actions (see below) as your DM allows. You 
can always take a move action in place of a standard action. 

In some situations (such as in a surprise round), you may be 
limited to taking only a single move action or standard action. 

Standard Action: A standard action allows you to do some- 
thing. The most common type of standard action is an attack—a 
single melee or ranged attack. Other common standard actions 
include casting a spell, concentrating to maintain an active spell, 
activating a magic item, and using a special ability. See Table 8-2: 
Actions in Combat for other standard actions. 

Move Action: A move action allows you to move your speed or 
perform an action that takes a similar amount of time. You can 
move your speed, climb one-quarter of your speed, draw or stow a 
weapon or other item, stand up, pick up an object, or perform | 
some equivalent action (see Table 8—2: Actions in Combat). 

You can take a move action in place of a standard action. For in- | 
stance, rather than moving your speed and attacking, you could 
stand up and move your speed (two move actions), put away.a, 
weapon and climb one-quarter of your speed (two move actions), 
or pick up an item and stow it in your backpack (two move | 


‘actions). 


If you move no actual distance in a round (commonly because 


‘you have swapped your move for one or more equivalent actions, 


such as standing up), you can take one 5-foot step either before, 


during, or after the action. For example, if Tordek is on the ground, 
he can stand up (a move action), move 5 feet (a 5-foot step), and 
then attack. 

Full-Round Action: A full-round action consumes all your effort 
during a round. The only movement you can take during a full- 
round action is a 5-foot step before, during, or after the action. You 
can also perform free actions (see below) as your DM allows. The 
most common type of full-round action is a full attack, which allows 
you to make multiple melee or ranged attacks in a single round. 

Some full-round actions do not allow you to take a 5-foot step. 

Some full-round actions can be taken as standard actions, but 
only in situations when you are limited to performing only a stan- 
dard action during your round (such as in a surprise round). The 
descriptions of specific actions, below, detail which actions allow 
this option. 

Free Action: Free actions consume a very small amount of time 
and effort, and over the span of the round, their impact is so minor 
that they are considered free. You can perform one or more free 
actions while taking another action normally. However, the DM 
puts reasonable limits on what you can really do for free. For in- 
stance, calling out to your friends for help, dropping an object, and 
ceasing to concentrate on a spell are all free actions. 

Not an Action: Some activities are so minor that they are not 
even considered free actions. They literally don't take any time at 
all to do and are considered an inherent part of doing something 
else. For instance, using the Use Magic Device skill (page 85) 
while trying to activate a device is not an action, it is part of the 
standard action to activate a magic item. 

Restricted Activity: In some situations (such as when you're 
slowed or during a surprise round), you may be unable to take a full 
round’s worth of actions. In such cases, you are restricted to taking 
only a single standard action or a single move action (plus free 
actions as normal). You can’t take a full-round action (though you 
can start or complete a full-round action by using a standard 
action; see below). 


STANDARD ACTIONS 


Most standard actions involve making an attack, casting a spell, or 
activating an item. These are the most common, straightforward 
actions that a character might take in a combat round. More spe- 
cialized actions are covered in Special Attacks, page 154. 


Attack 


Making an attack is a standard action. 

Melee Attacks: With a normal melee weapon, you can strike 
any opponent within 5 feet. (Opponents within 5 feet are consid- 
ered adjacent to you.) Some melee weapons have reach, as indi- 
cated in their descriptions in Chapter 7: Equipment. With a typi- 
cal reach weapon, you can strike opponents 10 feet away, but you 
can't strike adjacent foes (those within 5 feet). 

Unarmed Attacks: Striking for damage with punches, kicks, 
and head butts is much like attacking with a melee weapon, except 
for the following: 

Attacks of Opportunity: Attacking unarmed provokes an attack of 
opportunity from the character you attack, provided she is armed. 
The attack of opportunity comes before your attack. An unarmed 
attack does not provoke attacks of opportunity from other foes, as 
shooting a bow does, nor does it provoke an attack of opportunity 
from an unarmed foe. You provoke the attack of opportunity be- 
cause you have to bring your body close to your opponent. 

An unarmed character can't take attacks of opportunity (but see 
“Armed” Unarmed Attacks, below). 

“Armed” Unarmed Attacks: Sometimes a character's or creature's 
unarmed attack counts as an armed attack. A monk, a character 
with the Improved Unarmed Strike feat (page 96), a spellcaster 
delivering a touch attack spell, and a creature with claws, fangs, 
and similar natural physical weapons all count as being armed. 


Note that being armed counts for both offense and defense. Not 
only does a monk not provoke an attack of opportunity when 
attacking an armed foe, but you provoke an attack of opportunity 
from.a monk if you make an unarmed attack against her. 

Unarmed Strike Damage: An unarmed strike from a Medium 
character deals 1d3 points of damage (plus your Strength modi- 
fier, as normal). A Small character’s unarmed strike deals 1d2 
points of damage, while a Large character's unarmed strike deals 
1d4 points of damage. All damage from unarmed strikes is non- 
lethal damage. Unarmed strikes count as light weapons (for pur- 
poses of two-weapon attack penalties and so on). 

Dealing Lethal Damage: You can specify that your unarmed 
strike will deal lethal damage before you make your attack roll, 
but you take a—4 penalty on your attack roll because you have to 
strike a particularly vulnerable spot to deal lethal damage. If you 
have the Improved Unarmed Strike feat, you can deal lethal 
damage with an unarmed strike without taking a penalty on the 
attack roll. 

Ranged Attacks: With a ranged weapon, you can shoot or 
throw at any target that is within the weapon’s maximum range 
and in line of sight. The maximum range for a thrown weapon is 
five range increments. For projectile weapons, it is ten range 
increments. Some ranged weapons have shorter maximum 
ranges, as specified in their descriptions. 

Attack Rolls: An attack roll represents your attempts to strike 
your opponent. It does not represent a single swing of the sword, 
for example. Rather, it indicates whether, over several attempts in 
the round, you managed to connect solidly. 

Your attack roll is 1d20 + your attack bonus with the weapon 
youre using. If the result is at least as high as the target’s AC, you 
hit and deal damage. 

Automatic Misses and Hits: A natural 1 (the d20 comes up 1) 
on the attack roll is always a miss. A natural 20 (the d20 comes up 
20) is always a hit. A natural 20 is also a threat—a possible critical 
hit (see the Critical Hits sidebar, page 140). 

Damage Rolls: If the attack roll result equals or exceeds the

|at is engaged in melee with a friendly character. 

Precise Shot: If you have the Precise Shot feat (page 98), you don't| 
take this penalty. 

Fighting Defensively as a Standard Action: You can choose 
to fight defensively when attacking. If you do so, you take a —4 
penalty on all attacks in a round to gain a +2 dodge bonus to AC for 
the same round. This bonus stacks with the AC bonus granted by 
,the Combat Expertise feat (page 92).

Cast a Spell 
|Most spells require 1 standard action to cast. You can cast such a 
spell either before or after you take a move action. See Chapter 10: 
Magic for details on casting spells, their effects, and so on. 
___Note: You retain your Dexterity bonus to AC while casting. 
| Spell Components: To cast a spell with a verbal (V) compo- 
‘nent, your character must speak in a firm voice. If you're gagged or 
in the area of a silence spell, you can't cast such a spell. A spellcaster 
who has been deafened has a 20% chance to spoil any spell he tries _ 
to cast if that spell has a verbal component. = 

To cast a spell with a somatic (S) component, you must gesture | 
freely with at least one hand. You can’t cast a spell of this type. 
while bound, grappling, or with both your hands full or occupied | 
(swimming, clinging to a cliff, or the like). 

To cast a spell with a material (M), focus (F), or divine focus 
(DF) component, you have to have the proper materials, as 
described by the spell. Unless these materials are elaborate, such 
as the 2-foot-by-4-foot mirror that a wizard needs to cast scrying, 
preparing these materials is a free action. For material compo- 
nents and focuses whose costs are not listed, you can assume that 


you have them if you have your spell component pouch. 
Some spells have an experience point (XP) component and_| 
entail an experience point cost to you. No spell, not even restoration, | 
can restore the lost XP. You cannot spend so much XP that you lose, 
.a level, so you cannot cast the spell unless you have enough XP to 
_|spare. However, you may, on gaining enough XP to achieve a new 
\level, immediately spend the XP on casting the spell rather than 
keeping it to advance a level. The XP are expended when you cast 
the spell, whether or not the casting succeeds. 

Concentration: You must concentrate to cast_a spell. If you} 
\can't concentrate (because you are on the deck of a storm-tossed | 
ship, for instance), you can't cast a spell. If you start casting a spell 
but something interferes with your concentration, such as an ogre 
taking the opportunity to hit you with its club (successfully hit-, 
ting you with his attack of opportunity), you must make a Con- | 
centration check or lose the spell. The check’s DC depends on 
what is threatening your concentration (see the Concentration 
iskill, page 69, and Concentration, page 170). If you fail, the spell. 
\fizzles with no effect. If you prepare spells (as a wizard, cleric, . 
druid, paladin, or ranger does), it is lost from preparation. If you 
cast at will (as a sorcerer or bard does), it counts against your daily 

limit of spells even though you did not cast it successfully. 
Concentrating to Maintain a Spell: Some spells require con- | 
tinued concentration to keep them going. Concentrating to main- 
tain a spell is a standard action that doesn't provoke an attack of 
opportunity. Anything that could break your concentration when 
casting a spell can keep you from concentrating to maintain a

Attacks of Opportunity: Generally, if you cast a spell, you, 
provoke attacks of opportunity from threatening enemies. If you,

Concentration check (DC 10 + points of damage taken + spell 
level) or lose the spell. Spells that require only a free action to 
cast (such as feather fall or any quickened spell) don’t provoke 
attacks of opportunity. ee 

Casting on the Defensive: You may attempt to cast a spell 
while paying attention to threats and avoiding blows. In this case, 
you are no more vulnerable to attack than you would be if you 
were just standing there, so casting a spell while on the defensive 
does not provoke an attack of opportunity. It does, however, 
require a Concentration check (DC 15 + spell level) to pull off. 
Failure means that you lose the spell. __ 

Touch Spells in Combat: Many spells have a range of touch. To 
use these spells, you cast the spell and then touch the subject, either 
in the same round or any time later. In the same round that you cast 
the spell, you may also touch (or attempt to touch) the target. You 


CRITICAL HITS 

When you make an attack roll and get a natural 20 (the d20 shows 20), 
you hit regardless of your target’s Armor Class, and you have scored a 
threat. The hit might be a critical hit (or “crit”). To find out if it’s a crit- 
ical hit, you immediately make a critical roll—another attack roll with 
all the same modifiers as the attack roll you just made. If the critical roll 
also results in a hit against the target’s AC, your original hit is a critical 
hit. (The critical roll just needs to hit to give you a crit. It doesn’t need 
to come up 20 again.) If the critical roll is a miss, then your hit is just 
a regular hit. 

A critical hit means that you roll your damage more than once, with 
all your usual bonuses, and add the rolls together. Unless otherwise 
specified, the threat range for a critical hit on an attack roll is 20, and 
the multiplier is x2. 

Exception: Extra damage over and above a weapon’s normal dam- 


age, such as that dealt by a sneak attack or the special ability of a flam- 
ing sword, is not multiplied when you score a critical hit. 

Increased Threat Range: Sometimes your threat range is greater 
than 20. That is, you can score a threat on a lower number. Long- 
swords, for instance, give you a threat on a natural attack roll of 19 or 
20. In such cases, a roll of lower than 20 is not an automatic hit. Any 
attack roll that doesn’t result in a hit is not a threat. 

Increased Critical Multiplier: Some weapons, such as battleaxes and 
arrows, deal better than double damage on a critical hit. See Table 7-5: 
Weapons (page 116) and the Critical section of Weapon Qualities 
(page 114). 

Spells and Critical Hits: A spell that requires an attack roll, such as 
shocking grasp or Melf’s acid arrow, can score a critical hit. A spell attack 
that requires no attack roll, such as lightning bolt, cannot score a criti- 
cal hit.

Spell Completion Items: Activating a spell completion item, 


It requires con- 
centration and provokes attacks of opportunity. You lose the spell ,

Spell Trigger, Command Word, or Use-Activated Items:

Accelerated Climbing: You can climb one-half your speed as a 
move action by accepting a—5 penalty on your Climb check. _ 

Crawling: You can crawl 5 feet as a move action. Crawling 
incurs attacks of opportunity from any attackers who threaten you 
at any point of your crawl. 


Drawing a weapon so that you can use it in combat, or putting it 
away so that you have a free hand, requires a move action. This 
action also applies to weaponlike objects carried in easy reach, 
such as wands. If your weapon or weaponlike object is stored in a 
pack or otherwise out of easy reach, treat this action as retrieving a 
stored item. 

If you have a base attack bonus of +1 or higher, you may draw a 
weapon as a free action combined with a regular move. If you have 
the Two-Weapon Fighting feat (page 102), you can draw two light 
or one-handed weapons in the time it would normally take you to 
draw one. = 

Drawing ammunition for use with a ranged weapon (such as 
arrows, bolts, sling bullets, or shuriken) is a free action.

SPEEDING UP COMBAT 
You can use a few tricks to make combat run faster. 

Attack and Damage: Roll your attack die and damage die (or dice) at 
the same time. If you miss, you can ignore the damage, but if you hit, 
your friends don’t have to wait for you to make a second roll for damage. 

Multiple Attacks: Use dice of different colors so you can make 
your attack rolls all at once instead of one at a time. Designate 


which attack is which color before you roll. 


Dice as Counters: Use dice to keep track of how many rounds a 
short-duration magical effect has been active. Each round, turn the die 


to the next number until the effect ends. 


Concealment Rolls: If you know what your chance to miss is because 
of your target’s concealment, you can roll it along with your attack roll. 
If the concealment roll indicates a miss, just Be the attack roll.

Direct or Redirect a Spell 

Some spells, such as flaming sphere and spiritual weapon, allow you 
to redirect the effect to new targets or areas after you cast the spell. 
Redirecting a spell requires a move action and does not provoke 
,attacks of opportunity or require concentration (see Cast a Spell | 
under Standard Actions, page 140). |

Standing up from a prone position requires a move action and 
provokes attacks of opportunity. 


Mount/Dismount a Steed 


Mounting or dismounting from a steed requires a move action. 
Fast Mount or Dismount: You can mount or dismount as a 
free action with a DC 20 Ride check (your armor check penalty, if 
\any, applies to this check). If you fail the check, mounting or dis- 
\mounting is a move action instead. (You can't attempt a fast mount 
.or fast dismount unless you can perform the mount or dismount 
Las a move action in the current round.) 


FULL-ROUND ACTIONS 


A full-round action requires an entire round to complete. Thus, it 
can't be coupled with a standard or a move action, though if it does 
not involve moving any distance, you can take a 5-foot step.

Deciding between an Attack or a Full Attack: After your 
first attack, you can decide to take a move action instead of making 
your remaining attacks, depending on how the first attack turns 
out. If you've already taken a 5-foot step, you can’t use your move 
action to move any distance, but you could still use a different

Clerics must take more time to spontaneously cast a metamagic 4 
version of a cure or inflict spell. For instance, an 11th-level cleric 
can swap out a prepared 6th-level spell to cast an empowered cure 
critical wounds. Spontaneously casting a metamagic version of a 
spell with a casting time of 1 standard action is a full-round action, 
and spells with longer casting times take an extra full-round 
action to cast. 


Use Special Ability 


Using a special ability is usually a standard action, but some may 
be full-round actions, as defined by the ability. See Special Abili- 
ties, page 180, and the Use Special Ability action under Standard 
Actions, page 142. 


Withdraw 


Withdrawing from melee combat isa full-round action. When you 
withdraw, you can move up to double your speed. The square you 
start out in is not considered threatened by any opponent you can 
see, and therefore visible enemies do not get attacks of opportu- 
nity against you when you move from that square. (Invisible ene- 
mies still get attacks of opportunity against you, and you can't 
withdraw from combat if you're blinded.) You can’t take a 5-foot 
step during the same round in which you withdraw. 

If, during the process of withdrawing, you move out of a threat- 
ened square (other than the one you started in), enemies get _ 
attacks of opportunity as normal. 
you don't have a listed speed. For example, a ee Seams has 
_a listed climb speed, so it can withdraw by climbing away. Your | 
character doesnt normally have a listed climb speed (unless you're | 
under the effect of a spider climb spell, for example), so you can't use }

You can run as a full-round action. (If you do, you do not also get al 
5-foot step.) When you run, you can move up to four times your, 
speed in a straight line (or three times your speed if you're in. 
heavy armor). You lose any Dexterity bonus to AC since you can't 
avoid attacks, unless you have the Run feat (page 99), which allows 
you to keep your Dexterity bonus to AC when running.

In general, speaking is a free action that you can perform even | 
when it isn’t your turn. Some DMs may rule that a character can 


only speak on his turn, or that a character can't speak while flat- 
|footed (and thus can’t warn allies of a surprise threat until he has a, 
\chance to act). Speaking more than few sentences is generally be-_ 
_yond the limit of a free action; to communicate more information 


than that, your DM may require that you take a move action or 
even a full-round action. 


Cease Concentration on Spell 


You can stop concentrating on an active spell (such as detect evi l) as 
a free action. 


Cast a Quickened Spell

You can cast a quickened spell (see the Quicken Spell feat, page | 
98) or any spell whose casting time is designated as a free action _ 
(such as the feather fall spell) as a free action. Only one such spell, 
can be cast in any round, and such spells don’t count toward your | 
normal limit of one spell per round. Casting a spell with a casting | 
time of a free action doesn't incur an attack of opportunity. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIONS 


Some actions don't fit neatly into the above categories. Some of 
these options are actions that take the place of or are variations on 
the actions described under Standard Actions, Move Actions, and 
Full-Round Actions. For actions not covered below, the DM lets 
you know how long such an action takes to perform and whether 
doing so provokes attacks of opportunity from threatening en- 
emies. The variant and special attacks mentioned here are covered 
under Special Attacks, page 154. 


Take 5-Foot Step 


You can move 5 feet in any round when you don't perform any 
other kind of movement. Taking this 5-foot step never provokes an 
attack of opportunity. You can't take more than one 5-foot step ina 
round, and you can't take a 5-foot step in the same round when you 
move any distance. 

You can take a 5-foot step before, during, or after your other ac- 
tions in the round. For example, you could draw a weapon (a move 
action), take a 5-foot step, and then attack (a standard action), or 
you could cast fireball (a standard action), take a 5-foot step 
through an open door, then close the door (a move action). 

You can only take a 5-foot-step if your movement isn’t, 
hampered by difficult terrain (see page 148) or darkness. Any | 
creature with a speed of 5 feet or less can’t take a 5-foot step, | 
since moving even 5 feet requires a move action for such a 


You may not take a 5-foot step using a form of moyement fa] | 


which you do not have a listed speed. For example, if you don't | 


‘have a climb speed listed, you can't use climbing to make a 5-foot 
(step. Similarly, you can't take a 5-foot step when swimming unless

Use Feat 
Certain feats, such as Whirlwind Attack, dat you take special 
\actions in combat. Other feats do not require actions themselves, 
but they give you a bonus when attempting something you can 
already do, such as Improved Disarm. Some feats, such as item cre- 


ation feats, are not meant to be used within the framework of | 
combat. The individual feat descriptions in Chapter 5 tell you, 


what you need to know about them. 


Use Skill 
Most skill uses are standard actions, but some might be move 
actions, full-round actions, free actions, or something else entirely. 
The individual skill descriptions in Chapter 4 tell you what sorts 
of actions are required to perform skills. 


Your hit points measure how hard you are to kill. No matter how 
many hit points you lose, your character isn't hindered in any way 
_until your hit points drop to 0 or lower. 


LOSS OF HIT POINTS 


The most common way that your character gets hurt is to take 
lethal damage and lose hit points, whether from an orc’s falchion, a 
wizard’s lightning bolt spell, or a fall into molten lava. You record 
your character’s hit point total on your character sheet. As your 
character takes damage, you subtract that damage from your hit 
points, leaving you with your current hit points. Current hit points 
_go down when you take damage and go back up when you recover. 
__ What Hit Points Represent: Hit points mean two things in 
ithe game world: the ability to take physical punishment and keep 


_\going, and the ability to turn a serious blow into a less serious one. 
|For some characters, hit points may represent divine favor or 
_inner power. When a paladin survives a fireball, you will be hard 


pressed to convince bystanders that she doesn’t have the favor of | 


some higher power. 
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Damaging Helpless Defenders: Even if you have lots of hit. 
points, a dagger through the eye is a dagger through the eye. | 
When a character is helpless, meaning that he can't avoid damage | 
or deflect blows somehow, he's in trouble (see Helpless Defenders, 
page 153). 

Effects of Hit Point Damage: Damage gives you scars, bangs

you down until your current hit points reach 0 or lower. 

At 0 hit points, you're disabled.

Massive Damage: If you ever sustain damage sc so massive that a 
single attack deals 50 points of damage or more and it doesn't kill you 
outright, you must make a DC 15 Fortitude save. If this saving throw, 
fails, you die regardless of your current hit points.

ISABLED (0 HIT POINTS) 


When your current hit points drop to exactly 0, you're disabled. | 
You're not unconscious, but you're close to it. You can only take a 
single move or standard action each turn (but not both, nor can you 
take full-round actions). You can take move actions without further 
injuring yourself, but if you perform any standard action (or any. 


_actions such as casting a quickened spell) 5 you take. 1 point of | 


damage after the completing the act. Unless your activity increased _ 
your hit points, you are now at —1 hit points, and you're dving.| 

Healing that raises your hit points above 0 makes you fully | 
functional again, just as if you'd never been reduced to 0 or fewer.

You can also become disabled when recovering from dying. In 
this case, it’s a step toward recovery, and you can have fewer than 0 
hit points (see Stable Characters and Recovery, below). 


DYING (_1 TO —9 HIT POINTS)

When your character's current hit points drop to between —1 and 
—9 inclusive, he’s dying. 

A dying character immediately falls unconscious and can take 
no actions. 

A dying character loses 1 hit point every round. This continues 
until the character dies or becomes stable (see below). 


EAD (-10 HIT POINTS OR LOWER) 


When your character's current hit points drop to —10 or lower, or 
if he takes massive damage (see above), he’s dead. A character can 
also die from taking ability damage or suffering an ability drain 
that reduces his Constitution to 0. When a character dies, his soul 
immediately departs. Getting it back into the body is a major 
hassle (see Bringing Back the Dead, page 171). 


STABLE CHARACTERS AND RECOVERY

If the character’s hit points drop to —10 or lower, he's. dead. 

You can keep a dying character from losing any more hit points } 
‘and make him stable with a DC 15 Heal check. 

If any sort of healing cures the dying character of even 1 point 


‘of damage, he stops losing hit points and becomes stable. 


Healing that raises the dying character's hit points to 0 makes 
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him conscious and disabled. Healing that raises his hit points to 
1 or more makes him fully functional again, just as if he’d never 
been reduced to 0 or lower. A spellcaster retains the spellcasting 
capability she had before dropping below 0 hit points. 


A stable character who has been tended by a healer or who. 
has been magically healed eventually regains consciousness and __ 


recovers hit points naturally, If the character has no one to tend | 
him, however, his life is still in danger, and he may yet slip away., 

|__ Recovering with Help: One hour after a tended, dying character | 
becomes stable, roll d%. He has a 10% chance of becoming conscious, | 
,at which point he is disabled (as if he had 0 hit points). If he remains | 

junconscious, he has the same chance to revive and become disabled 

_every hour. Even if unconscious, he recovers hit points naturally. He 
is back to normal when his hit points rise to 1 or higher. 

Recovering without Help: A severely wounded character left 
alone usually dies. He has a small chance, however, of recovering 

on his own. Even if he seems as though he's pulling through, he 
,can still finally succumb to his wounds hours or days after origi- 
nally taking damage. 

Acharacter who becomes stable on his own (by making the 10% 
roll while dying) and who has no one to tend to him still loses hit, 
points, just at a slower rate. He has a 10% chance each hour of 
becoming conscious. Each time he misses his hourly roll to be- 
come conscious, he loses 1 hit point. He also does not recover hit 
points through natural healing. 

Even once he becomes conscious and is disabled, an unaided 
character still does not recover hit points naturally. Instead, each 

| day he has a 10% chance to start recovering hit points naturally 
|(starting with that day); otherwise, he loses 1 hit point. 

| Once an unaided character starts recovering hit points natu- 
irally, he is no longer in danger of naturally losing hit points (even 
Lif his current hit point total is negative). 


HEALING 


‘After taking damage, you can recover hit points through natural 
healing or through magical healing. In any case, you can't regain 
hit points past your full normal hit point total. 

Natural Healing: With a full night’s rest (8 hours of sleep or. 


5th-level fighter recovers 5 hit points with a night of rest. Any sig-) , 


nificant interruption (such as combat or the like) during your rest. 
prevents you from healing that night. 

If you undergo complete bed rest for an entire day and night, 
you recover twice your character level in hit points. A 5th-level 
fighter recovers 10 hit points per 24 hours of bed rest. 

Magical Healing: Various abilities and spells, such as a cleric’s 
cure spells or a paladin’s lay on hands ability, can restore hit points. 

Healing Limits: You can never recover more hit points than 

_you lost. Magical healing won't raise your current hit points 

higher than your full normal hit point total. 

__ Healing Ability Damage: Ability damage is temporary, just as 
hit point damage is. Ability damage returns at the rate of 1 point 
per night of rest (8 hours) for each affected ability score. Complete 
bed rest restores 2 points per day (24 hours) for each affected abil- 
ity score. 


TEMPORARY HITPOINTS 


Certain effects, such as the aid spell, give a character temporary hit 

points. When a character gains temporary hit points, note his cur- 
_rent hit point total. When the temporary hit points go away, such 
_as at the end of the aid spell’s duration, the character's hit points 
\drop to his current hit point total. If the character’s hit points are 

below his current hit point total at that time, all the temporary hit 
points have already been lost and the character’s hit point total 
_does not drop further. 


When temporary hit points are lost, they cannot be restored as _ 


real hit points can be, even by magic. 7 


Increases in Constitution Score and Current Hit Points: 
An increase in a character’s Constitution score, even a temporary _ 
one, can give her more hit points (an effective hit point increase), | 
but these are not temporary hit points. They can be restored, such | 

Las with cure light wounds, and they are not lost first as temporary hit 
points are. For example, Krusk (now a 3rd-level barbarian) gains 
\+4 to his Constitution score and +6 hit points when he rages, rais- 
ing his hit points from 31 to 37. If Krusk takes damage dropping 
him to 32 hit points, Jozan can cure those lost points and get him 
back to 37. If Krusk is so wounded at the end of his rage that he, 
‘only has 5 hit points left, then when he loses his 6 extra hit points, 
he drops to —1 hit points and is dying. 


NONLETHAL DAMAGE 


Sometimes you get roughed up or weakened, such as by getting | | 

clocked in a fistfight or tired out by a forced march. This sort of 
trauma wont kill you, but it can knock you out or make you faint. 
| If you take sufficient nonlethal damage, you fall unconscious, , 
,but you don't die. Nonlethal damage goes away much faster than. 
lethal damage does. 

Dealing Nonlethal Damage: Certain attacks deal nonlethal. 
damage, such as a normal human's unarmed strike (a punch, kick, , 
or head butt). Other effects, such as heat or being exhausted, also 
deal nonlethal damage. When you take nonlethal damage, keep a 
running total of how much you've accumulated. Do not deduct the 
nonlethal damage number from your current hit points. It is not “real” 
damage. Instead, when your nonlethal damage equals your cur-_ 

_rent hit points, you're staggered, and when it exceeds your current | 
hit points, you fall unconscious. It doesn’t matter whether the | 
nonlethal damage equals or exceeds your current hit points. 
because the nonlethal damage has gone up or because your cur-, 
rent hit points have gone down. ; 

Nonlethal Damage with a Weapon that Deals Lethal Damage: You! 
can use a melee weapon that deals lethal damage to deal nonlethal 
damage instead, but you take a —4 penalty on your attack roll be- 
cause you have to use the flat of the blade, strike at nonvital areas, 
or check your swing. 

Lethal Damage with a Weapon that Deals Nonlethal Da Damage: You 
can use a weapon that deals nonlethal damage, including an un- 
armed strike, to deal lethal damage instead, but you take a —4 
penalty on your attack roll because you have to strike only in the 
most vulnerable areas to inflict lethal damage. 

Staggered and Unconscious: When your nonlethal damage 
equals your current hit points, you're staggered. You're so roughed 
up that you can only take a standard action or a move action in 
each round. You cease being staggered when your current hit 
points once again exceed your nonlethal damage. 

When your nonlethal damage exceeds your current hit points, 
you fall unconscious. While unconscious, you are helpless (see 
Helpless Defenders, page 153). 

Spellcasters who fall unconscious retain any spellcasting ability 
they had before going unconscious. 

Healing Nonlethal Damage: You heal nonlethal damage at 
the rate of 1 hit point per hour per character level. For example, a 
7th-level wizard heals 7 points of nonlethal damage each hour 
until all the nonlethal damage is gone. 

When a spell or a magical power cures hit point damage, it also __ 
removes an equal amount of nonlethal damage. 


MOVEMENT, POSITION, 


+ 


| ANB DISTANCE 


‘Few characters in a fight stand around motionless. Enemies 
appear and charge the party. The heroes reply, advancing to take 
on new foes after they down their first opponents. Wizards remain 
outside the fight, looking for the best place to use their magic. 
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Rogues quietly skirt the fracas seeking a straggler or an unwary 
opponent to strike with a sneak attack. Finally, if the fight is lost, 
most characters seek to remove themselves from the vicinity. 
Movement is an important element for gaining the upper hand on 
the battlefield. 

Duncgons & DRacons miniatures are on the 30mm scale—a 
miniature figure of a six-foot-tall human is approximately 30mm 
tall. A square on the battle grid is 1 inch across, representing a 5- 
foot-by-5-foot area. 


TACTICAL MOVEMENT 


Where you can move, how long it takes you to get there, and 
whether you're vulnerable to attacks of opportunity while you're 
moving are key questions in combat. 


How Far Can Your Character Move? 


Your speed is determined by your race and your armor (see Table 
8-3: Tactical Speed). Your speed while unarmored is your base 
land speed. 

Encumbrance: A character encumbered by carrying a large 
amount of gear, treasure, or fallen comrades may move slower 
than normal (see Carrying Capacity, page 161). 

Hampered Movement: Difficult terrain, obstacles, or poor vis- 
ibility can hamper movement (see Terrain and Obstacles, below, 
and Hampered Movement, page 163). 

Movement in Combat: Generally, you can move your speed in 
around and still do something, such as swing an axe or cast a spell. 
Ifyou do nothing but move (that is, if you use both of your actions 
in a round to move your speed), you can move double your speed. 
If you spend the entire round running, you can move quadruple 
your speed. If you do something that requires a full round, such as 
attacking more than once, you can only take a 5-foot step. 

Bonuses to Speed: A barbarian has a +10 foot bonus to his 
speed (unless he’s wearing heavy armor). Experienced monks 
also have higher speed (unless they’re wearing armor of any 
sort). In addition, many spells and magic items can affect a char- 
acter’s speed. Always apply any modifiers to a character’s speed 
before adjusting the character’s speed based on armor or encum- 
brance, and remember that multiple bonuses of the same type to 
a character’s speed (such as enhancement bonuses) don't stack.

Measuring Distance 

Diagonals: When measuring distance, the first diagonal 
counts as 1 square, the second counts as 2 squares, the third counts 
as 1, the fourth as 2, and so on.

You can't move diagonally past a corner (even by taking a 5-foot 
step).

Closest Creature: When it’s important to determine the clos- 
est square or creature to a location, if two squares or creatures are 
equally close, randomly determine which one counts as closest by 
rolling a die.

Ending Your Movement: You can't end your movement in the 
same square as another creature unless it is helpless. 

Overrun: During your movement, you can attempt to move 
through a square occupied by an opponent (see Overrun, page 157). 

Tumbling: A trained character can attempt to tumble through 
a square occupied by an opponent (see the Tumble skill, page 84). 

Very Small Creature: A Fine, Diminutive, or Tiny creature can 
move into or through an occupied square. The creature provokes 
attacks of opportunity when doing so. 

Square Occupied by Creature Three Sizes Larger or Smaller: 
Any creature can move through a square occupied by a creature 
three size categories larger than it is. A gnome (Small), for 
example, can run between the legs of a cloud giant (Huge). 

A big creature can move through a square occupied by a crea- 
ture three size categories smaller than it is. A cloud giant, for 
example, can step over a gnome. 

Designated Exceptions: Some creatures break the above 
rules. For example, a gelatinous cube fills the squares it occupies 
to a height of 15 feet. A creature can’t move through a square 
occupied by a cube, even with the Tumble skill or similar special 
abilities. 


Terrain and Obstacles 


The rules presented so far in this section assume that you're 
moving through an area clear of obstacles or difficult terrain. 
However, in dungeons and wilderness areas, that’s often not the 
case. 

Difficult Terrain: Difficult terrain, such as rubble, an uneven 
cave floor, thick undergrowth, and the like, hamper movement. 
Each square of difficult terrain counts as 2 squares of movement. 
(Each diagonal move into a difficult terrain square counts as 3 
squares.) You can't run or charge across difficult terrain. 

If you occupy squares with different kinds of terrain, you can 
move only as fast as the most difficult terrain you occupy will

allow. (This is often significant for creatures whose space fills 
more than one square, such as a giant.) 

Flying and incorporeal creatures are not hampered by difficult 
terrain. 

Obstacles: Like difficult terrain, obstacles can hamper move- 
ment. If an obstacle hampers movement but doesn’t completely 
block it, such_as a low wall or a deadfall of branches, each 
obstructed square or obstacle between squares counts as 2 squares 
of movement. You must pay this cost to cross the barrier, in addi- 
tion to the cost to move into the square on the other side. If you 
don't have sufficient movement to cross the barrier and move into 
the square on the other side, you can't cross the barrier. Some obsta- 
cles may also require a skill check to cross (such as Climb or Jump). 

On the other hand, some obstacles, such as floor-to-ceiling 
walls, block movement entirely. A character can't move through a 
blocking obstacle. 

Flying and incorporeal creatures can avoid most obstacles, 
though a floor-to-ceiling wall blocks a flying creature as well as a 
landbound creature. 

Squeezing: In some cases, you may have to squeeze into or 
through an area that isn’t as wide as the space you take up. (This is 
particularly true for creatures whose space fills more than one 
square, such as a giant.) You can squeeze through or into a space 
that is at least half as wide as your normal space. For instance, an 
ogre (whose space is 10 feet, or 2 squares, wide) can squeeze 
through or into a space at least 5 feet (1 square) wide. Each move 
into or through a narrow space counts as if it were 2 squares, and 
while squeezed in a narrow space you take a —4 penalty on attack 
rolls and a —4 penalty to AC. 

When a Large creature (which normally takes up four squares) 
squeezes into a space that’s one square wide, the creature's minia- 
ture figure occupies two squares, centered on the line between the 
two squares. For a bigger creature, center the creature likewise in 
the area it squeezes into. 

A creature can squeeze past an opponent while moving but it 
can't end its movement in an occupied square. 

To squeeze through or into a space less than half your space’s 
width, you must use the Escape Artist skill (page 73). You can't 
attack while using Escape Artist to squeeze through or into a 
narrow space, you take a —4 penalty to AC, and you lose any Dex- 
terity bonus to AC. 


Special Movement Rules 


These rules cover special movement situations. 

Accidentally Ending Movement in an Illegal Space: Some- 
times_a character ends its movement while moving through a 
space where it’s not allowed to stop. For example, you might incur 
an attack of opportunity from a monk while moving through a 
friend's square and become stunned. When that happens, put your 
miniature in the last legal position you occupied, or the closest 
legal position, if there's a legal position that’s closer.

Double Movement Cost: When your movement is hampered 
in some way, your movement usually costs double. For example, 
each square of movement through difficult terrain counts as 2 
squares, and each diagonal move through such terrain counts as 3 
squares (just as two diagonal moves normally do). 

If movement cost is doubled twice, then each square counts as 4 
squares (or as 6 squares if moving diagonally). If movement cost is 
doubled three times, then each square counts as 8 squares (12 if 
diagonal) and so on. This is an exception to the general rule that 
two doublings are equivalent to a tripling. 

Minimum Movement: Despite penalties to movement, you can 
take a full-round action to move 5 feet (1 square) in any direction, 
even diagonally. (This rule doesn't allow you to move through im- 
passable terrain or to move when all movement is prohibited, such as 
while paralyzed.) Such movement provokes attacks of opportunity 
as normal (despite the distance covered, this move isn't a 5-foot step). 


BIG AND LITTLE CREATURES IN COMBAT 


Creatures smaller than Small or larger than Medium have special 
rules relating to position. This section covers the basics; the 
Dungeon Master’s Guide has more information on how to handle 
exceptionally big or small creatures. The illustration on the fol- 
lowing page depicts creatures of various size categories. 

Tiny, Diminutive, and Fine Creatures: Very small creatures 
take up less than 1 square of space. This means that more than one 
such creature can fit into a single square. For example, a Tiny crea- 
ture (such as a cat) typically occupies a space only 2-1/2 feet across, 
so four can fit into a single square. Twenty-five Diminutive crea- 
tures or 100 Fine creatures can fit into a single square. 

Creatures that take up less than 1 square of space typically have a 
natural reach of 0 feet, meaning they can't reach into adjacent 
squares. They must enter an opponent's square to attack in melee. 
This provokes an attack of opportunity from the opponent. You can 
attack into your own square if you need to, so you can attack such 
creatures normally. Since they have no natural reach, they do not 


threaten the squares around them. You can move past them without 
provoking attacks of opportunity. They also can't flank an enemy. 

Large, Huge, Gargantuan, and Colossal Creatures: Very 
large creatures take up more than 1 square. For instance, an ogre 
(Large) takes up a space 10 feet on a side (2 squares wide). 

Creatures that take up more than 1 square typically have a natu- 
ral reach of 10 feet or more, meaning that they can reach targets 
even if they aren't in adjacent squares. For instance, an ogre can 
attack targets up to 10 feet (2 squares) away from it in any direc- 
tion, even diagonally. (This is an exception to the rule that 2 
squares of diagonal distance is measured as 15 feet.) 

Unlike when someone uses a reach weapon, a creature with 
greater than normal natural reach (more than 5 feet) still threat-

A creature with greater than 
normal natural reach usually gets an attack of opportunity 
against you if you approach it, because you must enter and move | 
within the range of its reach before you can attack it. (This attack 

of opportunity is not provoked if you take a 5-foot step.) 
Large or larger creatures using reach weapons can strike up to 
double their natural reach but can't strike at their natural reach 
or less. For example, an ogre with a Large longspear could strike 
with the longspear at opponents 15 or 20 feet away, but not at 
those 5 or 10 feet away. 


Sometimes you just have to go toe-to-toe in a fight, but you can | 
usually gain some advantage by seeking a better position, either 
offensively or defensively. This section covers the rules for when 


you can line up a particularly good attack or are forced to make a 
disadvantageous one. 


FAVORABLE AND 
UNFAVORABLE CONDITIONS 


Depending on the situation, you may gain bonuses or take penal-_ 
ties on your attack roll. Generally, any situational modifier created 
by the attacker's position or tactics applies to the attack roll, while 
any situational modifier created by the defender’s position, state, 
or tactics applies to the defender’s AC. Your DM judges what 
bonuses and penalties apply, using Table 8—5: Attack Roll Modi-. 
fiers and Table 8—6: Armor Class Modifiers as guides.

To determine whether your target has 
cover from your ranged attack, choose a 
corner of your square.

When making a melee attack against an adjacent target, your 
target has cover if any line from your square to the target’s square 
goes through a wall (including a low wall). When making a melee 
attack against a target that isn’t adjacent to you (such as with a reach 
weapon), use the rules for determining cover from ranged attacks. 

Low Obstacles and Cover: A low obstacle (such as a wall no 
higher than half your height) provides cover, but only to creatures 


within 30 feet (6 squares) of it. The attacker can ignore the cover if 


he’s closer to the obstacle than his target. 

Cover and Attacks of Opportunity: You can't execute an attack 
of opportunity against an opponent with cover relative to you. 

Cover and Reflex Saves: Cover grants you a +2 bonus on Reflex 
saves against attacks that originate or burst out from a point on the 
other side of the cover from you, such as a red dragon's breath weapon 
ora lightning bolt. Note that spread effects (see page 175), such as a fire- 
ball, can extend around corners and thus negate this cover bonus. 

Cover and Hide Checks: You can use cover to make a Hide 
check. Without cover, you usually need concealment (see below) 
to make a Hide check.

Soft Cover: Creatures, even your enemies, can provide you 
with cover against ranged attacks, giving you a +4 bonus to AC. 
However, such soft cover provides no bonus on Reflex saves, nor 
does soft cover allow you to make a Hide check. 

Big Creatures and Cover: Any creature with a space larger 
than 5 feet (1 square) determines cover against melee attacks 
slightly differently than smaller creatures do. Such a creature can 
choose any square that it occupies to determine if an opponent has 
cover against its melee attacks. Similarly, when making a melee 
attack against such a creature, you can pick any of the squares it 
occupies to determine if it has cover against you. 


Cover in Melee

CONCEALMENT 


Besides cover, another way to avoid attacks is to make it hard for 


opponents to know where you are. Concealment encompasses all 
circumstances where nothing physically blocks a blow or shot but 
where something interferes with an attacker's accuracy. Conceal- 
ment gives the subject of a successful attack a chance that the

FLANKING 


When making a melee attack, you get.a +2 flanking bonus if your 
_opponent is threatened by a character or creature friendly to you 
on the opponent's opposite border or opposite corner. 

When in doubt about whether two friendly characters flank an 
opponent in the middle, trace an imaginary line between the two 
friendly characters’ centers. If the line passes through opposite 
borders of the opponent's space (including corners of those bor- 
ders), then the opponent is flanked. 

Exception: If a flanker takes up more than 1 square, it gets the 
flanking bonus if any square it occupies counts for flanking. 

Only a creature or character that threatens the defender can 
help an attacker get a flanking bonus. 

Creatures with a reach of 0 feet can’t flank an opponent. 


HELPLESS DEFENDERS

In melee combat, you can help a friend attack or defend by distract- 
ing or interfering with an opponent. If you're in position to make a 
melee attack on an opponent that is engaging a friend in melee 
combat, you can attempt to aid your friend as a standard action. You 
make an attack roll against AC 10. If you succeed, your friend gains 
either a +2 bonus on his next attack roll against that opponent or a +2 
bonus to AC against that opponent's next attack (your choice), as long 
_as that attack comes before the beginning of your next turn. Multiple 
characters can aid the same friend, and similar bonuses stack. 
You can also use this standard action to help a friend in other 
ways, such as when he is affected by a hypnotism spell or a sleep 
spell, or to assist another character's skill check (see page 65).

If you fail on the disarm attempt, the defender may immedi-. 
ately react and attempt to disarm you with the same sort of.

Ifhe fails his disarm attempt, you do not 
subsequently get a free disarm attempt against him.

Grabbing Items iin 

You can use a disarm action to snatch an item worn mn by the target | 
(such as a necklace or a pair of goggles). If you want to have the | 
item in your hand, the disarm must be made as an unarmed attack. | 
If the item is poorly secured or otherwise easy to snatch or cut 
away (such as a loose cloak or a brooch pinned to the front of a 
tunic), the attacker gets a +4 bonus. Unlike on a normal disarm 
attempt, failing the attempt doesn't allow the defender to attempt 
to disarm you. This otherwise functions identically to a disarm 

attempt, as noted above. 

You cant snatch an item that is well secured, such as a ring or 
bracelet, unless you have pinned the wearer (see Grapple). Even 
then, the defender gains a +4 bonus on his roll to resist the attempt. 


FEINT 


As a standard action, you can try to mislead an opponent in melee 
combat so that he can't dodge your next attack effectively. To feint, 
make a Bluff check opposed by a Sense Motive check by your 
target. The target may add his base attack bonus to this Sense 
Motive check. If your Bluff check result exceeds your target's Sense 
Motive check result, the next melee attack you make against the 
target does not allow him to use his Dexterity bonus to AC (if any). 
This attack must be made on or before your next turn. 

Feinting in this way against a nonhumanoid is difficult because 
it’s harder to read a strange creature's body language; you take a —4 
penalty. Against a creature of animal Intelligence (1 or 2), you take 
a —8 penalty. Against a nonintelligent creature, it’s impossible. 

Feinting in combat does not provoke attacks of opportunity. 

Feinting as a Move Action: With the Improved Feint feat, you , 
can attempt a feint as a move action instead of as a standard action. , 


GRAPPLE — 


Grappling means wrestling and struggling hand-to- -hand. It’ s} 
tricky to perform, but sometimes you want to pin foes instead of | 
| killing them, and sometimes you have no choice in the matter. For | 
monsters, grappling can mean trapping you in a toothy maw (the 
purple worm’s favorite tactic) or holding you down so it can claw 
you to pieces (the dire lion's trick). 


Grapple Checks 

Repeatedly in a grapple, you need to make opposed grapple 
checks against an opponent. A grapple check is like a melee attack 
roll.

Retrieve a Spell Component: You can produce a spell compo- 
nent from your pouch while grappling by using a full-round 
action. Doing so does not require a successful grapple check. 

Pin Your Opponent: You can hold your opponent immobile 
for 1 round by winning an opposed grapple check (made in place 
of an attack). Once you have an opponent pinned, you have a few 
options available to you (see below). 

Break Another’s Pin: If you are grappling an opponent who 
has another character pinned, you can make an opposed grapple 
check in place of an attack. If you win, you break the hold that the 
opponent has over the other character. The character is still grap- 
pling, but is no longer pinned. 

Use Opponent’s Weapon: If your opponent is holding a light 
weapon, you can use it to attack him. Make an opposed grapple 
check (in place of an attack).

If your target is already grappling someone else, you can use an at- 
tack to start a grapple, as above, except that the target doesn't get 
an attack of opportunity against you, and your grab automatically 
succeeds.

MOUNTED COMBAT 
Riding a mount into battle gives you several advantages (see the 
Ride skill, page 80, and the Mounted Combat feat, page 98). 

Horses in Combat: Warhorses and warponies can serve read- 
ily as combat steeds. Light horses, ponies, and heavy horses, how- 
ever, are frightened by combat. If you don't dismount, you must 

_make a DC 20 Ride check each round as a move action to control 
such a horse. If you succeed, you can perform a standard action 
_after the move action. If you fail, the move action becomes a full- 
round action and you can't do anything else until your next turn. 

Your mount acts on your initiative count as you direct it. You 
move at its speed, but the mount uses its action to move. 

A horse (not a pony) is a Large creature (see Big and Little Crea- 
tures in Combat, page 149), and thus takes up a space 10 feet (2 
squares) across. For simplicity, assume that you share your mount’s 
space during combat. 

Combat while Mounted: With a DC 5 Ride check, you can 

guide your mount with your knees so as to use both hands to 

| pen or defend yourself. This is a free action. 
__ When you attack a creature smaller than your mount that is on 
foot, you get the +1 bonus on melee attacks for being on higher 
_\ground. If your mount moves more than 5 feet, you can only make 
asingle melee attack. Essentially, you have to wait until the mount 
_gets to your enemy before attacking, so you can't make a full 
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attack. Even at your mount's full speed, you don't take any penalty | 


on melee attacks while mounted.

light crossbow in a round while your mount is moving. 

Casting Spells while Mounted: You can cast.a spell normally , 
if your mount moves up to a normal move (its speed) either before | 
or after you cast. If you have your mount move both before and 

_after you cast a spell, then youre casting the spell while the mount 

Lis moving, and you have to make a Concentration check due to the , 

\vigorous motion (DC 10 + spell level) or lose the spell. If the, 

_mount is running (quadruple speed), you can cast a spell when 
your mount has moved up to twice its speed, but your Concentra- , 
tion check is more difficult due to the violent motion (DC 15 +. 
spell level). 

If Your Mount Falls in Battle: If your mount falls, you have to 
succeed on a DC 15 Ride check to make a soft fall and take no 
damage. If the check fails, you take 1d6 points of damage. 

If You Are Dropped: If you are knocked unconscious, you | 

have a 50% chance to stay in the saddle (or 75% if youre in a mili- } 
tary saddle). Otherwise you fall and take 1d6 points of damage... 
Without you to guide it, your mount avoids combat. 


OVERRUN 


You can attempt an overrun as a standard action taken during. 
your move. (In general, you cannot take a standard action during 
a move; this is an exception.) With an overrun, you attempt to 
plow past or over your opponent (and move through his square) 
as you move. You can only overrun an opponent who is one size 
category larger than you, the same size, or smaller. You can make 
only one overrun attempt perround. 

If you're attempting to overrun an opponent, follow these steps. 

Step 1: Attack of Opportunity. Since you begin the overrun 
by moving into the defender’s space, you provoke an attack of 
opportunity from the defender. 

Step 2: Opponent Avoids? The defender has the option to 
simply avoid you. If he avoids you, he doesn't suffer any ill effect, 
and you may keep moving. (You can always move through a square 
occupied by someone who lets you by.) In either case, the overrun 
attempt doesn’t count against your actions this round (except for 
any movement required to enter the opponent's square). If your 
opponent doesn't avoid you, move to Step 3. 

Step 3: Opponent Blocks? If your opponent blocks you, make 
a Strength check opposed by the defender’s Dexterity or Strength 
check (whichever ability score has the higher modifier). A com- 
batant gets a +4 bonus on the check for every size category he is 
larger than Medium or a —4 penalty for every size category he is 
smaller than Medium.The defender gets a +4 bonus on his check 
if he has more than two legs or is otherwise more stable than a_ 
normal humanoid (such as a dwarf).

You can use a melee attack with a slashing or bludgeoning weapon 
to strike a weapon or shield that your opponent is holding.

THROW SPLASH WEAPON 


A splash weapon is a ranged weapon that breaks on impact, splash- 
ing or scattering its contents over its target and nearby creatures _ 
or objects. Most splash weapons consist of liquids, such as acid or 
holy water, in breakable vials such as glass flasks. (See Special Sub- 
stances and Items, page 128, for particulars about several different 
splash weapons.) : — 

To attack with a splash weapon, make a ranged touch attack | 

\against the target. Thrown weapons require no weapon profi- | 
ciency, so you don't take the -4 nonproficiency penalty, A hit deals | 
direct hit damage to the target, and splash damage to all creatures. 
within 5 feet of the target. : ee 

You can instead target a specific grid intersection. Treat this as a_ 
ranged attack against AC 5. However, if you target a grid intersec-_ 
tion, creatures in all adjacent squares are dealt the splash damage, 
and the direct hit damage is not dealt to any creature. (You can't 
target a grid intersection occupied by a creature, such as a Large or 
larger creature; in this case, you're aiming at the creature.) _ 

If you miss the target (whether aiming at a creature or a grid inter- 
section), roll 1d8. This determines the misdirection of the throw, with 
1 being straight back at you and 2 through 8 counting clockwise 
around the grid intersection or target creature. Then, count a number 
of squares in the indicated direction equal to the range increment of 
the throw. So, if you miss on a throw out to two range increments and 
rolla 1 to determine the misdirection of the throw, the splash weapon 
lands on the intersection that is 2 squares away from the target in the 
direction toward you. See the accompanying diagram. 

After you determine where the weapon landed, it deals splash 
damage to all creatures in adjacent squares.

You can try to trip an opponent as an unarmed melee attack. You 
can only trip an opponent who is one size category larger than 
you, the same size, or smaller.

TURN OR REBUKE UNDEAD 


.Good clerics and paladins and some neutral clerics can channel. 

_positive energy, which can halt, drive off (rout), or destroy undead. | 

| Evil clerics and some neutral clerics can channel negative energy, 
which can halt, awe (rebuke), control (command), or bolster un-. 
dead. Regardless of the effect, the general term for the activity is 
“turning.” When attempting to exercise their divine control over 
these creatures, characters make turning checks. 


Turning Checks 
Turning undead is a supernatural ability that a character can per- 
form as a standard action. It does not provoke attacks of opportu- 
\nity. You must present your holy symbol to turn undead. Turning 
Lis considered an attack. 

Times per Day: You may attempt to turn undead a number of 
times per day equal to 3 + your Charisma modifier. You can 
_increase this number by taking the Extra Turning feat (page 94). 

Range: You turn the closest turnable undead first, and you can't 

turn undead that are more than 60 feet away or that have total 
cover relative to you. You don't need line of sight to a target, but 
you do need line of effect (see page 176). = 

Turning Check: The first thing you do is roll a turning check to. 


see how powerful an undead creature you can turn. This isa Charisma _ 
check (1d20 + your Charisma modifier). Table 8-9: Turning Undead |. 


gives you the Hit Dice of the most powerful undead you can affect, . 
relative to your level. On a given turning attempt, you can turn no 
undead creature whose Hit Dice exceed the result on this table. 
Turning Damage: If your roll on Table 8-9: Turning Undead is 
high enough to let you turn at least some of the undead within 60 
feet, roll 2d6 + your cleric level + your Charisma modifier for turn- 
ing damage. That’s how many total Hit Dice of undead you can turn. 
If your Charisma score is average or low, it’s possible (but unusual) 
| to roll fewer Hit Dice of undead turned than indicated on Table 8-9: 
Turning Undead. For instance, a 1st-level cleric with an average 
Charisma score could get a turning check result of 19 (cleric’s level +3, 
or 4 HD), which is enough to turn a wight, but then roll only 3 on his 
turning damage roll—not enough to turn that wight after all. 
You may skip over already turned undead that are still within 
range, so that you do not waste your turning capacity on them. 
Effect and Duration of Turning: Turned undead flee from 
you by the best and fastest means available to them. They flee for 
10 rounds (1 minute). If they cannot flee, they cower (giving any 
attack rolls against them a +2 bonus). If you approach within 10 
feet of them, however, they overcome being turned and act nor- 
_mally. (You can stand within 10 feet without breaking the turning 
effect—you just can't approach them.) You can attack them with 
_\ranged attacks (from at least 10 feet away), and others can attack 
them in any fashion, without breaking the turning effect. 
Destroying Undead: If you have twice as many levels (or 
more) as the undead have Hit Dice, you destroy any that you) 
would normally turn.

How Turning Works 


Jozan, the cleric, and his friends confront seven 2 human mabe | 
led by a wight. Calling on the power of Pelor, Jozan raises his sun 
disk and attempts to drive the undead away. 

|__ First, he makes a turning check (1d20 + Cha modifier) to to see what . 

the most powerful undead creature is that he can turn in this action. 

_His result is 9, so he can only turn undead that have fewer Hit Dice 
than he has levels. Jozan is 3rd level, so on this attempt, he can turn , 
creatures with 2 Hit Dice (such as human zombies) or 1 Hit Die (such. 
as human skeletons) but nothing with more than 2 Hit Dice (such as 
the wight, which has 4 HD). He does not have twice as many levels as 
either the zombies or wight, so he will not destroy any of them. 

Next, he rolls his turning damage (2d6 + Jozan’s level + Cha mod-. 
ifier) to see how many total Hit Dice of creatures he can turn. His | 

jresult is 11, enough to turn the five closest zombies (accounting for | 
10 HD out of the maximum of 11). The remaining two zombies and | 
the wight are unaffected. 

On Jozan’s next turn, he attempts to turn undead again. This t time, | | 
his turning check result is 21—enough to turn undead creatures of | 
up to 6 HD (his level + 3), His turning damage roll is only 7, though, 
so he can only turn 7 Hit Dice worth of creatures. He turns the two 
nearest undead (the remaining 2 HD zombies), but the remaining 3 
HD worth of turning isn't enough to turn the 4 HD wight. 


Evil Clerics and Undead 


Evil clerics channel negative energy to rebuke (awe) or command 
(control) undead rather than channeling positive energy to turn 
or destroy them. An evil cleric makes the equivalent of a turning 
check. Undead that would be turned are rebuked instead, and 
those that would be destroyed are commanded. 

Rebuked: A rebuked undead creature cowers as if in awe (attack 
rolls against the creature get a +2 bonus). The effect lasts 10 rounds. 

Commanded: A commanded undead creature is under the 
mental control of the evil cleric. The cleric must take a standard 
action to give mental orders to a commanded undead. At any one 
time, the cleric may command any number of undead whose total 
Hit Dice do not exceed his level. He may voluntarily relinquish 
command on any commanded undead creature or creatures in 
order to command new ones. 

Dispelling Turning: An evil cleric may channel negative energy 
to dispel a good cleric’s turning effect. The evil cleric makes a turn- 
ing check as if attempting to rebuke the undead. If the turning 
check result is equal to or greater than the turning check result that 
the good cleric scored when turning the undead, then the undead 
are no longer turned. The evil cleric rolls turning damage of 2d6 +. 
cleric level + Charisma modifier to see how many Hit Dice worth of | 
undead he can affect in this way (as if he were rebuking them). | 

Bolstering Undead: An evil cleric may also bolster undead | 
creatures against turning in advance. He makes a turning check as | 
if attempting to rebuke the undead, but the Hit Dice result on | 

|Table 8—9: Turning Undead becomes the undead creatures’ effec- | 
| tive Hit Dice as far as turning is concerned (provided the result is 
higher than the creatures’ actual Hit Dice). The bolstering lasts 10 
rounds. An evil undead cleric can bolster himself in this manner.

__Double Weapons: You can use a double weapon to make an 
vextra attack with the off-hand end of the weapon as if you were 
fighting with two weapons. The penalties apply as if the ofFhand 
_end of the weapon were a light weapon. 

Ranged Weapons: The same rules apply when you throw or 
fire a weapon from each hand. Treat a dart or shuriken as a light 
weapon when used in this manner, and treat a bolas, javelin, net, 
or sling as a one-handed weapon. 


Here are ways to change when you act during combat by altering 
_your place in the initiative order. 


JELAY 


By choosing to delay, y you take no action and then act normally on 
whatever initiative count you decide to act. When you delay, you 
voluntarily reduce your own initiative result for the rest of the 


combat. When your new, lower initiative count comes up later in| 


+ 


the same round, you can act normally. You can specify this new_ 
| 


initiative result or just wait until some time later in the round and. 
act then, thus fixing your new initiative count at that point. | 

Delaying is useful if you need to see what your friends or 

opponents are going to do before deciding what to do yourself. 
\The price you pay is lost initiative. You never get back the time 
_you spend waiting to see what’s going to happen. You can't, how- 
lever, interrupt anyone else’s action (as you can with a readied 
action). 

Initiative Consequences of Delaying: Your initiative result _ 
_becomes the count on which you took the delayed action. If you, 
|come to your next action and have not yet performed an action, 

you don’t get to take a delayed action (though you can delay 
again). If you take a delayed action in the next round, before your 
regular turn comes up, your initiative count rises to that new, 
point in the order of battle, and you do not get your regular action | 
that round. 


READY 


\The ready action lets you prepare to take an action later, after your. 

turn is over but before your next one has begun. Readying is a 
standard action. It does not provoke an attack of opportunity , 
(though the action that you ready might do so). 

Readying an Action: You can ready a standard action, a move 
action, or a free action. To do so, specify the action you will take 
and the conditions under which you will take it. For example, you 
might specify that you will shoot an arrow at anyone coming 
through a nearby doorway. Then, any time before your next action, | 

_you may take the readied action in response to that condition. The | 
action occurs just before the action that triggers it. If the triggered _ 
action is part of another charactet’s activities, you interrupt the. 
other character. Assuming he is still capable of doing so, he con-_ 
tinues his actions once you complete your readied action. 

Your initiative result changes. For the rest of the encounter, 
your initiative result is the count on which you took the readied 
action, and you act immediately ahead of the character whose 
action triggered your readied action. 

You can take a 5-foot step as part of your readied action, but only if 
you dont otherwise move any distance during the round. For instance, 
if you move up to an open door and then ready an action to swing your 
sword at whatever comes near, you cant take a 5-foot step along with 
the readied action (since you've already moved in this round). 

Initiative Consequences of Readying: Your initiative result 
becomes the count on which you took the readied action. If you 
come to your next action and have not yet performed your readied 
action, you don't get to take the readied action (though you can 
ready the same action again). If you take your readied action in the 
next round, before your regular turn comes up, your initiative 
count rises to that new point in the order of battle, and you do not 
get your regular action that round. 

Distracting Spellcasters: You can ready an attack against a spell- 
caster with the trigger “if she starts casting a spell.” If you damage the 
spellcaster, she may lose the spell she was trying to cast (as deter- 
mined by her Concentration check result). 

Readying to Counterspell: You may ready a counterspell against 
a spellcaster (often with the trigger “if she starts casting a spell”). In 
this case, when the spellcaster starts a spell, you get a chance to iden- 
tify it with a Spellcraft check (DC 15 + spell level). If you do, and if, 
you can cast that same spell (are able to cast it and have it prepared, if | 
you prepare spells), you can cast the spell as a counterspell and auto- , 
matically ruin the other spellcaster’s spell. Counterspelling works , 
_even if one spell is divine and the other arcane. ee 

A spellcaster can use dispel magic (page 223) to counterspell. l) 
another spellcaster, but it doesn't always work. 

|__ Readying a Weapon against a Charge: You can ready certain 
| piercing weapons, setting them to receive charges (see Table 7-5: 
_ Weapons, page 116). A readied weapon of this type deals double 
damage if you score a hit with it against a charging character. 
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ourneying from place to place is as much a part of the 
game as combat or magic. This chapter covers carrying 
capacity and encumbrance, movement overland and 
through adventure sites, exploration, and treasure. 


Encumbrance rules determine how much a character’s armor and 
equipment slow him or her down. Encumbrance comes in two 
parts: encumbrance by armor and encumbrance by total weight. 

Encumbrance by Armor: A charactét’s atmor (as described 
on Table 7-6: Armor and Shields, page 123) defines his or her 
maximum. Dexterity bonus to-AG, armor check penalty, speéd, 
and running speed. Unless your character is weak or carrying a 
lot of gear, that’s all you need to know. The extra gear your charac- 
ter carries, such as weapons and rope, won't slow him or her down 
any more than the armor already does. 

If your character issweak or-cattying-a lot of gear, however, 
then you'll need to calculate encumbrance by weight. Doing so is 
most important when-your character is trying to carry some 
heavy object, suth asia treasure-chest. 

Weight: If you want to determine whether your character’s-gear | 
is heavy enough to slow him or her down more than the armor 

already does, total the weight of all the character's items, including 

be armor, weapons, and gear. Compare this total to the character's 
Strength on Table 9-1:,Carrying Capacity. Depending on how the 
Sian weight compares to the charactet’s carrying capacity, he or she may 
\ be carrying a light, medium, or heavy load. Like armor, a character's, 
load affects his or her maximum Dexterity bonus to AC, carries a 
check penalty (which works like an armor check penalty), reduces 
the character's speed, and affects how fast the character can run, as 
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shown on Table 9-2: Carrying Loads. A medium or heavy load 
counts as medium or heavy armor for the purpose of abilities 
or skills that are restricted by armor. Carrying a light load 
does not encumber,a-character. 

If your character is wearing armor, use the worse figure 
(from armor or from load) for each category. Do not stack 
the penalties. 

For example, Tordek is wearing scale mail. As shown on 
Table 7—6: Armorand-Shields, this armor cuts his maxi- 
mum Dex bonus to AC to +3 and gives him a—4 armor 
check penalty (and would cut his speed to 15 feet, were he 
not a dwarf and thus able to move normally even when 
éncumbered by armor or a load). The total weight of his 
gear, including armor, is 71-1/2 pounds. Since Tordek has 
a Strength of 15, his maximum carrying capacity, or max- 
imum load, is 200 pounds. A medium load for him is 67 
pounds or more, and a heavy load'ig 134 pounds or 
more, so he is carrying a medium load. Looking at the 
medium load line on Table 9-2: Carrying Loads, his 
playersees that these figures are all equal to or less than 
than the!penalties that Tordek is already incurring for 
wearing scale mail, so he takes no extra penalties. 

Mialee has a Strength of 10, and she's carrying 28 
pounds of gear. Her light load limit is 33 pounds, so 
she’s carrying a light load (no penalties). She finds 
500 gold'pieces (weighing 10 pounds) and adds 
them to her load;-so now she’s carrying a medium load. 
Doing soreduces her speed from 30 feet to 20 feet, gives 
her a —3 check penalty, and sets her maximum Dex- 
terity bonus to-AC at +3 (which is okay with her, 
since that’s her Dexterity bonus anyway).

Then Mialee is knocked unconscious in a fight, and Tordek 
wants to carry her out of the dungeon. She weighs 104 pounds, 
and her gear weighs 28 pounds (or 38 pounds with the gold), so 
Tordek can’t quite manage to carry her and her gear, because doing 
so would put him over his 200-pound maximum load. Fortunately, 
their companion Jozan is able to carry her gear and the gold, so all 
Tordek has to worry about is Mialee herself. Tordek hoists Mialee 
onto his shoulders, and now the dwarfis carrying 175-1/2 pounds. 
He can manage it, but it’s a heavy load. His maximum Dexterity 
bonus to AC drops to +1, his check penalty worsens from —4 (the 
armor check penalty for scale mail) to -6 (the check penalty for a 
heavy load), and now he runs at x3 speed instead of x4. 

Lifting and Dragging: A character can lift as much as his or 
her maximum load over his or her head. 

A character can lift as much as double his or her maximum load 
Loffthe ground, but he or she can only stagger around with it. While 
Loverloaded in this way, the character loses any Dexterity bonus to 
|AC and can move only 5 feet per round (as a full-round action). 

A character can generally push or drag along the ground as 
much as five times his or her maximum load. Favorable conditions 
(such as being on smooth ground or dragging a slick object) can 
double these numbers, and bad circumstances (such as being on 
broken ground or pushing an object that snags) can reduce them 
to one-half or less. —— : 

Bigger and Smaller Creatures: The figures on Table 9-1: Car- 
rying Capacity are for Medium bipedal creatures. A larger bipedal 

_creature can carry more weight depending on its size category, as 
follows: Large x2, Huge x4, Gargantuan x8, Colossal x16. A 
smaller creature can carry less weight depending on its size cate- 

Teor, as follows: Small x3/4, Tiny x1/2, Diminutive x1/4, Fine 

.x1/8. Thus, a human with a Strength score magically boosted to 

_equal that of a giant would still have a harder time lifting, say, a 
horse or a boulder than a giant would.

For example, Mialee, an elf with 10 Strength, can carry as much 
as 100 pounds. Lidda, a halfling with 10 Strength, can carry only , 
75 pounds. A donkey, a Medium animal with 10 Strength, can, 
carry as much as 150 pounds. 

Tremendous Strength: For Strength scores not shown on 


|Table 9-1, find the Strength score between 20 and 29 that has the. 
{same number in the “ones” digit as the creature's Strength score, 
does. Multiply the figures by 4 if the creature’s Strength is in the 


30s, 16 if it’s in the 40s, 64 if it’s in the 50s, and so on. For example, 
a cloud giant with a 35 Strength can carry four times what a crea-_ 
ture with a 25 Strength can carry, or 3,200 pounds x 4 because the 
cloud giant is Huge, for a total of 12,800 pounds. 
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| Characters spend a lot of time getting from one place to another. A. 


character who needs to reach the evil tower might choose to walk | 
along the road, hire a boat to row along the river, or cut cross-coun-_ 
try on horseback. In addition, a character can climb trees to get a. 
better look at his surroundings, scale mountains, or ford streams. 
The DM moderates the pace of a game session, so he or she, 
determines when movement is so important that it’s worth meas- 
uring. During casual scenes, you usually won't have to worry about 
movement rates. If your character has come to a new city and 
takes a stroll to get a feel for the place, no one needs to know 
exactly how many rounds or minutes the circuit takes. 
There are three movement scales in the game, as follows. 
* Tactical, for combat, measured in feet (or squares) per round.

Characters exploring an area use local movement, measured in 
feet per minute.

Hustle: A hustle is a jog at about 6 miles per hour for an 
unencumbered human. A character moving his or her 
speed twice in a single round, or moving that speed in 
the same round that he or she performs a standard 
action or another move action is hustling when he or 
she moves. 

Run (X3): Moving three times speed is a running 
pace for a character in heavy armor. It represents about 
9 miles per hour for a human in full plate. 

Run (x4): Moving four times speed is a running pace 
for a character in light, medium, or no armor. It repre- 
sents about 12 miles per hour for an unencumbered @ 
human, or 8 miles per hour for a human in chainmail. » 


TACTICAL MOVEMENT 


Use tactical movement for combat, as detailed on 
page 147. Characters generally don't walk during 
combat—they hustle or run. A character who 
moves his or her speed and takes some action, 
such as attacking or casting a spell, is hustling for 
about half the round and doing something 
else the other half. 

Hampered Movement: Difficult ter- 
rain, obstacles, or poor visibility can 
hamper movement. When movement is 
hampered, each square moved into usu- 
ally counts as two squares, effectively 
reducing the distance that a character 
can cover in a move. For example, a | 
character moving through difficult « 
terrain (such as undergrowth) pays 2 
squares of movement per square 
moved into (double the normal cost). 

If more than one condition applies, 
multiply together all additional costs 
that apply. (This is a specific exception 
to the normal rule for doubling; see 
page 304.)

OVERLAND MOVEMENT 


Characters covering long distances cross-country use overland 
movement. Overland movement is measured in miles per hour or 
miles per day. A day represents 8 hours of actual travel time. For 
rowed watercraft, a day represents 10 hours of rowing. Fora sailing 
ship, it represents 24 hours. 

Walk: A character can walk 8 hours in a day of travel without a 
problem. Walking for longer than that can wear him or her out 
(see Forced March, below). 

_ Hustle: A character can hustle for 1 hour without a problem. 
_Hustling for a second hour in between sleep cycles deals 1 point of 
nonlethal damage, and each additional hour deals twice the 

Wace taken during the previous hour of hustling. A character 
who takes any nonlethal damage from hustling becomes fatigued. 
_A fatigued character can't run or charge and takes a penalty of —2 
to Strength and Dexterity. Eliminating the nonlethal damage also 
eliminates the fatigue.

A character can walk for more than 8 hours in a day by making | 
a forced march. For each hour of marching beyond 8 hours, a Con- | 
stitution check (DC 10, +2 per extra hour) is required. If the check 


fails, the character takes 1dé points of nonlethal damage. A char- 
jacter who takes any nonlethal damage from a forced march.

_ EXPLORATION: 


Adventurers spend time exploring dark caverns, cursed ruins, cat- 
acombs, and other dangerous and forbidding areas. A little careful 
forethought can help them in their adventures. 


PREPARATIONS 


Characters should have the supplies they need for their adven- 
tures: arrows, food, water, torches, bedrolls, or whatever is needed 
for the task at hand. Rope, chains, crowbars, and other tools can 
come in handy, too. Characters should have ranged weapons, if 
possible, for combats in which they can't close with the enemy (or 
don’t want to). Horses are useful for overland journeys, while sure- 
footed pack donkeys and mules can be handy for exploring ruins 
and dungeons. 


VISION AND LIGHT 


Characters need a way to see in the dark, dangerous places where 
they often find adventures. Dwarves and half-orcs have dark- 
vision, but everyone else needs light to see by. Typically, adven- 
turers bring along torches or lanterns, and spellcasters have 
spells that can create light. See Table 9-7: Light Sources and Illu- 
mination for the radius that a light source illuminates and how 
long it lasts. |

HOW PLAYERS CAN HELP 
Here are a few ways in which you can help the game go more smoothly. 
Mapping: Someone should keep a map of places you explore so that 
you know where you’ve been and where you have yet to explore. The 
responsibility for mapping can be rotated from person to person, if more 
than one player likes to do this sort of thing, but as a rule the same 
person should be the mapper throughout a single playing session. 

A map is most useful and most important when the characters are 
in a dungeon setting—an environment with lots of corridors, doors, 
and rooms that would be almost impossible to navigate through with- 
out a record of what parts the characters have already explored. 

To make a map, you start with a blank sheet of paper (graph paper 
is best) and draw the floor plan of the dungeon as you and your group 
discover it and the Dungeon Master describes what you’re seeing. 
For example, when the characters come to a new, empty room, the 
DM might say, “The door you have opened leads east into a room 25 
feet wide and 30 feet deep. The door is in the middle of the room’s 
west wall, and you can see two other doors: one in the north wall near 
the corner with the east wall, and one in the east wall about 5 feet 
south of the middle.” Or, if it’s easier for you to visualize, the DM 


might express the information this way: “From the north edge of the 
door, the wall goes two squares north, six squares east, five squares 
south, six squares west, and then north back to the door. There’s a 
door on the sixth square of the north wall and on the fourth square of 
the east wall.” 

Party Notes: It often pays to keep notes: names of NPCs the heroes 
have met, treasure the group has won, secrets the characters have 
learned, and so forth. The Dungeon Master might keep track of all this 
information for his or her own benefit, but even so it can be handy for 
you to jot down facts that might be needed later—at the least, doing 
this prevents you from having to ask the Dungeon Master, “What was 
the name of that old man we met in the woods last week?” 

Character Notes: You should keep track of hit points, spells, and 
other characteristics about your character that change during an 
adventure on scratch paper. Between playing sessions, you might 
decide to write some of this information directly on your character 
sheet—but don’t worry about updating the sheet constantly. For 
instance, it would be tedious (and could make a mess of the sheet) if 
you erased your character's current hit points and wrote in a new 
number every time he or she took damage. 
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Magic items always get saving throws. A magic item's Forti- 
tude, Reflex, and Will save bonuses are equal to 2 + one-half its 
caster level. An attended magic item either makes saving throws 
as its owner or uses its own saving throw bonus, whichever is 
better. (Caster levels of magic items are covered in the Dungeon 
Master's Guide.) 

Example of Breaking an Object: Lidda, a rogue, can't pick the 
lock on the big treasure chest that Mialee, the elf, just found 
behind a secret door, so Krusk, the barbarian, volunteers to 
open it in a more straightforward manner. He chops at it with 
his greataxe, dealing 10 points of damage. The chest, made of 
wood, has hardness 5, so the chest takes only 5 points of damage 
from his attack. The wood is 1 inch thick, so it had 10 hit points. 
Now it has 5. Krusk has gouged the wood but not yet broken the 
chest open. On his second attack, he deals 4 points of damage. 
That’s lower than the chest’s hardness, so the chest takes no 
damage at all—a glancing blow. His third blow, however, deals 
12 points of damage (which means the chest takes 7), and the 
chest breaks open. 

Animated Objects: Animated objects (see the Monster Manual) 
count as creatures for purposes of determining their Armor Class 
(do not treat them as inanimate objects). 


Breaking Items 
When a character tries to break something with sudden force 
rather than by dealing damage, use a Strength check (rather than 
an attack roll and damage roll, as with the sunder special attack) to 
see whether he or she succeeds. The DC depends more on the con- 
struction of the item than on the material. For instance, an iron 
door with a weak lock can be forced open much more easily than 
it can be hacked down.

MARCHING ORDER 


The characters in a party need to decide what their marching 
order is. Marching order is the relative position of the characters 
to each other while they are moving (who is in front of or next to 
whom). Arrange your miniature figures on the battle grid to rep- 
resent the PCs’ relative locations. You can change the marching 
order as the party enters different areas, as characters get 
wounded, or at other times for any reason. 

In a marching order, the sturdiest characters, such as barbar- 
ians, fighters, and paladins, usually go in front. Wizards, sorcerers, 
and bards often find a place in the middle or back of the party, 
where they are protected from direct attack. Clerics and druids are 
good choices for rear guard. They’re tough enough to withstand a 
rear attack, and they’re important enough as healers that it’s risky 
to put them in the front line. Rogues, rangers, and monks might 
serve as stealthy scouts, though they have to be careful if they're 
away from the safety of the party. 

If the characters are not far apart, they can protect each other, 
but they’re more vulnerable to many spells when they cluster 
together, so sometimes it pays to spread out a little.

efore setting out on a dangerous journey with her com- 
panions, Mialee sits in her study and opens her spellbook. 
First she pages through it, selecting the spells that she 
thinks will be most useful on her adventure. When she 
has chosen the spells she wants (which could mean 
choosing the same spell more than once), she meditates on the 
pages that describe each one. The arcane symbols, which she has 
penned by hand, would be nonsense to anyone else, but they 
unlock power from her mind. As she concentrates, she all but fin- 
ishes casting each spell that she prepares. Each spell now lacks 
only its final trigger. When she closes the book, her mind is full of 
spells, each of which she can complete in a brief time. 

A spell is a one-time magical effect. Spells come in two types: 
arcane (cast by bards, sorcerers, and wizards) and divine (cast by 
clerics, druids, and experienced paladins and rangers). Some 
spellcasters select their spells from a limited list of spells 
known, while others have access to a wide variety of options. 
Most spellcasters prepare their spells in advance—whether 
from.a spellbook or through devout prayers and meditation— 
while some cast spells spontaneously without preparation. 
Despite these different ways that characters use to learn or pre- 
pare their spells, when it comes to casting them, the spells are 
very much alike. 

Cutting across the categories of arcane and divine spells are the 
eight schools of magic. These schools represent the different ways 
that spells take effect. This chapter describes the differences 
between the eight schools of magic. In addition, it provides an 
overview of the spell description format, an extensive discussion 
of how spells work, information about what happens when magi- 
cal effects combine, and an explanation of the differences 
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Whether a spell is arcane or divine, and whether a character 
prepares spells in advance or chooses them on the spot, 
casting a spell works the same way. 


Spells operate in different ways depending on the type of 
spell you're casting. Here are three basic examples. 

Charm Person: Tordek is bullying some goblins into 
revealing the whereabouts of their camp when Mialee 
casts charm person on one’of them. The DM rolls a WilA’ 
saving throw for the goblin against Mialee’s save DC of 
13 for her 1st-level spells, and the save fails. Mialee is a 
ist-level wizard, and the spell lasts 1 hour per caster 
level, So for the next hour the goblin regards her as his 
friend, and she gets the information out of him. 

Summon Monster I: Lidda is fighting a hobgoblin, 
and Mialee casts summon monster I to conjure a celes- 
tial dog. She can haye the dog materialize in any loca- 
tion that she can see within 25 feet. She chooses to 
have it materialize on the opposite side of the hob- 
goblin from Lidda. One round later, when Mialee¢s 
finished casting the spell, the dog appears. It attacks 
immediately and gets a +2 bonus on its attack roll 
because it is flanking the hobgoblin. On Lidda’s 
next turn, she makesa sneak attack against the hob- 
goblin and kills it: The dog disappears at the start of 
Mialee’s next turn because summon monster I lasts only 1 | 
round for a 1st-level caster. 

Burning Hands: Mialee wants to cast burning hands 
on some Small centipedes, and she wants to hit as 


many of them as he can. She moves to a spot that puts three cen- 
tipedes within 15 feet of her, but none next to her, so they can't 
attack her while she is casting. She chooses a direction and casts 
her spell. A cone of magical flame shoots out 15 feet, catching the 
three centipedes in its area.

Casting a spell can be a straightforward process, such as when|

CHOOSING A SPELL — 


First you must choose which spell to cast. If you're a cleric, dca 


Lexperienced paladin, experienced ranger, or wizard, you select from _, 
among spells prepared earlier in the day and not yet cast (see Prepar- | 
ing Wizard Spells, page 177, and Preparing Divine Spells, page 179). 
If you're a bard or sorcerer, you can select any spell you know, pro- 
vided you are capable of casting spells of that level or higher. 

To cast a spell, you must be able to speak (if the spell has a verbal 
component), gesture (if it has a somatic component), and manipu- 
late the material components or focus (if any). Additionally, you 


[oust concentrate to cast a spell—and it’s hard to concentrate in 


| 
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the heat of battle. (See below for details.) 

Ifa spell has multiple versions, you choose which version to use 
when you cast it. You don't have to prepare (or learn, in the case of 
a bard or sorcerer) a specific version of the spell. For example, resist 


energy protects a creature from fire, cold, or other energy types. 


You choose when you cast the spell which energy type it will pro- 


‘tect the subject from. 
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Once you've cast a prepared spell, you can't cast it again until you 
prepare it again. (If you've prepared multiple copies of a single spell, . 
you can cast each copy once.) If you're a bard or sorcerer, casting a. 
spell counts against your daily limit for spells of that spell level, but | 
you can cast the same spell again if you haven't reached your limit. 


ONCENTRATION 


To cast a spell, you must concentrate. If something interrupts your 
concentration while you're casting, you must make a Concen- 
tration check or lose the spell. The more distracting the interrup- 
tion and the higher the level of the spell you are trying to cast, the 
higher the DC is. (More powerful spells require more mental 


_effort.) If you fail the check, you lose the spell just as if you had 


L 


{cast it to no effect. 
___ Injury: Getting hurt or being affected by hostile magic while 


trying to cast a spell can break your concentration and ruin the 
spell. If while trying to cast a spell you take damage, you must 
make a Concentration check (DC 10 + points of damage taken + 
the level of the spell you're casting). If you fail the check, you lose 
the spell without effect. The interrupting event strikes during 
spellcasting if it comes between when you start and when you 
complete a spell (for a spell with a casting time of 1 full round or 
more) or if it comes in response to your casting the spell (such as 
an attack of opportunity provoked by the spell or a contingent 
attack, such as a readied action). 

If you are taking continuous damage, such as from Melf’s acid 
arrow, half the damage is considered to take place while you are 
casting a spell. You must make a Concentration check (DC 10 + 
1/2 the damage that the continuous source last dealt + the level of 
the spell you're casting). If the last damage dealt was the last 
damage that the effect could deal (such as the last round of a Melf’s 
acid arrow), then the damage is over, and it does not distract you. 


COUNTERSPELLS 


Repeated damage, such as from a spiritual weapon, does not count. 
as continuous damage. | 

Spell: If you are affected by a spell while attempting to cast a_ 
spell of your own, you must make a Concentration check or lose, 


ithe spell you are casting. If the spell affecting you deals damage, 
_\the DC is 10 + points of damage + the level of the spell you're cast- 
ling. If the spell interferes with you or distracts you in some other 


way, the DC is the spell’s saving throw DC + the level of the spell 
you're casting. For a spell with no saving throw, it’s the DC that the , 


_spell’s saving throw would have if a save were allowed. 


Grappling or Pinned: The only spells you can cast while grap] 
pling or pinned are those without somatic components and whose 
material components (if any) you have in hand. Even so, you must 
make a Concentration check (DC 20 + the level of the spell you're , 
casting) or lose the spell. 

Vigorous Motion: If you are riding on a moving mount, taking | 


.a bouncy ride in a wagon, on a small boat in rough water, 
ibelowdecks in a storm-tossed ship, or simply being jostled in a, 
\similar fashion, you must make a Concentration check (DC 10 +. 
_the level of the spell you're casting) or lose the spell. 


Violent Motion: If you are on a galloping horse, taking a very , 
rough ride in a wagon, on a small boat in rapids or in a storm, on_ 
deck in a storm-tossed ship, or being tossed roughly about in a | 
similar fashion, you must make a Concentration check (DC 15 + 
the level of the spell you're casting) or lose the spell. _ 

Violent Weather: You must make a Concentration check if 
you try to cast a spell in violent weather. If you are in a high wind | 


icarrying blinding rain or sleet, the DC is 5 + the level of the spell | 


youre casting. If you are in wind-driven hail, dust, or debris, the | 
DC is 10 + the level of the spell youre casting. In either case, you, 
lose the spell if you fail the Concentration check. Ifthe weather is | 
caused by a spell, use the rules in the Spell subsection above. 
Casting Defensively: If you want to cast a spell without pro-_ 
voking any attacks of opportunity, you need to dodge and weave. 
You must make a Concentration check (DC 15 + the level of the 
spell youre casting) to succeed. You lose the spell if you fail. 
Entangled: If you want to cast a spell while entangled in a net 
or by a tanglefoot bag (page 128) or while you're affected by a spell 
with similar effects (such as entangle), you must make a DC 15 
Concentration check to cast the spell. You lose the spell if you fail. 


It is possible to cast any spell as a counterspell. By doing so, you are 
using the spell’s energy to disrupt the casting of the same spell by 
another character. Counterspelling works even if one spell is 
divine and the other arcane. 

How Counterspells Work: To use a counterspell, you must 
select an opponent as the target of the counterspell. You do this by 
choosing the ready action (page 160). In doing so, you elect to wait 
to complete your action until your opponent tries to cast a spell. 
(You may still move your speed, since ready is a standard action.) 

If the target of your counterspell tries to cast a spell, make a 
Spellcraft check (DC 15 + the spell’s level). This check is a free 
action. If the check succeeds, you correctly identify the oppo- 
nent’s spell and can attempt to counter it. If the check fails, you 
can't do either of these things. 

To complete the action, you must then cast the correct spell. As _ 
a general rule, a spell can only counter itself: For example, a fireball 
spell is effective as a counter to another fireball spell, but not to any 
other spell, no matter how similar. Fireball cannot counter delayed 
blast fireball or vice versa. If you are able to cast the same spell and 
you have it prepared (if you prepare spells), you cast it, altering it 
slightly to create a counterspell effect. If the target is within range, 
both spells automatically negate each other with no other results. 

Counterspelling Metamagic Spells: Metamagic feats are not 
taken into account when determining whether a spell can be 
countered. For example, a normal fireball can counter a maximized 


fireball (that is, a fireball that has been enhanced by the metamagic ' 


feat Maximize Spell) and vice versa. 
Specific Exceptions: Some spells specifically counter each other, 
especially when they have diametrically opposed effects. For 


example, you can counter a haste spell with a slow spell as well as with | 
another haste spell, or you can counter reduce person with enlarge person... 
Dispel Magic as a Counterspell: You can use dispel magic to, 


\counterspell another spellcaster, and you don't need to identify 
ithe spell he or she is casting. However, dispel magic doesn't always 
_work as a counterspell (see the spell description, page 223). 


CASTER LEVEL 


_A spell’s power often depends on its caster level, which for most 
spellcasting characters is equal to your class level in the class you're 
using to cast the spell. For example, a fireball deals 1dé points of 
damage per caster level (to a maximum of 10d6), so a 10th-level 

wizard can cast a more powerful fireball than a 5th-level wizard can. 

You can cast a spell at a lower caster level than normal, but the 

caster level you choose must be high enough for you to cast the spell 


+ 
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Lin question, and all level-dependent features must be based on the , 
same caster level. For example, at 10th level, Mialee can cast a fireball , 


to a range of 800 feet for 10d6 points of damage. If she wishes, she 
can cast a fireball that deals less damage by casting the spell at a lower 
caster level, but she must reduce the range according to the selected 
caster level, and she can't cast fireball with a caster level lower than 
sth (the minimum level required for a wizard to cast fireball). 
___ In the event that a class feature, domain granted power, or other 
\special ability provides an adjustment to your caster level, that 
\adjustment applies not only to effects based on caster level (such 
‘as range, duration, and damage dealt) but also to your caster level 
check to overcome your target’s spell resistance (see Spell Resis- 
\tance, page 177) and to the caster level used in dispel checks (both 
_the dispel check and the DC of the check). For instance, a 7th-level 
\cleric with the Good domain casts spells with the good descriptor 
as if he were 8th level. This means that his holy smite deals 4d8 
points of damage, he rolls 1d20+8 to overcome spell resistance 


with his good spells, and his protection from evil spell resists being. 


dispelled as if it had been cast by an 8th-level spellcaster. 


SPELL. FAILURE 


If you ever try to cast a spell in conditions where the characteristics. 


of the spell (range, area, or the like) cannot be made to conform, the 
casting fails and the spell is wasted. For example, if you cast charm 
person on.a dog, the spell fails because a dog is the wrong sort of 
target for the spell. 
Spells also fail if your concentration is broken and might fail if 
you're wearing armor while casting a spell with somatic compo- 
_nents (see Table 7-6: Armor and Shields, page 123). 


Once you know which creatures (or objects or areas) are affected, 
and whether those creatures have made successful saving throws 
(if any were allowed), you can apply whatever results a spell entails. 

Many spells affect particular sorts of creatures. Repel vermin 
keeps vermin away, and calm animals can calm down animals and 
magical beasts. These terms, and terms like them, refer to specific 
creature types defined in the Monster Manual. 


SPECIAL SPELL EFFECIS 


_Many special spell effects are handled according to the school of 
_the spells in question. For example, illusory figments all have cer- 
tain effects in common (see Illusion, page 173). Certain other spe- 
cial spell II school 
_\cial spell features are found across spell schools. 
| Attacks: Some spell descriptions refer to attacking. For 
_instance, invisibility is dispelled if you attack anyone or anything 
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while under its effects. All offensive combat actions, even those | 
that don't damage opponents (such as disarm and bull rush) are | 


considered attacks, Attempts to turn or rebuke undead count as. 
attacks. All spells that opponents resist with saving throws, that | 
deal damage, or that otherwise harm or hamper subjects are | 
attacks. Summon monster I and similar spells are not attacks, 
because the spells themselves don't harm anyone. 
|. Bonus Types: Many spells give their subjects bonuses to ability 
\scores, Armor Class, attacks, and other attributes. Usually, a bonus 
has a type that indicates how the spell grants the bonus. For 
example, mage armor grants an armor bonus to AC, indicating that , 
the spell creates a tangible barrier around you. Shield of faith, on the , 
\other hand, grants a deflection bonus to AC, which makes attacks | 
veer off. (Bonus types are covered in detail in the Dungeon Master's 
Guide.) The important aspect of bonus types is that two bonuses of 
the same type don't generally stack. With the exception of dodge. 
bonuses, most circumstance bonuses, and racial bonuses, only the | 
better bonus works (see Combining Magical Effects, below). The 
same principle applies to penalties—a character taking two or 
imore penalties of the same type applies only the worst one. | 
\|__Bringing Back the Dead: Several spells have the power to, 
_restore slain characters to life. 

When a living creature dies, its soul departs its body, leaves the , 
Material Plane, travels through the Astral Plane, and goes to abide. 
on the plane where the creature's deity resides. If the creature did 
not worship a deity, its soul departs to the plane corresponding to 
its alignment. Bringing someone back from the dead means 
retrieving his or her soul and returning it to his or her body. 

Level Loss: The passage from life to death and back again is a\ 


_wrenching journey for a being’s soul. Consequently, any creature |_ 


brought back to life usually loses one level of experience. The | 
character's new XP total is midway between the minimum needed_, 
for his or her new (reduced) level and the minimum needed for 

the next one. If the character was 1st level at the time of death, he | 
or she loses 2 points of Constitution instead of losing a level. | 

This level loss or Constitution loss cannot be repaired by any 
mortal means, even wish or miracle. A revived character can regain 
a lost level by earning XP through further adventuring. A revived 
character who was 1st level at the time of death can regain lost 
points of Constitution by improving his or her Constitution score 
when he or she attains a level that allows an ability score increase. 

Preventing Revivification: Enemies can take steps to make it more 
difficult for a character to be returned from the dead. Keeping the 
body prevents others from using raise dead or resurrection to restore 
the slain character to life. Casting trap the soul prevents any sort of 
revivification unless the soul is first released. 

Revivification against One's Will: A soul cannot be returned to life 
if it does not wish to be. A soul knows the name, alignment, and 
patron deity (if any) of the character attempting to revive it and 
may refuse to return on that basis. For example, if Alhandra the pal- 
adin is slain and a high priest of Nerull (god of death) grabs her 
body, Alhandra probably does not wish to be raised from the dead 
by him. Any attempts he makes to revive her automatically fail. If 
the evil cleric wants to revive Alhandra to interrogate her, he needs 
to find some way to trick her soul, such as duping a good cleric into 
raising her and then capturing her once she is alive again. 


COMBINING MAGICAL EFFECTS 


Spells or magical effects usually work as described, no matter how _ 
many other spells or magical effects happen to be operating in the | 
same area or on the same recipient. Except in special cases, a spell | 
does not affect the way another spell operates. Whenever a spell | 
has a specific effect on other spells, the spell description explains | 
that effect. Several other general rules apply when spells or magi- + 
cal effects operate in the same place: 

Stacking Effects: Spells that provide bonuses or penalties oul 
\attack rolls, damage rolls, saving throws, and other attributes usu- 
‘ally do not stack with themselves. For example, two bless spells 

don't give twice the benefit of one bless. Both bless spells, however, 
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continue to act simultaneously, and if one ends first, the other one 
continues to operate for the remainder of its duration. Likewise, 
two haste spells do not make a creature doubly fast. 

More generally, two bonuses of the same type don't stack even if 
they come from different spells (or from effects other than spells; _ 


see Bonus Types, above). For example, the enhancement bonus to + 


| Strength from a bull’s strength spell and the enhancement bonus to | 
|Strength from a divine power spell don’t stack. You use whichever , 

[bonus gives you the better Strength score. In the same way, a belt of | 
_giant Strength gives you an enhancement bonus to Strength, Sea 
idoes not stack with the bonus you get from a bull’s strength spell. | 
\__Different Bonus Names: The bonuses or penalties from two dif- 
ferent spells stack if the modifiers are of different types. For 
example, bless provides a +1 morale bonus on saves against fear 
effects, and protection from evil provides a +2 resistance bonus on 
saves against spells cast by evil creatures. A character under the 
influence of spells gets a +1 bonus against fear effects, a +2 bonus 
,against spells cast by evil beings, and a +3 bonus against fear spells 
least be , evil creatures. 

__A bonus that isn’t named (just a “+2 bonus” rather than a “+2, 
resistance bonus”) stacks with any bonus. 

Same Effect More than Once in Different Strengths: In cases when two. 
or more identical spells are operating in the same area or on the same 
target, but at different strengths, only the best one applies. For 
example, if a character takes a —4 penalty to Strength from a ray of 
enfeeblement spell and then receives a second ray of enfeeblement spell 
that applies a —6 penalty, he or she takes only the —6 penalty. Both 

[spells are still operating on the character, however. If one ray of enfee- 
| 
1 
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\blement spell is dispelled or its duration runs out, the other spell 
remains in effect, assuming that its duration has not yet expired. 

Same Effect with Differing Results: The same spell can sometimes 
| produce varying effects if applied to the same recipient more than 
_once. For example, a series of polymorph spells might turn a crea- 
|ture into a mouse, a lion, and then a snail. In this case, the last spell 
‘in the series trumps the others. None of the previous spells are 
actually removed or dispelled, but their effects become irrelevant 
while the final spell in the series lasts. 

One Effect Makes Another Irrelevant: Sometimes, one spell can. 


render a later spell irrelevant. For example, if a wizard is using a 
| 


shapechange spell to take the shape of an eagle, a polymorph spell 


could change her into a goldfish. The shapechange spell is not, 
negated, however, and since the polymorph spell has no effect on 
the recipient's special abilities, the wizard could use the shape- 
change effect to take any form the spell allows whenever she 
desires. If a creature using a shapechange effect becomes petrified 
by a flesh to stone spell, however, it turns into a mindless, inert 
statue, and the shapechange effect cannot help it escape. 

Multiple Mental Control Effects: Sometimes magical effects that 
_establish mental control render each other irrelevant. For example, a 
hold person effect renders any other form of mental control irrelevant 
because it robs the subject of the ability to move. Mental controls 

that don't remove the recipient's ability to act usually do not interfere 
with each other. For example, a person who has received a geas/quest 
spell can also be subjected to a charm person spell. The charmed person 
remains committed to fulfilling the quest, however, and resists any 
order that interferes with that goal. In this case, the geas/quest spell 
doesn't negate charm person, but it does reduce its effectiveness, just 
as nonmagical devotion to a quest would. If a creature is under the 
mental control of two or more creatures, it tends to obey each to the 
best of its ability, and to the extent of the control each effect allows. If 
the controlled creature receives conflicting orders simultaneously, 
the competing controllers must make opposed Charisma checks to 
| REE which one the creature obeys. 
\__ Spells with Opposite Effects: Spells with opposite effects 
_apply normally, with all bonuses, penalties, or changes accruing in 
the order that they apply. Some spells negate or counter each | 
other, This is a special effect that is noted in a spell’s description. 


Instantaneous Effects: Two or more spells with instanta-_ 


neous durations work cumulatively when they affect the same 
target. For example, when two fireballs strike a same creature, the 
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target must attempt a saving throw against each fireball and takes | 


.damage from each according to the saving throws’ results. If a 
_creature receives two cure light wounds spells in a single round, 
both work normally. 


|The spells available to characters are listed and described in Chap-_ 


ter 11: Spells. The description of each spell is presented in a stan- 
dard format. Each category of information is explained and 
defined below. 


NAME 


The first line of every spell description gives the name by which 
ithe spell is generally known. 


SCHOOL (SUBSCHOOL) 


Beneath the spell name is a line giving the school of magic (and , 


the subschool, if appropriate) that the spell belongs to. 

Almost every spell belongs to one of eight schools of magic. Al 
school of magic is a group of related spells that work in similar ways. 
A small number of spells (arcane mark, limited wish, permanency, pres- 
tidigitation, and wish) are universal, belonging to no school. __ 


Abjuration 


Abjurations are protective spells. They create physical or magical | 
barriers, negate magical or physical abilities, harm trespassers, or, 
even banish the subject of the spell to another plane of existence._ 
Representative spells include protection from evil, dispel magic, | 


antimagic field, and banishment. 

If one abjuration spell is active within 10 feet of another for 24 
hours or more, the magical fields interfere with each other and 
create barely visible energy fluctuations. The DC to find such 
spells with the Search skill drops by 4. —EE 

If an abjuration creates a barrier that keeps certain types of crea- 
tures at bay, that barrier cannot be used to push away those crea- 
tures. If you force the barrier against such a creature, you feel a dis- 
cernible pressure against the barrier. If you continue to apply 
pressure, you end the spell. 


Conjuration 

Each conjuration spell belongs to one of five subschools. Con- 
jurations bring manifestations of objects, creatures, or some form 
of energy to you (the summoning subschool), actually transport 
creatures from another plane of existence to your plane (calling), 
heal (healing), transport creatures or objects over great distances 
(teleportation), or create objects or effects on the spot (creation).

Creation: A creation spell manipulates matter to create an 
object or creature in the place the spellcaster designates (subject 
to the limits noted above). If the spell has a duration other than 
instantaneous, magic holds the creation together, and when the 
spell ends, the conjured creature or object vanishes without a, 
trace. If the spell has an instantaneous duration, the created object | 

_or creature is merely assembled through magic. It lasts indefi-) 
\nitely and does not depend on magic for its existence. | 
Healing: Certain divine conjurations heal creatures or even) 
_bring them back to life. These include cure spells. } 
Summoning: A summoning spell instantly brings a creature _ 
Lor object to a place you designate. When the spell ends or is dis- 
_pelled, a summoned creature is instantly sent back to where it 
came from, but a summoned object is not sent back unless the 
spell description specifically indicates this. A summoned creature 
also goes away if it is killed or if its hit points drop to 0 or lower. It 
.is not really dead. It takes 24 hours for the creature to reform, 
during which time it can’t be summoned again. 

____ When the spell that summoned a creature ends and the Ee | 
disappears, all the spells it has cast expire. A summoned creature , 
cannot use any innate summoning abilities it may have, and it. 
refuses to cast any spells that would cost it XP, or to use any spell- 

like abilities that would cost XP if they were spells. 

Teleportation: A teleportation spell transports one or more 
creatures or objects a great distance. The most powerful of these 
spells can cross planar boundaries. Unlike summoning spells, the 

\transportation is (unless otherwise noted) one-way and not dis- 
_pellable. Teleportation is instantaneous travel through the Astral 
| Plane. Anything that blocks astral travel also blocks teleportation. 


Divination 
Divination spells enable you to learn secrets long forgotten, to 
_predict the future, to find hidden things, and to foil deceptive 
\spells. Representative spells include identify, detect oan claivau- 
dience/clairvoyance, and true seeing. 
Many divination spells have cone- shaped ar areas s (see p page 175). 
These move with you and extend in the direction you look. The. 
cone defines the area that you can sweep each round. If you study. 


the same area for multiple rounds, you can often gain additional | 


information, as noted in the descriptive text for the spell. 
Scrying: A scrying spell creates an invisible magical sensor that | 
sends you information. Unless noted otherwise, the sensor has the 
same powers of sensory acuity that you possess. This level of acuity 
includes any spells or effects that target you (such as darkvision or see 
invisibility), but not spells or effects that emanate from you (such as 
detect evil). However, the sensor is treated as a separate, independent 
sensory organ of yours, and thus it functions normally even if you 
have been blinded, deafened, or otherwise suffered sensory impair- 
|ment. Any creature with an Intelligence score of 12 or higher can 
notice the sensor by making a DC 20 Intelligence check. The sensor 
_can be dispelled as if it were an active spell. 
Lead sheeting or magical protection (such as antimagic field, 
mind blank, or nondetection) blocks a scrying spell, and you sense 
that the spell is so blocked. 


Enchantment 
Enchantment spells affect the minds of others, influencing or 
controlling their behavior. Representative spells include charm 
person and suggestion. 
All enchantments are mind- affecting spells. Two. o types of 
_enchantment spells grant you influence over a subject creature. 
Charm: A charm spell changes how the subject views you, typ- 
ically making it see you as a good friend. 
|__ Compulsion: A compulsion spell forces the subject to act in 
_some manner or changes the way her mind works. Some compul- 
sion spells determine the subject’s actions or the effects on the | 
subject, some compulsion spells allow you to determine the sub-_ 
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ject’s actions when you cast the spell, and others give you ongoing | 
control over the subject. |

Evocation . | 


_Evocation spells manipulate energy or tap an unseen source of 

| power to produce a desired end. In effect, they create something 

lout of nothing. Many of these spells produce spectacular effects, 
and evocation spells can deal large amounts of damage. Repre- 
sentative spells include magic missile, fireball, and lightning bolt. 
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Ilusion 


Illusion spells deceive the senses or minds of others. They cause 
people to see things that are not there, not see things that are 
there, hear phantom noises, or remember things that never hap- 
pened. Representative illusions include silent image, invisibility, and | 
veil. Illusions come in five types: figments, glamers, patterns, 
_phantasms, and shadows. 
| Figment: A figment spell creates a false sensation. Those who , 
\perceive the figment perceive the same thing, not their own. 
_slightly different versions of the figment. (It is not a personalized 
mental impression.) Figments cannot make something seem to , 
be something else. A figment that includes audible effects cannot. 
duplicate intelligible speech unless the spell description specifi- 
cally says it can. If intelligible speech is possible, it must be in a 
language you can speak. If you try to duplicate a language you 
cannot speak, the image produces gibberish. Likewise, you. 
cannot make a visual copy of something unless you know what it | 
looks like. 


—+- 
Because figments and glamers (see below) are unreal, they, 


cannot produce real effects the way that other types of i lugiongl 
can. They cannot cause damage to objects or creatures, support, 
weight, provide nutrition, or provide protection from the ele- 
ments. Consequently, these spells are useful for confounding or. 
delaying foes, but useless for attacking them directly. For example, 
it is possible to use a silent image spell to create an illusory cottage, 
but the cottage offers no protection from rain. — 

A figment’s AC is equal to 10 + its size modifier. 

Glamer: A glamer spell changes a subject’s sensory qualities, 
making it look, feel, taste, smell, or sound like something else, or 
even seem to disappear. 

Pattern: Like a figment, a pattern spell creates an image that 
others can see, but a pattern also affects the minds of those who 
see it or are caught in it. All patterns are mind-affecting spells. 

Phantasm: A phantasm spell creates a mental image that usu- 
ally only the caster and the subject (or subjects) of the spell can 
perceive. This impression is totally in the minds of the subjects. It 
is a personalized mental impression. (It’s all in their heads and not 
a fake picture or something that they actually see.) Third parties 
viewing or studying the scene don’t notice the phantasm. All 
phantasms are mind-affecting spells. _ 

Shadow: A shadow spell creates something that is partially 
real from extradimensional energy. Such illusions can have real 
effects. Damage dealt by a shadow illusion is real. 

Saving Throws and Illusions (Disbelief): Creatures encoun- 
tering an illusion usually do not receive saving throws to recog- 
nize it as illusory until they study it carefully or interact with it in 
some fashion. For example, if a party encounters a section of illu- | 
sory floor, the character in the lead would receive a saving throw if | 
she stopped and studied the floor or if she probed the floor. 

A successful saving throw against an illusion reveals it to be : 
false, but a figment or phantasm remains as a translucent outline. | 
For example, a character making a successful saving throw against | 
a figment of an illusory section of floor knows the “floor” isn’t safe | 

|to walk on and can see what lies below (light permitting), but he | 

lor she can still note where the figment lies. 

|__A failed saving throw indicates that a character fails to notice 
something is amiss. A character faced with proof that an illusion isn't 
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real needs no saving throw. A character who falls through a section of 
illusory floor into a pit knows something is amiss, as does one who 
spends a few rounds poking at the same illusion. If any viewer success- 
fully disbelieves an illusion and communicates this fact to others, each 
such viewer gains a saving throw with a +4 bonus. | 


Necromancy 
Necromancy spells manipulate the power of death, unlife, and the! | 
life force. Spells involving undead creatures make up a large part of 
this school. Representative spells include cause fear, animate dead, and, 
finger of death. —_ 

Transmutation 

Transmutation spells change the properties of some creature, thing, 

or condition. Representative spells include enlarge person, reduce 

person, polymorph, and nial See the polymorph subschool, 

page 320. —_ 


[DESCRIPTOR] 


| Appearing on the same line as the school and subschool, when appli-. 
Fable, 4 is a descriptor that further categorizes the spell in some way. 
Some spells have more than one descriptor. 

The descriptors are acid, air, chaotic, cold, darkness, death, earth, 
electricity, evil, fear, fire, force, good, language-dependent, lawful, 
light, mind-affecting, sonic, and water. 

Most of these descriptors have no game effect by themselves, but 
they govern how the spell interacts with other spells, with special 

| abilities, with unusual creatures, with alignment, and so on. 

| A language-dependent spell uses intelligible language as a medium 
for communication. For instance, a cleric’s command spell fails if the 
target can’t understand what the cleric says, either because it doesn't 
Lunderstand the language he is speaking or because background noise 
_prevents it from hearing what the cleric says. 

| A mind-affecting spell works only against creatures with an Intel- 
ligence score of 1 or higher. 


LEVEL 


The next line of a spell description gives the spell’s level, a number. 
between 0 and 9 that defines the spell’s relative power. This number is { 
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preceded by an abbreviation for the class whose members can cast the _ 


spell. The Level entry also indicates whether a spell is a domain spell. 
and, if so, what its domain and its level as a domain spell are. A spell's 
level affects the DC for any save allowed against the effect. 

For example, the Level entry for hold person is “Brd 2, Clr 2, Sor/ 
Wiz 3.” That means it is a 2nd-level spell for bards, a 2nd-level spell for 
clerics, and a 3rd-level spell for sorcerers and wizards. The level entry 
for magic vestment is “Clr 3, Strength 3, War 3.” That means it is a 3rd- 

level spell for clerics, the 3rd-level Strength domain spell, and the 
.3rd-level War domain spell. 

___Names of spellcasting classes are abbreviated as follows: bard Brd; 
cleric Clr; druid Drd; paladin Pal; ranger Regt; sorcerer Sor; wizard Wiz. 

The domains a spell can be associated with include Air, Animal, 
Chaos, Death, Destruction, Earth, Evil, Fire, Good, Healing, Knowl- 
edge, Law, Luck, Meee Plant, Protection, Strength, Sun, Travel, 


COMPONENTS 


A spell’s components are what you must do or possess to cast it. The 
Components entry in a spell description includes abbreviations that 
_tell you what type of components it has. Specifics for material, focus, 
and XP components are given at the end of the descriptive text. Usually 
foe don't worry about components, but when you can't use a compo- 


nent for some reason or when a material or focus component is expen- 
| sive, then the components are important. 
Verbal (V): A verbal component is a spoken incantation. To pro- 
vide a verbal component, you must be able to speak in a strong voice. 
A silence spell or a gag spoils the incantation (and thus the spell). A. 
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spellcaster who has been deafened has a 20% chance to spoil any spell . 
with a verbal component that he or she tries to cast. | 

Somatic (S): A somatic component is a measured and precise | 
movement of the hand. You must have at least one hand free to pro-_ 


_vide a somatic component. 
_. Material (M): A material component is one or more physical sub- 
\stances or objects that are annihilated by the spell energies in the 


casting process. Unless a cost is given for a material component, the 
cost is negligible. Don’t bother to keep track of material components, 


with negligible cost. Assume you have all you need as long as you. 
| have your spell component pouch. } 


Focus (F): A focus component is a prop of some sort, Unlike a 
material component, a focus is not consumed when the spell is cast 
and can be reused. As with material components, the cost fora focus | 
is negligible unless a price is given. Assume that focus components of | 
negligible cost are in your spell component pouch. 

Divine Focus (DF): A divine focus component is an item of spiri- 


itual significance. The divine focus for a cleric or a paladin is a holy, 
symbol appropriate to the character's faith. For an evil cleric, the, 


_ divine focus is an unholy symbol. The default divine focus fora druid 
or a ranger is a sprig of mistletoe or holly. 

If the Components line includes F/DF or M/DF, the arcane ver-, 
sion of the spell has a focus component or a material component (the 
abbreviation before the slash) and the divine version has a divine 
focus component (the abbreviation after the slash), 

XP Cost (XP): Some powerful spells (such as wish, commune, and 
miracle) entail an experience point cost to you. No spell, not even res-_ 


toration, can restore the XP lost in this manner. You cannot spend so. 


much XP that you lose a level, so you cannot cast the spell unless you | 
have enough XP to spare. However, you may, on gaining enough XP __ 
to attain a new level, use those XP for casting a spell rather than keep-_ 
ing them and advancing a level. The XP are treated just like a material, 
component—expended when you cast the spell, whether or not the, 
casting succeeds. 


CASTING TIME 


Most spells have a casting time of 1 standard action. Others take 1 
round or more, while a few require only a free action. Chapter 8: 
Combat describes the difference between these types of actions. 

A spell that takes 1 round to cast is a full-round action. It comes 
into effect just before the beginning of your turn in the round after 
you began casting the spell. You then act normally after the spell is 
completed. 

A spell that takes 1 minute to cast comes into effect just before 
your turn 1 minute later (and for each of those 10 rounds, you are cast- 
ing a spell as a full-round action, just as noted above for 1-round cast- 
ing times). These actions must be consecutive and uninterrupted, or 
the spell automatically fails. 

When you begin a spell that takes 1 round or longer to cast, you 
must continue the concentration from the current round to just 
before your turn in the next round (at least). If you lose concentration 
before the casting is complete, you lose the spell. 

A spell with a casting time of 1 free action (such as feather fall) 
doesn’t count against your normal limit of one spell per round. How- 
ever, you may cast such a spell only once per round. Casting a spell 
with a casting time of 1 free action doesn’t provoke attacks of oppor- 
tunity. ——— 

You make all pertinent decisions about a spell (range, target, area, | 
effect, version, and so forth) when the spell comes into effect. For | 
example, when casting a summon monster spell, you need not decide _ 
where you want the monster to appear (or indeed, what monster you, 
are summoning) until the spell comes into effect in the round after | 
you begin casting. 


= + 


RANGE 


\A spell’s range indicates how far from you it can reach, as defined 


in the Range entry of the spell description. A spell’s range is the 


maximum distance from you that the spell’s effect can occur, as 
well as the maximum distance at which you can designate the 
spell’s point of origin. If any portion of the spell’s area would 
extend beyond this range, that area is wasted. Standard ranges 
include the following. 
Personal: The spell affects only you. 
_ Touch: You must touch a creature or object to affect it. A touch} 
\spell that deals damage can score a critical hit just as a weapon can. 
\A touch spell threatens a critical hit on a natural roll of 20 and. 
deals double damage ona successful critical hit. Some touch. 
spells, such as teleport and water walk, allow you to touch multiple | 
_targets. You can touch as many willing targets as you can reach as 
_part of the casting, but all targets of a spell must be touched in 
the same round that you finish casting the spell. 
Close: The spell reaches as far as 25 feet away from you. The 
maximum range increases by 5 feet for every two full caster levels 
(30 feet at 2nd caster level, 35 feet at 4th caster level, and so on). 
, Medium: The spell reaches as far as 100 feet + 10 feet per caster | 
level. —— 
__ Long: The spell reaches as far as 400 feet + 40 feet per caster eR | 
Unlimited: The spell reaches anywhere on the same plane of | 
existence. 
Range Expressed in Feet: Some spells have no standard range 
category, just a range expressed in feet. 


AIMING A SPELL 


_You must make some choice about whom the spell is to affect or 
where the effect is to originate, depending on the type of spell. 
|The next entry in a spell description defines the spell’s target (or 
\targets), its effect, or its area, as appropriate. 

Target or Targets: Some spells, such as charm person, have a 
\target or targets. You cast these spells on creatures or objects, as 
_defined by the spell itself. You must be able to see or touch the 
\target, and you must specifically choose that target. For example, 

you can't fire a magic missile spell (which always hits its target) into 
a group of bandits with the instruction to strike “the leader.” To 
strike the leader, you must be able to identify and see the leader. 
(or guess which is the leader and get lucky). However, you do not. 
have to select your target until you finish casting the spell. = 

If the target of a spell is yourself (the spell description has a line | 
that reads Target: You), you do not receive a saving throw, and spell . 
resistance does not apply. The Saving Throw and Spell Resistance 
lines are omitted from such spells. 

Some spells restrict you to willing targets only. Declaring yourself 
as a willing target is something that can be done at any time (even if 
youre flat-footed or it isn't your turn). Unconscious creatures are 
automatically considered willing, but a character who is conscious 

_but immobile or helpless (such as one who is bound, cowering, grap- 

| pling, paralyzed, pinned, or stunned) is not automatically willing. 

__ Some spells, such as flaming sphere and spiritual weapon, allow 

_you to redirect the effect to new targets or areas after you cast the 
spell. Redirecting a spell is a move action that does not provoke 
attacks of opportunity. 

Effect: Some spells, such as summon monster spells, create or 
summon things rather than affecting things that are already pres- 
ent. You must designate the location where these things are to 
appear, either by seeing it or defining it (for example, “The insect 
plague will appear 20 feet into the area of darkness that the nagas 
are hiding in”). Range determines how far away an effect can 

appear, but if the effect is mobile (a summoned monster, for 
_instance), it can move regardless of the spell’s range. 
Ray: Some effects are rays (for example, ray of enfeeblement). You 
_\aim a ray as if using a ranged weapon, though typically you make a 
ranged touch attack rather than a normal ranged attack. As with a 
_ranged weapon, you can fire into the dark or at an invisible creature 
and hope you hit something. You don't have to see the creature | 
you're trying to hit, as you do with a targeted spell. Intervening 


creatures and obstacles, however, can block your line of sight or, 
provide cover for the creature you're aiming at. |

__ Regardless of the shape of the area, you select the point where! 
the spell originates, but otherwise you don't control which crea- , 
tures or objects the spell affects. The point of origin of a spell is. 
always a grid intersection. When determining whether a given 
creature is within the area of a spell, count out the distance from 
the point of origin in squares just as you do when moving a char- 
acter or when determining the range for a ranged attack. The only _ 
difference is that instead of counting from the center of one | 


|square to the center of the next, you count from intersection to in- |_ 


tersection. You can count diagonally across a square, but remem- 
ber that every second diagonal counts as 2 squares of distance. If , 
the far edge of a square is within the spell’s area, anything within | 
that square is within the spell’s area. If the spell’s area only touches | 
the near edge of a square, however, anything within that square is_ 
unaffected by the spell. 

Burst, Emanation, or Spread: Most spells that affect an area function 
as a burst, an emanation, or a spread. In each case, you select the 
spell’s point of origin and measure its effect from that point. 

A burst spell affects whatever it catches in its area, even includ- 
ing creatures that you can't see. For instance, if you designate a 
four-way intersection of corridors to be the point of origin of a 
dispel magic spell, the spell bursts in all four directions, possibly 
catching creatures that you can't see because they’re around the 
corner from you but not from the point of origin. It can't affect 
creatures with total cover from its point of origin (in other words, 
its effects don’t extend around corners). The default shape for a 
burst effect is a sphere, but some burst spells are specifically de- 
scribed as cone-shaped. A burst’s area defines how far from the 
point of origin the spell’s effect extends. Example: holy smite. 

An emanation spell functions like a burst spell, except that the 
effect continues to radiate from the point of origin for the duration of 
the spell. Most emanations are cones or spheres. Example: detect magic. 

A spread spell spreads out like a burst but can turn corners. You 
select the point of origin, and the spell spreads out a given dis- 
tance in all directions. Figure the area the spell effect fills by tak- 
ing into account any turns the spell effect takes. Example: fireball. 

Cone, Cylinder, Line, or Sphere: Most spells that affect an area have 
a particular shape, such as a cone, cylinder, line, or sphere. 

A cone-shaped spell shoots away from you in a quarter-circle in | 
the direction you designate. It starts from any corner of your square | 
and widens out as it goes. Most cones are either bursts or emanations | 

(see above), and thus wontt go around corners. Example: cone of cold...

Many spells affect “living creatures,” which means all creatures 
other than constructs and undead. The sleep spell, for instance, 
affects only living creatures. If you cast sleep in the midst of gnolls 
and skeletons, the sleep spell ignores the skeletons and affects the 
gnolls. The skeletons do not count against the creatures affected. 

Objects: A spell with this kind of area affects objects within an 


\area you select (as Creatures, but affecting objects instead). 
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__Other: A spell can have a unique area, as defined in its description. 

(S) Shapeable: If an Area or Effect entry ends with “(S),” you can 
shape the spell. A shaped effect or area can have no dimension 
smaller than 10 feet. Many effects or areas are given as cubes to make 
it easy to model irregular shapes. Three-dimensional volumes are 
most often needed to define aerial or underwater effects and areas. 

Line of Effect: A line of effect is a straight, unblocked path that 
indicates what a spell can affect. A line of effect is canceled by a solid 
barrier. It’s like line of sight for ranged weapons, except that it’s not 
blocked by fog, darkness, and other factors that limit normal sight. 

You must have a clear line of effect to any target that you cast a 
_spell on or to any space in which you wish to create an effect (such

able (power word stun, for example), the DM rolls it secretly. __ 
Instantaneous: The spell energy comes and goes the instant 
the spell is cast, though the consequences might be long-lasting. 
For example, a cure light wounds spell lasts only an instant, but the | 
healing it bestows never runs out or goes away. 
Permanent: The energy remains as long as the effect does. This 


imeans the spell is vulnerable to dispel magic. Example: secret page. . 


Concentration: The spell lasts as long as you concentrate on it. 


_Concentrating to maintain a spell is a standard action that does 


not provoke attacks of opportunity. Anything that could break 
your concentration when casting a spell can also break your con- 
centration while you're maintaining one, causing the spell to end. 
You can't cast a spell while concentrating on another one. Some- 
times a spell lasts for a short time after you cease concentrating. 
For example, the spell hypnotic pattern has a duration of concentra- 
tion + 2 rounds. In such a case, the spell keeps going for the given | 


ilength of time after you stop concentrating, but no longer. Other- 


wise, you must concentrate to maintain the spell, but you can't | 
maintain it for more than a stated duration in any event. If a target_ 
moves out of range, the spell reacts as if your concentration had | 
been broken. 

Subjects, Effects, and Areas: If the spell affects creatures. | 
directly (for example, charm person), the result travels with the sub- 
jects for the spell’s duration. If the spell creates an effect, the effect 
lasts for the duration. The effect might move (for example, a sum- 
moned monster might chase your enemies) or remain still. Such 
an effect can be destroyed prior to when its duration ends (for 
example, fog cloud can be dispersed by wind). If the spell affects an 
area, as silence does, then the spell stays with that area for its dura- 
tion. Creatures become subject to the spell when they enter the 
area and are no longer subject to it when they leave. 

Touch Spells and Holding the Charge: In most cases, if you 
don't discharge a touch spell on the round you cast it, you can hold 
the charge (postpone the discharge of the spell) indefinitely. You 
can make touch attacks round after round. If you cast another 
spell, the touch spell dissipates. 

Some touch spells, such as teleport and water walk, allow you to 
touch multiple targets as part of the spell. You can’t hold the 
charge of such a spell; you must touch all targets of the spell in the 
same round that you finish casting the spell. 

Discharge: Occasionally a spells lasts for a set duration or until 
triggered or discharged. For instance, magic mouth waits until trig- 
gered, and the spell ends once the mouth has said its message. 

(D) Dismissible: If the Duration line ends with “(D),” you can 
dismiss the spell at will. You must be within range of the spell’s 
effect and must speak words of dismissal, which are usually a mod- | 
ified form of the spell’s verbal component. If the spell has no verbal , 
component, you can dismiss the effect with a gesture. Dismissing a | 
spell is a standard action that does not provoke attacks of opportu-_ 


_nity. A spell that depends on concentration is dismissible by its, 


very nature, and dismissing it does not take an action, since all you 4 
have to do to end the spell is to stop concentrating on your turn. 


SAVING THROW 


Usually a harmful spell allows a target to make a saving throw to

wizard. Always use the spell level applicable to your class. 
Succeeding on a Saving Throw: A creature that successfully 
saves against a spell that has no obvious physical effects feels a 


hostile force or a tingle, but cannot deduce the exact nature of the 
Lattack. For example, if you secretly cast charm person on a creature 
_and its saving throw succeeds, it knows that someone used magic 
\against it, but it can't tell what you were trying to do. Likewise, if a 


creature’s saving throw succeeds against a targeted spell, such as 
charm person, you sense that the spell has failed. You do not sense 
when creatures succeed on saves against effect and area spells. 

Automatic Failures and Successes: A natural 1 (the d20 comes. 
up 1) ona saving throw is always a failure, and the spell may cause | 
damage to exposed items (see Items Surviving after a Saving Throw, _ 
below). A natural 20 (the d20 comes up 20) is always a success... 

Voluntarily Giving up a Saving Throw: A creature can volun- 
tarily forego a saving throw and willingly accept a spell’s result. 
Even a character with a special resistance to magic (for example, 
an elf’s resistance to sleep effects) can suppress this quality.

The Spell Resistance entry and the descriptive text of a spell , 
description tell you whether spell resistance protects creatures, 
from the spell. In many cases, spell resistance applies only when a 
resistant creature is targeted by the spell, not when a resistant crea- 
ture encounters a spell that is already in place. 

The terms “object” and “harmless” mean the same thing for 
spell resistance as they do for saving throws. A creature with | 


|spell resistance must voluntarily lower the resistance (a standard |_ 


action) in order to be affected by a spell noted as harmless. In 
such a case, you do not need to make the caster level check | 
described above. _

This portion of a spell description details what the spell does and 
how it works. If one of the previous entries in the description 
included “see text,” this is where the explanation is found. If the 
spell you're reading about is based on another spell (see Spell 
Chains, page 181), you might have to refer to a different spell for 
the “see text” information. 


Wizards, sorcerers, and bards cast arcane spells, which involve the 
direct manipulation of mystic energies. These manipulations 
require natural talent (in the case of sorcerers), long study (in the 
case of wizards), or both (in the case of bards). Compared to divine 
spells, arcane spells are more likely to produce dramatic results, 
such as flight, explosions, or transformations. 


PREPARING WIZARD SPELLS 


Before setting out on an adventure with her companions, Mialee 
pores over her spellbook and prepares two 1st-level spells (one for 
being a 1st-level wizard and an additional one as her 1st-level 
bonus spell for Intelligence 15) and three 0-level spells. (Arcane 
spellcasters often call their 0-level spells “cantrips.”) From the 
spells in her spellbook, she chooses charm person, sleep, detect magic 
(twice), and light. While traveling, she and her party are attacked __ 
by gnoll raiders, and she casts her sleep spell. After she and her | 
companions have dispatched the gnolls, she casts detect magic to | 
see whether any of the gnolls’ items are enchanted. (They're not.) | 


_The party then camps for the night in the wilderness. Come morn- | 


ing, Mialee can once again prepare spells from her spellbook. She 
already has charm person, detect magic (once), and light prepared | 


\from the day before. She chooses to abandon her light spell and | 
(then prepare sleep, detect magic, and ghost sound. It takes her a little 
‘over half an hour to prepare these spells because they represent a 


little over half of her daily capacity. 
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A wizard’s level limits the number of spells she can prepare and 


cast (see Table 3-18: The Wizard, page 55). Her high Intelligence 
score (see Table 1-1: Ability Modifiers and Bonus Spells, page 8) 
might allow her to prepare a few extra spells. She can prepare the 


same spell more than once, but each preparation counts as one | 
spell toward her daily limit. Preparing an arcane spell is an ardu-|_ 


ous mental task. To do so, the wizard must have an Intelligence 
score of at least 10 + the spell’s level. 


|__ Rest: To prepare her daily spells, a wizard must have a clear mind. | 


+ 
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.To clear her mind, she must first sleep for 8 hours. The wizard does | 
‘not have to slumber for every minute of the time, but she must 


irefrain from movement, combat, spellcasting, skill use, conversa- 
tion, or any other fairly demanding physical or mental task during 
the rest period. If her rest is interrupted, each interruption adds 1 
hour to the total amount of time she has to rest in order to clear her 
mind, and she must have at least 1 hour of uninterrupted rest imme- 
diately prior to preparing her spells. If the character does not need 
,to sleep for some reason, she still must have 8 hours of restful calm 
before. preparing any spells. For example, elf wizards need 8 hours of | 
irest to clear their minds, even though they need only 4 hours of|

litance to refresh their bodies. Thus, an elf wizard could trance for 4 | 


hours and rest for 4 hours, then prepare spells. 

Recent Casting Limit/Rest Interruptions: If a wizard has 
cast spells recently, the drain on her resources reduces her capac- 
ity to prepare new spells. When she prepares spells for the coming 
day, all the spells she has cast within the last 8 hours count against 
her daily limit. If Mialee can normally cast two 1st-level spells per 

day, but she had to cast magic missile during the night, she can pre- 
|pare only one ist-level spell the next day. 

|__ Preparation Environment: To prepare any spell, a wizard 
:must have enough peace, quiet, and comfort to allow for proper 
(concentration. The wizard’s surroundings need not be luxurious, 
but they must be free from overt distractions, such as combat 
raging nearby or other loud noises. Exposure to inclement 
‘weather prevents the necessary concentration, as does any injury 
or failed saving throw the character might experience while 


studying. Wizards also must have access to their spellbooks to. 
study from and sufficient light to read them by. There is one major. 


exception: A wizard can prepare a read magic spell even without a 


spellbook. A great portion of her initial training goes into master-, 


ing this minor but vital feat of magic. 

Spell Preparation Time: After resting, a wizard must study her 
spellbook to prepare any spells that day. If she wants to prepare all 
her spells, the process takes 1 hour. Preparing some smaller por- 
tion of her daily capacity takes a proportionally smaller amount of 
time, but always at least 15 minutes, the minimum time required 
to achieve the proper mental state. 

Spell Selection and Preparation: Until she prepares spells from 
her spellbook, the only spells a wizard has available to cast are the 
cones that she already had prepared from the previous day and has not 
_yet used. During the study period, she chooses which spells to pre- 

pare. The act of preparing a spell is actually the first step in casting it. 
A spell is designed in such a way that it has an interruption point 
near its end. This allows a wizard to cast most of the spell ahead of 
time and finish when it’s needed, even if she is under considerable 
pressure. Her spellbook serves as a guide to the mental exercises she 
must perform to create the spell’s effect. Ifa wizard already has spells 
prepared (from the previous day) that she has not cast, she can aban- 
don some or all of them to make room for new spells. 

When preparing spells for the day, a wizard can leave some of 
these spell slots open. Later during that day, she can repeat the 

preparation process as often as she likes, time and circumstances 
J eerning. During these extra sessions of preparation, the wizard 
‘can fill these unused spell slots. She cannot, however, abandon a 
_previously prepared spell to replace it with another one or fill a slot 
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that is empty because she has cast a spell in the meantime. That sort | 
of preparation requires a mind fresh from rest. Like the first session _

To record an arcane spell in written form, a character uses complex |

The notation constitutes a universal arcane language that wizards | 
have discovered, not invented. The writer uses the same system no_ 
matter what her native language or culture. However, each char-, 
acter uses the system in her own way. Another person's magical | 
writing remains incomprehensible to even the most powerful. 
wizard until she takes time to study and decipher it. 

To decipher an arcane magical writing (such as a single spell in 
written form in another's spellbook or on a scroll), a character must 
make a Spellcraft check (DC 20 + the spell’s level). If the skill check 
fails, the character cannot attempt to read that particular spell again 
until the next day. A read magic spell automatically deciphers a magi- 
cal writing without a skill check. Ifthe person who created the mag- 
ical writing is on hand to help the reader, success is also automatic. 

Once a character deciphers a particular magical writing, she does 
not need to decipher it again. Deciphering a magical writing allows 
the reader to identify the spell and gives some idea of its effects (as 
explained in the spell description). Ifthe magical writing was a scroll 
and the reader can cast arcane spells, she can attempt to use the scroll 
(see the information on scrolls in the Dungeon Master’s Guide). 


Wizard Spells and Borrowed Spellbooks 


A wizard can use a borrowed spellbook to prepare a spell she 
already knows and has recorded in her own spellbook, but prepa- 
ration success is not assured. First, the wizard must decipher the 
writing in the book (see Arcane Magical Writings, above). Once a 
spell from another spellcaster’s book is deciphered, the reader 
must make a Spellcraft check (DC 15 + spell’s level) to prepare the 
spell. If the check succeeds, the wizard can prepare the spell. She 
must repeat the check to prepare the spell again, no matter how | 
many times she has prepared it before. If the check fails, she , 
cannot try to prepare the spell from the same source again until | 
the next day. (However, as explained above, she does not need to_ 
.repeat a check to decipher the writing.) 


Spells Gained at a New Level: Wizards perform a certain 


amount of spell research between adventures. Each time a charac- 


ter attains a new wizard level, she gains two spells of her choice to 
add to her spellbook. These spells represent the results of her 
research. The two free spells must be of spell levels she can cast. If 


she has chosen to specialize in a school of magic, one of the two | 


free spells must be from her specialty school. 


Spells Copied from Another's Spellbook or a Scroll: A)

Lone on a magic scroll or in another wizard’s spellbook. No matter, 


what the spell’s source, the wizard must first decipher the magical | 
writing (see Arcane Magical Writings, above). Next, she must. 


_spend a day studying the spell. At the end of the day, she must 
make a Spellcraft check (DC15 + spell’s level). A wizard who has 
specialized in a school of spells gains a +2 bonus on the Spellcraft 
check if the new spell is from her specialty school. She cannot, 
however, learn any spells from her prohibited schools. 


Ifthe check succeeds, the wizard understands the spell and can 


,copy it into her spellbook (see Writing a New Spell into a Spell-| 
ibook, below). The process leaves a spellbook that was copied from | 


unharmed, but a spell successfully copied from a magic scroll dis-. 


appears from the parchment. 


If the check fails, the wizard cannot understand or copy the | 


spell. She cannot attempt to learn or copy that spell again until she 
gains another rank in Spellcraft. A spell that was being copied 
from a scroll does not vanish from the scroll. 

In most cases, wizards charge a fee for the privilege of copying 
ispells from their spellbooks. This fee is usually equal to the spell’s 
level x 50 gp, though many wizards jealously guard their higher- 
\level spells and may charge much more, or even deny access to 
‘them altogether. Wizards friendly to one another often trade 
Laccess to equal-level spells from each other's spellbooks at no cost. 

Independent Research: A wizard also can research a spell 
independently, duplicating an existing spell or creating an 
lentirely new one. The Dungeon Master's Guide has information on 

this topic under Creating New Spells in Chapter 2. 


Writing a New Spell into a Spellbook 
Once a wizard understands a new spell, she can record it into her, 


spellbook. 
Time: The process takes 24 hours, regardless of the spell’s leek 


Space in the Spellbook: A spell takes up one page of the spell- | 


book per spell level, so a 2nd-level spell takes two pages, a Sth- 
level spell takes five pages, and so forth. Even a 0-level spell 
(cantrip) takes one page. A spellbook has one hundred pages. 
Materials and Costs: Materials for writing the spell (special 
quills, inks, and other supplies) cost 100 gp per page. 
Note that a wizard does not have to pay these costs in time or 
_gold for the spells she gains for free at each new level. She simply 
adds these to her spellbook as part of her ongoing research. 


Replacing and Copying Spellbooks 
A wizard can use the procedure for learning a spell to reconstruct 
a lost spellbook. If she already has a particular spell prepared, she 
can write it directly into a new book at a cost of 100 gp per page (as 
noted in Writing a New Spell into a Spellbook, above). The process 
wipes the prepared spell from her mind, just as casting it would. If 
she does not have the spell prepared, she can prepare it from a bor- 
rowed spellbook and then write it into a new book. _ 
Duplicating an existing spellbook uses the same procedure as 
_replacing it, but the task is much easier. The time requirement and 
_cost per page are halved. 


Selling a Spellbook 
| Captured spellbooks can be sold for a gp amount equal to one-half the 
_cost of purchasing and inscribing the spells within (that is, one-half of 
100 gp per page of spells). A spellbook entirely filled with spells (that

is, with one hundred pages of spells inscribed in it) is worth 5,000 gp. | 


SORCERERS AND BARDS 


Sorcerers and bards cast arcane spells, but they do not have spell- | 
books and do not prepare their spells. A sorcerer’s or bard’s class | 
level limits the number of spells he can cast (see these class| 
_descriptions in Chapter 3: Classes). His high Charisma score (see 
|Table 1-1: Ability Modifiers and Bonus Spells, page 8) might allow 
\him to cast a few extra spells. A member of either class must have 
a Charisma score of at least 10 + a spell’s level to cast the spell. 
Daily Readying of Spells: Each day, sorcerers and bards must, 
_focus their minds on the task of casting their spells. A sorcerer or, 
\bard needs 8 hours of rest (just like a wizard), after which he 
spends 15 minutes concentrating. (A bard must sing, recite, or 
play an instrument of some kind while concentrating.) During 
this period, the sorcerer or bard readies his mind to cast his daily. 
allotment of spells. Without such a period to refresh himself, the | 
character does not regain the spell slots he used up the day before. 
___ For example, at 7th level, Gimble the bard can cast one 3rd-level 
ispell (a bonus spell due to his 16 Charisma). If he casts a 3rd-level , 
\spell, he can't use his 3rd-level spell slot again until the next day—_ 
_after he readies his spells for the day. 

Recent Casting Limit: As with wizards, any spells cast within , 
the last 8 hours count against the sorcerer’s or bard’s daily limit. 

Adding Spells to a Sorcerer's or Bard’s Repertoire: A sorcerer 
or bard gains spells each time he attains a new level in his class and 
never gains spells any other way. When your sorcerer or bard gains 
a new level, consult Table 3-5: Bard Spells Known or Table 3-17: 
Sorcerer Spells Known to learn how many spells from the appro-| 

priate spell list in Chapter 11: Spells he now knows. With the DM's |_ 
permission, sorcerers and bards can also select the spells they gain. 
from new and unusual spells that they have gained some uunder-| 
standing of (see Spells in the sorcerer description, page 54). 

For instance, when Hennet the sorcerer becomes 2nd level, he 
gains an additional 0-level spell. He can pick that spell from the 0- 
level spells on the sorcerer and wizard spell list, or he might have 
learned an unusual spell from an arcane scroll or spellbook. _ 


Clerics, druids, experienced paladins, and experienced rangers 
can cast divine spells. Unlike arcane spells, divine spells draw 
power from a divine source. Clerics gain spell power from deities 
or from divine forces. The divine force of nature powers druid and 
ranger spells. The divine forces of law and good power paladin 
spells. Divine spells tend to focus on healing and protection and 
are less flashy, destructive, and disruptive than arcane spells. 


PREPARING DIVINE SPELLS 


Divine spellcasters prepare their spells in largely the same manner 
as wizards do, but with a few differences. The relevant ability for 
divine spells is Wisdom. To prepare a divine spell, a character must 
have a Wisdom score of 10 + the spell’s level. For example, a cleric 
or druid must have a Wisdom score of at least 10 to prepare a 0-level 
spell and a Wisdom score of 11 to prepare a 1st-level spell. (Divine 
spellcasters often call their 0-level spells “orisons.”) Likewise, bonus 
spells are based on Wisdom. 

Time of Day: A divine spellcaster chooses and prepares spells 
ahead of time, just as a wizard does. However, a divine spellcaster_ 
does not require a period of rest to prepare spells. Instead, the char- , 
acter chooses a particular part of the day to pray and receive spells. | 
The time is usually associated with some daily event. Dawn, dusk, 

noon, and midnight are common choices. Some deities set the time | 
or impose other special conditions for granting spells to their cler-|_ 
ics. If some event prevents a character from praying at the proper | 
‘time, he must do so as soon as possible. If the character does not | 
| stop to pray for spells at the first opportunity, he must wait until the 
\next day to prepare spells. 
Spell Selection and Preparation: A divine spellcaster selects and 


prepares spells ahead of time through prayer and meditation at a par- 


ticular time of day. The time required to prepare spells is the same as it 
is for a wizard (1 hour), as is the requirement for a relatively peaceful 
environment. A divine spellcaster does not have to prepare all his 


spells at once. He can leave some of his spell slots open in order to fill _ 


them later, just as a wizard can. However, the character's mind is con-

domains determined during his character creation. Each domain 
gives him access to.a domain spell at each spell level from 1st to 
9th, as well as a special granted power. With access to two domain

evel spell. For example, a 7th-level cleric has at least one 4th-level 
_spell slot and two 3rd-level spell slots. However, he could choose to 
\prepare three 3rd-level spells instead, filling the 4th-level slot with 
| a lower-level spell. Similarly, he could fill his 4th-level domain spell 
islot with a lower-level domain spell. A spellcaster who lacks a high 
lenough ability score to cast spells that would otherwise be his or 
her due still gets the slots but must fill them with spells of lower 
(level. For example, a 9th-level cleric who has a Wisdom score of 
‘only 14 cannot cast a 5th-level spell but can prepare an extra lower- 
level spell in its place and store it in the Sth-level spell slot. 

Recent Casting Limit: As with arcane spells, at the time of. 


preparation any spells cast within the previous 8 hours count, 


against the number of spells that can be prepared. 


Spontaneous Casting of Cure and Inflict Spells: A good cleric | 


(ora cleric ofa good deity) can spontaneously cast a cure spell in place 
of a prepared spell of the same level or higher, but not in place of a 
domain spell. An evil cleric (or a cleric of an evil deity) can sponta- 
neously cast an inflict spell in place of a prepared spell (one that is not 
a domain spell) of the same level or higher. Each neutral cleric of a 
neutral deity either spontaneously casts cure spells like a good cleric 
or inflict spells like an evil one, depending on which option the 

_player chooses when creating the character. The divine energy of the 

_spell that the cure or inflict spell substitutes for is converted into the 

cure or inflict spell as if that spell had been prepared all along. 

___ Spontaneous Casting of Summon Nature's Ally Spells: A druid 
can spontaneously cast a summon nature's ally spell in place of a pre- 
pared spell of the same level or higher. The divine energy of the 
spell that the summon nature's ally spell substitutes for is converted 
into the summon spell as if that spell had been prepared all along. 


DIVINE MAGICAL WRITINGS 


Divine spells can be written down and deciphered just as arcane 
spells can (see Arcane Magical Writings, above). Any character 
with the Spellcraft skill can attempt to decipher the divine magi- 
_cal writing and identify it. However, only characters who have the 
spell in question (in its divine form) on their class spell list can 
cast a divine spell from a scroll.

Medusas, dryads, harpies, and other magical creatures can create, 
magical effects without being spellcasters. Characters using magic , 
wands, rods, and other enchanted items, as well as certain class fea- | 
tures, can also create magical effects. These effects come in two 
types: spell-like and supernatural. Additionally, members of certain 
classes and certain creatures can use special abilities that aren't 
magical. These abilities are called extraordinary or natural. 

Spell-Like Abilities: A dryad’s charm person effect and the, 
greater teleport ability of many devils are spell-like abilities. Usually, | } 
a spell-like ability works just like the spell of that name. A few, 
spell-like abilities are unique; these are explained in the text where_ 
they are described. — 

A spell-like ability has no verbal, somatic, or material compo-_ 
nent, nor does it require a focus or have an XP cost. The user acti- 
vates it mentally. Armor never affects a spell-like ability’s use, even 
if the ability resembles an arcane spell with a somatic component. 
A spell-like ability has a casting time of 1 standard action unless 
noted otherwise in the ability or spell description. In all other 
ways, a spell-like ability functions just like a spell. 

Spell-like abilities are subject to spell resistance and to being dis- 
pelled by dispel magic. They do not function in areas where magic is 
suppressed or negated, such as an antimagic field. Spell-like abilities 
cannot be used to counterspell, nor can they be counterspelled. 

Some creatures are actually sorcerers of a sort. They cast arcane 
spells as sorcerers do, using components when required. In fact, 
an individual creature (such as some dragons) could have some 
spell-like abilities and also cast other spells as a sorcerer. 

Supernatural Abilities: A dragon's fiery breath, a medusa’s pet- 
rifying gaze, a spectre’s energy drain, and a cleric’s use of positive or 
negative energy to turn or rebuke undead are supernatural abilities. 
These abilities cannot be disrupted in combat, as spells can, and 
they generally do not provoke attacks of opportunity. Supernatural 
abilities are not subject to spell resistance, counterspells, or to being 
dispelled by dispel magic, and do not function in areas where magic 
is suppressed or negated (such as an antimagic field). 

Extraordinary Abilities: A rogue's evasion ability and a troll’s 
ability to regenerate are extraordinary abilities. These abilities | 
cannot be disrupted in combat, as spells can, and they generally do | 
not provoke attacks of opportunity. Effects or areas that negate or , 
disrupt magic have no effect on extraordinary abilities. They are | 


not subject to dispelling, and they function normally in.an) 


antimagic field. Indeed, extraordinary abilities do not qualify as 
magical, though they may break the laws of physics.

A strong wind (21+ mph) can push the 
subject along or hold it back. At the end of 
its turn each round, the wind blows the air 
walker 5 feet for each 5 miles per hour of 
wind speed.

Should the spell duration expire while 
the subject is still aloft, the magic fails 
slowly.

The size change 

also affects the animal’s modifier to AC 

and attack rolls and its base damage, as 

detailed on Table 2-2 in the Dungeon 
|Master’s Guide. The animal’s space and 
reach change as indicated on Table 8—4: 
Creature Size and Scale (page 149), but 
lits speed does not change. 

The spell also grants each subject 
damage reduction 10/magic and a +4 
resistance bonus on saving throws. 

If insufficient room is available for the 
desired growth, the creature attains the 
maximum possible size and may make a 
Strength check (using its increased 
Strength) to burst any enclosures in the 
process. If it fails, it is constrained with- 
out harm by the materials enclosing it— 


the spell cannot be used to crush a crea- 
ture by increasing its size. 

All equipment worn or carried by an 
animal is similarly enlarged by the spell, 
though this change has no effect on the 
magical properties of any such equip- 
ment. Any enlarged item that leaves the 
enlarged creature’s possession instantly 
returns to its normal size. 

The spell gives no means of command 
or influence over the enlarged animals. 

Multiple magical effects that increase

Using some type of food desirable to 
the animal as a lure, you call the animal 
to you. It advances and awaits your bid- 
ding. You can mentally impress on the 
animal a certain place well known to 


you or an obvious landmark (such as the. 


peak of a distant mountain). The direc- 
tions must be simple, because the animal 
depends on your knowledge and can’t 
find a destination on its own. You can 
attach some small item or note to the 
messenger. The animal then goes to the 
designated location and waits there until 
the duration of the spell expires, where- 
upon it resumes its normal activities. 

During this period of waiting, the mes- 
senger allows others to approach it and 
remove any scroll or token it carries. 
Unless the intended recipient of a mes- 
sage is expecting a messenger in the form 
of a bird or other small animal, the carrier 
may be ignored. The intended recipient 
gains no special ability to communicate 
with the animal or read any attached mes- 
sage (if it’s written in a language he or she 
doesn't know, for example).

Entangle: Alternatively, you may imbue 
all plants within range with a degree of 
mobility, which allows them to entwine 
around creatures in the area. This usage of 
the spell duplicates the effect of an 


entangle spell. Spell resistance does not 
keep creatures from being entangled. This 
effect lasts 1 hour per caster level. 


Animate Rope

Range: Medium (100 ft. + 10 ft./level) 

Target: One ropelike object, length up to 
50 ft. +5 ft./level; see text 

Duration: 1 round/level 

Saving Throw: None 

Spell Resistance: No 


You can animate a nonliving ropelike 
object, such as string, yarn, cord, line, 
rope, or even a cable. The maximum 
length assumes a rope with a 1-inch diam- 
eter. Reduce the maximum length by 50% 
for every additional inch of thickness, 
and increase it by 50% for each reduction 
of the rope’s diameter by half. 

The possible commands are “coil” 
(form a neat, coiled stack), “coil and knot,” 
“loop,” “loop and knot,” “tie and knot,” and 
the opposites of all of the above (“uncoil,” 
and so forth). You can give one command 
each round as a move action, as if direct- 
ing an active spell. 

The rope can enwrap only a creature or 
an object within 1 foot of it—it does not 
snake outward—so it must be thrown 
near the intended target. Doing so re- 
quires a successful ranged touch attack 
roll (range increment 10 feet). A typical 1- 
inch-diameter hempen rope has 2 hit 
points, AC 10, and requires a DC 23 
Strength check to burst it. The rope does 
not deal damage, but it can be used as a 
trip line or to cause a single opponent that 
fails a Reflex saving throw to become 
entangled. A creature capable of spellcast- 
ing that is bound by this spell must make 
a DC 15 Concentration check to cast a 
spell. An entangled creature can slip free 
with a DC 20 Escape Artist check. 
| The rope itself and any knots tied in it 
are not magical. | 

This spell grants a +2 bonus on any Use | 
Rope checks you make when using the 
transmuted rope. 

The spell cannot animate objects car- 
ried or worn by a creature. 


Antilife Shell

Area: 10-ft.-radius emanation, centered 
on you 

Duration: 10 min./level (D) 

Saving Throw: None 

Spell Resistance: Yes 
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You bring into being a mobile, hemi- 
spherical energy field that prevents the 
entrance of most types of living creatures. 
The effect hedges out animals, aberra- 
tions, dragons, fey, giants, humanoids, 
magical beasts, monstrous humanoids, 
oozes, plants, and vermin, but not con- 
structs, elementals, outsiders, or undead. 
See the Monster Manual for more about 
_creature types. | 
This spell may be used only defen- 
sively, not aggressively. Forcing an abjura- 
ition barrier against creatures that the 
spell keeps at bay collapses the barrier 
(see Abjuration, page 172).

Spell Resistance: See text 


An invisible barrier surrounds you and 
moves with you. The space within this 
barrier is impervious to most magical 
effects, including spells, spell-like abili- 
ties, and supernatural abilities. Likewise, 


it prevents the functioning of any magic_ 


items or spells within its confines. | 

An antimagic field suppresses any spell 
or magical effect used within, brought 
into, or cast into the area, but does not 
dispel it. A hasted creature, for example, is 

_not hasted while inside the field, but the 
| spell resumes functioning when the crea- 
ture leaves the field. Time spent within an 
lantimagic field counts against the sup- 
_pressed spell’s duration. 

Summoned creatures of any type and 
incorporeal undead wink out if they enter 
an antimagic field. They reappear in the 
same spot once the field goes away. Time 
spent winked out counts normally against 
the duration of the conjuration that is 
maintaining the creature. If you cast 
antimagic field in an area occupied by a 

_summoned creature that has spell resist- 
ance, you must make a caster level check 
((1d20 + caster level) against the creature's 
| spell resistance to make it wink out. (The 
effects of instantaneous conjurations, 
such as create water, are not affected by an 
antimagic field because the conjuration 
itself is no longer in effect, only its result.) 

A normal creature (a normally encoun- 
tered griffon rather than a conjured one, 
for instance) can enter the area, as can 
normal missiles. Furthermore, while a 
magic sword does not function magically 
within the area, it is still a sword (and a 


masterwork sword at that). The spell has 
no effect on golems and other constructs 
that are imbued with magic during their 
creation process and are thereafter self- 
supporting (unless they have been sum- 
moned, in which case they are treated like 
any other summoned creatures). Elemen- 
tals, corporeal undead, and outsiders are 
likewise unaffected unless summoned. 
‘These creatures’ spell-like or supernatural 
abilities, however, may be temporarily 
nullified by the field. 

Dispel magic does not remove the field. 
Two or more antimagic fields sharing any 
of the same space have no effect on each 
other. Certain spells, such as wall of force, 
prismatic sphere, and prismatic wall, remain 
unaffected by antimagic field (see the indi- 
vidual spell descriptions). Artifacts and 
deities are unaffected by mortal magic 
such as this. (See the Dungeon Master's 
\Guide for more about artifacts.) 

_ Should a creature be larger than the 
\area enclosed by the barrier, any part of it 
ithat lies outside the barrier is unaffected 
by the field. 

Arcane Material Component: A pinch of 
‘powdered iron or iron filings.

‘Target: One location (up to a 10-ft. 
cube/level) or one object 

Duration: 2 hours/level (D) 

Saving Throw: Will partial 

Spell Resistance: Yes 


You cause an object or location to ema-, 


nate magical vibrations that repel either a 
specific kind of intelligent creature or 
creatures of a particular alignment, as 
defined by you. The kind of creature to be 
affected must be named specifically—for 
example, red dragons, hill giants, wer- 
erats, lammasus, cloakers, or vampires. A 
creature subtype (such as goblinoid) is 
not specific enough. Likewise, the spe- 
cific alignment to be repelled must be 
named—for example, chaotic evil, cha- 
otic good, lawful neutral, or neutral. 
Creatures of the designated kind or 
alignment feel an overpowering urge to 
leave the area or to avoid the affected item. 
A compulsion forces them to abandon the 
area or item, shunning it and never will- 
ingly returning to it while the spell is in 
effect. A creature that makes a successful 
saving throw can stay in the area or touch 
the item but feels uncomfortable doing so. 
This distracting discomfort reduces the 
creature's Dexterity score by 4 points. 
Antipathy counters and dispels sympathy.

As with many abjuration spells, 
forcing the barrier against creatures that 
the spell keeps at bay strains and collapses 
the field (see Abjuration, page 172).

You 

can create the arcane eye at any point you 

can see, but it can then travel outside your 

line of sight without hindrance. An arcane 

eye travels at 30 feet per round (300 feet 

per minute) if viewing an area ahead as a 

human would (primarily looking at the 

floor) or 10 feet per round (100 feet per 

minute) if examining the ceiling and 

walls as well as the floor ahead. It sees 

exactly as you would see if you were there. 

The eye can travel in any direction as long 

as the spell lasts. Solid barriers block its, 
passage, but it can pass through a hole or, 
space as small as 1 inch in diameter. The | 
eye cant enter another plane of existence, 

even through a gate or similar magical 

portal. 

You must concentrate to use an arcane 
eye. If you do not concentrate, the eye is 
inert until you again concentrate. 

Material Component: A bit of bat fur.

An arcane lock spell cast upon a door, 
chest, or portal magically locks it. You can 
freely pass your own arcane lock without 
affecting it; otherwise, a door or object 
secured with this spell can be opened 
_only by breaking in or with a successful 
_dispel magic or knock spell. Add 10 to the 
_normal DC to break open a door or portal 
\affected by this spell. (A knock spell does 
not remove an arcane lock; it only sup- 
presses the effect for 10 minutes.) 
Material Component: Gold dust worth

This spell allows you to inscribe your per- 

sonal rune or mark, which can consist of 

no more than six characters. The writing 

can be visible or invisible. An arcane mark 


spell enables you to etch the rune upon 


any substance (even stone or metal) with- 

out harm to the material upon which it is 

placed. If an invisible mark is made, a 

detect magic spell causes it to glow and be 

visible, though not necessarily under- 
_standable. See invisibility, true seeing, a gem 
of seeing, or a robe of eyes likewise allows the 
| user to see an invisible arcane mark. A read 
| magic spell reveals the words, if any. The 
mark cannot be dispelled, but it can be 
removed by the caster or by an erase spell. 
If an arcane mark is placed on a living 
being, normal wear gradually causes the 
effect to fade in about a month. 

Arcane mark must be cast on an object 
prior to casting Drawmij’s instant summons 
on the same object (see that spell descrip- 
tion for details).

This spell makes your eyes glow blue and 
allows you to see magical auras within 120 
feet of you. The effect is similar to that of 
a detect magic spell, but arcane sight does 


not require concentration and discerns 
aura location and power more quickly. 

You know the location and power of all 
magical auras within your sight. An aura’s 
power depends on a spell’s functioning 
level or an item’s caster level, as noted in 
the description of the detect magic spell 
(page 219). If the items or creatures bear- 
ing the auras are in line of sight, you can 
make Spellcraft skill checks to determine 
the school of magic involved in each. 
(Make one check per aura; DC 15 + spell 
level, or 15 + one-half caster level for a 
nonspell effect.) 

If you concentrate on a specific crea- 
ture within 120 feet of you as a standard 
action, you can determine whether it has 
any spellcasting or spell-like abilities, 
whether these are arcane or divine (spell- 
like abilities register as arcane), and the 
strength of the most powerful spell or 
\spell-like ability the creature currently 
‘has available for use. In some cases, arcane 
‘sight may give a deceptively low read- 

|ing—for example, when you use it on a 
\spellcaster who has used up most of his or 
her daily spell allotment. 

Arcane sight can be made permanent 
with a permanency spell. 


Arcane Sight, Greater 


Divination 
Level: Sor/Wiz 7 


This spell functions like arcane sight, 


except that you automatically know 
which spells or magical effects are active 
upon any individual or object you see. 
Greater arcane sight doesn't let you iden- 
tify magic items. 
Unlike arcane sight, this spell cannot be 
made permanent with a permanency spell. 


Astral Projection 


Necromancy 

Level: Clr 9, Sor/Wiz 9, Travel 9 

Components: V, S, M 

Casting Time: 30 minutes 

Range: Touch 

Targets: You plus one additional willing 
creature touched per two caster levels 

Duration: See text 

Saving Throw: None 

Spell Resistance: Yes 


By freeing your spirit from your physical 
body, this spell allows you to project an 
astral body onto another plane altogether. 
You can bring the astral forms of other 
willing creatures with you, provided that 
these subjects are linked in a circle with 
you at the time of the casting. These 
fellow travelers are dependent upon you 
and must accompany you at all times. If 
something happens to you during the 
journey, your companions are stranded 
wherever you left them. 


You project your astral self onto the 
Astral Plane, leaving your physical body 
behind on the Material Plane in a state of 
suspended animation. The spell projects 
an astral copy of you and all you wear or 
carry onto the Astral Plane. Since the 
Astral Plane touches upon other planes, 
you can travel astrally to any of these other | 
planes as you will. To enter one, you leave | 
the Astral Plane, forming a new physical | 
body (and equipment) on the plane of 
existence you have chosen to enter. 

While you are on the Astral Plane, your 

astral body is connected at all times to your 
physical body by a silvery cord. If the cord 
is broken, you are killed, astrally and phys- 
ically. Luckily, very few things can destroy 
a silver cord (see the Dungeon Master's Guide 
for more information). When a second 
body is formed on a different plane, the 
incorporeal silvery cord remains invisibly 
attached to the new body. If the second 
body or the astral form is slain, the cord 
simply returns to your body where it rests 
on the Material Plane, thereby reviving it 
from its state of suspended animation. 
Although astral projections are able to 
function on the Astral Plane, their actions 
affect only creatures existing on the Astral 
Plane; a physical body must be material- 
ized on other planes. 
_ You and your companions may travel 
through the Astral Plane indefinitely. 
Your bodies simply wait behind in a state 
of suspended animation until you choose 
to return your spirits to them. The spell 
lasts until you desire to end it, or until it is 
terminated by some outside means, such 
as dispel magic cast upon either the physi- 
cal body or the astral form, the breaking 
of the silver cord, or the destruction of 
your body back on the Material Plane 
(which kills you). 

Material Component: A jacinth worth at 
least 1,000 gp, plus a silver bar worth 5 gp 
for each person to be affected. 


Atonement 


‘Abjuration 

Level: Clr 5, Drd 5 
Components: V, S, M, FE, DF, XP 
Casting Time: 1 hour 

Range: Touch 

Target: Living creature touched 
Duration: Instantaneous 
Saving Throw: None 

Spell Resistance: Yes 


This spell removes the burden of evil acts 
or misdeeds from the subject. The crea- 
ture seeking atonement must be truly 
repentant and desirous of setting right its 
misdeeds. If the atoning creature com- 
mitted the evil act unwittingly or under 
some form of compulsion, atonement 
operates normally at no cost to you. How- 
ever, in the case of a creature atoning for 
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deliberate misdeeds and acts of a know- 
ing and willful nature, you must inter- 
cede with your deity (requiring you to 
expend 500 XP) in order to expunge the 
subject’s burden. Many casters first 
assign a subject of this sort a quest (see 
geas/quest) or similar penance to deter- 
mine whether the creature is truly con- 
trite before casting the atonement spell on, 
its behalf. | 
___ Atonement may be cast for one of sev- 
eral purposes, depending on the version 
\selected. | 

Reverse Magical Alignment Change: If a 
creature has had its alignment magically 
changed, atonement returns its alignment 
to its original status at no cost in experi- 
ence points. 

Restore Class: A paladin who has lost 
her class features due to committing an 
evil act may have her paladinhood 
restored to her by this spell. _ | 

Restore Cleric or Druid Spell Powers: Al 
cleric or druid who has lost the ability to 
cast spells by incurring the anger of his 
or her deity may regain that ability by 
seeking atonement from another cleric of 
the same deity or another druid. If the 
transgression was intentional, the casting 
cleric loses 500 XP for his intercession. If 
the transgression was unintentional, he 
does not lose XP. 

Redemption or Temptation: You may cast 
this spell upon a creature of an opposing 


alignment in order to offer it a chance to_ 


change its alignment to match yours. The 
prospective subject must be present for 
the entire casting process. Upon comple- 
tion of the spell, the subject freely 
chooses whether it retains its original 
_alignment or acquiesces to your offer and 
_changes to your alignment. No duress, 
\compulsion, or magical influence can 
| force the subject to take advantage of the 
opportunity offered if it is unwilling to 
_abandon its old alignment. This use of the 
spell does not work on outsiders or any 
creature incapable of changing its align- 
ment naturally. 

Though the spell description refers to 
evil acts, atonement can also be used on 
any creature that has performed acts 
against its alignment, whether those acts 

are evil, good, chaotic, or lawful. 

\__ Note: Normally, changing alignment is 

Lup to the player (for PCs) or the DM (for 

\NPCs). This use of atonement simply 
offers a believable way for a character to 
change his or her alignment drastically, 
suddenly, and definitively. 

Material Component: Burning incense. 

Focus: In addition to your holy symbol 
or normal divine focus, you need a set of 
prayer beads (or other prayer device, such 
as a prayer wheel or prayer book) worth at 
least 500 gp. _ 


XP Cost: When cast for the benefit of a 
creature whose guilt was the result of 
deliberate acts, the cost to you is 500 XP 
per casting (see above). 


Augury 


Divination

(Casting Time: 1 minute 
Range: Personal 

Target: You 

Duration: Instantaneous 


An augury can tell you whether a particu- 
lar action will bring good or bad results 
for you in the immediate future. For 
example, if a character is considering 
destroying a weird seal that closes a portal, 
an augury might determine whether that 
act is a good idea. 

| The base chance for receiving a mean- 
\ingful reply is 70% + 1% per caster level, 
(toa maximum of 90%; the DM makes the 
jroll secretly. The DM may determine 
\that a question is so straightforward that 
a successful result is automatic, or so 
‘vague as to have no chance of success. If 
the augury succeeds, you get one of four 
results: 


© Weal (if the action will probably bring 


good results). 
© Woe (for bad results). 
* Weal and woe (for both). 


* Nothing (for actions that don't have, 


especially good or bad results). 


If the spell fails, you get the “nothing” 
result. A cleric who gets the “nothing” 
result has no way to tell whether it was 
the consequence of a failed or successful 


augury. 


The augury can see into the future only, 


about half an hour, so anything that might 
happen after that does not affect the result. 
Thus, the result might not take into 
account the long-term consequences of a 
contemplated action. All auguries cast by 
the same person about the same topic use 
the same dice result as the first casting. 

Material Component: Incense worth at 
least 25 gp. 

Focus: A set of marked sticks, bones, or 
similar tokens of at least 25 gp value. 


Awaken 


Transmutation 

Level: Drd 5 

Components: V, S, DE, XP 
Casting Time: 24 hours 
Range: Touch 

Target: Animal or tree touched 
Duration: Instantaneous 
Saving Throw: Will negates 
Spell Resistance: Yes 


You awaken a tree or animal to humanlike 
sentience. To succeed, you must make a 
Will save (DC 10 + the animal’s current 
HD, or the HD the tree will have once 
awakened). 

The awakened animal or tree is friendly 
toward you. You have no special empathy 
or connection with a creature you awaken, 
although it serves you in specific tasks or | 
endeavors if you communicate your, 
desires to it. 

An awakened tree has characteristics as 
ifit were an animated object (see the Mon- 
ster Manual), except that it gains the plant 
type and its Intelligence, Wisdom, and 
Charisma scores are each 3d6. An awak- 
ened plant gains the ability to move its 
limbs, roots, vines, creepers, and so forth, 
and it has senses similar to a human’. 

An awakened animal gets 3dé Intel- 
ligence, +1d3 Charisma, and +2 HD. Its 
type becomes magical beast (augmented 
animal). An awakened animal can't serve 
as an animal companion, familiar, or spe- 
cial mount. 

An awakened tree or animal can speak 
one language that you know, plus one 
additional language that you know per 
point of Intelligence bonus (if any). 

XP Cost: 250 XP.

You force the subject to assume the form 

of a Small or smaller animal of no more 

than 1 HD. The subject takes on all the 
statistics and special abilities of an aver- 
age member of the assumed form in place 
of its own except as is normal for the 
polymorph subschool (see page 320) and. 
as follows. | 
¢ Allitems worn or carried by the subject 
fall to the ground in the subject's space, 
even if they could be worn or carried 
by the assumed form. 

* If the subject remains in the assumed 
form for 24 consecutive hours, it must 
attempt a Will save. If this save fails, 
the subject loses its ability to under- 
stand language, as well as all other 
memories of its previous form, and its 
Hit Dice and hit points change to 
match an average creature of its 
assumed form. These abilities and 
statistics return to normal if the effect 
is later ended. 


If the assumed form would prove fatal to 
the creature—such as if you polymorph a 
landbound subject into a fish, or an air- 
borne subject into a toad—the subject 
gains a +4 bonus on the save.

Bane fills your enemies with fear and 
doubt. Each affected creature takes a -1 
penalty on attack rolls and a—1 penalty on 
saving throws against fear effects. 

Bane counters and dispels bless. 


Banishment 

Abjuration 

Level: Clr 6, Sor/Wiz 7 

Components: V, S, F 

Casting Time: 1 standard action 

Range: Close (25 ft. +5 ft./2 levels) _ 

Targets: One or more extraplanar crea- 
tures, no two of which can be more 
than 30 ft. apart 

Duration: Instantaneous 

Saving Throw: Will negates 

Spell Resistance: Yes 


A banishment spell is a more powerful ver- 
sion of the dismissal spell. It enables you 
to force extraplanar creatures out of your 
_home plane. As many as 2 Hit Dice of 
\ creatures per caster level can be banished. 
| You can improve the spell’s chance of suc- 
\cess by presenting at least one object or 
|substance that the target hates, fears, or 
otherwise opposes. For each such object 
or substance, you gain a +1 bonus on your 
caster level check to overcome the target’s 
spell resistance (if any), the saving throw 
DC increases by 2. For example, if this 
spell were cast on a demon that hated 
light and was vulnerable to holy water 
and cold iron weapons, you might use 
iron, holy water, and a torch in the spell. 
|The three items would give you a +3 
\bonus on your check to overcome the 
|demon’s spell resistance and add 6 to the 
spell’s save DC. 

At the DM’s option, certain rare items 
might work twice as well as a normal 
item for the purpose of the bonuses (each 
providing a +2 bonus on the caster level 
check against spell resistance and 
increasing the save DC by 4). 

Arcane Focus: Any item that is distaste- 
ful to the subject (optional, see above). 


Barkskin

Barkskin toughens a creature's skin. The 
‘effect grants a +2 enhancement bonus to 
the creature's existing natural armor 
bonus. This enhancement bonus increases 
by 1 for every three caster levels above 
3rd, to a maximum of +5 at caster level 
12th. 

The enhancement bonus provided by 
barkskin stacks with the target’s natural 
_armor bonus, but not with other enhance- 
‘ment bonuses to natural armor. A crea- 
\ture without natural armor has an effec- 
\tive natural armor bonus of +0, much as a 
(character wearing only normal clothing 
‘has an armor bonus of +0.

Since this hand is directed by you, 
its ability to notice or attack invisible or 
concealed creatures is no better than 
yours. 

The hand attacks once per round, and 
its attack bonus equals your caster level + 
your Intelligence, Wisdom, or Charisma 
modifier (for a wizard, cleric, or sorcerer, 
respectively), +11 for the hand's Strength 
score (33), -1 for being Large. The hand 
deals 1d8+11 points of damage on each 
attack, and any creature struck must make | 
a Fortitude save (against this spell’s save, 
DC) or be stunned for 1 round. Directing | 
the spell to a new target is a move action. 

The clenched fist can also interpose itself 
as Bigby’s interposing hand does, or it can 
bull rush an opponent as Bigby’s forceful 
hand does, but at a +15 bonus on the 
Strength check. 

Clerics who cast this spell name it for 
their deities—Pelor’s clenched fist, for exam- 
ple.

It 
has as many hit points as you do when 
you're undamaged, and its AC is 20 (-1 
size, +11 natural).

The hand never provokes attacks of op- 
portunity from opponents.

A binding spell creates a magical restraint 
to hold a creature. The target gets an ini- 
tial saving throw only if its Hit Dice equal 
at least one-half your caster level. 

| _You may have as many as six assistants 
help you with the spell. For each assistant 
who casts suggestion, your caster level for 
this casting of binding increases by 1. For 
each assistant who casts dominate animal, 
dominate person, or dominate monster, your 
caster level for this casting of binding 
increases by a number equal to one-third 
of that assistant’s level, provided that the 
spell’s target is appropriate for a binding 
spell. Since the assistants’ spells are cast 
simply to improve your caster level for 
the purpose of the binding spell, saving 
throws and spell resistance against the 
assistants’ spells are irrelevant. Your caster 
level determines whether the target gets 
an initial Will saving throw and how long 
the binding lasts. All binding spells are dis- 
missible. 

Regardless of the version of binding you 
cast, you can specify triggering condi- 
tions that end the spell and release the 
creature whenever they occur. These trig- 
gers can be as simple or elaborate as you 
desire, but the DM must agree that the 
condition is reasonable and has a likeli- 
hood of coming to pass. The conditions 
can be based on a creature’s name, iden- 
tity, or alignment but otherwise must be 
based on observable actions or qualities. 
Intangibles such as level, class, Hit Dice, 
or hit points don’t qualify. For example, a 
bound creature can be released when a. 
lawful good creature approaches, but not, 
when a paladin approaches. Once the 
spell is cast, its triggering conditions 
cannot be changed. Setting a release con- 
dition increases the save DC (assuming a 
saving throw is allowed) by 2. 

If you are casting any of the first three 
versions of binding (those with limited 
durations), you may cast additional bind- 
ing spells to prolong the effect, since the 
durations overlap. If you do so, the target 
gets a saving throw at the end of the first 
spell’s duration, even if your caster level 
was high enough to disallow an initial 
saving throw. If the creature succeeds on 
this save, all the binding spells it has 
received are broken. 


The binding spell has six versions. 
Choose one of the following versions 
when you cast the spell. 

Chaining: The subject is confined by 
restraints that generate an antipathy spell 
affecting all creatures who approach the 
subject, except you. The duration is one 
year per caster level. The subject of this 
form of binding is confined to the spot it 

occupied when it received the spell. 

Slumber: This version causes the subject 

to become comatose for as long as one 

year per caster level. The subject does not 
need to eat or drink while slumbering, nor 
does it age. This form of binding is more 
difficult to cast than chaining, making it 
slightly easier to resist. Reduce the spell’s 
save DC by 1. 

Bound Slumber: This combination of 
chaining and slumber lasts for as long as 
one month per caster level. Reduce the 
save DC by 2. 


Hedged Prison: The subject is trans- 


ported to or otherwise brought within a 
confined area (such as a labyrinth) from: 
which it cannot wander by any means. 
The effect is permanent. Reduce the save 
DC by 3. _ | 

Metamorphosis: The subject assumes 
gaseous form, except for its head or face. 
It is held harmless in a jar or other con- 
tainer, which may be transparent if you so 
choose. The creature remains aware of its 
surroundings and can speak, but it cannot 
leave the container, attack, or use any of 
its powers or abilities. The binding is per- 
manent. The subject does not need to 
breathe, eat, or drink while metamor- 
phosed, nor does it age. Reduce the save 
DC by 4. : 

___ Minimus Containment: The subject is 

shrunk to a height of 1 inch or even less 

\and held within some gem, jar, or similar 

| object. The binding is permanent. The sub- 

| ject does not need to breathe, eat, or drink 
while contained, nor does it age. Reduce 
the save DC by 4. 

You can’t dispel a binding spell with 
dispel magic or a similar effect, though an 
antimagic field or Mordenkainen'’s disjunction 
affects it normally. A bound extraplanar 
creature cannot be sent back to its home 
plane due to dismissal, banishment, or a 

| similar effect. oa 

| Components: The components for a 

_ binding spell vary according to the ver- 

(sion of the spell, but they always include 
a continuous chanting utterance read 
from the scroll or spellbook page contain- 
ing the spell, somatic gestures, and mate- 
rials appropriate to the form of binding 
used. These components can include 
such items as miniature chains of special 
metals (silver for lycanthropes, cold iron 
for demons, and so forth), soporific herbs 
of the rarest sort (for slumber bindings), a 


bell jar of the finest crystal, and the like. 


In addition to the specially made props 
suited to the specific type of binding (cost 
500 gp), the spell requires opals worth at 
least 500 gp for each HD of the target and 
a vellum depiction or carved statuette of 
the subject to be captured.

If you evoke the barrier so that it ap- 
pears where creatures are, each creature

and thus take no damage by making a suc- 
cessful Reflex save. 


A blade barrier provides cover (+4 bonus

This transmutation makes a weapon strike 
true against evil foes. The weapon is treated 
as having a +1 enhancement bonus for the 
purpose of bypassing the damage reduc- 
tion of evil creatures or striking evil incor- 
poreal creatures (though the spell doesn't 
grant an actual enhancement bonus). The 
weapon also becomes good, which means 
it can bypass the damage reduction of cer- 
tain creatures, particularly evil outsiders.

Like a blink dog (see the Monster 
Manual), you “blink” back and forth 
between the Material Plane and the 
Ethereal Plane. You look as though you're 
winking in and out of reality very 
quickly and at random. 

Blinking has several effects, as follows. 

Physical attacks against you have a 50% 
miss chance, and the Blind-Fight feat 
doesn't help opponents, since you're ethe- 
real and not merely invisible. If the 
attack is capable of striking ethereal crea- 
tures, the miss chance is only 20% (for 
concealment). If the attacker can see 
invisible creatures, the miss chance is 
also only 20%. (For an attacker who can 
both see and strike ethereal creatures, 
there is no miss chance.) Likewise, your 
own attacks have a 20% miss chance, 
since you sometimes go ethereal just as 
you are about to strike. 

Any individually targeted spell has a 
50% chance to fail against you while 
you're blinking unless your attacker can 
target invisible, ethereal creatures. Your 
own spells have a 20% chance to activate 
just as you go ethereal, in which case they 
typically do not affect the Material Plane. 

While blinking, you take only half 
damage from area attacks (but full damage 
from those that extend onto the Ethereal 
Plane). You strike as an invisible creature 
(with a +2 bonus on attack rolls), denying 
your target any Dexterity bonus to AC. 
You take only half damage from falling, 
since you fall only while you are material. 

While blinking, you can step through 
(but not see through) solid objects. For 
each 5 feet of solid material you walk 
through, there is a 50% chance that you 
become material. If this occurs, you are 
shunted off to the nearest open space and 
take 1dé points of damage per 5 feet so 
traveled. You can move at only three-quar- 
ters speed (because movement on the 
Ethereal Plane is at half speed, and you 
spend about half your time there and half 
your time material.) 

Since you spend about half your time 
on the Ethereal Plane, you can see and 
even attack ethereal creatures. You inter- 
act with ethereal creatures roughly the 
same way you interact with material ones. 
For instance, your spells against ethereal 
creatures are 20% likely to activate just as 
you go material and be lost. 

An ethereal creature is invisible, incor- 
poreal, and capable of moving in any 
direction, even up or down. As an incor- 
poreal creature, you can move through 
solid objects, including living creatures. 
An ethereal creature can see and hear the 
Material Plane, but everything looks gray 
and insubstantial. Sight and hearing on 
the Material Plane are limited to 60 feet. 
Force effects (such as magic missile and 
wall of force) and abjurations affect you 
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normally. Their effects extend onto the 
Ethereal Plane from the Material Plane, 
but not vice versa. An ethereal creature 
can't attack material creatures, and spells 
you cast while ethereal affect only other 
ethereal things. Certain material crea- 
tures or objects have attacks or effects that 
work on the Ethereal Plane (such as the 
basilisk and its gaze attack). Treat other 
ethereal creatures and objects as material.

Opponents that cannot see the subject 
ignore the spell’s effect (though fighting 
an unseen opponent carries penalties of 
its own; see page 151).

For each 
such effect, you make a caster level check 
(1d20 + caster level, maximum +15) 
against a DC of 11 + caster level of the 
effect. Success means that the creature is 
free of the spell, curse, or effect. For a 
cursed magic item, the DC is 25. 
pelled by dispel magic, break enchantment 
works only if that spell is 5th level or 
lower. For instance, bestow curse cannot be 
dispelled by dispel magic, but break enchant- 
ment can dispel it. 

If the effect comes from some perma- 
nent magic item, such as a cursed sword, 
break enchantment does not remove the 
curse from the item, but it does frees the 
victim from the item's effects.

Immediately upon completion of the 
spell, and once per round thereafter, you 
may call down a 5-foot-wide, 30-foot-long, 
vertical bolt of lightning that deals 3d6, 
points of electricity damage. The bolt of 
lightning flashes down in a vertical stroke 
at whatever target point you choose 
within the spell’s range (measured from 
your position at the time). Any creature in 
the target square or in the path of the bolt 
is affected. 

You need not call a bolt of lightning 
immediately; other actions, even spell- 
casting, can be performed. However, each 
round after the first you may use a stan- 
dard action (concentrating on the spell) to 
call a bolt. You may call a total number of 
bolts equal to your caster level (maximum 
10 bolts). 

If you are outdoors and in a stormy 
area—a rain shower, clouds and wind, hot 
and cloudy conditions, or even a tornado 
(including a whirlwind formed by a 
djinni or an air elemental of at least Large 
size; see the Monster Manual)—each bolt 
deals 3d10 points of electricity damage 
instead of 3d6. 

This spell functions indoors or under- 
ground but not underwater. 


Call Lightning Storm

This spell functions like call lightning, 

except that each bolt deals 5dé points of 
electricity damage (or 5d10 if created out-. 
doors in a stormy area), and you may calla) 
maximum of 15 bolts. 


Calm Animals 


Enchantment (Compulsion) [Mind- 
Affecting] 

Level: Animal 1, Drd 1, Rgr 1 

Components: V, S 

Casting Time: 1 standard action 

Range: Close (25 ft. + 5 ft./2 levels) 

Targets: Animals within 30 ft. of each 
other 

Duration: 1 min./level 

Saving Throw: Will negates; see text 

Spell Resistance: Yes 


This spell soothes and quiets animals, ren- 
dering them docile and harmless. Only 
ordinary animals (those with Intelligence 
scores of 1 or 2) can be affected by this 
spell. All the subjects must be of the same 
kind, and no two may be more than 30 
feet apart. The maximum number of Hit 
‘Dice of animals you can affect is equal to 
2d4 + caster level. A dire animal or an 
animal trained to attack or guard is 
allowed a saving throw; other animals are 
not. (A druid could calm a normal bear or 
wolf with little trouble, but it’s more diffi- 
cult to affect a trained guard dog.) 

The affected creatures remain where 
they are and do not attack or flee. They are 
not helpless and defend themselves nor- 
mally if attacked. Any threat (such as fire, 
a hungry predator, or an imminent attack) 
breaks the spell on the threatened crea- 
tures.

Creatures so affected can- 
not take violent actions (although they 
can defend themselves) or do anything 
destructive. Any aggressive action against 


or damage dealt to a calmed creature 
immediately breaks the spell on all 
calmed creatures. 

This spell automatically suppresses 
(but does not dispel) any morale bonuses 
granted by spells such as bless, good hope, 
and rage, as well as negating a bard’s ability 
to inspire courage or a barbarian’s rage 
ability. It also suppresses any fear effects, 

and removes the confused condition from. 
all targets. While the spell lasts, a sup- 
pressed spell or effect has no effect. When

ithe calm emotions spell ends, the original 
spell or effect takes hold of the creature 
again, provided that its duration has not 
expired in the meantime.

This spell creates an electrical discharge 
that begins as a single stroke commenc- 
ing from your fingertips. Unlike lightning 
bolt, chain lightning strikes one object or 
creature initially, then arcs to other 
targets. 

The bolt deals 1d6 points of electricity 
damage per caster level (maximum 20d6) 
\to the primary target. After it strikes, 
\lightning can arc to a number of second- 


lary targets equal to your caster level 


(maximum 20). The secondary bolts each 
strike one target and deal half as much 
‘damage as the primary one did (rounded 
down). For example, a 19th-level sor- 
cerer generates a primary bolt (19d6 


points of damage) and as many as nine- 
teen secondary bolts (each of which. 
deals half as much damage as the pri-| 


mary bolt dealt). Each target can attempt 


la Reflex saving throw for half damage. 


‘You choose secondary targets as you like, 
but they must all be within 30 feet of the 
primary target, and no target can be 
struck more than once. You can choose 
to affect fewer secondary targets than 
the maximum (to avoid allies in the area, 
for example). 


Focus: A bit of fur; a piece of amber, 


glass, or a crystal rod; plus one silver pin 
for each of your caster levels.

You change a specially prepared quarter- 
staff into a Huge treantlike creature, 
about 24 feet tall. When you plant the end 
of the staff in the ground and speak a spe- 
cial command to conclude the casting of 
the spell, your staff turns into a creature 
that looks and fights just like a treant (see 
the Monster Manual). The staff-treant 
defends you and obeys any spoken com- 


mands. However, it is by no means a true 
treant; it cannot converse with actual tre- 
ants or control trees. If the staff-treant is 
reduced to 0 or fewer hit points, it crum- 
bles to powder and the staff is destroyed. 
Otherwise, the staff returns to its normal 
form when the spell duration expires (or 
when the spell is dismissed), and it can be | 
used as the focus for another casting of | 
the spell. The staff-treant is always at full) 
strength when created, despite any 
wounds it may have incurred the last time 
it appeared. 

Focus: The quarterstaff, which must be 
specially prepared. The staff must be a 
sound limb cut from an ash, oak, or yew, 
then cured, shaped, carved, and polished 
(a process requiring twenty-eight days). 
You cannot adventure or engage in other 
strenuous activity during the shaping and 
carving of the staff.

You unleash chaotic power to smite your 
enemies. The power takes the form of a 
multicolored explosion of leaping, rico- 
cheting energy. Only lawful and neutral 
(not chaotic) creatures are harmed by the 
spell. 

The spell deals 1d8 points of damage 
per two caster levels (maximum 5d8) to 
lawful creatures (or 1d6 points of damage 
per caster level, maximum 10d6, to lawful 
outsiders) and slows them for 1dé rounds. 
(See the slow spell.) A successful Will save 
reduces the damage by half and negates 
the slow effect. 

The spell deals only half damage, 
against creatures who are neither lawful | 
nor chaotic, and they are not slowed. Such | 
a creature can reduce the damage by half 
again (down to one-quarter) with a suc- 
cessful Will save.

| (treat the target’s attitude as friendly; see

or attacked by you or your allies, however, 
it receives a +5 bonus on its saving throw. 

The spell does not enable you to con- 
trol the charmed person as if it were an 
automaton, but it perceives your words 
and actions in the most favorable way. You 
can try to give the subject orders, but you 
must win an opposed Charisma check to 
convince it to do anything it wouldn't 
ordinarily do. (Retries are not allowed.) 
| An affected creature never obeys suicidal 
Lor obviously harmful orders, but a 
(charmed fighter, for example, might 

believe you if you assured him that the 
only chance to save yout life is for him to 
hold back an onrushing red dragon for 
‘just a few seconds.” Any act by you or 
your apparent allies that threatens the 
charmed person breaks the spell. You must 
speak the person's language to communi- 
cate your commands, or else be good at 
pantomiming.

Casting Time: 1 standard action 

Range: Close (25 ft. + 5 ft./2 levels) 

Target: Metal equipment of one 
creature/two levels, no two of which 
can be more than 30 ft. apart; or 25 lb. of 
metal/level, none of which can be more 
than 30 ft. away from any of the rest 

‘Duration: 7 rounds 

Saving Throw: Will negates (object) 

Spell Resistance: Yes (object) 


Chill metal makes metal extremely cold. 
Unattended, nonmagical metal gets no 
saving throw. Magical metal is allowed a 
saving throw against the spell. (Magic 
items’ saving throws are covered in the 
Dungeon Master’s Guide.) An item in a crea- 
\ture’s possession uses the creature's saving 
\throw bonus unless its own is higher. 
\_A creature takes cold damage if its 
jequipment is chilled. It takes full damage if 
lits armor is affected or if it is holding, 
‘touching, wearing, or carrying metal 
weighing one-fifth of its weight. The crea- 
ture takes minimum damage (1 point or 2 
points; see the table) if it’s not wearing 


metal armor and the metal that it’s carrying 
weighs less than one-fifth of its weight. 
On the first round of the spell, the 


metal becomes chilly and uncomfortable 


to touch but deals no damage. The same. 


effect also occurs on the last round of the 

ispell’s duration. During the second (and 
also the next-to-last) round, icy coldness 
causes pain and damage. In the third, 
fourth, and fifth rounds, the metal is 
freezing cold, causing more damage, as 
shown on the table below.

Any heat intense enough to damage the 
creature negates cold damage from the 
spell (and vice versa) on a point-for-point 
basis. For example, if the damage roll 
from a chill metal spell indicates 5 points 
of cold damage and the subject plunges 
through a wall of fire in the same round 
and takes 8 points of fire damage, it winds 
up taking no cold damage and only 3 
points of fire damage. Underwater, chill 
metal deals no damage, but ice immedi- 
ately forms around the affected metal, 
making it more buoyant. 

Chill metal counters and dispels heat 
metal.

You can use this 
melee touch attack up to one time per level. 

An undead creature you touch takes no 
damage of either sort, but it must make a 
successful Will saving throw or flee as if 
panicked for 1d4 rounds +1 round per 
caster level.

that enables you to hear or see (your 
choice) almost as if you were there. You 
don't need line of sight or line of effect, 
but the locale must be known—a place 
familiar to you or an obvious one, such as 
behind a door, around a corner, or ina 
grove of trees.

If it is 
naturally pitch black, you can see in a 10- 
foot radius around the center of the spell’s 
effect. Clairaudience/clairvoyance functions 
only on the plane of existence you are cur- 
rently occupying. 
Arcane Focus: A small horn (for hearing) 
ora glass eye (for seeing).

A random pattern of color surrounds the_ 
subjects, protecting them from attacks, 
granting them resistance to spells cast by, 
lawful creatures, and causing lawful crea- 
tures that strike the subjects to become 
confused. This abjuration has four effects. 

First, each warded creature gains a +4 

| deflection bonus to AC and a +4 resist- 
ance bonus on saves. Unlike protection 
| from law, the benefit of this spell applies 
|against all attacks, not just against attacks 
by lawful creatures. 

Second, each warded creature gains 
spell resistance 25 against lawful spells 
and spells cast by lawful creatures. 

Third, the abjuration blocks possession 
and mental influence, just as protection 
from law does. 

Finally, ifa lawful creature succeeds on 

a melee attack against a warded creature, 

ithe offending attacker is confused for 1 

round (Will save negates, as with the con- 

|fusion spell, but against the save DC of 
cloak of chaos). 

Focus: A tiny reliquary containing some 
sacred relic, such as a scrap of parchment 
from a chaotic text. The reliquary costs at 
least 500 gp.

Range: 0 ft. 

Effect: One clone 
Duration: Instantaneous 
Saving Throw: None 
Spell Resistance: No 


This spell makes an inert duplicate of a 

creature. If the original individual has 

‘been slain, its soul immediately transfers 
to the clone, creating a replacement (pro- 
vided that the soul is free and willing to 
‘return; see Bringing Back the Dead, page 
171). The original’s physical remains, 

should they still exist, become inert and 

cannot thereafter be restored to life. If the 

original creature has reached the end of 

its natural life span (that is, it has died of 

natural causes), any cloning attempt fails. 

To create the duplicate, you must have 

a piece of flesh (not hair, nails, scales, or 
ithe like) with a volume of at least 1 cubic 
‘inch that was taken from the original 
\creature's living body. The piece of flesh 
ineed not be fresh, but it must be kept 
\from rotting (for example, by the gentle 
repose spell). Once the spell is cast, the 
‘duplicate must be grown in a laboratory 

for 2d4 months. 
When the clone is completed, the origi- 


nal’s soul enters it immediately, if that 
creature is already dead. The clone is phys-. 
ically identical with the original and pos- 


sesses the same personality and memories 


‘as the original. In other respects, treat the 


‘clone as if it were the original character 
raised from the dead, including the loss of 
one level or 2 points of Constitution (if the 
original was a 1st-level character). If this 
Constitution adjustment would give the 
clone a Constitution score of 0, the spell 
fails. If the original creature has lost levels 


since the flesh sample was taken and died. 


at a lower level than the clone would oth- 
erwise be, the clone is one level below the 
level at which the original died. 

The spell duplicates only the original’s 
body and mind, not its equipment. 

A duplicate can be grown while the 
original still lives, or when the original 
soul is unavailable, but the resulting body 
is merely a soulless bit of inert flesh, 
which rots if not preserved. 

Material Component: The piece of flesh 
and various laboratory supplies (cost 
1,000 gp). 

Focus: Special laboratory equipment 
(cost 500 gp).

This spell generates a bank of fog, similar 
toa fog cloud, except that its vapors are yel- 
lowish green and poisonous. These vapors 
automatically kill any living creature with | 
3 or fewer HD (no save). A living creature | 
with 4 to 6 HD is slain unless it succeeds | 
on a Fortitude save (in which case it takes 
1d4 points of Constitution damage on 
your turn each round while in the cloud). 
A living creature with 6 or more HD takes 
1d4 points of Constitution damage on 
your turn each round while in the cloud 
(a successful Fortitude save halves this 
damage). Holding one’s breath doesn't 
help, but creatures immune to poison are 
unaffected by the spell. 

Unlike a fog cloud, the cloudkill moves 
away from you at 10 feet per round, 
rolling along the surface of the ground. 
Figure out the cloud’s new spread each 
round based on its new point of origin, 
which is 10 feet farther away from the 
point of origin where you cast the spell. 
__ Because the vapors are heavier than air, 
they sink to the lowest level of the land, 
even pouring down den or sinkhole open- 
ings; thus, the spell is ideal for slaying hives 
of giant ants, for example. It cannot pene- 
trate liquids, nor can it be cast underwater. 


Color Spray

A vivid cone of clashing colors springs 
forth from your hand, causing creatures 
to become stunned, perhaps also blinded, 
and possibly knocking them uncon-, 
scious. Each creature within the cone is. 
affected according to its Hit Dice. | 

2 HD or less: The creature is uncon- 
scious, blinded, and stunned for 2d4 
rounds, then blinded and stunned for 1d4 
rounds, and then stunned for 1 round. 
(Only living creatures are knocked 
unconscious.) 

3 or 4 HD: The creature is blinded and 
stunned for 1d4 rounds, then stunned for 
1 round. 

5 or move HD: The creature is stunned 
for 1 round. 

Sightless creatures are not affected by 
color spray.

A nonintelligent undead creature

The spell, at best, provides information 
to aid character decisions.

For example, you could 

determine the location of any powerful 

undead creatures, the location of all major 

sources of safe drinking water, and the 

location of any buildings (which register 

as blind spots). 

In outdoor settings, the spell operates 
in a radius of 1 mile per caster level. In 
natural underground settings—caves, 
caverns, and the like—the radius is lim- 
ited to 100 feet per caster level. The spell 
does not function where nature has been 
replaced by construction or settlement, 
such as in dungeons and towns.

You can understand the spoken words of

to understand or read an unknown lan- 
guage, not speak or write it. 

Written material can be read at the 
rate of one page (250 words) per minute. 
Magical writing cannot be read, though 
the spell reveals that it is magical, but 
comprehend languages is often useful 
when deciphering treasure maps. This 
spell can be foiled by certain warding 
magic (such as the secret page and illusory 
script spells). It does not decipher codes 
or reveal messages concealed in other- 
wise normal text.

You may create less powerful undead than 


example, at 16th level you could decide to 


create a ghoul or a ghast instead of a 
mummy. Doing this may be a good idea, 
because created undead are not automati- 
cally under the control of their animator. 
If you are capable of commanding 
undead, you may attempt to command 
the undead creature as it forms (see Turn 
or Rebuke Undead, page 159). 
This spell must be cast at night. 

Material Component: A clay pot filled with 
grave dirt and another filled with brackish 
\water. The spell must be cast on a dead body. 
You must place a black onyx gem worth at 
least 50 gp per HD of the undead to be cre- 
ated into the mouth or eye socket of each 
corpse. The magic of the spell turns these 
gems into worthless shells.

Note: Conjuration spells can’t create 
substances or objects within a creature. 
Water weighs about 8 pounds per gallon. 
One cubic foot of water contains roughly 
8 gallons and weighs about 60 pounds.

You may summon the centipede 
swarms so that they share the area of 
other creatures. The swarms remain sta- 
tionary, attacking any creatures in their

Higher-| 
level light spells (such as daylight) are not 
affected by darkness. 

If darkness is cast on a small object that 
is then placed inside or under a lightproof 
covering, the spell’s effect is blocked until 
the covering is removed. 

Darkness counters or dispels any light 
spell of equal or lower spell level.

This enchantment clouds the mind of a 
humanoid creature with 4 or fewer Hit 
Dice so that it takes no actions. Human- 
oids of 5 or more HD are not affected. A 
dazed subject is not stunned, so attackers 
get no special advantage against it. 

Material Component: A pinch of wool or 
similar substance.

You draw forth the ebbing life force of a 
creature and use it to fuel your own 
power.

An undead crea- 
ture created within or summoned into 
_such an area gains +1 hit points per HD. 
If the desecrated area contains an altar, 
_shrine, or other permanent fixture dedi- 
\cated to your deity or aligned higher 
| power, the modifiers given above are dou- 
‘bled (-6 profane penalty on turning 
checks, +2 profane bonus and +2 hit 
points per HD for undead in the area). 
Furthermore, anyone who casts animate 
dead within this area may create as many 
as double the normal amount of undead 
(that is, 4 HD per caster level rather than 
2 HD per caster level). 
| If the area contains an altar, shrine, or

You can detect a particular kind of animal 
or plant in a cone emanating out from you 
in whatever direction you face. You must 
think of a kind of animal or plant when 
using the spell, but you can change the 
animal or plant kind each round. The 


amount of information revealed depends. 


on how long you search a particular area or 
focus on a specific kind of animal or plant. 

1st Round: Presence or absence of that 
kind of animal or plant in the area. 

2nd Round: Number of individuals of 
the specified kind in the area, and the 
condition of the healthiest specimen. 

3rd Round: The condition (see below) 
and location of each individual present. If 
an animal or plant is outside your line of 
sight, then you discern its direction but 
not its exact location. 

Conditions: For purposes of this spell, 
the categories of condition are as follows: 

Normal: Has at least 90% of full normal 
hit points, free of disease. 

Fair: 30% to 90% of full normal hit 
points remaining. 

Poor: Less than 30% of full normal hit 
points remaining, afflicted with a disease, 
or suffering from a debilitating injury. 

Weak: 0 or fewer hit points remaining, 
afflicted with a disease in the terminal 
stage, or crippled. 


If a creature falls into more than one 
category, the spell indicates the weaker of 
the two.

You can use dispel 
magic to end ongoing spells that have 
been cast ona creature or object, to tem- 
porarily suppress the magical abilities 
of a magic item, to end ongoing spells 
(or at least their effects) within an area, 
or to counter another spellcaster’s spell. 
A dispelled spell ends as if its duration 
had expired. Some spells, as detailed in 
their descriptions, can’t be defeated by 
dispel magic. Dispel magic can dispel (but 
not counter) spell-like effects just as it 
does spells. ane 

Note: The effect of a spell with an in- 
stantaneous duration can't be dispelled, 
because the magical effect is already over 

before the dispel magic can take effect. 
Thus, you can't use dispel magic to repair 
| fire damage caused by a fireball or to turn a 
| petrified character back to flesh. In these 
cases, the magic has departed, leaving 
only burned flesh or perfectly normal 
stone in its wake. 

You choose to use dispel magic in one of 
three ways: a targeted dispel, an area 
dispel, or a counterspell: 

Targeted Dispel: One object, creature, or 
spell is the target of the dispel magic spell. 
You make a dispel check (1d20 + your 
_caster level, maximum +10) against the 
\ spell or against each ongoing spell cur- 
urently in effect on the object or creature. 
|The DC for this dispel check is 11 + the 

spell’s caster level. 

For example, Mialee, at 5th level, tar- 
gets dispel magic on a drow who is under 
the effects of haste, mage armor, and bull’s 
strength. All three spells were cast on the 
drow by a 7th-level wizard. Mialee makes 
a dispel check (1d20 + 5 against DC 18) 
three times, once each for the haste, mage 
armor, and bull’s strength effects. If she suc- 
ceeds on a particular check, that spell is 


t 


dispelled (the drow’s spell resistance 
doesn't help him); if she fails, that spell 
remains in effect. 

If you target an object or creature that 
is the effect of an ongoing spell (such as a 
monster summoned by monster summon- 
ing), you make a dispel check to end the 
spell that conjured the object or creature. 

If the object that you target is a magic 


(item, you make a dispel check against the 


item’s caster level. If you succeed, all the 


‘item’s magical properties are suppressed 


for 1d4 rounds, after which the item 
recovers on its own. A suppressed item 
becomes nonmagical for the duration of 
the effect. An interdimensional interface 
(such as a bag of holding) is temporarily 
closed. A magic item's physical properties 
are unchanged: A suppressed magic 
sword is still a sword (a masterwork 


sword, in fact). Artifacts and deities are 
‘unaffected by mortal magic such as this. 


You automatically succeed on your 


dispel check against any spell that you 
(cast yourself. 


Area Dispel: When dispel magic is used in 


‘this way, the spell affects everything 


within a 20-foot radius. 
For each creature within the area that 
is the subject of one or more spells, you 


make a dispel check against the spell) 
with the highest caster level. If that, 
check fails, you make dispel checks) 


against progressively weaker spells until 


you dispel one spell (which discharges, 


the dispel magic spell so far as that target 


is concerned) or until you fail all your 


checks. The creature’s magic items are 
not affected. 

For each object within the area that is 
the target of one or more spells, you make 
dispel checks as with creatures. Magic 


items are not affected by an area dispel.| 


For each ongoing area or effect spell 
whose point of origin is within the area of 
the dispel magic spell, you can make a 
dispel check to dispel the spell. 

For each ongoing spell whose area 
overlaps that of the dispel magic spell, you 
can make a dispel check to end the effect, 
but only within the overlapping area. 

If an object or creature that is the effect 
of an ongoing spell (such as a monster 
summoned by monster summoning) is in 
the area, you can make a dispel check to 
end the spell that conjured that object or 
creature (returning it whence it came) in 
addition to attempting to dispel spells tar- 
geting the creature or object. 

You may choose to automatically suc- 
ceed on dispel checks against any spell 
that you have cast. 

Counterspell: When dispel magic is used 
in this way, the spell targets a spellcaster 
and is cast as a counterspell (page 170). 
Unlike a true counterspell, however, 
dispel magic may not work; you must make 


a dispel check to counter the other spell- 
caster’s spell. 


Dispel Magic, Greater

Emulating the natural ability of the dis- 
placer beast (see the Monster Manual), the 
subject of this spell appears to be about 2 
feet away from its true location. The crea- 
ture benefits from a 50% miss chance as if 
it had total concealment. However, unlike 
actual total concealment, displacement 
does not prevent enemies from targeting 
the creature normally. True seeing reveals 
its true location. 

Material Component: A small strip of 
leather made from displacer beast hide, 
twisted into a loop.

‘Level: Clr 4, Knowledge 4 
Components: V, S, M 
_Casting Time: 10 minutes 
Range: Personal 
Target: You 
Duration: Instantaneous 


Similar to augury but more powerful, a 
divination spell can provide you with a 
useful piece of advice in reply to a ques- 
tion concerning a specific goal, event, or 
activity that is to occur within one week. 
The advice can be as simple as a short 
phrase, or it might take the form of a cryp- 
tic rhyme or omen. | 
For example, suppose the question is 
“Will we do well if we venture into the 
ruined temple of Erythnul?” The DM 
knows that a terrible troll guarding 10,000 
gp and a +1 shield lurks near the entrance 
but estimates that your party could beat 
the troll after a hard fight. Therefore the 
divination response might be: “Ready oil 
and open flame light your way to wealth.” 
In all cases, the DM controls what infor-_ 
mation you receive. If your party doesn't 
act on the information, the conditions may, 
change so that the information is no 
longer useful. (For example, the troll could 
move away and take the treasure with it.) 
The base chance for a correct divination is 
| 70% + 1% per caster level, to a maximum of 
| 90%. The DM adjusts the chance if unusual 
| circumstances require it (if, for example, 
unusual precautions against divination 
spells have been taken). If the dice roll fails, 
you know the spell failed, unless specific 
magic yielding false information is at work. 
As with augury, multiple divinations 
about the same topic by the same caster use 
the same dice result as the first divination 
spell and yield the same answer each time. 
Material Component: Incense and a sac- 
\rificial offering appropriate to your reli- 
| gion, together worth at least 25 gp.

The bonus doesn't apply to spell 
damage.

Calling upon the divine power of your 
patron, you imbue yourself with strength 
and skill in combat.

with simple commands such as “Attack,” 
“Run,” and “Fetch.” Suicidal or self-de- 
structive commands (including an order 
to attack a creature two or more size cate- 
gories larger than the dominated animal) 
are simply ignored. 


Dominate animal establishes a mental. 


link between you and the subject creature. 
The animal can be directed by silent 
mental command as long as it remains in 
range. You need not see the creature to 
control it. You do not receive direct sen- 
sory input from the creature, but you know 
what it is experiencing. Because you are 
directing the animal with your own intelli- 
gence, it may be able to undertake actions 
normally beyond its own comprehension, 
such as manipulating objects with its paws 
and mouth. You need not concentrate 
exclusively on controlling the creature 
unless you are trying to direct it to do 
something it normally couldn't do. Chang- 
ing your instructions or giving a dominated 
creature a new command is the equivalent 
of redirecting a spell, so it is a move action.

You can control the actions of any hu- 
manoid creature through a telepathic link 
that you establish with the subject’s mind. 
If you and the subject have a common 
language, you can generally force the sub- 
ject to perform as you desire, within the 
limits of its abilities. If no common lan- 
guage exists, you can communicate only 
basic commands, such as “Come here,” 
“Go there,” “Fight,” and “Stand still.” You 
know what the subject is experiencing, 
but you do not receive direct sensory 
input from it, nor can it communicate 
with you telepathically. 

Once you have given a dominated crea- 

ture a command, it continues to attempt 
to carry out that command to the exclu- 
sion of all other activities except those 
necessary for day-to-day survival (such as 
sleeping, eating, and so forth). Because of 
this limited range of activity, a Sense 
Motive check against DC 15 (rather than 
DC 25) can determine that the subject’s 
behavior is being influenced by an 
enchantment effect (see the Sense Motive 
skill description, page 81). 
Changing your instructions or giving a 
dominated creature a new command is the 
equivalent of redirecting a spell, so it is a 
move action. 

By concentrating fully on the spell (a 
standard action), you can receive full 
sensory input as interpreted by the 
mind of the subject, though it still can't, 
communicate with you. You can't actu-| 
ally see through the subject's eyes, so it's 
not as good as being there yourself, but 
you still get a good idea of what's going 
on (the subject is walking through a 
smelly courtyard, the subject is talking 
to a guard, the guard looks suspicious, 
and so forth). 

Subjects resist this control, and any 
subject forced to take actions against its 
nature receives a new saving throw with a 
+2 bonus. Obviously self-destructive or- 
ders are not carried out. Once control is 
established, the range at which it can be 
exercised is unlimited, as long as you and 
the subject are on the same plane. You 
need not see the subject to control it. 


If you don't spend at least 1 round con- 
centrating on the spell each day, the sub- 
ject receives a new saving throw to throw 
off the domination. 

Protection from evil or a similar spell can 
prevent you from exercising control or 
using the telepathic link while the subject 
is so warded, but such an effect neither 
prevents the establishment of domination 

_nor dispels it.

The mes- 
senger then enters a trance, appears in 
the intended recipient’s dream, and deliv- 


ers the message. The message can be of 


any length, and the recipient remembers 
‘it perfectly upon waking. The communi- 
ication is one-way. The recipient cannot 
‘ask questions or offer information, nor 
ican the messenger gain any information 
[by observing the dreams of the recipient. 
Once the message is delivered, the mes- 
senger’s mind returns instantly to its 
body.

The messenger is unaware of its own 
surroundings or of the activities around it 
while in the trance.

Range: Long (400 ft. + 40 ft./level) 

Area: 80-ft.-radius spread (S) 

Duration: 1 round 

Saving Throw: See text 

Spell Resistance: No 


‘When you cast earthquake, an intense but 
highly localized tremor rips the ground. 
The shock knocks creatures down, col- 
lapses structures, opens cracks in the 
ground, and more. The effect lasts for 1 
round, during which time creatures on 
the ground can’t move or attack. A spell- 
caster on the ground must make a Con- 
centration check (DC 20 + spell level) or 
lose any spell he or she tries to cast. The 
earthquake affects all terrain, vegetation, 
structures, and creatures in the area. The 
specific effect of an earthquake spell 
depends on the nature of the terrain 
where it is cast. 

Cave, Cavern, or Tunnel: The spell col- 
lapses the roof, dealing 8dé points of blud-. 
geoning damage to any creature caught 
under the cave-in (Reflex DC 15 half) and. 
pinning that creature beneath the rubble 
(see below). An earthquake cast on the roof 
of a very large cavern could also endanger 
those outside the actual area but below 
the falling debris. 

Cliffs: Earthquake causes a cliff to crum- 
ble, creating a landslide that travels hori- 
zontally as far as it fell vertically. An earth- 
quake cast at the top of a 100-foot cliff 
would sweep debris 100 feet outward 
from the base of the cliff. Any creature in 
the path takes 8dé points of bludgeoning 
damage (Reflex DC 15 half) and is pinned 
beneath the rubble (see below). 

Open Ground: Each creature standing in 
the area must make a DC 15 Reflex save or 
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fall down. Fissures open in the earth, and 
every creature on the ground has a 25% 
chance to fall into one (Reflex DC 20 to 
avoid a fissure). At the end of the spell, all 
fissures grind shut, killing any creatures 
still trapped within. 

Structure: Any structure standing on 
open ground takes 100 points of damage, 
enough to collapse a typical wooden or 

_masonry building, but not a structure 
built of stone or reinforced masonry. 
Hardness does not reduce this damage, 
\nor is it halved as damage dealt to objects 
normally is. (See the Dungeon Master’s 
Guide for information on hit points for 
walls and the like.) Any creature caught 
inside a collapsing structure takes 8d6 
points of bludgeoning damage (Reflex 
DC 15 half) and is pinned beneath the 
rubble (see below). 

River, Lake, or Marsh: Fissures open 
underneath the water, draining away the 
water from that area and forming muddy, 
ground. Soggy marsh or swampland 
becomes quicksand for the duration of 
the spell, sucking down creatures and, 
structures. Each creature in the area must 
make a DC 15 Reflex save or sink down in 
the mud and quicksand. At the end of the 
spell, the rest of the body of water rushes 
in to replace the drained water, possibly 
drowning those caught in the mud. 

Pinned beneath Rubble: Any creature 
pinned beneath rubble takes 1dé points 
of nonlethal damage per minute while 
pinned. Ifa pinned character falls uncon- 
scious, he or she must make a DC 15, 
Constitution check or take 1dé6 points of 
lethal damage each minute thereafter 
until freed or dead.

When the spell is complete, 2d4 Large 
elementals appear. Ten minutes later, 1d4 
Huge elementals appear. Ten minutes 
after that, one greater elemental appears. 
Each elemental has maximum hit points 
per HD. Once these creatures appear, they 
serve you for the duration of the spell. 


The elementals obey you explicitly and 
never attack you, even if someone else 
manages to gain control over them. You 
do not need to concentrate to maintain 
control over the elementals. You can dis- 
miss them singly or in groups at any time. 

When you use a summoning spell to 
summon an air, earth, fire, or water crea- 
ture, it is a spell of that type. For example, 
‘elemental swarm is a fire spell when you 
‘cast it to summon fire elementals and a 
\water spell when you use it to summon 
‘water elementals.

This spell functions like enervation, except 
that the creature struck gains 2d4 nega- 
tive levels, and the negative levels last 
longer. 

There is no saving throw to avoid gain- 
ing the negative levels, but 24 hours after 
gaining them, the subject must make a 
Fortitude saving throw (DC = energy drain 
spell’s save DC) for each negative level. If 
the save succeeds, that negative level is 
removed. If it fails, the negative level also 
goes away, but one of the subject’s charac- 
ter levels is permanently drained. 

An undead creature struck by the ray 
gains 2d4x5 temporary hit points for 1 
hour.

You point your finger and utter the incan- | 
tation, releasing a black ray of crackling | 
negative energy that suppresses the life | 
force of any living creature it strikes. You 
must make a ranged touch attack to hit. If 
the attack succeeds, the subject gains 1d4 
negative levels. 

If the subject has at least as many nega- 
tive levels as HD, it dies. Each negative 
level gives a creature a —1 penalty on at- 
tack rolls, saving throws, skill checks, abil- 
ity checks, and effective level (for deter- 
mining the power, duration, DC, and 
other details of spells or special abilities).

The target gains a +2 size 
bonus to Strength, a —2 size penalty to 
Dexterity (to a minimum of 1), and a-1 
penalty on attack rolls and AC due to its 
increased size. 

A humanoid creature whose size in- 
creases to Large has a space of 10 feet and 
a natural reach of 10 feet. This spell does 
not change the target's speed. 

If insufficient room is available for the 
desired growth, the creature attains the 
maximum possible size and may make a 
Strength check (using its increased 
Strength) to burst any enclosures in the 
process. If it fails, it is constrained with- 
out harm by the materials enclosing it— 


the spell cannot be used to crush a crea- 
ture by increasing its size. 

All equipment worn or carried by a 
creature is similarly enlarged by the spell. 
Melee and projectile weapons affected by 
this spell deal more damage (see Table 2-2 
in the Dungeon Master’s Guide). Other mag- 
ical properties are not affected by this 
spell. Any enlarged item that leaves an 

_enlarged creature's possession (including a 
_projectile or thrown weapon) instantly 
_returns to its normal size. This means that 

ithrown weapons deal their normal 
damage, and projectiles deal damage 
based on the size of the weapon that fired 
them. Magical properties of enlarged items 
are not increased by this spell—an 
enlarged +1 sword still has only a +1 en- 
hancement bonus, a staff-sized wand is 
still only capable of its normal functions, 
a giant-sized potion merely requires a 
greater fluid intake to make its magical 
effects operate, and so on. 


Multiple magical effects that increase 


size do not stack, which means (among 
other things) that you can't use a second, 
casting of this spell to further increase the 
size of a humanoid that’s still under the 
effect of the first casting. 

Enlarge person counters and dispels 
reduce person. 

Enlarge person can be made permanent 
with a permanency spell. 

Material Component: A pinch of pow- 
dered iron.

Range: Long (400 ft. + 40 ft./level) 
Area: Plants in a 40-ft-radius spread 

Duration: 1 min./level(D) _ 

| Saving Throw: Reflex partial; see text 

| Spell Resistance: No 

| 
Grasses, weeds, bushes, and even trees 
wrap, twist, and entwine about creatures 
in the area or those that enter the area, 
holding them fast and causing them to 
become entangled. The creature can 
break free and move half its normal speed 
by using a full-round action to make a DC 
20 Strength check or a DC 20 Escape 
Artist check. A creature that succeeds on 
a Reflex save is not entangled but can still 


move at only half speed through the area. 
Each round on your turn, the plants once 
again attempt to entangle all creatures 
that have avoided or escaped entangle- 
ment. 

Note: The DM may alter the effects of 
the spell somewhat, based on the nature 
of the entangling plants.

\creatures, you can use this spell to hold 
‘them spellbound. To cast the spell, you 


must speak or sing without interruption 


(for 1 full round. Thereafter, those affected 
give you their undivided attention, ignor- 
ing their surroundings. They are consid- 
ered to have an attitude of friendly while 
under the effect of the spell (see the Dun- 


geon Master's Guide for information about. 
NPC attitudes). Any potentially affected, 


creature of a race or religion unfriendly to, 
yours gets a +4 bonus on the saving throw. 


A creature with 4 or more HD or witha, 


Wisdom score of 16 or higher remains 
aware of its surroundings and has an atti- 
tude of indifferent. It gains a new saving 
throw if it witnesses actions that it 
opposes. 

The effect lasts as long as you speak or 
sing, to a maximum of 1 hour. Those 


enthralled by your words take no action 


while you speak or sing and for 1d3 
rounds thereafter while they discuss the 
topic or performance. Those entering the 
area during the performance must also 
successfully save or become enthralled. 
The speech ends (but the 1d3-round delay 
still applies) if you lose concentration or 
do anything other than speak or sing. 

If those not enthralled have unfriendly 
or hostile attitudes toward you, they can 
collectively make a Charisma check to try 
to end the spell by jeering and heckling. 
For this check, use the Charisma bonus of 
the creature with the highest Charisma in 
the group; others may make Charisma 
checks to assist (as described in Aid 
Another, page 65). The heckling ends the 
spell if this check result beats your 
Charisma check result. Only one such 
challenge is allowed per use of the spell. 

If any member of the audience is at- 
tacked or subjected to some other overtly 
hostile act, the spell ends and the previ- 
ously enthralled members become imme- 


diately unfriendly toward you. Each crea- 
ture with 4 or more HD or with a Wisdom 
score of 16 or higher becomes hostile.

A magical field appears around you, glow- 
ing with a chaotic blast of multicolored 
hues.

Each 
ranged attack directed at you for which 
the attacker must make an attack roll (in- 
cluding arrows, magic arrows, Melf’s acid 
arrow, ray of enfeeblement, and so forth) has 
a 20% miss chance (similar to the effects of 
concealment). Other attacks that simply 
work at a distance, such as a dragon's 
breath weapon, are not affected.

Erase removes writings of either magical or 
mundane nature from a scroll or from one 
or two pages of paper, parchment, or similar 
surfaces. With this spell, you can remove 
explosive runes, a glyph of warding, a sepia snake 
‘sigil, or an arcane mark, but not illusory script 
or a symbol spell. Nonmagical writing is 
automatically erased if you touch it and no 
one else is holding it. Otherwise, the chance 
of erasing nonmagical writing is 90%. 
Magic writing must be touched to be 


erased, and you also must succeed on a_ 
caster level check (1d20 + caster level) 
against DC 15. (A natural 1 or 2 is always a_ 


failure on this check.) If you fail to erase 
explosive runes, a glyph of warding, or a sepia 
snake sigil, you accidentally activate that 
writing instead.

An ethereal creature is invisible, insub- 
stantial, and capable of moving in any 
direction, even up or down, albeit at half 
normal speed. As an insubstantial crea- 
ture, you can move through solid objects, 
including living creatures. An ethereal 
“creature can see and hear on the Material 
Plane, but everything looks gray and 
\ephemeral. Sight and hearing onto the 
Material Plane are limited to 60 feet. 
Force effects (such as magic missile and 
wall of force) and abjurations affect an ethe- 
real creature normally. Their effects 
extend onto the Ethereal Plane from the 
Material Plane, but not vice versa. An 
ethereal creature can’t attack material 
creatures, and spells you cast while ethe- 
real affect only other ethereal things. Cer- 
tain material creatures or objects have 
attacks or effects that work on the Ether- 
eal Plane (such as a basilisk’s gaze attack). 
Treat other ethereal creatures and ethe- 
real objects as if they were material. | 
If you end the spell and become mate- 
rial while inside a material object (such as 
a solid wall), you are shunted off to the 
nearest open space and take 1d6 points of 
damage per 5 feet that you so travel.

When the spell expires, all affected 
creatures on the Ethereal Plane return to 
material existence. 


Evard’s Black Tentacles _ 
_Conjuration (Creation)

Casting Time: 1 standard action 
Range: Medium (100 ft. + 10 ft./level) 
Area: 20-ft.-radius spread 

Duration: 1 round/level (D) 

Saving Throw: None 

Spell Resistance: No 


This spell conjures a field of rubbery 
black tentacles, each 10 feet long. These 


waving members seem to spring forth 
from the earth, floor, or whatever surface 
is underfoot—including water. They 
grasp and entwine around creatures that 
enter the area, holding them fast and 
crushing them with great strength. 
Every creature within the area of the 
spell must make a grapple check, opposed 
by the grapple check of the tentacles. Treat 
the tentacles attacking a particular target as 
a Large creature with a base attack bonus 
‘equal to your caster level and a Strength 
score of 19. Thus, its grapple check modi- 
fier is equal to your caster level +8. The ten- 
tacles are immune to all types of damage. 
Once the tentacles grapple an oppo- 
nent, they may make a grapple check each 
round on your turn to deal 1d6+4 points 
of bludgeoning damage. The tentacles 
continue to crush the opponent until the 
spell ends or the opponent escapes. 
|__ Any creature that enters the area of the

read, dealing 6dé points of force damage. 
Anyone next to the runes (close enough to 
read them) takes the full damage with no 
saving throw; any other creature within 
10 feet of the runes is entitled to a Reflex 
save for half damage. The object on which 
the runes were written also takes full 
damage (no saving throw). 

You and any characters you specifically | 
instruct can read the protected writing | 
without triggering the runes. Likewise, 
you can remove the runes whenever de- 
sired. Another creature can remove them 
with a successful dispel magic or erase 
spell, but attempting to dispel or erase 
the runes and failing to do so triggers the 
explosion. 

Note: Magic traps such as explosive runes 
are hard to detect and disable. A rogue 
(only) can use the Search skill to find the 
runes and Disable Device to thwart them. 
The DC in each case is 25 + spell level, or 
28 for explosive runes.

The effects are cumulative and concur- 
rent. 

Sickened: Sudden pain and fever sweeps | 
over the subject’s body. A sickened crea- | 
ture takes a —2 penalty on attack rolls, | 
weapon damage rolls, saving throws, skill 
checks, and ability checks. A creature 
affected by this spell remains sickened for 
10 minutes per caster level. The effects 
cannot be negated by a remove disease or 
heal spell, but a remove curse is effective. 

Panicked: The subject becomes pan- 
icked for 1d4 rounds.

You convert material of one sort into a 
product that is of the same material. Thus, 
you can fabricate a wooden bridge from a 
clump of trees, a rope from a patch of 


hemp, clothes from flax or wool, and so_ 


forth. Creatures or magic items cannot be 
created or transmuted by the fabricate 
spell. The quality of items made by this 
spell is commensurate with the quality of 
material used as the basis for the new fab- 
rication. If you work with a mineral, the 
target is reduced to 1 cubic foot per level 
instead of 10 cubic feet. 

You must make an appropriate Craft 
check to fabricate articles requiring a 
high degree of craftsmanship (jewelry, 
swords, glass, crystal, and the like). 

Casting requires 1 round per 10 cubic 
feet (or 1 cubic foot) of material to be 
affected by the spell. 

Material Component: The original mate- 
rial, which costs the same amount as the 

_raw materials required to craft the item to

| subjects. Outlined subjects shed light as 
candles. Outlined creatures do not bene- 
fit from the concealment normally pro- 
vided by darkness (though a 2nd-level or 
higher magical darkness effect functions 
normally), blur, displacement, invisibil- 
ity, or similar effects. The light is too dim 
to have any special effect on undead or 
dark-dwelling creatures vulnerable to 
light. The faerie fire can be blue, green, or 
violet, according to your choice at the 


time of casting. The faerie fire does not 
cause any harm to the objects or creatures 
thus outlined.

Any divination (scrying) spell used to 


view anything within the area of this 
spell instead receives a false image (as the 
major image spell), as defined by you at the 
time of casting. As long as the duration 
lasts, you can concentrate to change the 


image as desired. While you aren't con-| 


centrating, the image remains static. 

Arcane Material Component: The ground 
dust of a piece of jade worth at least 250 
gp, which is sprinkled into the air when 
the spell is cast.

The affected creatures or objects fall slowly, 
though faster than feathers typically do. 
Feather fall instantly changes the rate at 
which the targets fall to a mere 60 feet per 
round (equivalent to the end of a fall from a 
few feet), and the subjects take no damage 
upon landing while the spell is in effect. 
However, when the spell duration expires, 
a normal rate of falling resumes. 

The spell affects one or more Medium 
or smaller creatures (including gear and 
carried objects up to each creature’s maxi- 
mum load) or objects, or the equivalent in 
larger creatures: A Large creature or object 
counts as two Medium creatures or objects, 
a Huge creature or object counts as two 
Large creatures or objects, and so forth. 

You can cast this spell with an instant 
utterance, quickly enough to save your- 
self if you unexpectedly fall. Casting the 
spell is a free action, like casting a quick- 
ened spell, and it counts toward the 
normal limit of one quickened spell per 
round. You may even cast this spell when 
it isn't your turn. 

This spell has no special effect on 
ranged weapons unless they are falling 
quite a distance. If the spell is cast on a 
falling item, such as a boulder dropped. 
from the top of a castle wall, the object, 
does half normal damage based on its | 
weight, with no bonus for the height of 
the drop. (See the Dungeon Master’s Guide 
for information on falling objects.) 

Feather fall works only upon free-falling 
objects. It does not affect a sword blow or 
a charging or flying creature.

A creature that can cast arcane 
spells, such as a sorcerer or a wizard, takes 
a—4 penalty on its saving throw. 
Material Component: A handful of clay, 
crystal, glass, or mineral spheres.

The recipient of this spell can find the 
shortest, most direct physical route to a 
specified destination, be it the way into or, 
out of a locale. The locale can be outdoors, 
underground, or even inside a maze spell. 
Find the path works with respect to lo- 
_cations, not objects or creatures at a locale. 
| Thus, the subject could not find the way 
to “a forest where a green dragon lives” or 
\a hoard of platinum pieces,” but it could 
[find the exit to a labyrinth. The location 
must be on the same plane as you are at 
the time of casting. 

The spell enables the subject to sense 
the correct direction that will eventually 
lead it to its destination, indicating at ap- 
propriate times the exact path to follow or 
physical actions to take. For example, the 
spell enables the subject to sense trip 

_wires or the proper word to bypass a glyph 

| of warding. The spell ends when the desti- 

\nation is reached or the duration expires, 

|whichever comes first. Find the path can 
be used to remove the subject and its com- 
panions from the effect of a maze spellina 
single round. 

This divination is keyed to the recipi- 
ent, not its companions, and its effect 
does not predict or allow for the actions of 
creatures (including guardians). 

Focus: A set of divination counters of 
the sort you favor—bones, ivory counters, 
sticks, carved runes, or the like

|+1 point per caster level (maximum +25). 
The subject might die from damage even 
if it succeeds on its saving throw. 


Fire Seeds 


Conjuration (Creation) [Fire] 

Level: Drd 6, Fire 6, Sun 6 

Components: V, S, M 

Casting Time: 1 standard action 

Range: Touch 

Targets: Up to four touched acorns or up 
to eight touched holly berries 

Duration: 10 min./level or until used 

Saving Throw: None or Reflex half; see 
text 

Spell Resistance: No 


Depending on the version of fire seeds you 
choose, you turn acorns into splash 
weapons that you or another character can 
throw, or you turn holly berries into bombs 
that you can detonate on command. 

Acorn Grenades: As many as four acorns 
turn into special splash weapons that can 
be hurled as far as 100 feet. A ranged 
touch attack roll is required to strike the 
intended target. Together, the acorns are 
capable of dealing 1dé6 points of fire 
damage per caster level (maximum 20d6), 
divided up among the acorns as you wish. 
For example, a 20th-level druid could 
create one 20d6 missile, two 10d6 mis- 


siles, one 11d6 and three 3d6 missiles, or 
any other combination totaling up to four 
acorns and 20d6 points of damage. 

Each acorn explodes upon striking any 
hard surface. In addition to its regular fire 
damage, it deals 1 point of splash damage 
per die, and it ignites any combustible 
materials within 10 feet. A creature with-| 
in this area that makes a successful Reflex | 
saving throw takes only half damage; a) 
creature struck directly is not allowed a 
saving throw. 

Holly Berry Bombs: You turn as many as 
eight holly berries into special bombs.

___ Arcane Material Component: A bit of 

phosphorus for the warm shield; a live fire- 

(fly or glowworm or the tail portions of 
four dead ones for the chill shield.

Casting a gate spell has two effects. First, it 
creates an interdimensional connection 
between your plane of existence and a 
plane you specify, allowing travel between 
those two planes in either direction.

The gate itself is a circular hoop or disk from 
5 to 20 feet in diameter (caster’s choice), ori- 
ented in the direction you desire when it 
comes into existence (typically vertical and 
facing you). It is a two-dimensional window 
looking into the plane you specified when 
casting the spell, and anyone or anything 
that moves through is shunted instantly to 
the other side. 
__A gate has a front and a back. Creatures 
‘moving through the gate from the front are 
‘transported to the other plane; creatures 
‘moving through it from the back are not. 
Planar Travel: As a mode of planar 
travel, a gate spell functions much like a 
plane shift spell, except that the gate opens 
precisely at the point you desire (a cre- 
ation effect).

‘order to absorb any attack or force 
coming at you by shunting it to another 
plane. Whether the denizens of that plane 


appreciate this tactic is, of course, another, 


matter. 


You may hold the gate open only for a 


brief time (no more than 1 round per 


‘caster level), and you must concentrate on, 


‘doing so, or else the interplanar connec- 
tion is severed. a 
Calling Creatures: The second effect of 
the gate spell is to call an extraplanar crea- 
ture to your aid (a calling effect). By 
naming a particular being or kind of 
being as you cast the spell, you cause the 


gate to open in the immediate vicinity of 


the desired creature and pull the subject 
through, willing or unwilling. Deities and 
unique beings are under no compulsion 
to come through the gate, although they 
may choose to do so of their own accord. 
This use of the spell creates a gate that 
remains open just long enough to trans- 
port the called creatures. This use of the 
spell has an XP cost (see below). 

If you choose to call a kind of creature 
instead of a known individual—for in- 
stance, a bearded devil or a ghaele elad- 
rin—you may call either a single creature 
(of any HD) or several creatures. You can 
call and control several creatures as long 
as their HD total does not exceed your 
caster level. In the case of a single crea- 
ture, you can control it if its HD do not 
exceed twice your caster level. A single 
creature with more HD than twice your 
caster level can't be controlled. Deities 
and unique beings cannot be controlled 
in any event. An uncontrolled being acts 
as it pleases, making the calling of such 


creatures rather dangerous. An uncon- 
trolled being may return to its home 
plane at any time. 

A controlled creature can be com- 
manded to perform a service for you. 
Such services fall into two categories: 
immediate tasks and contractual service. 
Fighting for you in a single battle or tak-_ 
ing any other actions that can be accom- | 
plished within 1 round per caster level | 
counts as an immediate task; you need not 
make any agreement or pay any reward 
for the creature’s help. The creature 
departs at the end of the spell. 

If you choose to exact a longer or more 
involved form of service from a called 
creature, you must offer some fair trade in 
return for that service. The service 
exacted must be reasonable with respect 
to the promised favor or reward; see the 
lesser planar ally spell for appropriate 
rewards. (Some creatures may want their 
payment in “livestock” rather than in 
coin, which could involve complications.) 
Immediately upon completion of the 
service, the being is transported to your 
vicinity, and you must then and there 
turn over the promised reward. After this 
is done, the creature is instantly freed to 
return to its own plane. 

Failure to fulfill the promise to the 
letter results in your being subjected to 
service by the creature or by its liege and 
master, at the very least. At worst, the 
creature or its kin may attack you. 

Note: When you use a calling spell such 
as gate to call an air, chaotic, earth, evil, 
fire, good, lawful, or water creature, it 
becomes a spell of that type. For example, 
gate is a chaotic and evil spell when you 
cast it to call a demon. 

XP Cost: 1,000 XP (only for the calling 
creatures function). 


Geas/Quest 


Enchantment (Compulsion) [Language- 
Dependent, Mind-Affecting] 

Level: Brd 6, Clr 6, Sor/Wiz 6 

Casting Time: 10 minutes 

‘Target: One living creature 

Saving Throw: None 


This spell functions similarly to lesser geas, 
except that it affects a creature of any HD 
and allows no saving throw. 

Instead of taking penalties to ability 
scores (as with lesser geas), the subject 
takes 3d6 points of damage each day it 
does not attempt to follow the geas/quest. 
Additionally, each day it must make a 
Fortitude saving throw or become sick- 
ened. These effects end 24 hours after the 
creature attempts to resume the geas/ 
quest. 

A remove curse spell ends a geas/quest 
spell only if its caster level is at least two 
higher than your caster level. Break en- 


chantment does not end a geas/quest, but 
limited wish, miracle, and wish do. 

Bards, sorcerers, and wizards usually 
refer to this spell as geas, while clerics call 
the same spell quest.

A lesser geas places a magical command on 
a creature to carry out some service or to 


refrain from some action or course of 


activity, as desired by you. The creature 
must have 7 or fewer Hit Dice and be able 
to understand you. While a geas cannot, 
compel a creature to kill itself or perform 
acts that would result in certain death, it 
can cause almost any other course of activ- 
ity. The geased creature must follow the 
given instructions until the geas is com- 
pleted, no matter how long it takes. 

If the instructions involve some open- 
ended task that the recipient cannot com- 


plete through his own actions (such as_ 


“Wait here” or “Defend this area against 
attack”), the spell remains in effect for a 
maximum of one day per caster level. A 
clever recipient can subvert some in- 
structions: For example, if you order the 
_recipient to protect you from all harm, it 
| might place you in a nice, safe dungeon 
| for the duration of the spell. 
|__If the subject is prevented from obey- 
| ing the lesser geas for 24 hours, it takes a—2 
penalty to each of its ability scores. Each 
day, another —2 penalty accumulates, up 
to a total of -8. No ability score can be re- 
duced to less than 1 by this effect. The 
ability score penalties are removed 24 
hours after the subject resumes obeying 
the lesser geas. 

A lesser geas (and all ability score penal- 
_ties) can be ended by break enchantment, 
(limited wish, remove curse, miracle, or wish. 
_Dispel magic does not affect a lesser geas.

Additionally, this spell makes trans- 
porting a fallen comrade more pleasant. 

The spell also works on severed body 


(parts and the like.

Ghost sound allows you to create a volume 


of sound that rises, recedes, approaches, 
or remains at a fixed place. You choose 
what type of sound ghost sound creates 


when casting it and cannot thereafter 


change the sound's basic character. 


The volume of sound created depends 


on your level. You can produce as much 


noise as four normal humans per caster. 


level (maximum twenty humans). Thus, 


talking, singing, shouting, walking, 


marching, or running sounds can be cre- 
ated. The noise a ghost sound spell pro- 
duces can be virtually any type of sound 
within the volume limit. A horde of rats 
running and squeaking is about the same 


volume as eight humans running and) 


shouting. A roaring lion is equal to the 
noise from sixteen humans, while a roar- 
ing dire tiger is equal to the noise from 
twenty humans. 

Ghost sound can enhance the effective- 
ness of a silent image spell. 

Ghost sound can be made permanent 
with a permanency spell. 

Material Component: A bit of wool or a 
small lump of wax.

Target: Living humanoid touched

Imbuing you with negative energy, this 
spell allows you to paralyze a single living 


humanoid for the duration of the spell 
with a successful melee touch attack. 

Additionally, the paralyzed subject ex- 
udes a carrion stench that causes all living 
creatures (except you) in a 10-foot-radius 
spread to become sickened (Fortitude 
negates). A neutralize poison spell removes 
the effect from a sickened creature, and. 
creatures immune to poison are unaf-) 
fected by the stench. | 

Material Component: A small scrap of 
cloth taken from clothing worn by a 
ghoul, or a pinch of earth from a ghoul’s 
lair.

You turn three normal-sized centipedes, 
two normal-sized spiders, or a single 
normal-sized scorpion into larger forms. 
Only one type of vermin can be trans- 
muted (so a single casting cannot affect 
both a centipede and a spider), and all 
must be grown to the same size. The size 
to which the vermin can be grown de- 
pends on your level; see the table below. 
The Monster Manual has game statistics 
for centipedes, spiders, and scorpions, as 
well as other kinds of vermin. 

Any giant vermin created by this spell 
do not attempt to harm you, but your con- 
trol of such creatures is limited to simple 
commands (‘“Attack,” “Defend,” “Stop,” and 
so forth). Orders to attack a certain crea- 
ture when it appears or guard against a 
particular occurrence are too complex for 
the vermin to understand. Unless com- 
manded to do otherwise, the giant vermin 
attack whoever or whatever is near them. 
|__The DM can extend this spell’s effects to. 
other kinds of insects, arachnids, or other. 
vermin, such as ants, bees, beetles, praying 
mantises, and wasps, if he so chooses.

An immobile, faintly shimmering magi- 
cal sphere surrounds you and excludes all 


spell effects of 3rd level or lower. The area 
or effect of any such spells does not 
include the area of the lesser globe of invul- 
nerability. Such spells fail to affect any 
target located within the globe. Excluded 
effects include spell-like abilities and 
spells or spell-like effects from items. 
However, any type of spell can be cast 
through or out of the magical globe. 
‘Spells of 4th level and higher are not 
affected by the globe, nor are spells 
already in effect when the globe is cast. 
‘The globe can be brought down by a tar- 
geted dispel magic spell, but not by an area 
dispel magic. You can leave and return to 
the globe without penalty. 

Note that spell effects are not disrupted 
unless their effects enter the globe, and 
even then they are merely suppressed, not 
dispelled. For example, creatures inside 
the globe would still see a mirror image 
\created by a caster outside the globe. If 
\that caster then entered the globe, the 
limages would wink out, to reappear when 
ithe caster exited the globe. Likewise, a 
\caster standing in the area of a light spell 
would still receive sufficient illumination 
‘for vision, even though that part of the 
light spell’s area that lies within the globe 
would not be luminous. 


If a given spell has more than one level 
depending on which character class is. 
casting it, use the level appropriate to the! 
caster to determine whether lesser globe of 


invulnerability stops it.

Spell Resistance: No (object) and Yes; 
see text 


This powerful inscription harms those 
who enter, pass, or open the warded area 
or object. A glyph of warding can guard a 
bridge or passage, ward a portal, trap a 
chest or box, and so on. 

You set the conditions of the ward. Typ- 
ically, any creature entering the warded 
area or opening the warded object with- 
out speaking a password (which you set 
when casting the spell) is subject to the 
magic it stores. Alternatively or in addi- 
tion to a password trigger, glyphs can be 
set according to physical characteristics 
(such as height or weight) or creature 


type, subtype, or kind (such as aberration, 
drow, or red dragon). Glyphs can also be 
set with respect to good, evil, law, or 
chaos, or to pass those of your religion. 
They cannot be set according to class, Hit 
Dice, or level. Glyphs respond to invisible 
creatures normally but are not triggered 
by those who travel past them ethereally. 
Multiple glyphs cannot be cast on the) 
same area. However, if a cabinet has three | 
drawers, each can be separately warded. 

When casting the spell, you weave a 
tracery of faintly glowing lines around 
the warding sigil. A glyph can be placed to 
conform to any shape up to the limita- 
tions of your total square footage. When 
the spell is completed, the glyph and trac- 
ery become nearly invisible. 

Glyphs cannot be affected or bypassed by 
such means as physical or magical probing, 
though they can be dispelled. Mislead, poly- 
morph, and nondetection (and similar magi- 
cal effects) can fool a glyph, though non- 
magical disguises and the like can't. 

Read magic allows you to identify a 
glyph of warding with a DC 13 Spellcraft 
check. Identifying the glyph does not dis- 
charge it and allows you to know the basic 
nature of the glyph (version, type of 
damage caused, what spell is stored). 

The DM may decide that the exact glyphs 
available to you depend on your deity. He 
or she might also make new glyphs available 
according to the magical research rules in 
the Dungeon Master's Guide. 

Note: Magic traps such as glyph of ward- 
ing are hard to detect and disable. A rogue 
(only) can use the Search skill to find the 
glyph and Disable Device to thwart it. The 
DC in each case is 25 + spell level, or 28 
for glyph of warding.

Each transmuted 
berry provides nourishment as if it were a 
normal meal for a Medium creature. The 
berry also cures 1 point of damage when 
eaten, subject to a maximum of 8 points of 
such curing in any 24-hour period.

Casting Time: 1 standard action 


Range: Close (25 ft. + 5 ft./2 levels) 

Target or Area: One object or a 10-ft. 
square 

Duration: 1 round/level (D) 

Saving Throw: See text 

Spell Resistance: No 


A grease spell covers a solid surface with a 
layer of slippery grease. Any creature in 


(the area when the spell is cast must make 


a successful Reflex save or fall. This save is 


‘repeated on your turn each round that the 


creature remains within the area. A crea- 
ture can walk within or through the area 
of grease at half normal speed with a DC 
10 Balance check. Failure means it can’t 
move that round (and must then make a 
Reflex save or fall), while failure by 5 or 
more means it falls (see the Balance skill 
for details). 

The DM should adjust saving throws 


\by circumstance. For example, a creature 
\charging down an incline that is suddenly 
‘greased has little chance to avoid the 
leffect, but its ability to exit the affected 
‘area is almost assured (whether it wants to 
or not). 


The spell can also be used to create a 
greasy coating on an item—a rope, ladder 
rungs, or a weapon handle, for instance. 


Material objects not in use are always af- 
fected by this spell, while an object.

ceives a Reflex saving throw to avoid the 


effect. If the initial saving throw fails, the. 


creature immediately drops the item. A 


_saving throw must be made in each round 


that the creature attempts to pick up or 
use the greased item. A creature wearing 
greased armor or clothing gains a +10 cir- 
cumstance bonus on Escape Artist checks 
and on grapple checks made to resist or 
escape a grapple or to escape a pin. 


Material Component: A bit of pork rind 


or butter. 


Greater (Spell Name) 


Any spell whose name begins with greater 
is alphabetized in this chapter according to 
the second word of the spell name. Thus, 
the description of a greater spell appears 
near the description of the spell on which 
it is based. Spell chains that have greater 
spells in them include those based on the 
spells arcane sight, command, dispel magic, 
glyph of warding, invisibility, magic fang, 
magic weapon, planar ally, planar binding, 
prying eyes, restoration, scrying, shadow conju- 
ration, shadow evocation, shout, and teleport. 


Guards and Wards

This powerful spell is primarily used to 
defend your stronghold. The ward protects 


200 square feet per caster level. The warded | 
area can be as much as 20 feet high, and) 
shaped as you desire. You can ward several | 


stories of a stronghold by dividing the area 
among them; you must be somewhere 
within the area to be warded to cast the 
spell. The spell creates the following magi- 
cal effects within the warded area. 

Fog: Fog fills all corridors, obscuring all 
sight, including darkvision, beyond 5 feet. 
A creature within 5 feet has concealment 
(attacks have a 20% miss chance). Crea- 
tures farther away have total concealment 
(50% miss chance, and the attacker cannot 
use sight to locate the target). Saving 
Throw: None. Spell Resistance: No. 

Arcane Locks: All doors in the warded 
area are arcane locked. Saving Throw: 
None. Spell Resistance: No. 

Webs: Webs fill all stairs from top to 
bottom. These strands are identical with 
those created by the web spell, except that 
they regrow in 10 minutes if they are burned 
or torn away while the guards and wards spell 
lasts. Saving Throw: Reflex negates; see text 
for web. Spell Resistance: No. 

Confusion: Where there are choices in 
direction—such as a corridor intersec- 
tion or side passage—a minor confusion- 
type effect functions so as to make it 50% 
probable that intruders believe they are 
going in the opposite direction from the 
one they actually chose. This is an en- 
chantment, mind-affecting effect. Saving 
Throw: None.

Lost Doors: One door per caster level is 
covered by a silent image to appear as if it 
were a plain wall.

This spell creates a severe blast of air (ap- 
proximately 50 mph) that originates from 
you, affecting all creatures in its path. 

A Tiny or smaller creature on the 
ground is knocked down and rolled 

1d4x10 feet, taking 1d4 points of non- 
lethal damage per 10 feet. If flying, a Tiny 
(or smaller creature is blown back 2d6x10 
(feet and takes 2dé6 points of nonlethal 

damage due to battering and buffeting. 

Small creatures are knocked prone by 
the force of the wind, or if flying are 
blown back 1d6x10 feet. 

Medium creatures are unable to move 
forward against the force of the wind, or if 
flying are blown back idexs feet. 

Large or larger creatures may move 
normally within a gust of wind effect. 


A gust of wind can’t move a creature 
beyond the limit of its range. 

Any creature, regardless of size, takes a 
—4 penalty on ranged attacks and Listen 
checks in the area of a gust of wind. 

The force of the gust automatically ex- 
tinguishes candles, torches, and similar 
unprotected flames. It causes protected 
flames, such as those of lanterns, to dance 
wildly and has a 50% chance to extinguish 
those lights. 

In addition to the effects noted, a gust of 
wind can do anything that a sudden blast 
of wind would be expected to do. It can 
create a stinging spray of sand or dust, fan 
a large fire, overturn delicate awnings or 
hangings, heel over a small boat, and blow 
gases or vapors to the edge of its range. 

Gust of wind can be made permanent 
with a permanency spell.

Hallow makes a particular site, building, 
‘or structure a holy site. This has four 


‘major effects. 
__ First, the site or structure is guarded by 
a magic circle against evil effect. 

Second, all Charisma checks made to 
turn undead gain a +4 sacred bonus, and 
Charisma checks to command undead 
take a —4 penalty. Spell resistance does not 


apply to this effect. (This provision does, 


not apply to the druid version of the spell.) 

Third, any dead body interred in a hal- 
lowed site cannot be turned into an 
undead creature. 

Finally, you may choose to fix a single 
spell effect to the hallowed site. The spell 
effect lasts for one year and functions 
throughout the entire site, regardless of 
the normal duration and area or effect. You 
may designate whether the effect applies 
to all creatures, creatures who share your 
faith or alignment, or creatures who 
adhere to another faith or alignment. For 
example, you may create a bless effect that 
aids all creatures of your alignment or faith 
in the area, or a bane effect that hinders 
creatures of the opposed alignment or an 
enemy faith. At the end of the year, the 
chosen effect lapses, but it can be renewed 
or replaced simply by casting hallow again. 

Spell effects that may be tied to a hal- 
lowed site include aid, bane, bless, cause fear, 
darkness, daylight, death ward, deeper dark- 
ness, detect evil, detect magic, dimensional an- 


chor, discern lies, dispel magic, endure elements, 
freedom of movement, invisibility purge, protec- 
tion from energy, remove fear, resist energy, 
silence, tongues, and zone of truth. Saving 
throws and spell resistance might apply to 
these spells’ effects. (See the individual 
spell descriptions for details.) 

An area can receive only one hallow spell 
(and its associated spell effect) at a time.) 

Hallow counters but does not dispel | 
unhallow. 

Material Component: Herbs, oils, and 
incense worth at least 1,000 gp, plus 1,000 
gp per level of the spell to be included in 
the hallowed area.

If the spell is 
successful, it renders the undead creature 
immobile for the duration of the spell (as if 
the creature had been paralyzed). The effect 
is broken if the halted creatures are attacked 
or take damage.

Heat metal makes metal extremely warm. 
Unattended, nonmagical metal gets no 
saving throw.

(Magic 
items’ saving throws are covered in the. 
Dungeon Master’s Guide.) An item ina crea-| 
ture’s possession uses the creature’s| 
saving throw bonus unless its own is 
higher. 

A creature takes fire damage if its 
equipment is heated. It takes full damage 
if its armor is affected or if it is holding, 
touching, wearing, or carrying metal 
weighing one-fifth of its weight. The crea- 
ture takes minimum damage (1 point or 2 
points; see the table) if it’s not wearing 
metal armor and the metal that it’s carry- 
ing weighs less than one-fifth of its 
weight. 

On the first round of the spell, the 
metal becomes warm and uncomfortable 
to touch but deals no damage. The same 
effect also occurs on the last round of the 
spell’s duration. During the second (and 
also the next-to-last) round, intense heat 
causes pain and damage. In the third, 
fourth, and fifth rounds, the metal is sear- 
ing hot, causing more damage, as shown 
on the table below.

You then specify a 
person (or any creature) by physical de- 
scription, which can include race, gender, 
and appearance but not ambiguous fac- 
tors such as level, alignment, or class. 
When the description is complete, the 
hand streaks off in search of a subject that 
fits the description. The amount of time it 
takes to find the subject depends on how 
far away she is.

Once the hand locates the subject, it beck- 
ons the creature to follow it. If the subject 
does so, the hand points in your direction, 
indicating the most direct feasible route. The 
hand hovers 10 feet in front of the subject, 
moving before it at a speed of as much as 240 
feet per round. Once the hand leads the sub- 
ject back to you, it disappears. 

The subject is not compelled to follow 
the hand or act in any particular way to- 
ward you. If the subject chooses not to 
follow, the hand continues to beckon 
for the duration of the spell, then 
disappears. If the spell expires 
while the subject is en route to 
you, the hand disappears; the sub- 
ject must then rely on her own devices 
to locate you. 

If more than one sub- 
ject in a 5-mile radius 
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meets the description, the hand locates 
the closest creature. If that creature 
refuses to follow the hand, the hand does 
not seek out a second subject. 

If, at the end of 4 hours of searching, 
the hand has found no subject that 
matches the description within 5 miles, it 
returns to you, displays an outstretched 
palm (indicating that no such creature 
was found), and disappears. 

The ghostly hand has no physical form. 
It is invisible to anyone except you and a 
potential subject. It cannot engage in 
combat or execute any other task aside 
from locating a subject and leading it 
back to you. The hand can't pass through 
solid objects but can ooze through small 
cracks and slits. The hand cannot travel 
more than 5 miles from the spot it ap- 
peared when you cast the spell.

These 
items are freely usable by druids.

If 
used to open a arcane locked door, the spell 
does not remove the arcane lock but simply 
suspends its functioning for 10 minutes. 
In all other cases, the door does not relock 
itself or become stuck again on its own. 
Knock does not raise barred gates or simi- 
lar impediments (such as a portcullis), nor 
does it affect ropes, vines, and the like. 
The effect is limited by the area. A 3rd- 
level caster can cast a knock spell on a door 
of 30 square feet or less (for example, a 
standard 4-foot-by-7-foot door). Each spell 
can undo as many as two means of pre- 
venting egress. Thus if a door is locked, 
barred, and held, or quadruple locked, 
opening it requires two knock spells.

Legend love brings to your mind legends 
about an important person, place, or thing. 
If the person or thing is at hand, or if you 
are in the place in question, the casting 
time is only 1d4x10 minutes. If you have 
only detailed information on the person, 
place, or thing, the casting time is 1d10 
days, and the resulting lore is less complete 
and specific (though it often provides 
enough information to help you find the 
person, place, or thing, thus allowing a 
better legend lore result next time). If you 
know only rumors, the casting time is 2d6 
weeks, and the resulting lore is vague and 
incomplete (though it often directs you to 
more detailed information, thus allowing a 
better legend love result next time). 

During the casting, you cannot engage 
in other than routine activities: eating, 
sleeping, and so forth. When completed, 
the divination brings legends (if any) 
about the person, place, or things to your 
mind. These may be legends that are still 
current, legends that have been forgotten, 
or even information that has never been | 
generally known. If the person, place, or 
thing is not of legendary importance, you 
gain no information. As a rule of thumb, 
characters who are 11th level and higher 
are “legendary,” as are the sorts of crea- 
tures they contend with, the major magic 
items they wield, and the places where 
they perform their key deeds. 

Examples of legend love results include 
the following. 

A divination about a mysterious magic 
axe you have at hand: “Woe to the evildoer 
whose hand touches the axe, for even the 
haft chops the hand of the evil ones. Only 
a true Son or Daughter of Stone, one who 
loves Moradin and whom Moradin loves, 


may awaken the true powers of the axe, 
and only with the sacred word ‘Rudnogg’ 
on the lips.” 

A divination about a legendary paladin 
about whom you know many details: 
“Vanashon has been denied the glory of 
death and the duty of life. He waits pa- 
tiently beneath the Forbidden Mountain.” 
(The paladin has been turned to stone in 

_the caverns under the mountain.) | 
___A divination about ancient ruins about 
which you have only a passing reference 

\in_a partially damaged tome: “The sor- 
cerer who called herself Ryth built a li- 
brary without words and a temple with- 
out gods. Those who read and those who 
pray tore it down in a night and a day.” 
(These clues may be enough for you to 
find out more and get the details you need 
to cast a better legend lore.) 

Material Component: Incense worth at 
least 250 gp. 


Focus: Four strips of ivory (worth 50 gp. : 


each) formed into a rectangle.

You hide a chest on the Ethereal Plane for 
as long as sixty days and can retrieve it at 
will. The chest can contain up to 1 cubic 
_foot of material per caster level (regard- 
iless of the chest’s actual size, which is 
about 3 feet by 2 feet by 2 feet). If any 
| living creatures are in the chest, there is a 
|75% chance that the spell simply fails. 
Once the chest is hidden, you can retrieve 
it by concentrating (a standard action), 
and it appears next to you. 

The chest must be exceptionally well 
crafted and expensive, constructed for 
you by master crafters. If made princi- 
pally of wood, it must be ebony, rose- 
wood, sandalwood, teak, or the like, and 

all of its corner fittings, nails, and hard- 
ware must be platinum. If constructed of 
ivory, the metal fittings of the chest must 
(be gold. If the chest is fashioned from 
bronze, copper, or silver, its fittings must 
be silver or electrum (a valuable metal). 
The cost of such a chest is never less than 
5,000 gp. Once it is constructed, you must 
make a tiny replica (of the same materials 
and perfect in every detail), so that the 
miniature of the chest appears to be a per- 
fect copy. (The replica costs 50 gp.) You 
can have but one pair of these chests at 
any given time—even a wish spell does 


not allow more. The chests are nonmagi- 
cal and can be fitted with locks, wards, 
and so on, just as any normal chest can be. 

To hide the chest, you cast the spell 
while touching both the chest and the 
replica. The chest vanishes into the Ethe- 
real Plane. You need the replica to recall 
the chest. After sixty days, there is a 
cumulative chance of 5% per day that the 
‘chest is irretrievably lost. If the miniature 
of the chest is lost or destroyed, there is 
‘no way, not even with a wish spell, that the 
large chest can be summoned back, al- 
though an extraplanar expedition might 
be mounted to find it. 

Living things in the chest eat, sleep, 
and age normally, and they die if they run 
out of food, air, water, or whatever they 
need to survive.

of material that is common in the area 


where the spell is cast—stone, timber, or. 


(at worst) sod. The floor is level, clean, and 
dry. In all respects the lodging resembles a 
normal cottage, with a sturdy door, two 
shuttered windows, and a small fireplace. 

The shelter has no heating or cooling 
source (other than natural insulation 
qualities). Therefore, it must be heated as 


a normal dwelling, and extreme heat ad- 


versely affects it and its occupants. The 
dwelling does, however, provide consid- 
erable security otherwise—it is as strong 
as a normal stone building, regardless of 
its material composition. The dwelling 
resists flames and fire as if it were stone. It 
is impervious to normal missiles (but not 
the sort cast by siege engines or giants). 

The door, shutters, and even chimney 
are secure against intrusion, the former 
two being arcane locked and the latter se- 
cured by an iron grate at the top and a 
narrow flue. In addition, these three areas 
are protected by an alarm spell. Finally, an 
unseen servant is conjured to provide ser- 
vice to you for the duration of the shelter. 

The secure shelter contains rude furnish- 
ings—eight bunks, a trestle table, eight 
stools, and a writing desk. 

Material Component: A square chip of 
stone, crushed lime, a few grains of sand, 
a sprinkling of water, and several splinters 
of wood. These must be augmented by the 
components of the unseen servant spell 


(string and a bit of wood) if this benefit is 
to be included. 

Focus: The focus of the alarm spell 
(silver wire and a tiny bell) if this benefit 
is to be included.

As many as 
nine other Medium creatures can fit into 
the field with you; they can freely pass 
into and out of the hut without harming 
it. However, if you remove yourself from 
the hut, the spell ends. 

The temperature inside the hut is 70° F 
if the exterior temperature is between 0° 
and 100° F. An exterior temperature 
below 0° or above 100° lowers or raises the 
interior temperature on a 1-degree-for-1 
basis (thus, if it’s -20° outside, inside the 
hut it’s 50°). The hut also provides protec- 
tion against the elements, such as rain, 
dust, and sandstorms. The hut withstands 
any wind of less than hurricane force, but 
a hurricane (75+ mph wind speed) or 
greater force destroys it. 

__ The interior of the hut is a hemisphere. 
You can illuminate it dimly upon com- 
mand or extinguish the light as desired. 
Although the force field is opaque from 
the outside, it is transparent from within. 
Missiles, weapons, and most spell effects 
can pass through the hut without affect- 
ing it, although the occupants cannot be 


seen from outside the hut (they have total. 


concealment).

Any spell whose name begins with lesser 
is alphabetized in this chapter according 
to the second word of the spell name. 
Thus, the description of a lesser spell 
appears near the description of the spell 
on which it is based. Spell chains that 
have lesser spells in them include those, 
based on the spells confusion, geas, globe of 
invulnerability, planar ally, planar binding, 
and restoration.

* Duplicate any other spell of 4th level or | 
lower, even if it’s of a prohibited school. 

* Undo the harmful effects of many 
spells, such as geas/quest or insanity.

A duplicated spell allows saving throws 
and spell resistance as normal (but the 
save DC is for a 7th-level spell).

A magic circle leaves much to be desired 
asa trap. If the circle of powdered silver laid 
down in the process of spellcasting is 
broken, the effect immediately ends. The 
trapped creature can do nothing that dis- 
turbs the circle, directly or indirectly, but 
other creatures can. If the called creature 
has spell resistance, it can test the trap once 
a day. If you fail to overcome its spell resist- 
ance, the creature breaks free, destroying 
the circle. A creature capable of any form of 


250 


dimensional travel (astral projection, blink, 
dimension door, etherealness, gate, plane shift, 
shadow walk, teleport, and similar abilities) 
can simply leave the circle through that 
means. You can prevent the creature's 
extradimensional escape by casting a 
dimensional anchor spell on it, but you must 
cast the spell before the creature acts. If you 
are successful, the anchor effect lasts as long 
_as the magic circle does. The creature cannot, 
‘reach across the magic circle, but its ranged. 
attacks (ranged weapons, spells, magical 
abilities, and the like) can. The creature can 
attack any target it can reach with its 
ranged attacks except for the circle itself. 

You can add a special diagram (a two- 
dimensional bounded figure with no gaps 
along its circumference, augmented with 
various magical sigils) to make the magic 
circle more secure. Drawing the diagram 
by hand takes 10 minutes and requires a 
DC 20 Spellcraft check. The DM makes 
this check secretly. If the check fails, the 
diagram is ineffective. You can take 10 
(see page 65) when drawing the diagram 
if you are under no particular time pres- 
sure to complete the task. This task also 
takes 10 full minutes. If time is no factor 
at all, and you devote 3 hours and 20 min- 
utes to the task, youcan take 20. 

A successful diagram allows you to cast 
a dimensional anchor spell on the magic 
circle during the round before casting any 
summoning spell. The anchor holds any 
called creatures in the magic circle for 24 
hours per caster level. A creature cannot 
use its spell resistance against a magic circle 
prepared with a diagram, and none of its 
abilities or attacks can cross the diagram. 
If the creature tries a Charisma check to 

break free of the trap (see the lesser planar 

| binding spell), the DC increases by 5. The 

(creature is immediately released if any- 

| thing disturbs the diagram—even a straw 

laid across it. However, the creature itself 
_cannot disturb the diagram either directly 
or indirectly, as noted above. 

This spell is not cumulative with protec- 
tion from evil and vice versa. 

Arcane Material Component: A little pow- 
dered silver with which you trace a 3-foot- 
diameter circle on the floor (or ground) 
around the creature to be warded. 


Magic Circle against Good

This spell functions like magic circle 
against evil, except that it is similar to pro- 
tection from good instead of protection from 
evil, and it can imprison a nonevil called 
creature.

This spell functions like magic circle 
against evil, except that it is similar to pro- 
tection from law instead of protection from 
evil, and it can imprison a nonchaotic 
called creature.

Casting Time: 1 standard action

‘Target: Living creature touched 
Duration: 1 min./level 

Saving Throw: Will negates (harmless)

Magic fang gives one natural weapon of 
the subject a +1 enhancement bonus on 
attack and damage rolls. The spell can af- 
fect a slam attack, fist, bite, or other natu- 
\ral weapon. (The spell does not change an 
junarmed strike’s damage from nonlethal 
\damage to lethal damage.) 

Magic fang can be made permanent 
twith a permanency spell. 


Magic Fang, Greater 


Transmutation

Range: Close (25 ft. + 5 ft./2 levels)

‘This spell functions like magic fang, ex- 


‘cept that the enhancement bonus on at- 
tack and damage rolls is +1 per four caster 
levels (maximum +5). 

Alternatively, you may imbue all of the 
creature's natural weapons with a +1 en- 
hancement bonus (regardless of your cast- 
et level). 


Greater magic fang can be made perma-, 


nent with a permanency spell. 


Magic Jar 


Necromancy

Casting Time: 1 standard action 

Range: Medium (100 ft. + 10 ft./level) 

Target: One creature 

Duration: 1 hour/level or until you 
return to your body 

Saving Throw: Will negates; see text 

Spell Resistance: Yes 


By casting magic jar, you place your soul in 
a gem or large crystal (known as the magic 
jar), leaving your body lifeless. Then you 
can attempt to take control of a nearby 
body, forcing its soul into the magic jar. You 
may move back to the jar (thereby return- 
ing the trapped soul to its body) and 
attempt to possess another body. The spell 
ends when you send your soul back to your 
own body, leaving the receptacle empty. 


To cast the spell, the magic jar must be 
within spell range and you must know 
where it is, though you do not need line 
of sight or line of effect to it. When you 
transfer your soul upon casting, your 
body is, as near as anyone can tell, dead. 

While in the magic jar, you can sense 
and attack any life force within 10 feet per | 
caster level (and on the same plane of) 
existence). You do need line of effect from | 
the jar to the creatures. You cannot deter- 
mine the exact creature types or positions 
of these creatures. In a group of life forces, 
you can sense a difference of 4 or more 
Hit Dice between one creature and 
another and can determine whether a life 
force is powered by positive or negative 
energy. (Undead creatures are powered by 
negative energy. Only sentient undead 
creatures have, or are, souls.) 

For example, if two 10th-level charac- 
ters are attacking a hill giant (12 HD) and 
four ogres (4 HD), you could determine 
that there are three stronger and four 
weaker life forces within range, all pow- 
ered by positive energy. You could choose 
to take over either a stronger or a weaker 
creature, but which particular stronger or 
weaker creature you attempt to possess is 
determined randomly. 

Attempting to possess a body is a full- 
round action. It is blocked by protection 
from evil or a similar ward. You possess the 
body and force the creature's soul into the 
magic jar unless the subject succeeds on a 
Will save. Failure to take over the host 
leaves your life force in the magic jay, and 
the target automatically succeeds on fur- 
ther saving throws if you attempt to pos- 
sess its body again. 

__ If you are successful, your life force oc- 
cupies the host body, and the host’s life 
force is imprisoned in the magic jar. You 
keep your Intelligence, Wisdom, Cha- 
risma, level, class, base attack bonus, base 
save bonuses, alignment, and mental abili- 
ties. The body retains its Strength, Dex- 
terity, Constitution, hit points, natural abili- 
ties, and automatic abilities. For example, a. 
fish's body breathes water and a troll’s body | 
regenerates. A body with extra limbs does | 
not allow you to make more attacks (or 
more advantageous two-weapon attacks) 
than normal. You can’t choose to activate 
the body’s extraordinary or supernatural 
abilities. The creature's spells and spell-like 
abilities do not stay with the body. 

As a standard action, you can shift 
freely from a host to the magic jar if with- 
in range, sending the trapped soul back to 
its body. The spell ends when you shift 
from the jar to your own body. 

If the host body is slain, you return to 
the magic jar, if within range, and the life 
force of the host departs (it is dead). If the 
host body is slain beyond the range of the 
spell, both you and the host die. Any life 


force with nowhere to go is treated as 
slain. 

If the spell ends while you are in the 
magic jay, you return to your body (or die if 
your body is out of range or destroyed). If 
the spell ends while you are in a host, you 
return to your body (or die, if it is out of 
range of your current position), and the 
soul in the magic jar returns to its body (or 

dies if it is out of range). Destroying the 
_receptacle ends the spell, and the spell 
_can be dispelled at either the magic jar or 
_at the host's location. | 

Focus: A gem or crystal worth at least

Spell Resistance: Yes 


A missile of magical energy darts forth 
from your fingertip and strikes its target, 
dealing 1d4+1 points of force damage. 
The missile strikes unerringly, even if 
the target is in melee combat or has less 
than total cover or total concealment. Spe- 
cific parts of a creature can't be singled 
out. Inanimate objects are not damaged, 
by the spell. ail 
For every two caster levels beyond 1st, 
you gain an additional missile—two at 
3rd level, three at 5th, four at 7th, and the 
maximum of five missiles at 9th level or 
higher. If you shoot multiple missiles, you 
\can have them strike a single creature or 
| several creatures. A single missile can 
| strike only one creature. You must desig- 
nate targets before you check for spell 
resistance or roll damage. 


Magic Mouth 
Illusion (Glamer) 
Level: Brd 1, Sor/Wiz 2 
Components: V, S, M 
Casting Time: 1 standard action 
Range: Close (25 ft. + 5 ft./2 levels) 
| Target: One creature or object 
Duration: Permanent until discharged 
| Saving Throw: Will negates (object) 
Spell Resistance: Yes (object) 


This spell imbues the chosen object or 
creature with an enchanted mouth that 
suddenly appears and speaks its message 
the next time a specified event occurs. 
The message, which must be twenty-five 
or fewer words long, can be in any lan- 
guage known by you and can be delivered 
over a period of 10 minutes. The mouth 


cannot utter verbal components, use com- 
mand words, or activate magical effects. It 
does, however, move according to the 
words articulated; if it were placed upon a 
statue, the mouth of the statue would 
move and appear to speak. Of course, 
magic mouth can be placed upon a tree, 
rock, or any other object or creature. 

The spell functions when specific con- 
ditions are fulfilled according to your 
command as set in the spell. Commands 
‘can be as general or as detailed as desired, 
although only visual and audible triggers 
can be used, such as the following: “Speak 
only when a venerable female human car- 
rying a sack sits cross-legged within a dis- 
tance of one foot.” Triggers react to what 
appears to be the case. Disguises and illu- 
sions can fool them. Darkness does not 
defeat a visual trigger, but invisibility does. 
‘Silent movement or magical silence 
(defeats audible triggers. Audible triggers 
ican be keyed to general types of noises 
\(footsteps, metal clanking) or to a specific 
inoise or spoken word (when a pin drops, 
or when anyone says “Boo”). Actions can 
serve as triggers if they are visible or audi- 
‘ble. For example, “Speak when any crea- 
ture touches the statue” is an acceptable 
command if the creature is visible. A 
magic mouth cannot distinguish align- 
ment, level, Hit Dice, or class except by 
external garb. | 

The range limit of a trigger is 15 feet 
per caster level, so a 6th-level caster can. 
command a magic mouth to respond to 
triggers as far as 90 feet away. Regardless 
of range, the mouth can respond only to 
visible or audible triggers and actions in 
line of sight or within hearing distance. 

Magic mouth can be made permanent 
with a permanency spell. 

Material Component: A small bit of 
honeycomb and jade dust worth 10 gp. 


Magic Stone

Range: Touch 

Targets: Up to three pebbles touched 

Duration: 30 minutes or until 
discharged 

Saving Throw: Will negates (harmless, 
object) 

Spell Resistance: Yes (harmless, object) 


You transmute as many as three pebbles, 
which can be no larger than sling bullets, 
so that they strike with great force when 
thrown or slung. If hurled, they have a 
range increment of 20 feet. If slung, treat 
them as sling bullets (range increment 50 
feet). The spell gives them a +1 enhance- 
ment bonus on attack and damage rolls. 
The user of the stones makes a normal 


ranged attack. Each stone that hits deals 
1d6+1 points of damage (including the 
spell’s enhancement bonus), or 2d6+2 
points against undead.

Magic weapon gives a weapon a +1 en- 
hancement bonus on attack and damage 
rolls. (An enhancement bonus does not 
stack with a masterwork weapon's +1 
bonus on attack rolls.) 

You can't cast this spell on a natural 
weapon, such as an unarmed strike (in- 
stead, see magic fang). A monk’s unarmed 
strike is considered a weapon, and thus it 
can be enhanced by this spell.

The spell does not restore the magical 
abilities of a broken magic item made 
whole, and it cannot mend broken magic 
rods, staffs, or wands. The spell does not 
repair items that have been warped, 


burned, disintegrated, ground to powder, 
melted, or vaporized, nor does it affect 
creatures (including constructs).

When moral persuasion fails to win a 
criminal over to right conduct, you can 
use mark of justice to encourage the mis- 
creant to walk the straight and narrow 
path. 

You draw an indelible mark on the sub- 
ject and state some behavior on the part of 
ithe subject that will activate the mark. 
{When activated, the mark curses the sub- 
|ject. Typically, you designate some sort of 
‘criminal behavior that activates the mark, 
‘but you can pick any act you please. The 
‘effect of the mark is identical with the 

effect of bestow curse. 

Since this spell takes 10 minutes to cast 

and involves writing on the target, you. 


can cast it only on a creature that is will-. 


ing or restrained. | 

Like the effect of bestow curse, a mark of 
{justice cannot be dispelled, but it can be 
‘removed with a break enchantment, limited 
wish, miracle, remove curse, or wish spell. 
Remove curse works only if its caster level 
is equal to or higher than your mark of 
justice caster level. These restrictions 
apply regardless of whether the mark has 
activated. 


Mass (Spell Name) 


Any spell whose name begins with mass is 
alphabetized in this chapter according to 
the second word of the spell name. Thus, 
the description of a mass spell appears 
near the description of the spell on which 
it is based. Spell chains that have mass 
spells in them include those based on the 
spells bear’s endurance, bull’s strength, cat’s 
grace, charm monster, cure critical wounds, 
cure light wounds, cure moderate wounds, cure 
serious wounds, eagle’s splendor, enlarge per- 
son, fox’s cunning, heal, hold monster, hold per- 
son, inflict critical wounds, inflict light 
wounds, inflict moderate wounds, inflict sevi- 
ous wounds, invisibility, owl’s wisdom, reduce 
person, and suggestion.

You banish the subject into an extradi- 
mensional labyrinth of force planes. Each 
round on its turn, it may attempt a DC 20. 
Intelligence check to escape the labyrinth | 
as a full-round action. If the subject. 
doesn't escape, the maze disappears after 
10 minutes, forcing the subject to leave. 

On escaping or leaving the maze, the 
subject reappears where it had been when 
the maze spell was cast. If this location is 
filled with a solid object, the subject 
appears in the nearest open space. 

Spells and abilities that move a creature 
within a plane, such as teleport and di- 
mension door, do not help a creature escape 
a maze spell, although a plane shift spell 
allows it to exit to whatever plane is desig- 
nated in that spell. Minotaurs are not 
affected by this spell. 


Meld into Stone

Meld into stone enables you to meld your 

body and possessions into a single block of 
stone. The stone must be large enough to 

accommodate your body in all three dimen- 

sions. When the casting is complete, you 

and not more than 100 pounds of nonliving 

gear merge with the stone. If either condi- 

ition is violated, the spell fails and is wasted. 

| While in the stone, you remain in con- 

tact, however tenuous, with the face of 
the stone through which you melded. You 

remain aware of the passage of time and 

can cast spells on yourself while hiding in 

the stone. Nothing that goes on outside 

the stone can be seen, but you can still 
hear what happens around you. Minor. 
physical damage to the stone does not. 
harm you, but its partial destruction (to 

the extent that you no longer fit within it) 

expels you and deals you 5dé6 points of 

damage. The stone's complete destruction 

expels you and slays you instantly unless 

you make a DC 18 Fortitude save. 

Any time before the duration expires, 
you can step out of the stone through the 
surface that you entered. If the spell’s 
duration expires or the effect is dispelled 
before you voluntarily exit the stone, you 
are violently expelled and take 5dé6 points 
of damage. 

The following spells harm you if cast 
upon the stone that you are occupying: 
Stone to flesh expels you and deals you 5d6 


points of damage. Stone shape deals you 
3d6 points of damage but does not expel 
you. Transmute rock to mud expels you and 
then slays you instantly unless you make 
a DC 18 Fortitude save, in which case you 
are merely expelled. Finally, passwall ex- 
pels you without damage.

For every 
three caster levels (to a maximum of 18th), 
the acid, unless somehow neutralized, lasts 
for another round, dealing another 2d4 
points of damage in that round.

Pins repairs small breaks or tears in 
objects (but not warps, such as might be 
caused by a warp wood spell).

Ceramic or wooden objects with multiple 
breaks can be invisibly rejoined to be as

You can whisper messages and receive 
whispered replies with little chance of be- 
ing overheard. You point your finger at 
‘each creature you want to receive the 
message. When you whisper, the whis- 
pered message is audible to all targeted 
creatures within range. Magical silence, 1 
foot of stone, 1 inch of common metal (or 
a thin sheet of lead), or 3 feet of wood or 
dirt blocks the spell. The message does 
not have to travel in a straight line. It can 
circumvent a barrier if there is an open 
_path between you and the subject, and the 
\path’s entire length lies within the spell’s 
\range. The creatures that receive the mes- 
\sage can whisper a reply that you hear. 
|The spell transmits sound, not meaning. 
It doesn’t transcend language barriers. 
_ Note: To speak a message, you must 
mouth the words and whisper, possibly al- 
lowing observers the opportunity to read 
your lips.

Meteor swarm is a very powerful and spec- 
tacular spell that is similar to fireball in 
many aspects. When you cast it, four 2- 
foot-diameter spheres spring from your 
outstretched hand and streak in straight 
lines to the spots you select. The meteor 
spheres leave a fiery trail of sparks. 

If you aim a sphere at a specific crea- 
ture, you may make a ranged touch attack 
to strike the target with the meteor. Any 
creature struck by one of these spheres 
takes 2dé points of bludgeoning damage 
(no save) and receives no saving throw 
against the sphere’s fire damage (see 
below). If a targeted sphere misses its tar- 
get, it simply explodes at the nearest 
corner of the target’s space. You may aim 
more than one meteor at the same target. 

Once a sphere reaches its destination, it 
explodes in a 40-foot-radius spread, dealing 
6dé points of fire damage to each creature 
in the area. If a creature is within the area 
of more than one sphere, it must save sepa- 


rately against each. (Fire resistance applies 
to each sphere’s damage individually.)

The subject is protected from all devices 
and spells that detect, influence, or read 
emotions or thoughts. This spell protects 
against all mind-affecting spells and ef- 
fects as well as information gathering by 
divination spells or effects. Mind blank 
even foils limited wish, miracle, and wish 
spells when they are used in such a way as 
to affect the subject's mind or to gain in- 
formation about it. In the case of scrying 
that scans an area the creature is in, such 
as arcane eye, the spell works but the crea- 
ture simply isn’t detected. Scrying at- 
tempts that are targeted specifically at the 
subject do not work at all.

Mind fog produces a bank of thin mist that 
weakens the mental resistance of those 
caught in it. Creatures in the mind fog take 
a —10 competence penalty on Wisdom 
checks and Will saves. (A creature that suc-_ 
cessfully saves against the fog is not, 
affected and need not make further saves _ 
even ifit remains in the fog.) Affected crea- 
tures take the penalty as long as they 
remain in the fog and for 2d6 rounds there- 
after. The fog is stationary and lasts for 30 
minutes (or until dispersed by wind). 

A moderate wind (11+ mph) disperses 
the fog in four rounds; a strong wind (21+ 
mph) disperses the fog in 1 round. 

The fog is thin and does not signifi- 
cantly hamper vision.

Effect: Unattended, nonmagical object 
of nonliving plant matter, up to 
1 cu. ft./level 

Duration: 1 hour/level (D) 

Saving Throw: None 

Spell Resistance: No 


You create a nonmagical, unattended ob- 
ject of nonliving, vegetable matter— 
‘linen clothes, a hemp rope, a wooden 
ladder, and so forth. The volume of the 
litem created cannot exceed 1 cubic foot 

per caster level. You must succeed on an 

appropriate skill check to make a complex 
item, such as a Craft (bowmaking) check 
to make straight arrow shafts. 

Attempting to use any created object as 
a material component causes the spell to 
fail. 

Material Component: A tiny piece of 
matter of the same sort of item you plan 
to create with minor creation—a bit of 
twisted hemp to create rope, and so forth.

You don’t so much cast a miracle as request 
one. You state what you would like to 
have happen and request that your deity 
(or the power you pray to for spells) inter- 
cede. The DM then determines the par- 
ticular effect of the miracle. 
A miracle can do any of the following 
things. oe 
_© Duplicate any cleric spell of 8th level or 
lower (including spells to which you 
|__ have access because of your domains). 
* Duplicate any other spell of 7th level or 
lower. | 
* Undo the harmful effects of certain 
spells, such as feeblemind or insanity. 
© Have any effect whose power level is in 
line with the above effects. 


If the miracle has any of the above effects, 
casting it has no experience point cost. 


Alternatively, a cleric can make a very 
powerful request. Casting such a miracle 
costs the cleric 5,000 XP because of the 
powerful divine energies involved. Ex- 
amples of especially powerful miracles of 
this sort could include the following. 
© Swinging the tide of a battle in your 

favor by raising fallen allies to continue 

fighting. 
© Moving you and your allies, with all 
your and their gear, from one plane to 

another through planar barriers to a 
___ specific locale with no chance of error. 
* Protecting a city from an earthquake, 

volcanic eruption, flood, or other major 

natural disaster. 


In any event, a request that is out of line 
with the deity’s (or alignment’s) nature is 
refused. 
__ Aduplicated spell allows saving throws 
‘and spell resistance as normal, but the 
\save DCs are as for a 9th-level spell. When 
\a miracle duplicates a spell that has an XP 
|cost, you must pay that cost. When a mir- 
lacle spell duplicates a spell with a material 
component that costs more than 100 gp, 
‘you must provide that component. 

XP Cost: 5,000 XP (for some uses of the 
miracle spell; see above). 


Mirage Arcana

Several illusory duplicates of you pop into 
being, making it difficult for enemies to 
know which target to attack. The fig- 
ments stay near you and disappear when 
struck. 


Mirror image creates 1d4 images plus 
one image per three caster levels (maxi- 
mum eight images total). These figments 
separate from you and remain in a cluster, 
each within 5 feet of at least one other fig- 
ment or you. You can move into and 
through a mirror image. When you and the 
mirror image separate, observers can't use. 
vision or hearing to tell which one is you} 
and which the image. The figments may 
also move through each other. The fig- 
ments mimic your actions, pretending to 
cast spells when you cast a spell, drink 
potions when you drink a potion, levitate 
when you levitate, and so on. 

Enemies attempting to attack you or 
cast spells at you must select from among 
indistinguishable targets. Generally, roll 
randomly to see whether the selected 
target is real or a figment. Any successful 
attack against an image destroys it. An 
image's AC is 10 + your size modifier + 
your Dex modifier. Figments seem to 
react normally to area spells (such as look- 
ing like they’re burned or dead after being 
hit by a fireball). 

While moving, you can merge with 
and split off from figments so that en- 
emies who have learned which image is 
real are again confounded. 

An attacker must be able to see the 
images to be fooled. If you are invisible or 
an attacker shuts his or her eyes, the spell 
has no effect. (Being unable to see carries 
the same penalties as being blinded.)

For 
the duration of the spell, the subject of 
misdirection is detected as if it were the 
other object. (Neither the subject nor the 
other object gets a saving throw against 
this effect.) Detection spells provide in- 
formation based on the second object 
rather than on the actual target of the 
detection unless the caster of the detec- 
tion succeeds on a Will save. For instance, 
you could make yourself detect as a tree if 
one were within range at casting: not evil, 
not lying, not magical, neutral in align- 
ment, and so forth. This spell does not 


affect other types of divination magic 
(augury, detect thoughts, clairaudience/clair- 
voyance, and the like).

You become invisible (as greater invisibil- 
ity, a glamer), and at the same time, an 
illusory double of you (as major image, a 
figment) appears. You are then free to go 


elsewhere while your double moves_ 


away. The double appears within range 
but thereafter moves as you direct it 
(which requires concentration begin- 
ning on the first round after the cast- 
ing). You can make the figment appear 
superimposed perfectly over your own 
body so that observers don’t notice an 
image appearing and you turning invis- 
ible. You and the figment can then move 
in different directions. The double 
moves at your speed and can talk and 
gesture as if it were real, but it cannot 
attack or cast spells, though it can pre- 
tend to do so. re 
The illusory double lasts as long as you 
concentrate upon it, plus 3 additional 
rounds. After you cease concentration, 
_the illusory double continues to carry out 
the same activity (for instance, fleeing 
|down a hallway) until the duration 
| expires. The greater invisibility lasts for 1 
round per level, regardless of concen- 
tration.

Casting Time: 1 round; see text 
Range: Close (25 ft. + 5 ft./2 levels) 
| Target: One living creature_ 
| Duration: Permanent 
| Saving Throw: Will negates 

Spell Resistance: Yes 


You reach into the subject’s mind and 

modify as many as 5 minutes of its memo- 

ries in one of the following ways. 

¢ Eliminate all memory of an event the 
subject actually experienced. This spell 
cannot negate charm, geas/quest, sugges- 
tion, or similar spells. 


¢ Allow the subject to recall with perfect 
clarity an event it actually experienced. 
For instance, it could recall every word 
from a 5-minute conversation or every 
detail from a passage in a book. 

* Change the details of an event the sub- 
ject actually experienced. 

* Implant a memory of an event the sub- 
ject never experienced. 


‘Casting the spell takes 1 round. If the sub- 
ject fails to save, you proceed with the 


spell by spending as much as 5 minutes (a 
period of time equal to the amount of 
memory time you want to modify) visual- 
izing the memory you wish to modify in 
the subject. If your concentration is dis- 
turbed before the visualization is com- 
plete, or if the subject is ever beyond the 
spell’s range during this time, the spell is 


lost. 


A modified memory does not neces- 


sarily affect the subject's actions, particu- 
arly if it contradicts the creature’s natural 
linclinations. An illogical modified mem- 
lory, such as the subject recalling how 
much it enjoyed drinking poison, is dis- 
missed by the creature as a bad dream ora 


memory muddied by too much wine. 
More useful applications of modify mem- 


ory include implanting memories of 
friendly encounters with you (inclining 
the subject to act favorably toward you), 


changing the details of orders given to 


the subject by a superior, or causing the 


subject to forget that it ever saw you or 


_your party. The DM reserves the right to 


decide whether a modified memory is 
too nonsensical to significantly affect the 
subject.

Duration: 1 hour/level or until

This spell grants you a powerful sixth 
sense in relation to yourself. Once 
during the spell’s duration, you may 
choose to use its effect. This spell grants 
you an insight bonus equal to your caster 
level (maximum +25) on any single 
attack roll, opposed ability or skill check, 
or saving throw. Alternatively, you can 
apply the insight bonus to your AC 
against a single attack (even if flat- 
footed). Activating the effect doesn’t take 
an action; you can even activate it on 
another character's turn if needed. You 
must choose to use the moment of pre- 
science before you make the roll it is to 
modify. Once used, the spell ends. 


You can't have more than one moment of 
prescience active on you at the same time. 


Mordenkainen’s Disjunction

All magical effects and magic items with- 
in the radius of the spell, except for those 
that you carry or touch, are disjoined. 
That is, spells and spell-like effects are 
separated into their individual compo- 
nents (ending the effect as a dispel magic 
spell does), and each permanent magic 
item must make a successful Will save or 
be turned into a normal item. An item ina 
creature's possession uses its own Will 
save bonus or its possessor’s Will save 
bonus, whichever is higher. 

You also have a 1% chance per caster 
level of destroying an antimagic field. If the 
antimagic field survives the disjunction, no 
items within it are disjoined. 

__ Even artifacts are subject to disjunction, 
though there is only a 1% chance per 
caster level of actually affecting such 
powerful items. Additionally, if an arti- 
fact is destroyed, you must make a DC 25 
Will save or permanently lose all spell- 
casting abilities. (These abilities cannot 
be recovered by mortal magic, not even 
miracle or wish.) 

___Note: Destroying artifacts is a danger- 
‘ous business, and it is 95% likely to attract 
ithe attention of some powerful being who 
has an interest in or connection with the 
device.

(Those within 30 feet of 
the hound when it is conjured may move 
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about in the area, but if they leave and re- 
turn, they activate the barking.) The 
hound sees invisible and ethereal crea- 
tures. It does not react to figments, but it 
does react to shadow illusions. 

If an intruder approaches to within 5 
feet of the hound, the dog stops barking 
and delivers a vicious bite (+10 attack bo- 
nus, 2d6+3 points of piercing damage), 

once per round. The dog also gets the bo- 
_nuses appropriate to an invisible creature. 

_The dog is considered ready to bite 

\intruders, so it delivers its first bite on the 
intruder’s turn. Its bite is the equivalent of 
a magic weapon for the purpose of dam- 
age reduction. The hound cannot be 
attacked, but it can be dispelled. 

The spell lasts for 1 hour per caster 
level, but once the hound begins barking, 
it lasts only 1 round per caster level. If you 
are ever more than 100 feet distant from 
the hound, the spell ends. | 

Material Component: A tiny silver whis- 
tle, a piece of bone, and a thread.

You conjure up an extradimensional 
dwelling that has a single entrance on the 
plane from which the spell was cast. The 
entry point looks like a faint shimmering 
in the air that is 4 feet wide and 8 feet 
high. Only those you designate may enter 
the mansion, and the portal is shut and 
made invisible behind you when you 


enter. You may open it again from your 
own side at will. Once observers have 
passed beyond the entrance, they are in a 
magnificent foyer with numerous cham- 
bers beyond. The atmosphere is clean, 
fresh, and warm. 

You can create any floor plan you desire 
to the limit of the spell’s effect. The place 
is furnished and contains sufficient food- 
stuffs to serve a nine-course banquet to a 
dozen people per caster level. A staff of 
‘near-transparent servants (as many as two 
‘per caster level), liveried and obedient, 
wait upon all who enter. The servants 
function as unseen servant spells except 
that they are visible and can go anywhere 
in the mansion. 

Since the place can be entered only 
through its special portal, outside condi- 
tions do not affect the mansion, nor do 
conditions inside it pass to the plane 
\beyond. 

__ Focus: A miniature portal carved from 
livory, a small piece of polished marble, and 
la tiny silver spoon (each item worth 5 gp).

Divination (scrying) spells cannot per- 
ceive anything within the area, and those 
within are immune to detect thoughts. The 
ward prevents speech between those in- 
side and those outside (because it blocks 
sound), but it does not prevent other com- 
munication, such as a sending or message 
spell, or telepathic communication, such 
as that between a wizard and her familiar. 

The spell does not prevent creatures or 
objects from moving into and out of the 
area. 

Mordenkainen’s private sanctum can be 
made permanent with a permanency spell. 

Material Component: A thin sheet of 
lead, a piece of opaque glass, a wad of 
cotton or cloth, and powdered chrysolite.

This spell brings into being a shimmer- | 
ing, swordlike plane of force. The sword | 
strikes at any opponent within its range, | 
as you desire, starting in the round that 
you cast the spell. The sword attacks its 
designated target once each round on 
your turn. Its attack bonus is equal to your 
caster level + your Int bonus or your Cha 
bonus (for wizards or sorcerers, respec- 
tively) with an additional +3 enhance- 
ment bonus. As a force effect, it can strike 
ethereal and incorporeal creatures. It 
deals 4d6+3 points of force damage, with a 
threat range of 19-20 and a critical multi- 
plier of x2. 

The sword always strikes from your 
direction. It does not get a bonus for 
flanking or help a combatant get one. If 
the sword goes beyond the spell range 
from you, if it goes out of your sight, or if 
you are not directing it, the sword returns 
to you and hovers. 
| Each round after the first, you can use a 
standard action to switch the sword to a 
new target. If you do not, the sword con- 
tinues to attack the previous round’s tar- 
get. The sword cannot be attacked or 
harmed by physical attacks, but dispel 
magic, disintegrate, a sphere of annihilation, 
ora rod of cancellation affects it. The sword’s 
AC is 13 (10, +0 size bonus for Medium 
object, +3 deflection bonus). 

If an attacked creature has spell resist- 
ance, the resistance is checked the first 
time Mordenkainen’s sword strikes it. If the 
sword is successfully resisted, the spell is 
dispelled.

Move earth moves dirt (clay, loam, sand), 
possibly collapsing embankments, mov- 
ing hillocks, shifting dunes, and so forth. 
However, in no event can rock formations 
be collapsed or moved. The area to be 
affected determines the casting time. For 
every 150-foot square (up to 10 feet deep), 
casting takes 10 minutes. The maximum 
area, 750 feet by 750 feet, takes 4 hours 
and 10 minutes to move. 


This spell does not violently break the : 


surface of the ground. Instead, it creates 
wavelike crests and troughs, with the 
earth reacting with glacierlike fluidity, 
until the desired result is achieved. Trees, 
structures, rock formations, and such are 
mostly unaffected except for changes in 
elevation and relative topography. —__ 

The spell cannot be used for tunneling 
and is generally too slow to trap or bury 
creatures. Its primary use is for digging or 
filling moats or for adjusting terrain con- 
tours before a battle. =i 

This spell has no effect on earth crea- 
tures. Sar Ed

(clay, loam, and sand) in a small bag, and 
an iron blade.

You detoxify any sort of venom in the 

\creature or object touched. A poisoned 

| creature suffers no additional effects from 
the poison, and any temporary effects are 
ended, but the spell does not reverse 
instantaneous effects, such as hit point 
damage, temporary ability damage, or 
effects that don't go away on their own. 
For example, if a poison has dealt 3 points 
of Constitution damage to a character and 
threatens to deal more damage later, this 
spell prevents the future damage but does 
not repair the damage already done. 


The creature is immune to any poison 
it is exposed to during the duration of the 
spell. Unlike with delay poison, such ef- 
fects aren't postponed until after the dura- 
tion—the creature need not make any 
saves against poison effects applied to it 
during the length of the spell. 

This spell can instead neutralize the 
poison in a poisonous creature or object 


for the duration of the spell, at the caster’s 


option.

If you choose to enter a trance, you are 
not aware of your surroundings or the

The warded creature or object becomes 
difficult to detect by divination spells 
such as clairaudience/clairvoyance, locate 
object, and detect spells. Nondetection also 
prevents location by such magic items as 
crystal balls. If a divination is attempted 
against the warded creature or item, the 
caster of the divination must succeed ona 
caster level check (1d20 + caster level) 
against a DC of 11 + the caster level of the 
spellcaster who cast nondetection. If you 
cast nondetection on yourself or on an item 
‘currently in your possession, the DC is 15 
+ your caster level. 

If cast on a creature, nondetection wards 
the creature’s gear as well as the creature 
itself.

If 
you serve no particular deity, the spell is a 


general plea answered by a creature shar-, 


ing your philosophical alignment. If you 
know an individual creature’s name, you 
may request that individual by speaking 
the name during the spell (though you 
might get a different creature anyway). 

You may ask the creature to perform 
one task in exchange for a payment from 
you. Tasks might range from the simple) 
(fly us across the chasm, help us fight a 
battle) to the complex (spy on our en- 
emies, protect us on our foray into the 
dungeon). You must be able to communi- 
cate with the creature called in order to 
bargain for its services. 

The creature called requires a payment 
for its services. This payment can take a 
variety of forms, from donating gold or 
magic items to an allied temple, to a gift 
given directly to the creature, to some 
other action on your part that matches the 
creature’s alignment and goals. Re- 
gardless, this payment must be made be- 
fore the creature agrees to perform any 
services. The bargaining takes at least 1 
round, so any actions by the creature be- 
gin in the round after it arrives. 

A task taking up to 1 minute per caster 
level requires a payment of 100 gp per HD 
of the creature called. For a task taking up 
to 1 hour per caster level, the creature 
requires a payment of 500 gp per HD. A 
long-term task, one requiring up to one 


day per caster level, requires a payment of 
1,000 gp per HD. 

A nonhazardous task requires only half 
the indicated payment, while an especially 
hazardous task might require a greater 
gift. Few if any creatures will accept a task 
that seems suicidal (remember, a called 
creature actually dies when it is killed, 
unlike a summoned creature). However, if| 
the task is strongly aligned with the crea-| 
ture’s ethos, the DM may halve or even 
waive the payment. For instance, a celes- 
tial creature called to battle demons might 
require a gift of only half the normal value. 

At the end of its task, or when the dura- 
tion bargained for expires, the creature 
returns to its home plane (after reporting 
back to you, if appropriate and possible). 

Note: When you use a calling spell that 
calls an air, chaotic, earth, evil, fire, good, 
lawful, or water creature, it is a spell of 
that type. For example, lesser planar ally is a 
fire spell when it calls a fire elemental. 

XP Cost: 100 XP.

Casting this spell attempts a dangerous 


‘act: to lure a creature from another plane 
\to_a specifically prepared trap, which 
[must lie within the spell’s range. The 
‘called creature is held in the trap until it 
agrees to perform one service in return 
for its freedom. 

To create the trap, you must use a magic 
circle spell, focused inward. The kind of 
creature to be bound must be known and 
stated. If you wish to call a specific indi- 
vidual, you must use that individual’s 
proper name in casting the spell. | 

The target creature is allowed a Will 
saving throw. If the saving throw suc- 
ceeds, the creature resists the spell. If the 
saving throw fails, the creature is immedi- 
ately drawn to the trap (spell resistance 
does not keep it from being called). The 
creature can escape from the trap with by 
successfully pitting its spell resistance 
against your caster level check, by dimen- 
sional travel, or with a successful Cha- 
risma check (DC 15 + 1/2 your caster level 
+ your Cha modifier). It can try each 


method once per day. If it breaks loose, it_ 


can flee or attack you. A dimensional 
anchor cast on the creature prevents its 
escape via dimensional travel. You can 
also employ a calling diagram (see magic 
circle against evil, page 249) to make the 


| trap more secure. 


If the creature does not break free of 
‘the trap, you can keep it bound for as long 


|as you dare. You can attempt to compel 
| the creature to perform a service by de- 


scribing the service and perhaps offering 
some sort of reward. You make a Cha- 
risma check opposed by the creature's 
Charisma check. The DM assigns your 
check a bonus of +0 to +6 based on the 
nature of the service and the reward. If 
the creature wins the opposed check, it 
refuses service. New offers, bribes, and 


| the like can be made or the old ones reof- 
‘fered every 24 hours. This process can be 
irepeated until the creature promises to 
\serve, until it breaks free, or until you de- 


cide to get rid of it by means of some 
other spell. Impossible demands or un- 
reasonable commands are never agreed 
to. If you roll a 1 on the Charisma check, 
the creature breaks free of the binding 
and can escape or attack you. 

Once the requested service is com- 
pleted, the creature need only so inform 
you to be instantly sent back whence it 
came. The creature might later seek re- 


venge. If you assign some open-ended 
task that the creature cannot complete 
though its own actions (such as “Wait 
here” or “Defend this area against attack”), 
the spell remains in effect for a maximum 
of one day per caster level, and the crea- 
ture gains an immediate chance to break 
free. Note that a clever recipient can sub- 
vert some instructions. 

When you use a calling spell to call an 
air, chaotic, earth, evil, fire, good, lawful, 
or water creature, it is a spell of that type. 
‘For example, lesser planar binding is a water 
spell when you cast it to call a water ele- 
mental.

\Precise accuracy as to a particular arrival 


‘location on the intended plane is nigh 


impossible. From the Material Plane, you 


can reach any other plane, though you 
appear 5 to 500 miles (5d%) from your 
intended destination. 

Note: Plane shift transports creatures in- 
stantaneously and then ends. The crea- 


tures need to find other means if they are, 


to travel back. 

Focus: A small, forked metal rod. The 
size and metal type dictates to which 
plane of existence or alternate dimension 
the spell sends the affected creatures. 
Forked rods keyed to certain planes or 
dimensions may be difficult to come by, 
as decided by the DM.

The plants entwine to 
form a thicket or jungle that creatures must 
hack or force a way through.

(The DM may allow faster movement 
for very small or very large creatures.) The | 
area must have brush and trees in it for this | 
spell to take effect. | 

At your option, the area can be a 100- 
foot-radius circle, a 150-foot-radius semi- 
circle, or a 200-foot-radius quarter circle. 
You may designate places within the area 
that are not affected. 

Enrichment: This effect targets plants 
within a range of one-half mile, raising 
their potential productivity over the 
course of the next year to one-third above 
normal. 

In many farming communities, clerics 
or druids cast this spell at planting time as 
part of the spring festivals. 

Plant growth counters diminish plants. 

This spell has no effect on plant crea- 
tures.

The new 
form may be of the same type as the sub- 
ject or any of the following types: aber- 
ration, animal, dragon, fey, giant, human- 
oid, magical beast, monstrous humanoid, 
ooze, plant, or vermin. The assumed form 
can't have more Hit Dice than your caster 
level (or the subject's HD, whichever is 
lower), to a maximum of 15 HD at 15th 
level. You can't cause a subject to assume a 
form smaller than Fine, nor can you cause 
a subject to assume an incorporeal or gas- 
eous form. The subject’s creature type and 
subtype (if any) change to match the new 
form (see the Monster Manual for more 
information). 

Upon changing, the subject regains 
lost hit points as if it had rested for a night 
(though this healing does not restore tem- 
porary ability damage and provide other 
benefits of resting; and changing back 
does not heal the subject further). If slain, 
the subject reverts to its original form, 
though it remains dead. 

The subject gains the Strength, Dex- 

| terity, and Constitution scores of the new

Unlike polymorph, polymorph any object 
does grant the creature the Intelligence 
score of its new form. If the original form 
didn't have a Wisdom or Charisma score, 


it gains those scores as appropriate for the) 


new form. 

Damage taken by the new form can 
result in the injury or death of the poly- 
morphed creature. For example, it is pos- 
sible to polymorph a creature into rock 
and then grind it to dust, causing damage, 
perhaps even death. If the creature was 
changed to dust to start with, more cre- 
ative methods to damage it would be 
needed. Perhaps you could use a gust of 
wind spell to scatter the dust far and wide. 
In general, damage occurs when the new 
form is changed through physical force, 
although the DM must adjudicate many 
of these situations. 

A nonmagical object cannot be made 
into a magic item with this spell. Magic 
items aren't affected by this spell. 

This spell cannot create material of 
great intrinsic value, such as copper, sil- 
ver, gems, silk, gold, platinum, mithral, or 
adamantine. It also cannot reproduce the 
special properties of cold iron in order to 


overcome the damage reduction of cer- 
tain creatures. 

This spell can also be used to duplicate 
the effects of baleful polymorph, polymorph, 
flesh to stone, stone to flesh, transmute metal to 
wood, transmute mud to rock, or transmute 
rock to mud.

Prestidigitations are minor tricks that 
novice spellcasters use for practice.

The effects are minor and have severe lim- 
itations. A prestidigitation can slowly lift 
1 pound of material. It can color, clean, or 
|soil items in a 1-foot cube each round. It 
‘can chill, warm, or flavor 1 pound of non- 
| living material. It cannot deal damage or 
\affect the concentration of spellcasters. 
Prestidigitation can create small objects, 
but they look crude and artificial. The 
materials created by a prestidigitation spell 
are extremely fragile, and they cannot be 
used as tools, weapons, or spell compo- 
nents. Finally, a prestidigitation lacks the 
power to duplicate any other spell effects. 
Any actual change to an object (beyond 
just moving, cleaning, or soiling it) per- 
sists only 1 hour. 


Characters typically use prestidigitation 
spells to impress common folk, amuse 
children, and brighten dreary lives. Com- 
mon tricks with prestidigitations include 
producing tinklings of ethereal music, 
brightening faded flowers, creating glow- 
ing balls that float over your hand, gener- 
ating puffs of wind to flicker candles, 
spicing up aromas and flavors of bland 
food, and making little whirlwinds to 
sweep dust under rugs.

Typically, only the upper hemisphere 
of the globe will exist, since you are at the 
center of the sphere, so the lower half is 
usually excluded by the floor surface you 
are standing on. 


The colors of the sphere have the same, 


effects as the colors of a prismatic wall.

The wall is immobile, and you 
can pass through and remain near the wall 
without harm. However, any other crea- 
ture with less than 8 HD that is within 20 
feet of the wall is blinded for 2d4 rounds 
by the colors if it looks at the wall. 

The wall’s maximum proportions are 4 
feet wide per caster level and 2 feet high 
per caster level. A prismatic wall spell cast 
to materialize in a space occupied by a 
creature is disrupted, and the spell is 
wasted. } 
| Each color in the wall has a special. 
effect. The accompanying table shows the | 
seven colors of the wall, the order in 
which they appear, their effects on crea- 
tures trying to attack you or pass through 
the wall, and the magic needed to negate 
each color. 

The wall can be destroyed, color by 
color, in consecutive order, by various 
magical effects; however, the first color 
must be brought down before the second 
can be affected, and so on. A rod of cancel- 
lation or a Mordenkainen’s disjunction spell 
destroys a prismatic wall, but an antimagic 
field fails to penetrate it. Dispel magic and 
greater dispel magic cannot dispel the wall 
or anything beyond it. Spell resistance is 
effective against a prismatic wall, but the 
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PRISMATIC WALL 


Prismatic wall makes an effective barrier. 


a melee touch attack, dealing fire damage 
equal to 1dé +1 point per caster level 
(maximum +5). Alternatively, you can 
hurl the flames up to 120 feet as a thrown 
weapon. When doing so, you attack with a 
ranged touch attack (with no range 
penalty) and deal the same damage as 
with the melee attack. No sooner do you 
hurl the flames than a new set appears in 
your hand. Each attack you make reduces 
the remaining duration by 1 minute. If an 
attack reduces the remaining duration to 
0 minutes or less, the spell ends after the 
attack resolves.

Saving Throw: Will disbelief (if inter- 
acted with)

You tap energy from the Plane of Shadow 
to create a quasi-real, illusory version of 
yourself. The projected image looks, 
sounds, and smells like you but is intan- 
gible. The projected image mimics your 
actions (including speech) unless you 
direct it to act differently (which is a 
move action). 


You can see through its eyes and hear 
through its ears as if you were standing 
where it is, and during your turn you can 
switch from using its senses to using your 
own, or back again, as a free action. While 
you are using its senses, your body is con- 
sidered blinded and deafened. | 

If you desire, any spell you cast whose 
range is touch or greater can originate, 

_from the projected image instead of from 
_you. The projected image can’t cast any, 
spells on itself except for illusion spells. 

‘The spells affect other targets normally, 
despite originating from the projected 
image. 

Objects are affected by the projected 
image as if they had succeeded on their 
Will save. 

You must maintain line of effect to the 
projected image at all times. If your line of 
effect is obstructed, the spell ends. If you 
use dimension door, teleport, plane shift, or a 
similar spell that breaks your line of 
effect, even momentarily, the spell ends., 

Material Component: A small replica of 
you (a doll), which costs 5 gp to create.

The subject gains dam- 
age reduction 10/magic against ranged 
weapons. (This spell doesn't grant you the 
\ability to damage creatures with similar 
|damage reduction.) Once the spell has 
| prevented a total of 10 points of damage 

per caster level (maximum 100 points), it 

is discharged. 
Focus: A piece of shell from a tortoise or 

a turtle. 


Protection from Chaos

| This spell functions like protection from 
(evil, except that the deflection and resist- 
ance bonuses apply to attacks from cha- 
otic creatures, and chaotic summoned.

Protection from energy grants temporary 
‘immunity to the type of energy you spec- 
ify when you cast it (acid, cold, electricity, 
fire, or sonic). When the spell absorbs 12 
‘points per caster level of energy damage 

(to a maximum of 120 points at 10th 
level), it is discharged. 

Note: Protection from energy overlaps 
(and does not stack with) resist energy. If a 
character is warded by protection from en- 
ergy and resist energy, the protection spell ab- 
sorbs damage until its power is exhausted.

This spell wards a creature from attacks by. 


evil creatures, from mental control, and 


from summoned creatures. It creates a. 


‘magical barrier around the subject at a 
distance of 1 foot. The barrier moves with 
the subject and has three major effects. 

First, the subject gains a +2 deflection 
bonus to AC and a +2 resistance bonus on 
saves. Both these bonuses apply against 
attacks made or effects created by evil 
creatures. 


Second, the barrier blocks any attempt 


to possess the warded creature (by a magic 
jar attack, for example) or to exercise 
mental control over the creature (includ- 
ing enchantment (charm) effects and 
enchantment (compulsion) effects that 
grant the caster ongoing control over the 
subject, such as dominate person). The pro- 
tection does not prevent such effects 
from targeting the protected creature, but 
it suppresses the effect for the duration of 
the protection from evil effect. If the protec- 
tion from evil effect ends before the effect 
granting mental control does, the would- 
be controller would then be able to men- 
tally command the controlled creature. 
Likewise, the barrier keeps out a possess- 
ing life force but does not expel one if it is 
in place before the spell is cast. This 
second effect works regardless of align- 
ment. 

Third, the spell prevents bodily contact 
by summoned creatures. This causes the 
natural weapon attacks of such creatures 


to fail and the creatures to recoil if such 
attacks require touching the warded crea- 
ture. Good summoned creatures are 
immune to this effect. The protection 
against contact by summoned creatures 
ends if the warded creature makes an 
attack against or tries to force the barrier 
against the blocked creature. Spell resist- | 
ance can allow a creature to overcome this | 
protection and touch the warded creature. | 

Arcane Material Component: A little pow- 
dered silver with which you trace a 3-foot- 
diameter circle on the floor (or ground) 
around the creature to be warded. 


Protection from Good

Range: One mile 

Effect: Ten or more levitating eyes 


Duration: 1 hour/level (D); see text 
Saving Throw: None 
Spell Resistance: No 


You create a number of semitangible, visi- 
ble magical orbs (called “eyes”) equal to 
1d4 + your caster level. These eyes move 
out, scout around, and return as you di- 
rect them when casting the spell. Each 
_eye can see 120 feet (normal vision only) 
in all directions. { 
__ While the individual eyes are quite 
fragile, they’re small and difficult to spot. 
Each eye is a Fine construct, about the 
size of a small apple, that has 1 hit point, 
AC 18 (+8 bonus for its size), flies at a 
speed of 30 feet with perfect maneuver- 
ability, and has a +16 Hide modifier. It has 
a Spot modifier equal to your caster level 
(maximum +15) and is subject to illu- 
sions, darkness, fog, and any other factors 
that would affect your ability to receive 


visual information about your surround-_ 


ings. An eye traveling through darkness 
must find its way by touch. 

When you create the eyes, you specify, 
instructions you want them to follow ina 
command of no more than twenty-five 
words. Any knowledge you possess is 
known by the eyes as well, so if you know, 
for example, what a typical merchant 
looks like, the eyes do as well. 

A sample command: “Surround me at a 
range of four hundred feet and return if 
you spot any dangerous creatures.” The 
phrase “Surround me” directs the eyes to 
form an equally spaced, horizontal ring at 
whatever range you indicate, and then 
move with you. As eyes return or are de- 
stroyed, the rest automatically space them- 

_selves to compensate. In the case of this 
_sample command, an eye returns only if it 
| spots a creature you would regard as dan- 
|gerous. A “peasant” that is actually a 
| shapechanged dragon wouldn't trigger an 
eye's return. Ten eyes can form a ring with 
a radius of 400 feet and between them- 
selves see everything that crosses the ring. 

Another sample command: “Spread out 
and search the town for Arweth. Follow 
him for three minutes, staying out of 
sight, and then return.” The phrase 
“Spread out” directs the eyes to move away 

from you in all directions. In this case, 

each eye would separately follow Arweth 

_for three minutes once it spots him. 

| Other commands that might be useful 
include having the eyes form a line in a 
certain manner, making them move at 
random within a certain range, or having 
them follow a certain type of creature. 
The DM is the final judge of the suitabil- 
ity of your directions. 

In order to report their findings, the 
eyes must return to your hand. Each re- 
plays in your mind all it has seen during 
its existence. It takes an eye 1 round to 


replay 1 hour of recorded images. After 
relaying its findings, an eye disappears. 

If an eye ever gets more than 1 mile 
away from you, it instantly ceases to exist. 
However, your link with the eye is such 
that you won't know if the eye was de- 
stroyed because it wandered out of range 
or because of some other event. 

The eyes exist for up to 1 hour per cast- 
‘er level or until they return to you. Dispel 
magic can destroy eyes. Roll separately for 
‘each eye caught in an area dispel. Of 
course, if an eye is sent into darkness, it 
could hit a wall or similar obstacle and 
destroy itself. 

Material Component: A handful of crys- 
tal marbles. 


Prying Eyes, Greater 


Divination 
Level: Sor/Wiz 8 


\This spell functions like prying eyes, except 
‘that the eyes can see all things as they 
lactually are, just as if they had true seeing 
with a range of 120 feet. Thus, they can 
navigate darkened areas at full normal 
‘speed. Also, a greater prying eye's maximum 
Spot modifier is +25 instead of +15. 


Purify Food and Drink 


Transmutation 

Level: Clr 0, Drd 0 

Components: V, S 

(Casting Time: 1 standard action 

Range: 10 ft. 

Target: 1 cu. ft./level of contaminated 
food and water 

Duration: Instantaneous 

Saving Throw: Will negates (object) 

Spell Resistance: Yes (object) 


This spell makes spoiled, rotten, poison- 


ous, or otherwise contaminated food and 
water pure and suitable for eating and 
drinking. This spell does not prevent sub- 
sequent natural decay or spoilage. Unholy 
water and similar food and drink of sig- 
nificance is spoiled by purify food and 
drink, but the spell has no effect on crea- 
tures of any type nor upon magic potions. 

Note: Water weighs about 8 pounds per 
gallon. One cubic foot of water contains 
roughly 8 gallons and weighs about 60 
pounds. 


Pyrotechnics 


Transmutation 

Level: Brd 2, Sor/Wiz 2 

Components: V, S, M 

Casting Time: 1 standard action 

Range: Long (400 ft. + 40 ft./level) 

Target: One fire source, up to a 20-ft. 
cube 

Duration: 1d4+1 rounds, or 1d4+1 
rounds after creatures leave the smoke 
cloud; see text 


Saving Throw: Will negates or Fortitude 
negates; see text 
Spell Resistance: Yes or No; see text 


Pyrotechnics turns a fire into either a burst 
of blinding fireworks or a thick cloud of 
choking smoke, depending on the ver- 
sion you choose. } 

Fireworks: The fireworks are a flashing, | 
fiery, momentary burst of glowing, col-| 
ored aerial lights. This effect causes crea- 
tures within 120 feet of the fire source to 
become blinded for 1d4+1 rounds (Will 
negates). These creatures must have line 
of sight to the fire to be affected. Spell 
resistance can prevent blindness. 

Smoke Cloud: A writhing stream of 
smoke billows out from the source, form- 
ing a choking cloud. The cloud spreads 20 
feet in all directions and lasts for 1 round 
per caster level. All sight, even darkvision, 
is ineffective in or through the cloud. All 
within the cloud take —4 penalties to 
Strength and Dexterity (Fortitude negates). 
These effects last for 1d4+1 rounds after 
the cloud dissipates or after the creature 
leaves the area of the cloud. Spell resist- 
ance does not apply. 

Material Component: The spell uses one 
fire source, which is immediately extin- 
guished. A fire so large that it exceeds a 
20-foot cube is only partly extinguished. 
Magical fires are not extinguished, al- 
though a fire-based creature (such as a fire 
elemental) used as a source takes 1 point 
of damage per caster level. 


Quench

Level: Drd 3 

Components: V, S, DF 

(Casting Time: 1 standard action 

Range: Medium (100 ft. + 10 ft./level) 

Target or Area: One fire-based magic 
item or one 20-ft. cube/level (S) 

Duration: Instantaneous 

Saving Throw: None or Will negates 
(object) 

Spell Resistance: No or Yes (object) 


Quench is often used to put out forest fires | 
and other conflagrations. It extinguishes 
all nonmagical fires in its area. The spell 
also dispels any fire spells in its area, 
though you must succeed on a dispel 
check (1d20 +4 per caster level, maximum 
+15) against each spell to dispel it. The DC 
to dispel such spells is 11 + the caster level 
of the fire spell. 

Each elemental (fire) creature within 
the area of a quench spell takes 1d6 points 
of damage per caster level (maximum 
15d6, no save allowed). 

Alternatively, you can target the spell 
ona single magic item that creates or con- 
trols flame, such as a wand of fireball or a 
flaming burst sword. The item loses all its 
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fire-based magical abilities for 1d4 hours 
unless it succeeds on a Will save. (Arti- 
facts are immune to this effect.)

The effect is otherwise 
identical with a barbarian’s rage (see page 
25), except that the subjects aren't fa- 
tigued at the end of the rage.

A glowing, rainbow-hued pattern of in- 
| terweaving colors fascinates those within 
Lof 24 Hit Dice of creatures. Creatures 
with the fewest HD are affected first. 
Among creatures with equal HD, those 
who are closest to the spell’s point of 
origin are affected first. An affected crea- 
ture that fails its saves is fascinated by the 
pattern. 
With a simple gesture (a free action), 
you can make the rainbow pattern move 
_up to 30 feet per round (moving its effec- 
| tive point of origin). All fascinated crea- 
_tures follow the moving rainbow of light, 
| trying to get or remain within the effect. 
Fascinated creatures who are restrained 
and removed from the pattern still try to 
follow it. If the pattern leads its subjects 
into a dangerous area (through flame, off 
a cliff, or the like), each fascinated crea- 
ture gets a second save. If the view of the 
lights is completely blocked (by an 
obscuring mist spell, for instance), crea- 
tures who can’t see them are no longer 
affected. 


The spell does not affect sightless crea- 
tures. 

Verbal Component: A wizard or sorcerer 
need not utter a sound to cast this spell, 
but a bard must sing, play music, or recite 
a rhyme as a verbal component. 

Material Component: A piece of phos- 
phor. 

Focus: A crystal prism. 


Raise Dead 


\Conjuration (Healing)

Range: Touch 

Target: Dead creature touched 
Duration: Instantaneous 
Saving Throw: None; see text 
Spell Resistance: Yes (harmless) 


‘You restore life to a deceased creature. You 
\can raise a creature that has been dead for 
\no longer than one day per caster level. In 
laddition, the subject’s soul must be free 
‘and willing to return (see Bringing Back 
the Dead, page 171). If the subject’s soul is 
‘not willing to return, the spell does not 
work; therefore, a subject that wants to 
return receives no saving throw. 


Coming back from the dead is an or- 
deal. The subject of the spell loses one. 
level (or 1 Hit Die) when it is raised, just. 


as if it had lost a level or a Hit Die to an 


‘energy-draining creature. If the subject is 


1st level, it loses 2 points of Constitution 
instead (if this would reduce its Con to 0 
or less, it can't be raised). This level/HD 
loss or Constitution loss cannot be 
repaired by any means. A character who 
died with spells prepared has a 50% 
chance of losing any given spell upon 


being raised, in addition to losing spells, 


for losing a level. A spellcasting creature 
that doesn't prepare spells (such as a sor- 
cerer) has a 50% chance of losing any 
given unused spell slot as if it had been 
used to cast a spell, in addition to losing 
spell slots for losing a level. 

A raised creature has a number of hit 
points equal to its current Hit Dice. Any 
ability scores damaged to 0 are raised to 1. 
Normal poison and normal disease are 
cured in the process of raising the subject, 
but magical diseases and curses are not 
undone. While the spell closes mortal 
wounds and repairs lethal damage of most 
kinds, the body of the creature to be 
raised must be whole. Otherwise, missing 
parts are still missing when the creature is 
brought back to life. None of the dead 
creature's equipment or possessions are 
affected in any way by this spell. 

A creature who has been turned into an 
undead creature or killed by a death effect 
cant be raised by this spell. Constructs, ele- 
mentals, outsiders, and undead creatures 


can't be raised. The spell cannot bring back 
a creature that has died of old age. 

Material Component: Diamonds worth a 
total of least 5,000 gp. 


Rary's Mnemonic Enhancer

Casting this spell allows you to prepare 
additional spells or retain spells recently 
cast.

Prepare: You prepare up to three addi- 
tional levels of spells (such as three 1st- 
level spells, a 2nd- and a 1st-level spell, or 
a 3rd-level spell). A cantrip counts as 1/2 
level for this purpose. You prepare and 
cast these spells normally.

The spell allows you to iden- 
itify a glyph of warding with a DC 13 Spell- 
icraft check, a greater glyph of warding with 
‘a DC 16 Spellcraft check, or any symbol 
‘spell with a Spellcraft check (DC 10 + 
spell level).

‘points are unchanged. Strength, Dexter-, 


lity, and Constitution scores depend partly 
on the new body. First eliminate the sub- 
ject’s racial adjustments (since it is no 
longer of his previous race) and then 
apply the adjustments found below to the 
its remaining ability scores. The subject's 
level (or Hit Dice) is reduced by 1. If the 


subject was 1st level, its new Constitution.

When this spell is cast upon a piece of 
rope from 5 to 30 feet long, one end of the 
rope rises into the air until the whole rope 
hangs perpendicular to the ground, as if 
affixed at the upper end. The upper end is, 
in fact, fastened to an extradimensional 
space that is outside the multiverse of 
extradimensional spaces (“planes”). Crea- 
tures in the extradimensional space are 
hidden, beyond the reach of spells 
(including divinations), unless those 
spells work across planes. The space holds 
as many as eight creatures (of any size). 
Creatures in the space can pull the rope 
up into the space, making the rope “disap- 
pear.” In that case, the rope counts as one 
of the eight creatures that can fit in the 
space. The rope can support up to 16,000 
pounds. A weight greater than that can 
pull the rope free. 

Spells cannot be cast across the extra- 
dimensional interface, nor can area ef- 
fects cross it. Those in the extradimen- 


sional space can see out of it as if a 3-foot- 
by-5-foot window were centered on the 
rope. The window is present on the Mate- 
rial Plane, but it’s invisible, and even crea- 
tures that can see the window can't see 
through it. Anything inside the extradi- 
mensional space drops out when the spell 
ends. The rope can be climbed by only. 
one person at a time. The rope trick spell) 
enables climbers to reach a normal place | 
if they do not climb all the way to the 
extradimensional space. 

Note: It is hazardous to create an ex- 
tradimensional space within an existing 
extradimensional space or to take an ex- 
tradimensional space into an existing one. 

Material Component: Powdered corn 
extract and a twisted loop of parchment.

If the 
item is so large that it cannot fit within a 
3-foot radius (a large iron door or a wall of 
iron), a 3-foot-radius volume of the metal 
is rusted and destroyed. Magic items 
made of metal are immune to this spell. 

You may employ rusting grasp in combat 
with a successful melee touch attack. 
Rusting grasp used in this way instanta- 
neously destroys 1dé6 points of Armor 
Class gained from metal armor (to the 
maximum amount of protection the 
armor offered) through corrosion. For ex- 
ample, full plate armor (AC +8) could be. 
reduced to +7 or as low as +2 in protec-. 
tion, depending on the die roll. | 

Weapons in use by an opponent tar- 
geted by the spell are more difficult to 
grasp. You must succeed on a melee touch 
attack against the weapon. A metal 
weapon that is hit is destroyed. 

Note: Striking at an opponent's weapon 
provokes an attack of opportunity. Also, 
you must touch the weapon and not the 
other way around. 

Against a ferrous creature, rusting grasp 
instantaneously deals 3dé points of dam- 
age +1 per caster level (maximum +15) per 
successful attack. The spell lasts for 1 
round per level, and you can make one 
melee touch attack per round.

This spell combines several elements to 
create a powerful protection from scrying 
and direct observation. When casting the 
spell, you dictate what will and will not be 
observed in the spell’s area. The illusion cre- 
ated must be stated in general terms. Thus, 
you could specify the illusion of yourself 
and another character playing chess for the 
duration of the spell, but you could not 
have the illusory chess players take a break, 


make dinner, and then resume their game. 
You could have a crossroads appear quiet 
and empty even while an army is actually 
passing through the area. You could specify 
that no one be seen (including passing 
strangers), that your troops be undetected, 
or even that every fifth person or unit 
should be visible. Once the conditions are. 
set, they cannot be changed. | 

Attempts to scry the area automatically | 
detect the image stated by you with no 
save allowed. Sight and sound are appro- 
priate to the illusion created. A band of 
people standing in a meadow could be 
concealed as an empty meadow with birds 
chirping, for instance. 

Direct observation may allow a save (as 
per a normal illusion), if there is cause to 
disbelieve what is seen. Certainly onlook- 
ers in the area would become suspicious if 
a marching army disappeared at one point 
to reappear at another. Even entering the 
area does not cancel the illusion or neces- 
sarily allow a save, assuming that hidden 
beings take care to stay out of the way of 
those affected by the illusion.

You can change the qualities of sounds 
but cannot create words with which you 
are unfamiliar yourself. For instance, you 
can't change your voice so that it sounds 
as though you are giving the command 
word to activate a magic item unless you 
know that command word. 


A spellcaster whose voice is changed 
dramatically (such as into that of the 
aforementioned snorting pig) is unable to 
cast spells with verbal components.

A comprehend languages spell alone 
cannot reveal a secret page's contents. You 
are able to reveal the original contents 
by speaking a special word. You can then 
peruse the actual page, and return it to 
its secret page form at will. You can also re- 
move the spell by double repetition of 
the special word. A detect magic spell re- 
veals dim magic on the page in question 
but does not reveal its true contents. 
True seeing reveals the presence of the 
hidden material but does not reveal the 
contents unless cast in combination 
with comprehend languages. A secret page 


spell can be dispelled, and the hidden 


writings can be destroyed by means of 
an erase spell.

The spell does not reveal the method 
used to obtain invisibility.

See invisibility can be made permanent 
with a permanency spell.

When any- 
one reads the text containing the symbol, 
the sepia snake springs into being and 
strikes the reader, provided there is line of 
_effect between the symbol and the reader. 
| Simply seeing the enspelled text is not 
sufficient to trigger the spell; the subject 
| must deliberately read it. The target is 
lentitled to a save to evade the snake's 
strike. If it succeeds, the sepia snake dissi- 
pates in a flash of brown light accompa- 
nied by a puff of dun-colored smoke and a 
loud noise. If the target fails its save, it is 
engulfed in a shimmering amber field of 
force and immobilized until released, 
either at your command or when 1d4 days 
+ one day per caster level have elapsed. 
| While trapped in the amber field of 
‘force, the subject does not age, breathe, 
_ grow hungry, sleep, or regain spells. It is pre- 
| served in a state of suspended animation, 
unaware of its surroundings. It can be dam- 
aged by outside forces (and perhaps even 
killed), since the field provides no protec- 
tion against physical injury. However, a 
dying subject does not lose hit points or 
become stable until the spell ends. 

The hidden sigil cannot be detected by 
normal observation, and detect magic 
reveals only that the entire text is magical. 
A dispel magic can remove the sigil. An 


erase spell destroys the entire page of text. 
Sepia snake sigil can be cast in combination 
with other spells that hide or garble text, 
such as secret page.

___Note: The Will save prevents an at- 
tended or magical object from being se- 
questered. There is no save to see the seques- 
tered creature or object or to detect it with 
a divination spell.

Shadow conjurations are actually one-fifth 
(20%) as strong as the real things, though | 
creatures who believe the shadow conjura- | 
tions to be real are affected by them at full) 
strength. 

Any creature that interacts with the 
conjured object, force, or creature can 
make a Will save to recognize its true 
nature. 

Spells that deal damage, such as Melf’s 
acid arrow, have normal effects unless the 
affected creature succeeds on a Will save. 
Each disbelieving creature takes only 
one-fifth (20%) damage from the attack. If 
the disbelieved attack has a special effect 
other than damage, that effect is only 20% 
likely to occur. Regardless of the result of 
the save to disbelieve, an affected creature 
is also allowed any save that the spell 
being simulated allows, but the save DC is 
set according to shadow conjuration’s level 
(4th) rather than the spell’s normal level. 
In addition, any effect created by shadow 
conjuration allows spell resistance, even if 
the spell it is simulating does not. 

Shadow objects or substances, such as 
obscuring mist, have normal effects except 
against those who disbelieve them. 
Against disbelievers, they are 20% likely 
to work. 

A shadow creature has one-fifth the hit 
points of a normal creature of its kind 
(regardless of whether it’s recognized as 
shadowy). It deals normal damage and has 
all normal abilities and weaknesses. 
‘Against a creature that recognizes it as a 
shadow creature, however, the shadow 
creature's damage is one-fifth (20%) 
normal, and all special abilities that do 
not deal lethal damage are only 20% likely 
to work. (Roll for each use and each 
affected character separately.) Further- 
more, the shadow creature’s AC bonuses | 
are one-fifth as large (so a +7 bonus result- 
ing in AC 17 would change to a +1 total | 
bonus for a new AC of 11). 

A creature that succeeds on its save 
sees the shadow conjurations as transparent 
images superimposed on vague, shadowy 
forms.

If the 
disbelieved attack has a special effect 
other than damage, that effect is one-fifth 
as strong (if applicable) or only 20% likely 
to occur. If recognized as a shadow evoca- 
tion, a damaging spell deals only one-fifth 
(20%) damage. Regardless of the result of 
the save to disbelieve, an affected creature 
is also allowed any save (or spell 
resistance) that the spell being simulated 
allows, but the save DC is set according to 
shadow evocation’s level (5th) rather than 
_the spell’s normal level. 
__Nondamaging effects, such as gust of 
| wind, have normal effects except against

Objects automatically succeed on their 
Will saves against this spell.

Targets: Up to one touched crea- 
ture/level 

Duration: 1 hour/level (D) 

Saving Throw: Will negates 

Spell Resistance: Yes 


To use the shadow walk spell, you must be 
in an area of shadowy illumination. You 
and any creature you touch are then 
‘transported along a coiling path of shad- 
owstuff to the edge of the Material Plane 
where it borders the Plane of Shadow. The 
‘effect is largely illusory, but the path is 
quasi-real. You can take more than one 
creature along with you (subject to your 
level limit), but all must be touching each 
other. 

In the region of shadow, you move at a 
rate of 50 miles per hour, moving nor- 
mally on the borders of the Plane of 
Shadow but much more rapidly relative to 
\the Material Plane. Thus, you can use this 
\spell to travel rapidly by stepping onto 
‘the Plane of Shadow, moving the desired 
(distance, and then stepping back onto the 
‘Material Plane. 
_ Because of the blurring of real- 
ity between the Plane of Shadow and 
the Material Plane, you can’t make out 
details of the terrain or areas you pass 


over during transit, nor can you predict, 
perfectly where your travel will end. It’s 
impossible to judge distances accurately, 


making the spell virtually useless for 


‘scouting or spying. Furthermore, when, 


‘the spell effect ends, you are shunted 
1d10x100 feet in a random horizontal 
direction from your desired endpoint. 
If this would place you within a solid 
object, you are shunted 1d10x1,000 feet 
in the same direction. If this would still 
place you within a solid object, you (and 


any creatures with you) are shunted to, 


the nearest empty space available, but the 
strain of this activity renders each crea- 
ture fatigued (no save). 

Shadow walk can also be used to travel 
to other planes that border on the Plane 
of Shadow, but this usage requires the 
transit of the Plane of Shadow to arrive at 
a border with another plane of reality. 
The transit of the Plane of Shadow 
requires 1d4 hours. 

Any creatures touched by you when 
shadow walk is cast also make the transi- 
tion to the borders of the Plane of Shad- 
ow. They may opt to follow you, wander 
off through the plane, or stumble back 
into the Material Plane (50% chance for 
either of the latter results if they are lost 
or abandoned by you). Creatures unwill- 
ing to accompany you into the Plane of 
Shadow receive a Will saving throw, 
negating the effect if successful.

Effect: Three or more shambling 
mounds, no two of which can be more |

Saving Throw: None 

Spell Resistance: No 


The shambler spell creates 1d4+2 sham- 
bling mounds with 11 HD each. (See 
the Monster Manual for details about 
shambling mounds.) The creatures 
willingly aid you in combat or battle, 
perform a specific mission, or serve as 
bodyguards. The creatures remain with 
you for seven days unless you dismiss 
them. If the shamblers are created only 
for guard duty, however, the duration of 
the spell is seven months. In this case, 
the shamblers can only be ordered to 
guard a specific site or location. Sham- 
blers summoned to guard duty cannot 
move outside the spell’s range, which is 
measured from the point where each 
first appeared. 

The shamblers have resistance to fire 
as normal shambling mounds do only if 
the terrain is rainy, marshy, or damp.

This spell functions like polymorph, 
except that it enables you to assume the 
form of any single non-unique creature 
(of any type) from Fine to Colossal size. 
The assumed form can’t have more than. 
your caster level in Hit Dice (to a maxi-| 
mum of 25 HD). Unlike polymorph, this | 
spell allows incorporeal or gaseous forms 
to be assumed. 

You gain all extraordinary and super- 
natural abilities of the assumed form, but 
you lose your own supernatural abilities. 
You also gain the type of the assumed 
form in place of your own. The assumed 
form doesn’t disorient you. Parts of your 
body or pieces of equipment that are sepa- 
rated from you don’t revert to their natu- 
ral forms. 

You can become any creature you're 
familiar with, changing form up to 
once each round as a free action. The 
change can’t take place during another 
action. If you use this spell to create a dis- 
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guise, you gain a +10 bonus on your Dis- 
guise check. 

Focus: A jade circlet worth at least 1,500 
gp, which you must place on your head 
when casting the spell. This focus melds 
into your assumed form.

Saving Throw: Will negates (object); 

Will negates (object) or Fortitude half; 

see text 

Spell Resistance: Yes (object) | 

Shatter creates a loud, ringing noise that 

breaks brittle, nonmagical objects; sun- 

ders a single solid, nonmagical object; or 
damages a crystalline creature. 

Used as an area attack, shatter destroys 
nonmagical objects of crystal, glass, 
ceramic, or porcelain, such as vials, bot- 
tles, flasks, jugs, windows, mirrors, and 
so forth. All such objects within a 5-foot 
radius of the point of origin are smashed 
into dozens of pieces by the spell. Objects. 
weighing more than 1 pound per your 
level are not affected, but all other objects, 
of the appropriate composition are 
shattered.

shield has no armor check penalty or 
arcane spell failure chance. Unlike with 
a normal tower shield, you can’t use the 
shield spell for cover.

A dim, blue glow surrounds the subjects, 
protecting them from attacks, granting 
them resistance to spells cast by chaotic 
creatures, and slowing chaotic creatures 


when they strike the subjects. This abju-, 


ration has four effects. 

First, each warded creature gains a +4 
deflection bonus to AC and a +4 resis- 
tance bonus on saves. Unlike protection 
from chaos, this benefit applies against all 
attacks, not just against attacks by cha- 
otic creatures. 

Second, a warded creature gains spell 
resistance 25 against chaotic spells and 
spells cast by chaotic creatures. 

Third, the abjuration blocks posses- 
sion and mental influence, just as protec- 
tion from chaos does. 

Finally, if a chaotic creature succeeds 
on a melee attack against a warded crea- 
ture, the attacker is slowed (Will save 
negates, as the slow spell, but against 
shield of law’s save DC).

Additionally, the 
subject takes only half damage from all 
wounds and attacks (including that dealt 
by special abilities) that deal hit point 
damage. The amount of damage not 
taken by the warded creature is taken by 
you. Forms of harm that do not involve 
hit points, such as charm effects, tempo- 
rary ability damage, level draining, and 
death effects, are not affected. If the sub- 
ject suffers a reduction of hit points 
from a lowered Constitution score, the 
reduction is not split with you because it 
is not hit point damage. When the spell 
ends, subsequent damage is no longer 
divided between the subject and you, 
but damage already split is not reas- 
signed to the subject.

Any exposed brittle or crystalline object 
or crystalline creature takes 1d6 points of 
sonic damage per caster level (maximum 
15d6).

Upon the casting of this spell, complete 
silence prevails in the affected area. All 
sound is stopped: Conversation is impos- 
sible, spells with verbal components can- 
not be cast, and no noise whatsoever is- 
sues from, enters, or passes through the 
area. The spell can be cast on a point in 
space, but the effect is stationary unless 
cast on a mobile object. The spell can be 
centered on a creature, and the effect then 
radiates from the creature and moves as it 
moves. An unwilling creature can attempt 


a Will save to negate the spell and can use 
spell resistance, if any. Items in a creature's 
possession or magic items that emit sound 
receive the benefits of saves and spell 
resistance, but unattended objects and 
points in space do not. This spell provides 
a defense against sonic or language-based 
attacks, such as command, a harpy’s capti- | 
vating song, a horn of blasting, and the like. |

Simulacrum creates an illusory duplicate 

of any creature. The duplicate creature is 

partially real and formed from ice or 

snow. It appears to be the same as the orig- 

inal, but it has only one-half of the real 

creature’s levels or Hit Dice (and the 
appropriate hit points, feats, skill ranks, 
and special abilities for a creature of that 
level or HD). You can’t create a simu- 

lacrum of a creature whose Hit Dice or 

levels exceed twice your caster level. You 

must make a Disguise check when you 

cast the spell to determine how good the 

likeness is. A creature familiar with the 

original might detect the ruse with a suc- 

cessful Spot check (opposed by the 

caster’s Disguise check) or a DC 20 Sense 

Motive check. 

At all times the simulacrum remains 
under your absolute command. No spe- 
cial telepathic link exists, so command 
must be exercised in some other mannet. 
A simulacrum has no ability to become 
more powerful. It cannot increase its level 
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or abilities. If reduced to 0 hit points or 
otherwise destroyed, it reverts to snow 
and melts instantly into nothingness. A 
complex process requiring at least 24 
hours, 100 gp per hit point, and a fully 
equipped magical laboratory can repair 
damage to a simulacrum. | 
Material Component: The spell is cast 
over the rough snow or ice form, and, 
_some piece of the creature to be dupli- 
cated (hair, nail, or the like) must be 
placed inside the snow or ice. Addi- 
‘tionally, the spell requires powdered ruby 
worth 100 gp per HD of the simulacrum 
to be created. 
XP Cost: 100 XP per HD of the simu- 
lacrum to be created (minimum 1,000 XP).

\are affected first. Hit Dice that are not suf- 
ficient to affect a creature are wasted. 

For example, Mialee casts sleep at one 
rat (1/4 HD), one kobold (1 HD), two 
gnolls (2 HD), and an ogre (4 HD). The 
rat, the kobold, and one gnoll are affected 
(1/4 +1+2 = 3-1/4 HD). The remaining 
3/4 HD is not enough to affect the last 
gnoll or the ogre. Mialee can’t choose to 
have sleep affect the ogre or the two gnolls. 

Sleeping creatures are helpless. Slap- 


ping or wounding awakens an affected 
creature, but normal noise does not. 
Awakening a creature is a standard action 
(an application of the aid another action). 

Sleep does not target unconscious crea- 
tures, constructs, or undead creatures. 

Material Component: A pinch of fine 
sand, rose petals, or a live cricket. 


Sleet Storm

Failure means it can’t move in that 
round, while failure by 5 or more means it 
falls (see the Balance skill for details). 

The sleet extinguishes torches and 
small fires. 

Arcane Material Component: A pinch of 
dust and a few drops of water.

An affected creature moves and attacks at 
a drastically slowed rate. A slowed creature 
can take only a single move action or stan- 
dard action each turn, but not both (nor 
may it take full-round actions). Ad- 
ditionally, it takes a -1 penalty on attack 
rolls, AC, and Reflex saves. A slowed crea- 
ture moves at half its normal speed 
(round down to the next 5-foot incre- 
ment), which affects the creature's jump- 
ing distance as normal for decreased 
speed. 

Multiple slow effects don’t stack. Slow 
counters and dispels haste. 

Material Component: A drop of molasses. 


Snare

vine, rope, or thong with a 2 ft. diame-

Spell Resistance: No 


This spell enables you to make a snare. 
that functions as a magic trap. The snare | 
can be made from any supple vine, a_ 
thong, or a rope. When you cast snare 
upon it, the cordlike object blends with 
its surroundings (Search DC 23 fora 
character with the trapfinding ability to 
locate). One end of the snare is tied in a 
loop that contracts around one or more 
of the limbs of any creature stepping 
inside the circle. (The head of a worm or 
a snake could be thus ensnared, for 
example.) 

Ifa strong and supple tree is nearby, the 
snare can be fastened to it. The spell 
causes the tree to bend and then 
straighten when the loop is triggered, 
dealing 1d6 points of damage to the crea- 
ture trapped and lifting it off the ground 
by the trapped limb or limbs. If no such 
tree is available, the cordlike object tight- 
ens around the creature, dealing no dam- 
age but causing it to be entangled. 

The snare is magical. To escape, a 
trapped creature must make a DC 23 Es- 
cape Artist check or a DC 23 Strength 
check that is a full-round action. The 
snare has AC 7 and 5 hit points. A suc- 
cessful escape from the snare breaks the 
loop and ends the spell.

When this spell is cast, all natural, un-| 
dressed earth or stone in the spell’s area is | 
softened. Wet earth becomes thick mud, 
dry earth becomes loose sand or dirt, and 
stone becomes soft clay that is easily 
molded or chopped. You affect a 10-foot- 
square area to a depth of 1 to 4 feet, de- 
pending on the toughness or resilience of 
the ground at that spot (DM’s option). 
Magical, enchanted, dressed, or worked 
stone cannot be affected. Earth or stone 
creatures are not affected. 

A creature in mud must succeed on a 
Reflex save or be caught for 1d2 rounds 
and unable to move, attack, or cast spells. 
A creature that succeeds on its save can 
move through the mud at half speed, and 
it can't run or charge. 


Loose dirt is not as troublesome as 
mud, but all creatures in the area can 
move at only half their normal speed and 
can't run or charge over the surface. 

Stone softened into clay does not 
hinder movement, but it does allow char- 
acters to cut, shape, or excavate areas they 
may not have been able to affect before. 
For example, a party of adventurers trying 

_to break out of a cavern might use this 
spell to soften a wall. While soften earth and 
| stone does not affect dressed or worked 
\stone, cavern ceilings or vertical surfaces 
such as cliff faces can be affected. Usually, 
this causes a moderate collapse or land- 
slide as the loosened material peels away 
from the face of the wall or roof and falls. 

A moderate amount of structural dam- 
age can be dealt to a manufactured struc- 
ture (such as a wall or a tower) by soften- 
ing the ground beneath it, causing it to 
settle. However, most well-built struc- 


tures will only be damaged by this spell, 


not destroyed. 


Solid Fog

This spell functions like fog cloud, but in 
addition to obscuring sight, the solid fogis so 


thick that any creature attempting to move 


through it progresses at a speed of 5 feet, 

regardless of its normal speed, and it takes a 

—2 penalty on all melee attack and melee 

damage rolls. The vapors prevent effective 

ranged weapon attacks (except for magic 
_rays and the like). A creature or object that 
falls into solid fog is slowed, so that each 10 
| feet of vapor that it passes through reduces 
| falling damage by 1d6. A creature can't take 
a 5-foot step while in solid fog. 

However, unlike normal fog, only a se- 
vere wind (31+ mph) disperses these va- 
pors, and it does so in 1 round. 

Solid fog can be made permanent with a 
permanency spell. A permanent solid fog 
dispersed by wind reforms in 10 minutes. 

Material Component: A pinch of dried, 
powdered peas combined with powdered 

janimal hoof. 


Song of Discord 
| Enchantment (Compulsion) [Mind- 
Affecting, Sonic] 

Level: Brd 5 

Components: V, S 

Casting Time: 1 standard action 
Range: Medium (100 ft. + 10 ft./level) 
Area: 20-ft.-radius spread 

Duration: 1 round/level 

Saving Throw: Will negates 

Spell Resistance: Yes 


This spell causes those within the area to 
turn on each other rather than attack 
their foes. Each affected creature has a 
50% chance to attack the nearest target 
each round. (Roll to determine each crea- 
ture’s behavior every round at the begin- 
ning of its turn.) A creature that does not 
attack its nearest neighbor is free to act 
normally for that round. 

Creatures forced by a song of discord to 


‘attack their fellows employ all methods at 
their disposal, choosing their deadliest 


spells and most advantageous combat tac- 
tics. They do not, however, harm targets 
that have fallen unconscious.

nation, resurrection, true resurrection, or even 


_a miracle or a wish. Only by destroying the, 


gem or dispelling the spell on the gem can 


cone free the soul (which is then still dead). 


Focus: A black sapphire of at least 1,000 
gp value for every Hit Die possessed by 
the creature whose soul is to be bound. If 
the gem is not valuable enough, it shatters 
when the binding is attempted. (While 


creatures have no concept of level or Hit. 


Dice as such, the value of the gem needed 
to trap an individual can be researched. 
Remember that this value can change over 
time as creatures gain more Hit Dice.)

Furthermore, wary and cun- 
ning animals are likely to be terse and eva- 
sive, while the more stupid ones make 
inane comments. If an animal is friendly 
toward you, it may do some favor or ser- 
vice for you (as determined by the DM).

You grant the semblance of life and intel- 
lect to a corpse, allowing it to answer sev- 
eral questions that you put to it. You may 
ask one question per two caster levels. 
Unasked questions are wasted if the dura- 
tion expires. The corpse’s knowledge is lim- 
ited to what the creature knew during life, 
including the languages it spoke (if any). 
‘Answers are usually brief, cryptic, or repet- 
itive. If the creature's alignment was differ- 
ent from yours, the corpse gets a Will save 
to resist the spell as if it were alive. 

If the corpse has been subject to speak 
with dead within the past week, the new 
spell fails. You can cast this spell ona 
corpse that has been deceased for any 


amount of time, but the body must be. 
mostly intact to be able to respond. A. 
damaged corpse may be able to give par-| 


tial answers or partially correct answers, 
but it must at least have a mouth in order 
to speak at all. 

This spell does not let you actually 
speak to the person (whose soul has de- 
parted). It instead draws on the imprinted 
knowledge stored in the corpse. The par- 
tially animated body retains the imprint 
of the soul that once inhabited it, and thus 
it can speak with all the knowledge that 
the creature had while alive. The corpse, 
however, cannot learn new information. 
Indeed, it can’t even remember being 
questioned. 

This spell does not affect a corpse that 
has been turned into an undead creature.

A regular plant’s sense of its sur- 
roundings is limited, so it won't be able to 
give (or recognize) detailed descriptions 
of creatures or answer questions about 
events outside its immediate vicinity. 
The spell doesn’t make plant creatures 
any more friendly or cooperative than nor- 
mal. Furthermore, wary and cunning plant 
creatures are likely to be terse and evasive, 
while the more stupid ones may make, 
inane comments. If a plant creature is 
friendly toward you, it may do some favor or 
service for you (as determined by the DM).

Effect: One spectral hand 
Duration: 1 min./level (D) 
Saving Throw: None 
Spell Resistance: No 


A ghostly, glowing hand shaped from your 
life force materializes and moves as you 
desire, allowing you to deliver low-level, 
| touch range spells at a distance. On casting 
the spell, you lose 1d4 hit points that return 
| when the spell ends (even if it is dispelled), 
| but not if the hand is destroyed. (The hit 
| points can be healed as normal.) For as long 
as the spell lasts, any touch range spell of 
4th level or lower that you cast can be deliv- 
ered by the spectral hand. The spell gives you 
a +2 bonus on your melee touch attack roll, 
and attacking with the hand counts nor- 
mally as an attack. The hand always strikes 
from your direction. The hand cannot flank 
targets like a creature can. After it delivers a 
\ spell, or if the hand goes beyond the spell 
_range, goes out of your sight, the hand 
| returns to you and hovers. 

The hand is incorporeal and thus can- 
not be harmed by normal weapons. It has 
improved evasion (half damage on a failed 
Reflex save and no damage on a success- 
ful save), your save bonuses, and an AC of 
at least 22. Your Intelligence modifier 
applies to the hand’s AC as if it were the 
hand’s Dexterity modifier. The hand has 1 
to 4 hit points, the same number that you 
lost in creating it.

jsuch as breath weapons or gaze attacks. 


|Only a particular spell can be protected 
against, not a certain domain or school of 
‘spells or a group of spells that are similar 
in effect. Thus, a creature given immunity 
to lightning bolt is still vulnerable to shock- 
ing grasp or chain lightning.

Spells and spell-like effects targeted on 
you are turned back upon the original 
caster. The abjuration turns only spells 
that have you as a target. Effect and area 
spells are not affected. Spell turning also. 
fails to stop touch range spells. Thus, a| 
charm person spell cast at you could be 
turned back upon the caster and possibly 
enable you to use the charm effect on that 
individual, but a fireball could not be 
turned back, and neither could inflict criti- 
cal wounds. 

From seven to ten (1d4+6) spell levels 
are affected by the turning. The DM se- 
cretly rolls the exact number. When a 
spell is turned, the DM subtracts its level 
from the amount of spell turning left. 

When you are targeted by a spell of 
higher level than the amount of spell 
turning you have left, that spell is par- 
tially turned. The DM subtracts the 
amount of spell turning left from the 
spell level of the incoming spell, then 
divides the result by the spell level of the 
incoming spell to see what fraction of the 
effect gets through. For damaging spells, 
you and the caster each take a fraction of 
the damage. For nondamaging spells, 
each of you has a proportional chance to 
be affected. 

For example, if you had three levels of 
spell turning left and were targeted by a 
magic missile spell heightened to 4th level, 
you would turn three-fourths of the spell 
back at the caster. You would take one- 
fourth of the damage, while the caster 
takes three-fourths of the damage. If you 
were targeted by a wizard’s fear spell (also 
a 4th-level spell) in the same situation, 
you would have a one in four (25%) 
chance to be affected by the spell, while 
the caster would have a three in four 
(75%) chance to be affected. 

If you and a spellcasting attacker are 
both warded by spell turning effects in 
operation, a resonating field is created. 
Roll randomly to determine the result.

Any ground-covering vegetation in the 
spell’s area becomes very hard and sharply 
pointed without changing its appearance. 
In areas of bare earth, roots and rootlets 
act in the same way. Typically, spike growth 


can be cast in any outdoor setting except 
open water, ice, heavy snow, sandy desert, 
or bare stone. Any creature moving on 
foot into or through the spell’s area takes 
1d4 points of piercing damage for each 5 
feet of movement through the spiked 
area. 
Any creature that takes damage from 
this spell must also succeed on a Reflex 
‘save or suffer injuries to its feet and legs 
that slow its land speed by one-half. This 
‘speed penalty lasts for 24 hours or until 
the injured creature receives a cure spell 
(which also restores lost hit points). An- 
other character can remove the penalty by 
taking 10 minutes to dress the injuries 
and succeeding on a Heal check against 
the spell’s save DC. 
Spike growth can't be disabled with the 

Disable Device skill. 

___Note: Magic traps such as spike growth 
‘are hard to detect. A rogue (only) can use 
ithe Search skill to find a spike growth. The 
\DC is 25 + spell level, or DC 28 for spike 
igrowth (or DC 27 for spike growth cast by a 
\ranger).

In addition, each creature moving 
through the area takes 1d8 points of pierc- 
ing damage for each 5 feet of movement 
through the spiked area. 

Any creature that takes damage from 
this spell must also succeed on a Reflex 
save to avoid injuries to its feet and legs. A 
failed save causes the creature’s speed to 
be reduced to half normal for 24 hours or 
until the injured creature receives a cure 
spell (which also restores lost hit points). 
Another character can remove the 
penalty by taking 10 minutes to dress the 
injuries and succeeding on a Heal check 
against the spell’s save DC. 

Spike stones is a magic trap that can't be 
disabled with the Disable Device skill. 

Note: Magic traps such as spike stones 
are hard to detect. A rogue (only) can use 
the Search skill to find spike stones. The 
DC is 25 + spell level, or DC 29 for spike 
stones. 


Spiritual Weapon

Casting Time: 1 standard action 
Range: Medium (100 ft. + 10 ft./level) 
Effect: Magic weapon of force 
Duration: 1 round/level (D) 

Saving Throw: None 

Spell Resistance: Yes 


A weapon made of pure force springs into 
existence and attacks opponents at a dis- 
tance, as you direct it, dealing 1d8 force 
damage per hit, +1 point per three caster 
levels (maximum +5 at 15th level). The 
weapon takes the shape of a weapon fa- 
vored by your deity or a weapon with 
some spiritual significance or symbolism 
to you (see below) and has the same threat 
range and critical multipliers as a real 
weapon of its form. It strikes the opponent 
you designate, starting with one attack in 
the round the spell is cast and continuing 
each round thereafter on your turn. It uses 
your base attack bonus (possibly allowing 
it multiple attacks per round in subse- 
quent rounds) plus your Wisdom modifier 
as its attack bonus. It strikes as a spell, not 
as a weapon, so, for example, it can damage 
creatures that have damage reduction. Asa 
force effect, it can strike incorporeal crea- 
tures without the normal miss chance 
associated with incorporeality. The 
weapon always strikes from your direc- 
tion. It does not get a flanking bonus or 
help a combatant get one. Your feats (such 
as Weapon Focus) or combat actions (such 
as charge) do not affect the weapon. If the 
weapon goes beyond the spell range, if it 
goes out of your sight, or if you have not 
designated an opponent, the weapon 
returns to you and hovers. 

Each round after the first, you can use a 
move action to redirect the weapon to a 
new target. If you do not, the weapon con- 
tinues to attack the previous round’s 
target. On any round that the weapon 
switches targets, it gets one attack. Sub-, 
sequent rounds of attacking that target, 
allow the weapon to make multiple at-| 
tacks if your base attack bonus would al- 
low it to. Even if the spiritual weapon is a 
ranged weapon, use the spell’s range, not 
the weapon’s normal range increment, and 
switching targets still is a move action. 

A spiritual weapon cannot be attacked or 
harmed by physical attacks, but dispel 
magic, disintegrate, a sphere of annihilation, 
or a rod of cancellation affects it. A spiritual 
weapon's AC against touch attacks is 12 (10 
+ size bonus for Tiny object). 

If an attacked creature has spell resist- 
ance, you make a caster level check (1d20 
+ caster level) against that spell resistance 
the first time the spiritual weapon strikes it. 
If the weapon is successfully resisted, the 
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spell is dispelled. If not, the weapon has 
its normal full effect on that creature for 
the duration of the spell. 

The weapon that you get is often a 
force replica of your deity’s own personal 
weapon, many of which have individual 
names. A cleric without a deity gets a 
weapon based on his alignment. A neutral 
cleric without a deity can create a spiritual 

_weapon of any alignment, provided he is, 

‘acting at least generally in accord with 

that alignment at the time. The weapons 

\associated with each deity or alignment 
are as follows.

Feeling is limited to those sensations that 
can affect the granite-hard substance of the 
individual’s body. Chipping is equal to a 
mere scratch, but breaking off one of the 
statue's arms constitutes serious damage. 


The subject of a statue spell can return 
to its normal state, act, and then return in- 
stantly to the statue state (a free action) if 
it so desires, as long as the spell duration 
is in effect. 

Material Component: Lime, sand, and a 
drop of water stirred by an iron bar, such 
as a nail or spike.

Stinking cloud creates a bank of fog like 
that created by fog cloud, except that the 
vapors are nauseating. Living creatures in 
the cloud become nauseated. This condi- 
tion lasts as long as the creature is in the 
cloud and for 1d4+1 rounds after it leaves. 
(Roll separately for each nauseated char- 
acter.) Any creature that succeeds on its 
save but remains in the cloud must con- 
tinue to save each round on your turn. 

Stinking cloud can be made permanent 
with a permanency spell. A permanent 
stinking cloud dispersed by wind reforms 
in 10 minutes. 

Material Component: A rotten egg or 
several skunk cabbage leaves.

For the duration of this spell, you can use 
a standard action to evoke a dazzling 
beam of intense light each round.

Sunburst causes a globe of searing radi- 
ance to explode silently from a point you 
select. All creatures in the globe are 
blinded and take 6d6 points of damage. A 
creature to which sunlight is harmful or 
unnatural takes double damage. A suc- 
cessful Reflex save negates the blindness 
and reduces the damage by half. 

An undead creature caught within the 
globe takes 1d6 points of damage per 
caster level (maximum 25d6), or half 
damage if a Reflex save is successful. In 
addition, the burst results in the destruc- 
tion of any undead creature specifically 
harmed by bright light (such as a vam- 
pire) if it fail its save.

This spell allows you to scribe a potent 
rune of power upon a surface. When trig- 
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gered, a symbol of death slays one or more 
creatures within 60 feet of the symbol 
(treat as a burst) whose combined total 
current hit points do not exceed 150. The 
symbol of death affects the closest crea- 
tures first, skipping creatures with too 
many hit points to affect. Once triggered, 
the symbol becomes active and glows, last- 
ing for 10 minutes per caster level or 
_until it has affected 150 hit points’ worth, 
_of creatures, whichever comes first. Any 
creature that enters the area while the 
\symbol of death is active is subject to its 
effect, whether or not that creature was 
in the area when it was triggered. A crea- 
ture need save against the symbol only 
once as long as it remains within the area, 
though if it leaves the area and returns 
while the symbol is still active, it must 
save again. 

Until it is triggered, the symbol of death 
is inactive (though visible and legible at a 
distance of 60 feet). To be effective, a sym- 
bol of death must always be placed in plain 
sight and in a prominent location. Cover- 
ing or hiding the rune renders the symbol 
of death ineffective, unless a creature re- 
moves the covering, in which case the 
symbol of death works normally. 

As a default, a symbol of death is trig- 
gered whenever a creature does one or 
more of the following, as you select: looks 
at the rune; reads the rune; touches the 
rune; passes over the rune; or passes 


through a portal bearing the rune. Re-_ 


gardless of the trigger method or methods 

chosen, a creature more than 60 feet from, 

a symbol of death can’t trigger it (even if it 

meets one or more of the triggering con- 

ditions, such as reading the rune). Once 
_the spell is cast, a symbol of death's trigger- 
|ing conditions cannot be changed. 

In this case, “reading” the rune means 
jany attempt to study it, identify it, or 
fathom its meaning. Throwing a cover 
‘over a symbol of death to render it inopera- 

tive triggers it if the symbol reacts to 
touch. You can't use a symbol of death 
offensively; for instance, a touch-trig- 
gered symbol of death remains untrig- 
gered if an item bearing the symbol of 
death is used to touch a creature. Like- 
wise, a symbol of death cannot be placed on 
|a weapon and set to activate when the 
weapon strikes a foe. — 
___ You can also set special triggering limi- 
| tations of your own. These can be as sim- 
ple or elaborate as you desire. Special con- 
ditions for triggering a symbol of death can 
be based on a creature’s name, identity, or 
alignment, but otherwise must be based 
on observable actions or qualities. Intan- 
gibles such as level, class, Hit Dice, and 
hit points don't qualify. For example, a 
symbol of death can be set to activate when 
a lawful good creature approaches, but 
not when a paladin approaches. 


When scribing a symbol of death, you 
can specify a password or phrase that pre- 
vents a creature using it from triggering 
the effect. Anyone using the password re- 
mains immune to that particular rune’s 
effects so long as the creature remains 
within 60 feet of the rune. If the creature 
leaves the radius and returns later, it must 
use the password again. 

__ You also can attune any number of crea- 
tures to the symbol of death, but doing this can 
extend the casting time. Attuning one or 
‘two creatures takes negligible time, and 
attuning a small group (as many as ten crea- 
tures) extends the casting time to 1 hour. 
Attuning a large group (as many as twenty- 
five creatures) takes 24 hours. Attuning 
larger groups takes proportionately longer, 
as the DM sees fit. Any creature attuned to a 
symbol of death cannot trigger it and is 
immune to its effects, even if within its 
\radius when triggered. You are automatically 
\considered attuned to your own symbols of 
\death, and thus always ignore the effects and 
|cannot inadvertently trigger them. 
| Read magic allows you to identify a sym- 
bol of death with a DC 19 Spellcraft check. 
‘Of course, if the symbol of death is set to be 
triggered by reading it, this will trigger 
the symbol. 


A symbol of death can be removed by a 
successful dispel magic targeted solely on, 
the rune. An erase spell has no effect on a/ 


symbol of death. Destruction of the surface 


where a symbol of death is inscribed de- 


stroys the symbol but also triggers it.

__An object can be telekinetically man- 
ipulated as if with one hand. For example, 
a lever or rope can be pulled, a key can be 
turned, an object rotated, and so on, if the 
force required is within the weight limita- 
tion. You might even be able to untie 


simple knots, though delicate activities, 


such as these require Intelligence checks 
against a DC set by the DM. 

Combat Maneuver: Alternatively, once 
per round, you can use telekinesis to per- 
form a bull rush, disarm, grapple (includ- 
ing pin), or trip. Resolve these attempts as

Spell Resistance: No and Yes (object) 


This spell instantly transports you to a 
designated destination, which may be as 
distant as 100 miles per caster level. Inter- 
planar travel is not possible. You can bring 
along objects as long as their weight 
doesn't exceed your maximum load. You 
may also bring one additional willing 
Medium or smaller creature (carrying | 
gear or objects up to its maximum load) or | 
its equivalent (see below) per three caster 
levels. A Large creature counts as two Me- 
dium creatures, a Huge creature counts as 
two Large creatures, and so forth. All crea- 
tures to be transported must be in contact 
with one another, and at least one of those 
creatures must be in contact with you. As 
with all spells where the range is personal 
and the target is you, you need not make a 
saving throw, nor is spell resistance appli- 
cable to you. Only objects held or in use 
(attended) by another person receive 
saving throws and spell resistance. 

You must have some clear idea of the 
location and layout of the destination. 


You can't simply teleport to the warlord’s 
tent if you don’t know where that tent is, 
what it looks like, or what’s in it. The 
clearer your mental image, the more like- 
ly the teleportation works. Areas of 
strong physical or magical energy may 
make teleportation more hazardous or 
even impossible. 
To see how well the teleportation 
works, roll d% and consult the Teleport, 
table. Refer to the following information 
_for definitions of the terms on the table. 
Familiarity: “Very familiar” is a place 
where you have been very often and 
where you feel at home. “Studied care- 
fully” is a place you know well, either be- 
cause you can currently see it, you've been 
there often, or you have used other means 
(such as scrying) to study the place for at 
least one hour. “Seen casually” is a place 
that you have seen more than once but 
with which you are not very familiar. 


“Viewed once” is a place that you have 


seen once, possibly using magic. | 
“False destination” is a place that does 
not truly exist, such as if you scryed on an 
enemy’s sanctum but instead viewed a 
false vision, or if you are teleporting to an 
otherwise familiar location that no long- 
er exists as such or has been so com- 
pletely altered as to no longer be familiar 
to you (for instance, a home that has 
burned to the ground). When traveling 
to a false destination, roll 1d20+80 to 
obtain results on the table, rather than 
rolling d%, since there is no real destina- 
tion for you to hope to arrive at or even 
be off target from. 
On Target: You appear where you want 
to be. 
Off Target: You appear safely a random 
_ distance away from the destination in a 
|random direction. Distance off target is 
| 1d10x1d10% of the distance that was to be 
| traveled. For example, if you tried to travel 
120 miles, landed off target, and rolled 5 
and 3 on the two d10s, then you would be 
15% off target. That's 18 miles, in this case. 
The DM determines the direction off 
target randomly, such as by rolling 1d8 
and designating 1 as north, 2 as northeast, 
and so forth. If you were teleporting to a 
coastal city and wound up 18 miles out at 
_sea, you could be in trouble. _ 
| Similar Area: You wind up in an area 
ithat’s visually or thematically similar to

the target area. A wizard heading for her 
home laboratory might wind up in an- 
other wizard’s laboratory or in an alchemy 
supply shop that has many of the same 
tools and implements as in her laboratory.

If the DM deter- 
mines no such area exists within the 
spell’s range, the spell simply fails instead. 

Mishap: You and anyone else teleport- 


ing with you have gotten “scrambled.” You 
‘each take 1d10 points of damage, and you 


reroll on the chart to see where you wind 
up. For these rerolls, roll 1d20+80. Each 
time “Mishap” comes up, the characters 
take more damage and must reroll.

You create a circle on the floor or other 
horizontal surface that teleports, as greater 
teleport, any creature who stands on it toa 
designated spot. Once you designate the 
destination for the circle, you can't 
change it. The spell fails if you attempt to 
set the circle to teleport creatures into a 
solid object, to a place with which you are 
not familiar and have no clear descrip- 
tion, or to another plane. 

The circle itself is subtle and nearly 
impossible to notice. If you intend to 
keep creatures from activating it acci- 
dentally, you need to mark the circle in 
some way, such as by placing it on a 
raised platform. —__ 

Teleportation circle can be made perma- 
nent with a permanency spell. A perma- 
nent teleportation circle that is disabled be- 
‘comes inactive for 10 minutes, then can 
be triggered again as normal. 

__ Note: Magic traps such as teleportation 
circle are hard to detect and disable. A 
rogue (only) can use the Search skill to 
find the circle and Disable Device to 
thwart it. The DC in each case is 25 + 
spell level, or 34 in the case of teleporta- 
tion circle.

\longer than the remaining duration of the 
\time stop (such as cloudkill) have their 
[normal effects on other creatures once the 
|time stop ends. Most spellcasters use the 
additional time to improve their defenses, 
‘summon allies, or flee from combat. 

You cannot move or harm items held, 
carried, or worn by a creature stuck in nor- 


mal time, but you can affect any item that 
is not in another creature's possession. 
You are undetectable while time stop 


lasts. You cannot enter an area protected 


‘by an antimagic field while under the 


‘effect of time stop.

Tongues 
does not enable the subject to speak with 
creatures who don't speak. The subject 
can make itself understood as far as its 
voice carries. This spell does not predis- 
pose any creature addressed toward the 
subject in any way. 

Tongues can be made permanent with a 
permanency spell. 

Arcane Material Component: A small clay 
model of a ziggurat, which shatters when 
the verbal component is pronounced.

This spell’s effect may make it impos- 
sible for the target to cast some or all of its 
spells, if the requisite ability score drops 
below the minimum required to cast 
spells of that level.

A magic 
object made of metal effectively has spell 
resistance equal to 20 + its caster level 
against this spell. Artifacts cannot be 
transmuted. Weapons converted from 


metal to wood take a —2 penalty on attack 
and damage rolls. The armor bonus of any 
armor converted from metal to wood is 
reduced by 2. Weapons changed by this 
spell splinter and break on any natural 
attack roll of 1 or 2, and armor changed by 
this spell loses an additional point of 
armor bonus every time it is struck with a 
natural attack roll of 19 or 20. | 
Only limited wish, miracle, wish, or simi- 
_lar magic can restore a transmuted object 
to its metallic state.

Transmute mud to rock counters and dis- 
pels transmute rock to mud. | 

Arcane Material Component: Sand, lime, 
and water. 


Transmute Rock to Mud 
Transmutation [Earth]

Casting Time: 1 standard action 
| Range: Medium (100 ft. + 10 ft./level) 
| Area: Up to two 10-ft. cubes/level (S) 
| Duration: Permanent; see text

This spell turns natural, uncut or un- 
worked rock of any sort into an equal 
volume of mud. If the spell is cast upon a 
boulder, for example, the boulder col- 
lapses into mud. Magical stone is not 
_affected by the spell. The depth of the 
\mud created cannot exceed 10 feet. A 
_creature unable to levitate, fly, or other- 
(wise free itself from the mud sinks until 
hip- or chest-deep, reducing its speed to 5 
feet and causing a —2 penalty on attack 
rolls and AC. Brush thrown atop the mud 
can support creatures able to climb on top 
of it. Creatures large enough to walk on 
the bottom can wade through the area at a 
speed of 5 feet. 
If transmute rock to mud is cast upon the 
ceiling of a cavern or tunnel, the mud 


falls to the floor and spreads out in a pool 
at a depth of 5 feet. For example, a 10th- 
level caster could convert twenty 10-foot 
cubes into mud. Pooling on the floor, this 
mud would cover an area of forty 10-foot 
squares to a depth of 5 feet. The falling 
mud and the ensuing cave-in deal sdé 
points of bludgeoning damage to anyone 
caught directly beneath the area, or half 
(damage to those who succeed on Reflex 
saves. 

Castles and large stone buildings are 
generally immune to the effect of the 
spell, since transmute rock to mud can't af- 
fect worked stone and doesn't reach deep 
enough to undermine such buildings’ 
foundations. However, small buildings or 
structures often rest upon foundations 
shallow enough to be damaged or even 
partially toppled by this spell. 

__ The mud remains until a successful 
(dispel magic or transmute mud to rock spell 
\restores its substance—but not necessar- 
lily its form. Evaporation turns the mud to 


‘normal dirt over a period of days. The 


‘exact time depends on exposure to the 
‘sun, wind, and normal drainage.

You can enter any normal plant (Medium) 


or larger) and pass any distance to a plant 
of the same kind in a single round, re- 
gardless of the distance separating the 
two. The entry plant must be alive. The 
destination plant need not be familiar to 
you, but it also must be alive. If you are 
uncertain of the location of a particular 
kind of destination plant, you need mere- 
ly designate direction and distance (“an 
oak tree one hundred miles due north of 
here”), and the transport via plants spell 
moves you as close as possible to the 
desired location. If a particular destina- 
tion plant is desired (the oak tree outside 
your druid grove, for instance), but the 
plant is not living, the spell fails and you 
are ejected from the entry plant.

caster levels. Use the following equiva- 
lents to determine the maximum number 
of larger creatures you can bring along: A 
Large creature counts as two Medium 
creatures, a Huge creature counts as two 
Large creatures, and so forth. All creatures 
to be transported must be in contact with 
one another, and at least one of those crea-_ 
tures must be in contact with you. | 

You can't use this spell to travel) 
through plant creatures such as sham- 
bling mounds and treants. 

The destruction of an occupied plant 
slays you and any creatures you have 
brought along, and ejects the bodies and 
all carried objects from the tree.

Trap the soul forces a creature's life force 
(and its material body) into a gem. 

The gem holds the trapped entity in- 
definitely or until the gem is broken and 
the life force is released, which allows 
the material body to reform. If the 
trapped creature is a powerful creature 
from another plane (which could mean a 
character trapped by an inhabitant of 
another plane when the character is not 
on the Material Plane), it can be required 
to perform a service immediately upon 
being freed. Otherwise, the creature can 
go free once the gem imprisoning it is 
broken. 

Depending on the version selected, the 
spell can be triggered in one of two ways. 

Spell Completion: First, the spell can be 
completed by speaking its final word as a 
standard action as if you were casting a. 
regular spell at the subject. This allows. 
spell resistance (if any) and a Will save to. 
avoid the effect. If the creature's name is 
spoken as well, any spell resistance is 
ignored and the save DC increases by 2. If 
the save or spell resistance is successful, 
the gem shatters. 

Trigger Object: The second method is 
far more insidious, for it tricks the sub- 
ject into accepting a trigger object 
inscribed with the final spell word, auto- 
matically placing the creature’s soul in 
the trap. To use this method, both the 
creature’s name and the trigger word 
must be inscribed on the trigger object 
when the gem is enspelled. A sympathy 
spell can also be placed on the trigger 


object. As soon as the subject picks up or 
accepts the trigger object, its life force is 
automatically transferred to the gem 
without the benefit of spell resistance or 
a save. 

Material Component: Before the actual 
casting of trap the soul, you must procure a 
gem of at least 1,000 gp value for every 
Hit Die possessed by the creature to be 

_trapped (for example, it requires a gem of 

| 10,000 gp value to trap a 10 HD creature). 

lf the gem is not valuable enough, it shat- 

ters when the entrapment is attempted. 
(While creatures have no concept of level 
or Hit Dice as such, the value of the gem 
needed to trap an individual can be 
researched. Remember that this value can 
change over time as creatures gain more 
Hit Dice.) 

Focus (Trigger Object Only): If the trigger 
object method is used, a special trigger 
object, prepared as described above, is 
needed.

By means of this spell, you are able to as- 
sume the form of a Large living tree or 
shrub or a Large dead tree trunk with a 
small number of limbs. The closest in- 
spection cannot reveal that the tree in 
question is actually a magically concealed 
creature. To all normal tests you are, in 
fact, a tree or shrub, although a detect 
| magic spell reveals a faint transmutation 
(on the tree. While in tree form, you can 
| observe all that transpires around you just 
las if you were in your normal form, and 
‘your hit points and save bonuses remain 
unaffected. You gain a +10 natural armor 
bonus to AC but have an effective Dexter- 
ity score of 0 and a speed of 0 feet. You are 
immune to critical hits while in tree form. 
All clothing and gear carried or worn 
changes with you. 

You can dismiss tree shape as a free ac- 
\tion (instead of as a standard action).

This spell functions like raise dead, except 
that you can resurrect a creature that has 
been dead for as long as 10 years per caster 
level. This spell can even bring back crea- 
tures whose bodies have been destroyed, 
provided that you unambiguously identify 
the deceased in some fashion (reciting the 
deceased's time and place of birth or death 
is the most common method). 

Upon completion of the spell, the crea- 
ture is immediately restored to full hit 
points, vigor, and health, with no loss of 
level (or Constitution points) or prepared 
spells. 

You can revive someone killed by a 
death effect or someone who has been 
turned into an undead creature and then 
destroyed. This spell can also resurrect ele- 
mentals or outsiders, but it can’t resurrect 
constructs or undead creatures. 

Even true resurrection can't restore to life 
a creature who has died of old age. 


Material Component: A sprinkle of holy 
water and diamonds worth a total of at 
least 25,000 gp.

You confer on the subject the ability to see 
all things as they actually are. The subject 
sees through normal and magical darkness, 
notices secret doors hidden by magic, sees 
the exact locations of creatures or objects 
under blur or displacement effects, sees invis- 
ible creatures or objects normally, sees 
through illusions, and sees the true form of 
polymorphed, changed, or transmuted 
things. Further, the subject can focus its 
vision to see into the Ethereal Plane (but 
not into extradimensional spaces). The 
range of true seeing conferred is 120 feet. 
| True seeing, however, does not penetrate 
solid objects. It in no way confers X-ray 
vision or its equivalent. It does not negate 
concealment, including that caused by 
fog and the like. True seeing does not help 
the viewer see through mundane dis- 
guises, spot creatures who are simply 
hiding, or notice secret doors hidden by 
mundane means. In addition, the spell 
effects cannot be further enhanced with 
known magic, so one cannot use true 
seeing through a crystal ball or in conjunc- 
ition with claivaudience/clairvoyance. 

| Material Component: An ointment for 
the eyes that costs 250 gp and is made 
from mushroom powder, saffron, and fat.

| Unhallow makes a particular site, build- 
|ing, or structure an unholy site. This has 
| three major effects. 

First, the site or structure is guarded by 
a magic circle against good effect. 

Second, all turning checks made to turn 
undead take a —4 penalty, and turning 
checks to rebuke undead gain a +4 profane 
bonus. Spell resistance does not apply to 
this effect. (This provision does not apply 
to the druid version of the spell.) 

|__ Finally, you may choose to fix a single 
| spell effect to the unhallowed site. The 
ispell effect lasts for one year and func- 
(tions throughout the entire site, regard- 
less of its normal duration and area or ef- 
fect. You may designate whether the 
effect applies to all creatures, creatures 
that share your faith or alignment, or crea- 
tures that adhere to another faith or align- 
ment. For example, you may create a bless 
effect that aids all creatures of like align- 
ment or faith in the area, or a bane effect 
that hinders creatures of the opposite 


alignment or an enemy faith. At the end 
of the year, the chosen effect lapses, but it 
can be renewed or replaced simply by 
casting unhallow again. 

Spell effects that may be tied to an 
unhallowed site include aid, bane, bless, cause 
fear, darkness, daylight, death ward, deeper 
darkness, detect magic, detect good, dimensional 
anchor, discern lies, dispel magic, endure ele- 


iments, freedom of movement, invisibility purge, 


protection from energy, remove fear, resist 


energy, silence, tongues, and zone of truth. 


Saving throws and spell resistance might 
apply to these spells’ effects. (See the indi- 
vidual spell descriptions for details.) 

An area can receive only one unhallow 
spell (and its associated spell effect) at a 
time. 

Unhallow counters but does not dispel 
hallow.

This abjura- 
tion has four effects. 


First, each warded creature gains a +4 


deflection bonus to AC and a +4 resist- 
ance bonus on saves. Unlike the effect of 
protection from good, this benefit applies 
against all attacks, not just against attacks 
by good creatures. 

Second, a warded creature gains spell 
resistance 25 against good spells and 
spells cast by good creatures. 

Third, the abjuration blocks possession 
and mental influence, just as protection 
from good does. 

Finally, if a good creature succeeds on a 
melee attack against a warded creature, 
the offending attacker takes 1d6 points of 
temporary Strength damage (Fortitude 
negates). 

Focus: A tiny reliquary containing some 
sacred relic, such as a piece of parchment 
from an unholy text. The reliquary costs at 
least 500 gp.

The spell deals 1d8 points of damage 
per two caster levels (maximum 5d8) to a 
good creature (or 1dé per caster level, 
maximum 10d6, to a good outsider) and 
causes it to be sickened for 1d4 rounds. A 
successful Will save reduces damage to 
half and negates the sickened effect. The 
effects cannot be negated by remove disease 
or heal, but remove curse is effective. 

The spell deals only half damage to 
creatures who are neither evil nor good, 
and they are not sickened. Such a creature 
can reduce the damage in half again 
(down to one-quarter) with a successful 
Will save.

The servant can perform only one activ- | 
ity at a time, but it repeats the same activ- 
ity over and over again if told to do so, 
thus allowing you to command it to clean 
the floor and then turn your attention 
elsewhere as long as you remain within 
range. It can open only normal doors, 
drawers, lids, and the like. It has an effec- 
tive Strength score of 2 (so it can lift 20 
pounds or drag 100 pounds). It can trig- 
ger traps and such, but it can exert only 
20 pounds of force, which is not enough 
to activate certain pressure plates and 
other devices. It can't perform any task 
that requires a skill check with a DC 
higher than 10 or that requires a check 


using a skill that can't be used untrained. 
Its speed is 15 feet. 

The servant cannot attack in any way; it 
is never allowed an attack roll. It cannot be 
killed, but it dissipates if it takes 6 points 
of damage from area attacks. (It gets no 
saves against attacks.) If you attempt to 
send it beyond the spell’s range (measured. 
from your current position), the servant

An immobile, blazing curtain of shimmer- 
ing violet fire springs into existence. One 
side of the wall, selected by you, sends 
forth waves of heat, dealing 2d4 points of 
fire damage to creatures within 10 feet and 
'1d4 points of fire damage to those past 10 
feet but within 20 feet. The wall deals this 
damage when it appears and on your turn 
each round to all creatures in the area. In 
addition, the wall deals 2dé points of fire 
damage +1 point of fire damage per caster 
level (maximum +20) to any creature pass- 
ing through it. The wall deals double 
damage to undead creatures. 

If you evoke the wall so that it appears 
where creatures are, each creature takes 
damage as if passing through the wall.

However, disintegrate imme- 
diately destroys it, as does a rod of cancel- 
lation, a sphere of annihilation, or a Morden- 
kainen’s disjunction spell. Breath weapons 
and spells cannot pass through the wall 
_in either direction, although dimension 
door, teleport, and similar effects can by- 
_pass the barrier. It blocks ethereal crea- 
tures as well as material ones (though 
ethereal creatures can usually get around 
the wall by floating under or over it 
through material floors and ceilings). 
Gaze attacks can operate through a wall 
of force. 

The caster can form the wall into a flat, 
vertical plane whose area is up to one 10- 
foot square per level. The wall must be 
continuous and unbroken when formed.

| This spell creates an anchored plane of ice

‘version selected. A wall of ice cannot form 
in an area occupied by physical objects or 
creatures. Its surface must be smooth and 
unbroken when created. Any creature 
adjacent to the wall when it is created may 
attempt a Reflex save to disrupt the wall 
as it is being formed. A successful save 
indicates that the spell automatically fails. 
Fire, including a fireball spell and red 

| dragon breath, can melt a wall of ice, and it 

ideals full damage to the wall (instead of 

| the normal half damage taken by objects). 
Suddenly melting a wall of ice creates a 
great cloud of steamy fog that lasts for 10 
minutes. 

Ice Plane: A sheet of strong, hard ice ap- 
pears. The wall is 1 inch thick per caster 
level. It covers up to a 10-foot-square area 
per caster level (so a 10th-level wizard can 
create a wall of ice 100 feet long and 10 
feet high, a wall 50 feet long and 20 feet 
high, or some other combination of 


length and height that does not exceed 
1,000 square feet). The plane can be ori- 
ented in any fashion as long as it is 
anchored. A vertical wall need only be an- 
chored on the floor, while a horizontal or 
slanting wall must be anchored on two 
opposite sides. 

The wall is primarily defensive in 
nature and is used to stop pursuers from 


following you and the like. Each 10-foot 


square of wall has 3 hit points per inch of 


thickness. Creatures can hit the wall auto-

You cause a flat, vertical iron wall to 
spring into being. This wall can be used to 
seal off a passage or close a breach, for the 
wall inserts itself into any surrounding 
nonliving material if its area is sufficient 
to do so. The wall cannot be conjured so 
that it occupies the same space as a crea- 
ture or another object. It must always be a 
flat plane, though you can shape its 
edges to fit the available space. 

A wall of iron is 1 inch thick per four 
caster levels. You can double the wall’s 
area by halving its thickness. Each 5- 
foot square of the wall has 30 hit points 
per inch of thickness and hard- 
ness 10. A section of wall whose 
hit points drop to 0 is breached. If 
a creature tries to break through 
the wall with a single attack, the DC for 
the Strength check is 25 + 2 per inch of 
thickness. 


If you desire, the wall can be created 
vertically resting on a flat surface but not 
attached to the surface, so that it can be 
tipped over to fall on and crush creatures 
beneath it. The wall is 50% likely to tip in 
either direction if left unpushed. Crea- 
tures can push the wall in one direction 
rather than letting it fall randomly. A crea- | 
ture must make a DC 40 Strength check) 
to push the wall over. Creatures with) 
room to flee the falling wall may do so by 
making successful Reflex saves. Any 
Large or smaller creature that fails takes 
10dé6 points of damage. The wall cannot 
crush Huge and larger creatures. 

Like any iron wall, this wall is subject 
to rust, perforation, and other natural 
phenomena. 

Material Component: A small piece of 
sheet iron plus gold dust worth 50 gp (4 
pound of gold dust).

This spell creates a wall of rock that 
merges into adjoining rock surfaces. It is 
typically employed to close passages, por- 
tals, and breaches against opponents. A 
wall of stone is 1 inch thick per four caster 
levels and composed of up to one 5-foot 
square per level. You can double the wall’s 


area by halving its thickness. The wall 
cannot be conjured so that it occupies the 
same space as a creature or another object. 

Unlike a wall of iron, you can create a 
wall of stone in almost any shape you 
desire. The wall created need not be verti- 
cal, nor rest upon any firm foundation; 
however, it must merge with and be sol- 
idly supported by existing stone. It can be 

_used to bridge a chasm, for instance, or as, 
‘aramp. For this use, if the span is more 
than 20 feet, the wall must be arched and 

buttressed. This requirement reduces the 
spell’s area by half. Thus, a 20th-level cast- 
er can create a span with a surface area of 
ten 5-foot squares. The wall can be crude- 
ly shaped to allow crenellations, battle- 
ments, and so forth by likewise reducing 
the area. 

Like any other stone wall, this one can 
be destroyed by a disintegrate spell or by 
normal means such as breaking and chip- 
ping. Each 5-foot square of the wall has 15) 
hit points per inch of thickness and hard- 
ness 8. A section of wall whose hit points 
drop to 0 is breached. If a creature tries to 
break through the wall with a single 
attack, the DC for the Strength check is 
20 + 2 per inch of thickness. 

It is possible, but difficult, to trap mo- 
bile opponents within or under a wall of 
stone, provided the wall is shaped so it can 
hold the creatures. Creatures can avoid 
entrapment with successful Reflex saves.

A wall of thorns spell creates a barrier of 
very tough, pliable, tangled brush bearing 
needle-sharp thorns as long as a human's 
finger. Any creature forced into or 
attempting to move through a wall of 
i thorns takes slashing damage per round of 
[movement equal to 25 minus the crea- 
| ture’s AC. Dexterity and dodge bonuses to 
AC do not count for this calculation. 
(Creatures with an Armor Class of 25 or 
higher, without considering Dexterity 
and dodge bonuses, take no damage from 
contact with the wall.) 

You can make the wall as thin as 5 feet 
thick, which allows you to shape the wall 
as a number of 10-by-10-by-5-foot blocks 
equal to twice your caster level. This has 
no effect on the damage dealt by the 


thorns, but any creature attempting to 
break through takes that much less time 
to force its way through the barrier. 

Creatures can force their way slowly 
through the wall by making a Strength 
check as a full-round action. For every 5 
points by which the check exceeds 20, a 
creature moves 5 feet (up to a maximum 
distance equal to its normal land speed). 
‘For example, a creature that rolled 25 on 
its Strength check could move 5 feet in a 
‘round. Of course, moving or attempting 
‘to move through the thorns incurs 
damage as described above. A creature 
trapped in the thorns can choose to 
remain motionless in order to avoid 
taking any more damage. 

Any creature within the area of the 
spell when it is cast takes damage as if it 
had moved into the wall and is caught 
inside. In order to escape, it must 
\attempt to push its way free, or it can 
\wait until the spell ends. Creatures with 
\the ability to pass through overgrown

lof thorns at normal speed without taking 
damage. 

___A wall of thorns can be breached by 
slow work with edged weapons. Chop- 
ping away at the wall creates a safe pas- 
sage 1 foot deep for every 10 minutes of

rier, but magical fire burns it away in 10.

Despite its appearance, a wall of thorns is. 
‘not actually a living plant, and thus is 
unaffected by spells that affect plants.

A 
warped melee weapon causes a —4 
penalty on attack rolls. 

You may warp one Small or smaller ob- 
ject (such as a wagon wheel or a human's 
crossbow) or its equivalent per caster 
level. A Medium object (such as an oar or 
a humar’s spear) counts as two Small ob- 
jects, a Large object (such as a rowboat or 
a hill giant’s greatclub) as four, a Huge 
object (such as a wagon or a cloud giant’s 


morningstar) as eight, a Gargantuan ob- 
ject (such as a keelboat) as sixteen, and a 
Colossal object (such as a sailing ship) as 
thirty-two. 

Alternatively, you can unwarp wood 
(effectively warping it back to normal) 
with this spell, straightening wood that 
has been warped by this spell or by 
other means. Make whole, on the other) 
hand, does no good in repairing a 
warped item. 

You can combine multiple consecutive 
warp wood spells to warp (or unwarp) an 
object that is too large for you to warp 
with a single spell. For instance, an 8th- 
level druid could cast two warp wood 
spells to warp a Gargantuan object, or four 
warp wood spells to warp a Colossal object. 
Until the object is completely warped, it 
suffers no ill effects.

___ Anyone in the effect’s area when the 
spell is cast must make a Reflex save. If 
this save succeeds, the creature is entan- 
gled, but not prevented from moving, 
though moving is more difficult than 
normal for being entangled (see below). If 
the save fails, the creature is entangled 
and can’t move from its space, but can 
break loose by spending 1 round and 
making a DC 20 Strength check or a DC 
25 Escape Artist check. Once loose (either 


t 


by making the initial Reflex save or a later 
Strength check or Escape Artist check), a 
creature remains entangled, but may 
move through the web very slowly. Each 
round devoted to moving allows the crea- 
ture to make a new Strength check or 
Escape Artist check. The creature moves 5 
feet for each full 5 points by which the 
check result exceeds 10. 

If you have at least 5 feet of web be- 
tween you and an opponent, it provides 
‘cover. If you have at least 20 feet of web 
between you, it provides total cover (see 
Cover, page 150). 

The strands of a web spell are flamma- 
ble. A magic flaming sword can slash them 
away as easily as a hand brushes away cob- 
webs. Any fire—a torch, burning oil, a 
flaming sword, and so forth—can set the 
webs alight and burn away 5 square feet in 
1 round. All creatures within flaming 
webs take 2d4 points of fire damage from 
ithe flames. 

Web can be made permanent with a per- 


imanency spell. A permanent web that is 


\damaged (but not destroyed) regrows in 
10 minutes. 
Material Component: A bit of spider web.

Illusion (Phantasm) [Fear, Mind- 
Affecting]

This spell functions like phantasmal killer, 
except it can affect more than one crea- 
ture. Only the affected creatures see the 
phantasmal creatures attacking them, 
though you see the attackers as shadowy 
shapes. 


If a subject's Fortitude save succeeds, it 


still takes 3d6 points of damage and is 
stunned for 1 round. The subject also 
takes 1d4 points of temporary Strength 
damage.

This spell creates a powerful cyclone of 
raging wind that moves through the air, 
along the ground, or over water at a 
speed of 60 feet per round. You can con- 
centrate on controlling the cyclone’s 
every movement or specify a simple pro- 


gram, such as move straight ahead, 

zigzag, circle, or the like. Directing the 

cyclone’s movement or changing its pro- 

grammed movement is a standard action 

for you. The cyclone always moves 

during your turn. If the cyclone exceeds 

the spell’s range, it moves in a random, 

uncontrolled fashion for 1d3 rounds— 
possibly endangering you or your) 
allies—and then dissipates. (You can't | 
regain control of the cyclone, even if 

comes back within range.) 

Any Large or smaller creature that 
comes in contact with the spell effect 
must succeed on a Reflex save or take 3d6 
points of damage. A Medium or smaller 
creature that fails its first save must suc- 
ceed ona second one or be picked up bod- 
ily by the cyclone and held suspended in 
its powerful winds, taking 1d8 points of 
damage each round on your turn with no 
save allowed. You may direct the cyclone 
to eject any carried creatures whenever 
you wish, depositing the hapless souls 
wherever the cyclone happens to be when 
they are released.

You send a message or sound on the wind 

ito a designated spot. The whispering wind 

travels to a specific location within range 

that is familiar to you, provided that it can 

find a way to the location. (It can’t pass 

through walls, for instance.) A whispering 

wind is as gentle and unnoticed as a 

zephyr until it reaches the location. It 

then delivers its whisper-quiet message or | 
other sound. Note that the message is 
delivered regardless of whether anyone is | 
present to hear it. The wind then dissi- 

pates. You can prepare the spell to bear a 

message of no more than twenty-five 

words, cause the spell to deliver other 

sounds for 1 round, or merely have the 

whispering wind seem to be a faint stirring 

of the air. You can likewise cause the whis- 

pering wind to move as slowly as 1 mile per 

hour or as quickly as 1 mile per 10 min- 

utes. When the spell reaches its objective, 

it swirls and remains in place until the 

message is delivered. As with magic mouth, 

whispering wind cannot speak verbal com- 

ponents, use command words, or activate 

magical effects.

You alter the substance of your body toa 
cloudlike vapor (as the gaseous form 
spell) and move through the air, possi- 
bly at great speed. You can take other 
creatures with you, each of which acts 
independently. 

Normally, a wind walker flies at a speed 
of 10 feet with perfect maneuverability. If 
desired by the subject, a magical wind 
wafts a wind walker along at up to 600 feet 
per round (60 mph) with poor maneu- 
verability. Wind walkers are not invisible 
but rather appear misty and translucent. 
If fully clothed in white, they are 80% 
likely to be mistaken for clouds, fog, 
vapors, or the like. 

A wind walker can regain its physical 
form as desired and later resume the 
cloud form. Each change to and from va- 
porous form takes 5 rounds, which counts 
toward the duration of the spell (as does 


any time spent in physical form). As_ 


noted above, you can dismiss the spell, 
and you can even dismiss it for individual 
wind walkers and not others. 
For the last minute of the spell’s dura- 
tion, a wind walker in cloud form auto- 
matically descends 60 feet per round (for 
'a_ total of 600 feet), though it may 
descend faster if it wishes. This descent 
| serves as a warning that the spell is about 
[to end.

Spell Resistance: Yes 


An invisible vertical curtain of wind ap- 
pears. It is 2 feet thick and of considerable 
strength. It is a roaring blast sufficient to 
blow away any bird smaller than an eagle, 
or tear papers and similar materials from 
unsuspecting hands. (A Reflex save allows 
a creature to maintain its grasp on an 


object.) Tiny and Small flying creatures 
cannot pass through the barrier. Loose 
materials and cloth garments fly upward 
when caught in a wind wall. Arrows and 
bolts are deflected upward and miss, 
while any other normal ranged weapon 
passing through the wall has a 30% miss 
chance. (A giant-thrown boulder, a siege 
engine projectile, and other massive 
‘ranged weapons are not affected.) Gases, 
‘most gaseous breath weapons, and crea- 
‘tures in gaseous form cannot pass 
‘through the wall (although it is no barrier 
to incorporeal creatures). 

While the wall must be vertical, you 
can shape it in any continuous path along 
the ground that you like. It is possible to 
create cylindrical or square wind walls to 
enclose specific points. A Sth-level caster 
can create a wall up to 50 feet long and up 
to 25 feet high, sufficient to form a cylin- 
ider of wind 15 feet in diameter.

Wish is the mightiest spell a wizard or sor- 
cerer can cast. By simply speaking aloud, 
you can alter reality to better suit you. 
Even wish, however, has its limits. 

A wish can produce any one of the fol- 
lowing effects. 


* Duplicate any wizard or sorcerer spell’ 


of 8th level or lower, provided the spell 
is not of a school prohibited to you. 

* Duplicate any other spell of 6th level or 
lower, provided the spell is not of a 
school prohibited to you. 

© Duplicate any wizard or sorcerer spell 
of 7th level or lower even if it’s of a pro- 
hibited school. 

* Duplicate any other spell of 5th level or 
lower even if it’s of a prohibited school. 

* Undo the harmful effects of many 
other spells, such as geas/quest or insan- 
ity. 

* Create a nonmagical item of up to 
25,000 gp in value. 

* Create a magic item, or add to the pow- 
ers of an existing magic item. 

* Grant a creature a +1 inherent bonus to 
an ability score. Two to five wish spells 
cast in immediate succession can grant 
a creature a +2 to +5 inherent bonus to 
an ability score (two wishes for a +2 in- 
herent bonus, three for a +3 inherent 


bonus, and so on). Inherent bonuses 
are instantaneous, so they cannot be 
dispelled. Note: An inherent bonus may 
not exceed +5 for a single ability score, 
and inherent bonuses to a particular 
ability score do not stack, so only the 
best one applies. 

¢ Remove injuries and afflictions. A sin- | 
gle wish can aid one creature per) 
caster level, and all subjects are cured | 
of the same kind of affliction. For 
example, you could heal all the 
damage you and your companions 
have taken, or remove all poison 
effects from everyone in the party, but 
not do both with the same wish. A 
wish can never restore the experience 
point loss from casting a spell or the 
level or Constitution loss from being 
raised from the dead. 

© Revive the dead. A wish can bring a 
dead creature back to life by duplicat- 
ing a resurrection spell. A wish can revive 
a dead creature whose body has been 
destroyed, but the task takes two wishes, 
one to recreate the body and another to 
infuse the body with life again. A wish 
cannot prevent a character who was 
brought back to life from losing an 

|_ experience level. 

* Transport travelers. A wish can lift one 
creature per caster level from any- 
where on any plane and place those 
creatures anywhere else on any plane 
regardless of local conditions. An un- 
willing target gets a Will save to negate 
the effect, and spell resistance (if any) 
applies. 

* Undo misfortune. A wish can undo a 
single recent event. The wish forces a 
reroll of any roll made within the last 
round (including your last turn). Real- 

|_ity reshapes itself to accommodate the 
new result. For example, a wish could 
undo an opponent's successful save, a 
foe's successful critical hit (either the 
attack roll or the critical roll), a friend’s 
failed save, and so on. The reroll, how- 
ever, may be as bad as or worse than the 
original roll. An unwilling target gets a_ 
Will save to negate the effect, and spell 
resistance (if any) applies. 


You may try to use a wish to produce 
greater effects than these, but doing so is 
dangerous. Such a wish gives the DM the 
opportunity to fulfill your request with- 
out fulfilling it completely. (The wish may 
pervert your intent into a literal but un- 
desirable fulfillment or only a partial ful- 
fillment.) For example, wishing for a staff 
of the magi might get you instantly trans- 
ported to the presence of the staff's cur- 
rent owner. Wishing to be immortal 
could get you imprisoned in a hidden ex- 
tradimensional space (as by an imprison- 


ment spell), where you could “live” indefi- 
nitely. 

Duplicated spells allow saves and spell 
resistance as normal (but save DCs are for 
9th-level spells). 

Material Component: When a wish dup- 
licates a spell with a material component 
that costs more than 10,000 gp, you must 
provide that component. | 

__ XP Cost: The minimum XP cost for, 
_casting wish is 5,000 XP. When a wish 
_ duplicates a spell that has an XP cost, you

ever is more. When a wish creates or im- 
proves a magic item, you must pay twice 
the normal XP cost for crafting or im- 
proving the item, plus an additional 
5,000 XP.

This spell 
also permits you to reshape a wood door 
to make an exit where one didn’t exist or 
to seal a door shut. While it is possible to 
make crude coffers, doors, and so forth, 
fine detail isn’t possible.

Stunned: The creature is stunned for 1 
round. 

Confused: The creature is confused, as by 
the confusion spell, for 1d10 minutes.

The actual point of 
arrival is a designated area no larger than 
10 feet by 10 feet. You can be transported 
any distance within a plane but cannot 
travel between planes. You can transport, 
in addition to yourself, any objects you 
carry, as long as their weight doesn't 
exceed your maximum load. You may also 
bring one additional willing Medium or 
smaller creature (carrying gear or objects 
up to its maximum load) or its equivalent 
per three caster levels. A Large creature 
counts as two Medium creatures, a Huge 
creature counts as two Large creatures, 
and so forth.

command or shout).This effect is centered 
on you and moves with you. Anyone who 
enters the zone immediately becomes 
subject to its effects, but those who leave 
are no longer affected. Note, however, 
that a successful Spot check to read lips 
can still reveal what’s said inside a zone of 
silence.

The general rules for what to do when rounding fractions 
when several multipliers apply to a die roll (often encountered ashe 
what to do when doubling something that is already doubled) are’ 
provided below, followed by a glossary of game terms. 


In general, if you wind up with a fraction, round down, even if the 
fraction is one-half or larger. For example, if a fireball deals you 17 
points of damage, but you succeed on your saving throw and only 
take half damage, you take 8 points of damage. 

Exception: Certain rolls, such as damage and hit points, have a 
minimum of 1. 


ge MP LYING 


Sometimes a special rule makes you multiply a number ora die 
roll. As long as you're applying a single multiplier, multiply the 
number normally. When two or more multipliers apply to any 
abstract value (such as a modifier or a die roll), however, combine 
them into a single multiple, with each extra multiple adding 1 less 
than its value to the first multiple. Thus, a double (x2) and a 
double (x2) applied to the same number results in a triple (x3, 
because 2 + 1 = 3). 

For example, Tordek, a high-level dwarf fighter, deals 1d8+6 
points of damage with a warhammer. On a critical hit, a war- 
hammer deals triple damage, so that’s 3d8+18 damage for Tordek. 

A magic dwarven thrower warhammer deals double damage 
(2d8+12 for Tordek) when thrown. If Tordek scores a critical hit 
while throwing the dwarven thrower, his player rolls quadruple — 
damage (4d8+24) because 3 +1=4.

A creature whose 

size doubles (thus multiplying its weight by 8)

Similarly, a 
blinded creature attempting to negotiate difficult 
terrain would count each square as 4 squares (dou- 
bling the cost twice, for a total multiplier of x4);

5-foot step: A small position adjustment that does 
not count as ah action. Usually (but not always), a 5-foot 
step is permitted at any point in the round (such as 
before or after a full-round action, between attacks in a full 
attack, between a standard action and a move action, or 
between two move actions). You can't take a 5-foot step in 
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the same round that you move any distance. You can't take a 5-foot 


step if your movement is hampered, such as into a square of diffi- 
cult terrain, in darkness, or when blinded. Taking a 5-foot step 
does not provoke an attack of opportunity, even if you move out of 
a threatened square.

barbarian, bard, cleric, druid, fighter, monk, paladin, ranger, 
rogue, sorcerer, or wizard. Class defines a character's predominant 
talents and general function within an adventuring party. Charac- 
ter class may also refer to a nonplayer character class or a Prestige 


class (see the Dungeon Master’s Guide). 


character level: A character's tofal level. For a character with 


levels in only one class, class level and character level are the same 


thing. 

check: A method of determining the result when a character 
attempts an action (other than an attack or a saving throw) that 
has a chance of failure. Checks are based on a relevant character 
ability, skill, or other characteristic. Most checks are either ability 
checks or skill checks, though special types such as turning 
checks, caster level checks, dispel checks, and initiative checks 
also exist. The specific name of the check usually corresponds to 
the skill or ability used. Tomake a check, roll 1d20 and add any rel- 
evant modifiers. (Higher results are always better.) If this check 
result equals or exceeds the Difficulty Class number assigned by 
the DM (or the opponent's check, if the action is BPRS the 
check succeeds. 

checked: Prevented from achieving third motion by an 
applied force, such as wind. Checked creatures on the ground 
merely stop.

circumstance bonus: A bonus granted because of specific 
conditional factors favorable to the success of the task at hand. 
Circumstance bonuses stack with all other bonuses, including

same benefit. For instance, a magnifying glass gives a +2 circum- 
stance bonus on Appraise checks involving any item that is small 
or highly detailed, such as a gem. If you had a second tool that also 
granted a circumstance bonus from improved visual acuity (such 
as a jeweler’s loupe), the circumstance bonuses wouldn't stack.

cleric (Clr): A class made up of characters who cast divine 
spells and are also capable in combat. 

Colossal: A Colossal creature is typically 64 feet or more in 
height or length and weighs 250,000 pounds or more. 

comatose: Effectively in a state of suspended animation. A 
comatose creature is helpless. 

command word item: A magic item that activates when the 
user speaks a particular word or phrase. Activating a command 
word item does not require concentration and does not provoke 
attacks of opportunity. 

command undead: The supernatural ability of evil clerics and 
some neutral clerics to control undead creatures by channeling 
negative energy. . 

competenée bonus: A bonus that improves a character's per- 
formance of a particular task, such as from the bardic ability to in- 
spire competence. Such a bonus may apply on attack rolls, saving 
throws, skill checks, caster level checks, or any other checks to 
which a bonus relating to level or skill ranks would normally

A coup de 
grace can be administered with a melee weapon, or with a bow or 
crossbow if the attacker is adjacent to the opponent. An attacker 
delivering a coup de grace automatically scores a critical hit, after 
which the defender must make a Fortitude save (DC 10 + damage 
dealt) or die.

creature: A living or otherwise active being, not an object. The 
terms “creature” and “character” are sometimes used interchange- 
ably. . 

creature type: One 356 several broad categories of creatures. 
The creature types are aberration, animal, construct, dragoh,, ele- 
mental, fey, giant, humanoid, magical beast, monstrous 
humanoid, ooze, outsider, plant, undead, and vermin. (See the

critical hit (crit): A hit that strikes a vital area and therefore 
deals double damage or more. To score a critical hit, an attacker 
must first score a threat (usually a natural 20 on an attack roll) and 
then succeed on a critical roll (just like another attack roll).

effect. The three main categories of damage are lethal damage, 


nonlethal damage, and ability damage. In addition, wherever it is 


relevant, the type of damage an attack deals is specified, since nat- 
ural abilities, magic items, or spell effects may grant immunity to 
certain types of damage. Damage types include weapon damage 
(subdivided into bludgeoning, slashing, and piercing) and energy 
damage (positive, negative, acid, cold, electricity, fire, and sonic).

enemy: A creature unfriendly to you. 


energy damage: Damage caused by one of five types of energy —

energy drain: An attack that saps a creature's vital energy 
giving it negative levels, which might permanently drain the crea- 
ture’s levels.

enhancement bonus: A bonus that represents an increase in 
the sturdiness and/or effectiveness of armor or natural armor, or 
the effectiveness of a weapon, or a general bonus to an ability 
score.

entangled: Ensnared. Being entangled impedes movement, 
but does not entirely prevent it unless the bonds are anchored to 
an immobile object or tethered by an opposing force.

Ethereal Plane: A gray, foggy plane parallel to the Material 
Plane at all points.

Force effects originating on the 
Material Plane can affect items and creatures on the Ethereal 
Plane, but the reverse is not true. Because the Ethereal Plane is 
often used for travel, it is also considered a transitive plane (like.

exhausted: Tired to the point of significant impaitmeat An 
exhausted character moves at half speed and takes a —6 penalty to 
Strength and Dexterity. After 1 hour of complete rest, an 
exhausted character becomes fatigued. A fatigued character 
becomes exhausted by doing something else that would normally 
cause fatigue. ms 

experience points (XP): A numerical measure of a character's 
personal achievement and advancement. Characters earn experi- 
ence points by defeating oppobents and overcoming challenges. 
At the end of each adventure, ‘the DM assigns experience to the 
characters based on what they have accomplished. Characters 
continue to accumulate experience points throughout their 
adventuring careers, gaining new levels in their character classes 
at certain experience point totals. 

extraordinary ability (Ex): A nonmagical special ability (as 
opposed to a spell-like or supernatural ability). 

extraplanar: Native to a plane of existence other than the 
plane on which a creature is present. On the Material Plane, an 


outsider is an extraplanar creature. On an outsider’s home plane, a

failure: An unsuccessful result on a check, saving throw, or 
other determination involving a die roll. a ay 

fascinated: Entranced by a supernatural or spell effect. A fasci- 
nated creature stands or sits quietly, taking no actions other than » 
to pay attention to the fascinating effect, for as long as the effect 
lasts. It takes a —4 penalty on skill checks made as reactions, such 
as Listen and Spot checks. Any potential threat, such as a hostile 
creature approaching, allows the fascinated creature a new saving 
throw against the fascinating effect. Any obvious threat, such as 
someone drawing a weapon, casting a spell, or aiming a ranged 
weapon at the fascinated creature, automatically breaks the effect. 


_A fascinated creature's ally may shake it free of the effect as a stan-

fatigued: Tired to the point of impairment. A fatigued charac- 
ter can neither run nor charge and takes a —2 penalty to Strength 
and Dexterity.

fear effect: Any spell or magical effect that causes the victim to 
become shaken, frightened, or panicked, or to suffer from some 
other fear-based effect defined in the description of the specific 
spell or item in question. 

fighter (Ftr): A class made up of characters who have excep- 
tional combat capability and unequaled skill with weapons.” 

Fine: A Fine creature is typically 6 inches or less in height or 
length and weighs 1/8 pound or less. 

flank: To be directly on the other side of a character who is 
being threatened by another character. A flanking attacker gains a

flat-footed: Especially vulnerable to attacks at the beginning 
of a battle. Characters are flat-footed until their first turns in the 
initiative cycle.

force damage: A special type of damage dealt by force effects, 
such as a magic missile spell. A force effect can strike incorporeal

free action: Free actions consume a negligible amount of time,

frightened: Fearful of a creature, situation, or object. A fright- 
ened creature flees from the source of its fear as best it can. If 
unable to flee, it may fight. A frightened creature takes a —2 
penalty on all attack rolls, saving throws, skill checks, and ability 
checks. A frightened creature can use special abilities, including 
spells, to flee; indeed, the creature must use such means if they are 
the only way to escape.

To si a 
target, the character must make a successful melee touch attack. é 

granted power: The special are a cleric gains from each of 
his selected domains. 

grapple check: An opposed thee that determines a charac- 


ter’s ability to struggle in a Brapple Grapple check = 1d20 + base 


attack modifier + Strength modifier + special size modifier (+4 for 
‘every size category larger than Medium or —4 for every size cate- 
gory smaller than Medium). 

grappling: Engaged in wrestling or some other form of hand- 
to-hand struggle with one or more attackers. A grappling charac- 
ter can undertake only a limited number of actions. He does not

against opponents he isn't grappling. For creatures, grappling can 
also mean trapping opponents in any number of ways (ina toothy 
maw, under a huge paw, and so on).

hit: Make a successful attack roll. 


Hit Die/Dice (HD): In the singular form, a die rolled to gener- - 


ate hit points. In the plural form, a measure of relative power that

hit points (hp): A measure of a character’s health or an 
object’s integrity. Damage decreases current hit points, and lost

through the use of various special abilities, spells, magic items, or 
magical effects (see temporary hit points and effective hit point 
increase). 

Huge: A Huge creature is typically feredh 16 and 32 feet in 


height or length and weighs between 4,000 and 32,000 pounds. | 


incorporeal: Having no physical body. Incorporeal creatures 
are immune to all nonmagical attack forms. They can be harmed 
only by other incorporeal creatures, +1 or better magic weapons, 


Raspells, spell-like effects, or supernatural effects. Even when struck 


by spells, magical effects, or magic weapons, however, they have a 
50% chance to ignore any damage from a corporeal source. In 
addition, rogues cannot employ sneak attacks against incorporeal 
beings, since such opponents have no vital areas to target. An 
incorporeal creature has no armor or natural armor bonus (or 
loses any armor or natural armor bonus it may have when corpo- 


real), but it gains a deflection bonus equal to its Charisma modi- 


fier or +1, whichever i is greater. Such creatures can move in any 


direction and even pass through solid objects at will, but not — 


through force effects. Therefore, their attacks negate the bonuses 
provided by natural armor, armor, and shields, but deflection 
bonuses and force effects (such as mage armor) work normally 
against them.

inflict spell: A spell with the word “inflict” in its name, such as 
inflict light wounds, inflict moderate wounds, or mass inflict critical 
wounds. 

inherent bonus: A bonus to an ability score resulting from 
powerful magic, such as a wish. Inherent bonuses cannot be dis- 
pelled. A character is limited to a total inherent bonus of +5 to any 


ability score. Multiple inherent bonuses to a particular ability 


score do not stack, so only the best one applies. 

initiative: A system of determining the order of actions in 
battle. Before the first round of combat, each combatant makes a 
single initiative check. Each round, the participants act in order 
from the highest initiative result to the lowest. 

initiative check: A check used to determine a creature's place 
in the initiative order for a combat. An initiative check is 14.20 + 
Dex modifier + other modifiers. i 

initiative count: The result of an initiative check, expressed as 
a number that indicates when a character’s turn comes up. 
~ initiative modifier: A bonus or penalty on initiative checks. 

Inner Plane: One of several portions of the planar landscape 
that contain the primal forces—those energies and elements that 
make up the building blocks of reality. The Elemental Planes and 
the Energy Planes are Inner Planes. 

insight bonus: An insight bonus improves performance of a 


given activity by granting the character an almost precognitive . 


knowledge of what might occur. Multiple insight bonuses on the 
same character or object do not stack.

Intelligence (Int): The ability that determines how well a 
character learns and reasons. 

invisible: Visually undetectable. An invisible creature gains a

effect against blinded or otherwise nonsighted creatures.) An 
invisible creature’s location cannot be pinpointed by visual means.

line of sight: Two creatures can see ip other if they have line 
of sight to each other. To determine line of sight, draw an imagi- 
naty line between your space and the target's space.

The line is clear if it doesn't 
intersect or even touch squares that block line of sight. If you can't 
see the target (for instance, if you're blind or the target is invis- 
ible), you can't have line of sight to it even if you could draw an 
unblocked line between your space and the target's.

is armor or a shield), or adding +2 to relevant skill checks (if the 
item is a tool). . 

Material Plane: The “normal” plane of existence. 

Medium: A Medium creature is typically between 4 and8 feet 
in height or length and weighs between 60 and 500 pounds: 

melee: Melee combat consists of physical blows exchanged by 
opponents close enough to threaten one another's space, as op- 
posed to ranged combat. 

melee attack: A physical “fale suitable for close combat.

Mod- 
ifiers from the same source do not stack, and modifiers with spe- 
cific descriptors generally do not stack with others of the same _ 
type. If more than one modifier of a type is present, only the best 
bonus or worst penalty in that grouping.applies.

monk (Mnk): A class made up of characters who are masters of — 
the martial arts and have a number of exotic powers. 

morale bonus: A bonus representing the effects of greater 
hope, courage, and determination.

Only the highest morale bonus © 
applies. Nonintelligent creatures (creatures with an Intelligence 
of 0 or no Intelligence at all) cannot benefit from morale bonuses. 

move action: An action that is the equivalent of the character 
moving his speed. Move actions include standing up from prone, 
drawing or sheathing a weapon, opening a door, loading a light 
crossbow, and moving your speed. In a typical round, a character 
can take a move action and a standard action, or he can take a 
second move action in place of his standard action. _ 

mundane: Normal, commonplace, or rae ee Also used as a 
synonym for “ ‘nonmagical. ” an 

natural: A natural result on a roll or check is the actual number 
appearing on the die, not the modified result obtained by adding 
bonuses or subtracting penalties. 

natural ability: A nonmagical capability, such as walking, 
swimming (for aquatic creatures), and flight (for winged crea- 
tures). 

natural armor bonus: A bonus to Armor Class resulting from 
a creature's naturally tough hide. Natural armor bonuses stack 
with all other bonuses to Armor Class (even with armor bonuses) 


_ except other natural armor bonuses. Some magical effects (such as 


the barkskin spell) grant an enhancement bonus to the creature's 
existing natural armor bonus, which has the’ effect of increasing 
the natural armor’s overall bonus to Armor Class. A natural armor 
bonus doesn’t apply against touch attacks.

negate: Invalidate, prevent, or end an effect with respect to a 
designated area or target. 

negative energy: A black, crackling energy that originates on 
the Negative Material Plane. In general, negative energy heals 
undead creatures and hurts the living. 

Negative Energy Plane: The Inner Plane from which negative 
energy originates. 

negative level: A loss of vital energy resulting from, energy 
drain, spells, magic items, or magical effects. For each negative 
level gained, a creature takes a —1 penalty onall attack rolls, saving 
throws, skill checks, and ability checks, loses 5 hit points, and 
takes a -1 penalty to effective level. (That is, whenever the crea- 
ture’s level is used in a die roll or calculation, reduce its value by 1 
for each negative level.) In addition, a spellcaster loses one spell or 
spell slot from the highest spell level castable. If two or more 
spells fit this criterion, the caster decides which one becomes 
inaccessible. The lost spell becomes available again as soon as the 
negative level is removed, providing the caster would be capable 
of using it at that time.

one-handed weapon: A weapon designed for use in one hand, 
such as a longsword, often either along with a shield or a light 
weapon in the other hand.

size category. Size modifiers of different kinds apply to Armor 
Class, attack rolls, Hide checks, grapple checks, and various other 
checks. 

skill: A talent that a character acquires and improves through 
training. : 

skill check: A check relating to use of a skill. The basic skill 
check = 1d20 + skill rank + the relevant ability modifier (or simply 
1d20 + skill modifier). 

skill modifier: The bonus or penalty associated with a particu- 
lar skill. Skill modifier = skill tank + ability modifier + miscella- 
neous modifiers. (Miscellaneous modifiers include racial 
bonuses, armor check penalty, situational modifiers, and so forth.) 
Skill modifiers apply to skill checks made by characters in the 
course of using the corresponding skills.

Small: A Small creature is typically between:2° feet and 4 feet in 
height or length and weighs between 8 pounds and 60 pounds. 

sorcerer (Sor): A class made up of characters who have inborn » 
magical ability. 

space: The amount of floor space a creature requires to fight 
effectively, expressed as one dimension of a square area (for 
example, a creature with a space of 10 feet occupies a 10-foot-by- 
10-foot area on the battle grid). Space determines how many crea- 
tures can fight side by side in a corridor, as well as how many crea- 
tures can attack a single opponent at once. A creature's space 


depends upon both its size and its body shape. Sometimes also 


called fighting space. 

special qualities: Characteristics possessed by certain mon- 
sters (and sometimes characters) that are distinctive in some way. 
The Monster Manual has detailed information on all special quali- 
ties. 

speed: The number of feet a creature can move when taking a 
move action. ; 

spell: A one-time magical effect. The two primary categories of 
spells are arcane and divine. Clerics, druids, paladins, and rangers 
cast divine spells, while wizards, sorcerers, and bards cast arcane 
spells. Spells are further grouped into eight schools of magic. 

spell completion item: A magic item (typically a scroll) that 
contains a partially cast spell. Since the spell preparation step has 
already been completed, all the user need do to cast the spell is 
complete the final gestures or words normally required to trigger 
it. To use a spell completion item safely, the caster must be high 
enough level in the appropriate class to cast the spell already, 
though it need not be a known spell. A caster who does not fit this 
criterion has a chance of spell failure. Activating a spell comple- 
tion item is a standard action and provokes attacks of opportunity 
just as casting a spell does. ;~ ; 

spell failure: The chancé that a spell fails and is ruined when 
cast under less than ideal conditions; when a spell is cast to no 
effect. 


spell level: A number from 0 to 9 that indicates the general 
~ power of a spell. 

spell-like ability (Sp): A special ability with effects that resem- 
_ ble those of a spell. In most cases, a spell-like ability works just 
like the spell of the same name. 


spell preparation: Part of the spellcasting process for wizards, 


clerics, paladins, rangers, and druids. Preparing a spell requires 
careful reading from a spellbook (for wizards) or devout prayers or 
meditation (for divine spellcasters). The character actually casts 
the first and lengthiest part of the spell during the preparation 
~ phase, leaving only the very end for completion at another time. 


To use a prepared spell, the character finishes the casting with the 


appropriate spell components—a few special words, some com- 
plex gestures, a specific item, or a combination of the three. A pre- 
pared spell is used up once cast and cannot be cast again until the 
spellcaster prepares it again. ores and bards need not prepare 
their spells. aere'* 

spell resistance (SR): A il defensive ability that allows a 
creature or item to resist the effects of spells and spell-like abili- 
ties. Supernatural abilities are not subject to spell resistance. To 
overcome a creature's spell resistance, the caster of the spell or 
spell-like ability must equal or exceed the preatines spell resist- 
ance with a caster level check. 

spell slot: The “space” in a spellcaster's mind ‘dadindied to hold- 
ing a spell of a particular spell level. A spellcaster has enough spell 
slots to accommodate an entire day’s allotment of spells. Spellcast- 
ers who must prepare their spells in advance generally fill their 
spell slots during the preparation period, though a few slots can 
be left open for spells prepared later in the day. A spellcaster can 
always opt to fill a higher-level spell slot with a lower-level spell, if 
desired. 
_ spell trigger item: A magic item (such as a wand) that pro- 
duces a patticular spell effect. Any spellcaster whose class spell 
list includes a particular spell knows how to use a spell trigger 


item that duplicates it, regardless of whether the character knows 


(or could know) that spell at the time. The user must determine 
what the spell stored in the item is before trying to use it. To acti- 
vate the item, the user must speak a word, but no gesture or spell 
finishing is required. Activating a spell trigger item is a standard 
action and does not provoke attacks of opportunity. 

spell version: One of several variations of the same spell. 
_ The caster must select the desired version of the spell at tie 
time of casting. Lesser 
restoration, dispel 
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magic, and create un- 
dead are examples of 
spells with multiple 
versions. 

spellcaster: A char- 
acter capable of casting 
spells. 

splash weapon: A ranged ° 
weapon that splashes on impact, 

dealing damage to creatures who are 
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within 5 feet of the spot where it lands as well as to targets it actu- 
ally hits. Attacks with splash weapons are ranged touch attacks. 

spontaneous casting: The special ability of a cleric to drop a 
prepared spell (but not a domain spell) to gain a cure or inflict spell 
of the same level or lower, or of a druid to drop a prepared spell to 
gain a summon nature's ally spell of the same level or lower. Since 
the substitution of spells occurs on the spur of the moment, cler- 
ics need not prepare their cure or inflict spells in advance, nor do 
_ druids need to prepare their summon nature's ally spells in advance. 


“©, »square; A square on the battle grid. A square is 1 inch on a side 


and represents a 5-foot-by-5-foot area. The terms “1 square” and “5 
feet” are generally interchangeable. 

stable: Unconscious and having a current hit point total 
between —1 and —9, but not dying. A dying character who is stable 
regains no hit points, but stops losing them at a rate of 1 per 
round. 

stack: Combine for a cumulative effect. In most cases, modi- 
fiers to a given check or roll stack if they come from different — 
sources and have different descriptors (or no descriptors at all), 
but do not stack if they have the same descriptors or come from 
the same source (such as the same spell cast twice in’succession). 
If the modifiers to a particular roll do not stack, only the best 
bonus or worst penalty applies. Dodge bonuses and circumstance 


» bonuses however, do stack with one another unless otherwise 


specified. Spell effects that do not stack may overlap, coexist inde- 
pendently, or render one another irrelevant, depending on their 
exact effects. 
staggered: Having nonlethal damage exactly equal to current 
hit points. A staggered character may take a single move action or 
standard action each round (but not both, nor can she take full- 
round actions). 
standard action: The most basic pe of action. Common stan- 
dard actions including making a melee or ranged attack, casting a 
spell, and using a magic item. Ina typical round, a character can 
take a standard action and a move action, but he can't take a second 
standard action in place of his move action*** »+- 
Strength (Str): The ability that measures a rice muscle 
and physical power. 
stunned: A stunned creature drops everything held, can't take 
actions, takes a -2 penalty to AC, and loses his 
Dexterity bonus to AC (if any). F 
subject: A creature affected bya 
spell. 
subschool: A category of spells 
within a school of magic. For 
example, charm and com- 
pulsion are subschools 
within the school of 
enchantment. 
subtype: A subdivision _ 
of creature type. For ex- 
ample, humans and elves are 
both of the humanoid type, 
but each of those races also 
constitutes its own sub- 


type of humanoid. 
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Ph ability (Su): A magical power that Nedincese a 
particular effect, as opposed to a natural, extraordinary, or spell-_ 
like ability. Using a supernatural ability generally does not pro- 
voke an attack of opportunity. Supernatural abilities are not sub- 
ject to dispelling, disruption, or spell resistance. However, they do 
not function in areas where magic is suppressed or negated, such © 


as inside an antimagic field. ° 


suppress: Cause a magical effect to cease functioning without. 
actually ending it. When the suppression ends, the spell effect 
returns, provided it has not expired in the meantime. 

surprise: A special situation that occurs at the beginning ofa 


battle if some (but not all) combatants are unaware of their oppo- 
‘nents’ presence. In this case, a surprise round happens before reg- 


ular rounds begin. In initiative order (highest to lowest), those 
combatants who started the battle aware of their opponents each 
take a standard action during the surprise round. Creatures un- 


aware of opponents are flat-footed through the entire surprise _ 


round and do not enter the initiative cycle until the first regular 
combat round. 

take damage: Be affected by damage (either lethal or non- 
lethal) from a successful attack. Damage dealt by an opponent 
does not necessarily equal damage taken, since various special 
defenses may reduce or negate agree from certain kinds of 
attacks. 

take 10:To pechice the iced of failure on certain skill checks 
by assuming an average die roll result (10 on a d20 roll). You can't 
take 10 if distracted or threatened, such as during combat. 

take 20: To assume that a character makes sufficient retries to 

obtain the maximum possible check result (as if a 20 were rolled 
on d20). Taking 20 takes as much time as making twenty separate 
skill checks (usually at least 2 minutes), Taking 20 assumes that 
the character fails many times before succeeding, and thus can't 
be used if failure carries negative consequences. 


target: The intended recipient of an attack, spell, supernatural — 


ability, extraordinary ability, or magical effect. If a targeted spell is 
successful, its recipient is known as the subject of the spell. 

_ temporary hit points; Hit points gained for a limited time 
through certain spells (such as aid) and magical effects. When a 
character with temporary hit points is dealt damage, deduct the 
damage from temporary hit points first, then deduct any remain- 
ing damage (if any) to the character's actual (nontemporary) hit 
points. Temporary hit points can cause a character's hit point total 
to exceed its normal maximum. 

threat: A possible critical hit. 

threat range: All natural die roll results that constitute a threat 
when rolled for an attack roll. For most weapons, the threat range 
is 20, but some weapons have threat ranges of 19-20 or 18~20. 
Any attack roll that does not result in a hit is not a threat, wheres 
or not it lies within the weapon's threat range. 

threaten: To be able to attack in melee without moving from 
your current space. A creature typically threatens all squares 
within its natural reach, even when it is not its-turn to take an 
action. For a Medium or Small creature this usually includes all 
squares adjacent to its space. Larger creatures threaten more 
squares, while smaller creatures may not threaten any squares 
except their own. 

threatened square: A square within an opponent's reach. Gen- 
erally, characters threaten all adjacent squares, though reach 
weapons can alter this range. Certain actions provoke attacks of 
opportunity when taken within a threatened square. 

thrown weapon: A ranged weapon that a character hurls at an 
enemy, such as a spear, as opposed to a projectile weapon. 

Tiny: A Tiny creature is typically between 1 and 2 feet in height 
or length and weighs between 1 and 8 pounds. 

total concealment: Attacks against a target with total conceal- 
ment have a 50% miss chance. Total concealment blocks line of 
sight. See concealment. 
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total eOversAttacks against a target that has total cover auto- 
matically fail. Total cover blocks Hints of sight and line of effect. See 
Cover 4 mii 

touch attaél: 46 attack in which the ee must SS ot 
with an opponent but does not need to penetrate atmor. Touch 
attacks may be either melee or ranged. The target’s armor bonus, 
shield bonus, and natural armor bonus (including any enhance- 
ment bonuses to those values) do not apply to AC apagrige a touch 
attack. wa 

touch spell: A spell that delivers its effect when the caster 
touches a target creature or object. Touch spells ate delivered to 
unwilling targets by touch attacks. 

trained: Having at least 1 rank in a skill. Many skills can be 
used untrained by making a successful skill check using 0 skill 
ranks. Others, such as Spellcraft, can be used only by characters 
who are trained in that skill. : 

transitive plane: A plane of existence often used to travel 
from one place (or plane) to another. The Astral Plane, the Ethe- 
real Plane, and the Plane of Shadow are all transitive planes. 

turn: The point in the round at which you take your action(s). 
On your turn, you may perform one or more actions, as dictated 
by your current circumstances. 

turn undead: The supernatural ability to drive off or destroy 
undead by channeling positive energy. 

turned: Affected by a turn undead attempt. Turned undead flee 
for 10 rounds (1 minute) by the best and fastest means available to 
them. If they cannot flee, they cower. 

turning check: A roll of 1d20 + Charisma modifier to deter- 
mine how much positive or negative energy is able to be chan- 
neled when attempting to turn or rebuke undead. 

turning damage: The number of Hit Dice of undead that are 
turned or rebuked with a particular turning check. Turning 
damage = 2d6 + cleric level + Charisma modifier: 

two-handed weapon: A weapon designed for use in two 
hands, such as a greatsword. A two-handed weapon is considered ~ 
to be an object of the same size as its designated wielder (for 
example, a Medium greatsword is a Medium object). 

type: See creature type. 

unarmed attack: A melee attack made with no weapon in hand. 

unarmed strike: A successful blow, typically dealing non- 
lethal damage, from a character attacking without weapons. A 
monk can deal lethal damage with an unarmed strike, but others 


deal nonlethal damage. 


unconscious: Knocked out and helpless. Unconsciousness 
can result from having current hit points between —-1 and —9, or 
from nonlethal damage in excess of current hit points. A character 
who is unconscious as a result of having current hit points 
between —1 and —9 who becomes stable has a 10% chance every 
hour to become conscious. A character who is unconscious as a 
result of having nonlethal damage in excess of current hit points 
has a 10% chance every minute to wake up and be staggered. 

untrained: Having no ranks in a skill. Many skills can be used 
untrained by making a successful skill check using 0 ranks and 
including all other modifiers as normal. Other skills can be used 
only by characters who are trained in that skill. 

use-activated item: A magic item that activates upon typical 
usage for a normal item of its type. For example, a character can 
activate a potion by drinking it, a magic sword by swinging it, a 
lens by looking through it, or a cloak by wearing it. Characters do 
not learn what a use-activated item does just by wearing or using 
it unless the benefit occurs automatically with use. 

Will save: A type of saving throw, related to a character's ability 
to withstand damage thanks to his mental toughness. 

Wisdom (Wis): The ability that describes a character's will- 
power, common sense, percéption, and intuition. 

wizard (Wiz): A class made up of characters who are schooled 
in the arcane arts.

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A spell of the polymorph subschool changes the subject’s form 
from one shape to another. Incorporeal creatures or those in gas- 
eous form are immune to polymorph spells, as are creatures of the 
ooze or plant type. Unless otherwise noted in the spell’s descrip- 
tion, the subject of a polymorph spell takes on all the statistics 
and special abilities of an average member of the assumed form in 
place of its own except as follows. . 


* If the subject has the shapechanger subtype, it retain *that 
subtype. A creature of the shapechanger subtype can reyert to 
its natural form as a standard action, ending the spell’s effect. 

* The subject retains its own alignment and personality, within 
the limits of the assumed form’s ability scores. 

* The subject retains its own hit points. = ~~ 

* The subject is treated has having its normal Hit Dice for 
purpose of adjudicating effects based on HD, such as the sleep 
spell, though it uses the assumed form’s base attack bonus, base 
save bonuses, and all other statistics derived from Hit Dice. 

¢ The subject retains the ability. to understand the languages 
it understands in its natural form. If the assumed form is 
normally capable of speech, the subject retains the ability to 
speak these languages as well. It can write in the languages it 
understands, but only if the assumed form is capable of writing 
in some manner—even a primitive manner, such as drawing in 
the dirt with a paw. 


In all other ways, the subject's normal game statistics are effec- 
tively replaced.by those of the assumed form. The subject loses all 
the special abilities it has in its natural form, including its class 


features, even if the assumed form would normally be able to use 
these class features. 

Ifthe assumed form’s size is different from the subject’s normal 
size, its new space must share as much of the natural form’s space 
as possible, squeezing into the available space (see Squeezing, 
page 148) if necessary. If insufficient space exists for the assumed 


_ form, the spell fails. 


Any gear worn or carried by the subject melds into the assumed 
form and becomes nonfunctional. When the subject reverts to its 
natural form, any objects previously melded into the assumed. 
form reappear in the same location on its body they previously 
occupied and are once again functional. Any new items worn in 
the assumed form fall off and land at the subject’s feet. 

The spellcaster can freely designate the assumed form’s minor 
physical qualities, such as hair color and skin color, within the 
normal ranges for the assumed form’s kind. ogi 

The assumed form’s significant physical qualities, such as 
height, weight, and gender, are also under the spellcaster’s con- 
trol, but they must fall within the norms for the assumed form's 
kind. The subject of a polymorph spell is effectively camouflaged 
as a creature of its assumed form, and it gains a +10 bonus on Dis- 
guise checks if it uses this ability to create a disguise. 

If the subject of a polymorph spell is slain or rendered uncon- 
scious, the spell ends. Any part of the body that is separated from 
the whole remains polymorphed until the effect ends. 

Polymorph Subschool and Preexisting Spells: Any spell 
based on either alter self or polymorph should be considered to have 
the polymorph subschool. However, a spell’s existing rules text 
takes priority over that of the subschool. 
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
